Ordinance of April 10, 1817. 

An Ordinance providing for the appointment of an Attorney and Solicitor, for the Cor* 

poration of the city of Philaddphuu 

1. Sect. I. Be \l ordained and enacted, Hat the major of the 
citj be authorised to appoint one gentleman of the bar, a citizen 
off and resident within the citj of Philadelphia, who has been ad- 
mitted to practise, as an attorney and counsellor at law, in the 
supreme court of the commonwealth, to be the attorney and solicitor 
for the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia, who shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the mayor. 

2. Sect. II. it shall be the duty of such attorney and solicitor, 
to draft all bonds, obligations, contracts, leases, conveyances, and 
assurances, which may be required of him, by any ordinance of 
tins corporation, or which by any law or ordinance heretofore 
passed, are requisite and necessarv to be done and made, by and 
Between the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia, and 
any person or persons contracting with this corporation, and which 
by law or usage the said mayor, aldermen, and citizens are to be 
at the expense of so drawing. It shall be his duty to commence 
and prosecute all and every suit and suits, action and actions, 
brought and to be brought by the mayor, aldermen, and citizens, 
for or on account of any of the estate, rights, privileges, claims, 
or demands of the said corporation ; as well as to defend all ac- 
tions and suits, brought or to be brought against the said mayor, ,

aldermen, and citizens, or any officer of this corporation, wherein 
or %^ereby any of the estates, rights, privileges, ordinances or acts 
of this corporation, or any branch thereof, may be brought in ques- 
tion, before any court in this common weahh; and shall do all and 
every professional act, incident to the office, or which may be re- 
quired of him by the mayor of the said city, or by any committee 
of the select or common council, or by any ordinance or resolution 
of the said councils, or either of them; and shall, when required, 
furnish the said councils, and the mayor, with his opinions on any 
subject which may be submitted to them. 
Sect. III. Repealed. [Post 4.] 

Ordinance of December 33, 1830.

3. Sect. I. Be U ordained, fyc, That from and after the first 
day of January, 1831, the compensation of the attorney and solici- 
tor of the corporation of the city of Philadelphia, ^br all services 
which he ma^ render, including also his services relating to the 
trusts vested m the corporation, shall be one thousand dollars per 
annum, payable quarterly by orders drawn in the usual manner on 
the city treasurer. 

Sect. 11. Repealed. [Postd.'] 

4. Sect. III. That all expenses incidental to the maintenance 
and execution of trusts vested in the corporation* of the city of 
Philadelphia, shall be charged by the city treasurer, to the respec- 
tive trust accounts. 

Sect. IV. That the third section of an ordinance passed the 
tenth day of April, A. D. 1817, making it the duty of the attorney 
and solicitor of the corporation of the oity of Philadelphia, to ren- 
der his quarterly account for professional services to the city com- 
missioners, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of July 14, 1831. 

5. Sect. I. Be U ordained^ 4rc., That from and after the pass- 
age of this ordinance, the attorney and solicitor of the corporation 
shall, at the end of each quarter, render a certificate' to the city 
treasurer, specifying the services which by virtue of his office he 
has performed during the said quarter, on account of the several 
trusts vested in the corporation . of the city of Philadelphia, and 
showing* the sums which should equitably be charged for the same 
against such trusts respectively. 

Sect. II. That the second section of the supplement, passed on 
the twenty-third day of December, 1830, in relation to the manner 
in which the city solicitor shall render his accounts, be and the 
aiune is hereby repealed.

Act of February 6, 1730—1. 

An Act for the better prevention of accidents that may happen by fire in the city of 
Philadelphia, by Bake-houses and Ck)oper8' shops. — 1 Smith, 194. 

1 . Sect. I. For the further securing the inhabitants of the city 
of Philadelphia, from the clangers that may happen by fire, Be it 
dMctedy that from and after the space of sixteen months, next ensu- 
ing the publication of this act, no person whatsoever, within the 
said city, by himself, his agents, journeymen, or servants, shall oc- 
cupy the trade of [a cooper or] baker, but in such shops or places 
as are built in the manner herein respectively directed and appoint* 
ed : that is to say, [That no person, after the time aforesaid, shall 
occupy the trade of a cooper, within ihe said city, but in a shop or 
place built of brick or stone, with a large chimney in the same, the 
ceiling thereof plastered, no stairs nor passage up the loft within such 
shop, and the floor thereof to be earth, or laid with good two-inch 
oak plank. And] that no person after the time aforesaid, within, 
the said city, shall occupy the trade of abiscuit or sofl-bread baker, 
but in' a bake-house built of brick or stone, and arched over with 
brick, if the place will admit thereof, or otherwise to be well ceiled 
with plastering ; the floor of the said bakehouse paved with brick 
or stone ; the crown of the oven to be secured by carrying up the 
foundation walls square, and filling the same with gravel or sand, 
at least six inches higher than the top of the oven ; and the chim- 
ney to be arched in the said bake-house, without any timber in or 
near adjoining to the same. 

2. Sect. IL If any person or persons, from and afler the time 
aforesaid, shall presume, by themselves, their agents, journeymen, 
or servants, to occupy the trade of a [cooper, or] biscuit or soft 
bread baker, [or either of them,] within the city aforesaid, in any 
shop or place, other than is above directed, enjoined and appointed, 
every person so offending, for every month he, she or they, shall 
occupy the trade of baker [or cooper, or either of them,] in any shop 
or bake-house, contrary to the directions of this act, shall forfeit, as 
herein after is provided : that is to say, for the first offence, the sum 
of twenty* shillings ; and for the second offence, the sum of thirty 
shillings ; and for the third and every other offence, the sum of for- 
ty shimngs ; to be recovered, upon complaint made, in the name of 
tne clerk of the market for the city of Philadeiphia^ or in the name 
of any other person who will give information of the same, for and 
towards the repair of fire engines, and purchasing leathern buckets, 
before two magistrates of the said city, whereof the mayor for the 
time being to be one. ^PpBt 4.] 

3. Sect. III. Provided always, If any person or persons shall 
find him, her or themselves, aggrieved with any judgment or sen* 
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tence oftho said two magistratefl, it shall and may be lawful for the 
persipn or persons, so aggrieved, to appeal to the next court of 
Common Pleas, to be held for the city and county of Philadelphia 
aforesaid, whose judgment therein shall be definitive. 

Act of April 12, 1828. 

An Act repealing so much of the act of sixth February, 1730, as relates to Coopers' 

shops within the ciry of Philadelphia. 

4. Sect. 1. Be it enacted^ ^c. That an act passed February 
sixth, 1730, entitled an act for the better prevention of accidents 
that may happen by fire in the city of Philadelphia, by bake-houses 
and coopers' shops as far as relates to coopers' shops be and the 
same is hereby repealed.

Ordinance of October 1, 1811. 

1. Sect. V. From and after the first day of November next, no 
person shall use or place upon any brick pavement or foot-way 
of the public streets, lanes or alleys within the city of Philadelphia, 
any wheelbarrow or other vehicle of any kind whatsoever, which 
shall have more than one wheel, or which having but one wheel, 
shall be of a greater width than two feet six inches, or of a greater 
length than seven feet : And every person who shall offend against 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall for each offence forfeit and 
pay the sum of three dollars, to be recovered with costs before the 
mayor or any alderman of the city, one half therof to the use of the 
person suing for the same, and the other half thereof to the use of 
the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia ; Provided always y 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the 
passing across the said footways to and from any dwelling-house, 
store, or other premises, of any such wheelbarrow or vehicle, the 
passing of which is not prohibited by any existing ordinance.

Ordinance of February 25, 1819. 

An ordinance for the regulation of public Porters and other persons using Wheelbar. 
rows, Handbarrows Handcarts and Handearriages within the city of rhiladelphia. 

3. Sect. I. All wheelbarrows, handbarrows, handcarts and hand- 
carriages used for hire in the transportation <>f goods, wares and 
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merchandise within the-citj of Philadelphia, shall on or before the 
first day of April next, be registered in the office of the city clerk, 
in a book to be by him procured for that purpose, at the expense of 
the city, and each wheelbarrow, handbarrow, handcart or handcar- 
riage so registered, shall be numbered wi^ a number correspond- 
ing with its register, which number shall be in large figures, not 
less than two inches in length, and of a conspicuous colour, placed 
or painted on the part of said barrow or carriage, most exposed to \ 

the public view, and the numbers thereof shall go on progressively, j 

beginning with number one. ,j 

3. Srct. U. The said city clerk shall insert in the book in which { 
the said barrows or carriages shall be numbered, the name of the i 
owner or proprietor thereof, together with his place of abode, and 
shall deliver to the said owner or proprietor thereof a certificate, 
stating that the entry of said barrow or carriage (as it may be) was 
made according to law, and inserting in such certificate the num- 
ber of the same, according to the registry thereof, and describing 
the residence of such owner or proprietor. And the said owner or 
proprietor of such barrow or carraige at the time of its registry as 
aforesaid, and the person or persons using the same or either of them, 
shall be liable fi>r all penalties which may be incurred for the breach 
of «iy of the provisioni^ of this ordinance, as well as to all damages 
which any person or persons may sustain by the misconduct of the 
perscm or persons driving or carrying such barrow or carriage, 
which responsibility shall continue, so long as the said barrow or 
carriage shall continue registered in the name of the said owner or 
proprietor thereof. 

4. Sect. III. It shall be the duty of every person or persons 
who may enter or register such barrows or carriages as are herein 
before mentioned, to make report to the said city clerk as often as 
be, she, or they may chmge their place or places of abode, or may 
sell or transfer their said barrow or carriage, which report shall by 
the said city clerk bo entered in the margin of the registry of said 
bArrow or carriage. And the certificate originally given by the 
city clerk of such registry shall be destroyed and another given to 
such new owner thereof, stating the place of residence of such new 
owner or-proprietor. 

6, Sect. IV. It shall be the duty of every owner or proprietor 
of any wheelbarrow, handbarrow, handcarriage or handcart, intend- 
ed to be used for hire, to make a firesh entry thereof in the office of 
the city clerk, durine the month of April in every year. And it 
shaU be the duty of the said city clerk on such annual entry there- 
of to issue new certificates therefor, as is herein before described ; 
and for the original entry thereof, and for each annual entry there- 
of, afterwards made, the owner or proprietor of such barrow or 
carriage shall pay to the said city clerk, for the use of the city, fif> 
iy cents, and no other charge or demand of money shall in any case 
be made by the said city clerk fi>r any alteratioki or renewal of any 
certificate to be by him issued, or for any new entry or alteration - 
of the registry of such barrow or carriage, during the year in which 
said certificate shall be in force. 
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6. Sbct. V. If any person or persons, owners or proprietors of 
such wheelbarrows, handbarrows, handcarts or faandcarriages as 
are herein before mentioned and described, shall refuse or neglect 
to make a proper entry thereof in the office of the said city clerk as 
is herein before directed, or shall make a false or untrue entry or 
description .thereof, or shall falsely describe his, her or their places 
of abode, or shall not report to the said eity clerk whenever he, she 
>or they, may change his, her or their places of abode as is herein 
before directed ; or shall alter or deface or permit or suffer to be 
altered or defaced the number on his barrow or carriage without 
immediately replacing the same, he, she, or they so offending, shall 
lor every such offence, pay the sum of three dollars, one half for the 
use of the city and the other half for the use of any person who may 
inform and cause the said offender or offenders to be convicted there- 
of ; which sum, together with the costs of suit, shall be recovered 
before the mayor, or any alderman of the city, in the same manner 
as debts under one hundred dollars are by law recoverable. 

7. Sect. VI. No wheelbarrow, handbarrow, handcart or hand- 
carriage, used for hire or pay, in the transportation of articles with- 
an the city of Philadelphia, shall be permitted, from and after the 
first day of April next, to pass on any of the paved foot paths or 
side walks of the city, excepting when prevented by the depth of 
snow in the streets, or other unavoidable causes, rendering the pas- 
sage therein impracticable, unless for the purpose of passing to or 
from any house, store, or yard, into or out of any street, lane, or 
alley ; and any person or persons using the same, shall, in passing 
through the streets, lanes, or alleys of the city, keep with the right 
hand nearest to the curb stone or gutter, and the said person or per^ 
sons using or driving said barrows or carriages, as above described, 
shall, wherever it may be necessary to croaa the said streetj lane^ or 
alleyj do so in a direction as nearly opposite the house, or place to 
which said person or persons are going, as is practicable, and the 
person or persons offending against any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall for each offence pay the sum of two dollars, to be reco* 
vered with costs of suit, before the mayor, or any alderman of the 
city, for the use of the city. 

8. Sect. VII. In no case shall the person or persons driying 
or carrying any wheelbarrows, handbarrows, handcarts or handcar- 
riages, whether for hire or otherwise, pass along any of the streets, 
lanes, or alleys of the city, faster than a walking pace, and in all 
cases where it is practicable, they shall drive or carry the said bar- 
row or carriage, within three feet of the curb stone or gutter, 'where 
there is no curb stone, measuring from the centre part of the said 
barrow or carriage, under the penalty of two dollars, to be recover- 
ed with costs of suit, as is herein before directed. 

9. Sect. VIII. The load or burthen placed or carried on any 
wheelbarrow, handbarrow, handcart, or handcarriage, upon or 
along the paved foot paths or side walks of the 'City, shall not ex- 
tend in width or breadth more than four feet, measuring from the 
extreme points of such load or burthen, under the pentdty of two 
dollars, with costs of suit, to be recovered. before the mayor or any 
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alderman of the city, from the owner or proprietor of the said barrow 
or carriage, or the person nsing the same. 

10. Sect. IX. All wheelbarrows, haodbarrows, handcarts, or 
handcarriages, within the city of Philadelphia, and standing in the 
streets thereof, for hire, shall be placed in such parts thereof, as 
shall be by the city commissioners designated as stands for such 
carriages or barrows, and the said barrows and carriages shall 
be placed in conformity to such regulations, while on the said 
stands, as may be by the said city commissioners directed and 
prescribed. And it shall be the duty of the commissioners to nom^ 
nate and ^ a^ many places in different parts of the city, as they 
may deem necessary, as stands for such barrows and carriages, 
and advertise and give public notice of the places so fixed for the 
purpose aforesaid, and if any porter or other person using such bar* 
row or carriage, shall not comply with the order and directions^ 
publicly declared and advertised .by the said city commissioners, 
for the regulation of said barrows and carriages, while on said 
stands, the person or persons so ofiending, shall pay the sum of 
one dollar for every such offence, to be recovered with costs of 
suit, before the mayor or any alderman of the city, as is herein 
before directed. 

1 1 . Sect. X. No wheelbarrow, handbarrow, handcart, or hand- 
carriage, shall at any time, within the city, occupy the pavement 
or footway as a stand, but when unemployed, shall remain with-* 
out the curb stone ; and in case any porter or porters shall place 
any of the aforesaid vehicles on the foot way, with a view to occu- 

gy it as a stand, he or they shall forfeit the sum of one dollar, to 
e recovered on due conviction, before the mayor or any alderman 
of the city, as hereinbefore directed.

Act of March 27th, 1819. 

Mk Act to vcit a certain faaiyinff gromid in the Board of Health, and to firovide for 
legiBtering the births of chudren, in the city of Philadelphia and ito vicinity. 

1. Sbct. II. It shall be the duty of all persons who may pur- 
sue or practice midwifery in the city of Philadelphia, in the incor- 
porated part of the Northern Liberties, in the township of Penn 
and the districts of Southwark and Moyamensing, between the first 
day of March and the first day of April annually hereafter, to 
leave their names in writing and the places of their residence, at 
the office of the board of health; and when so left, it shall be the 
doty of the clerk to receive and enter the same alphabeticalljr, in 
a book to be kept for that purpose, which shall be open at all times 
during office hours, to persons desirous to inspect the same. And 
all persons pursuing or practising midwifery as aforesaid, shall

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keep a true and exact register of the births that take place under 
their care and superintendence: and shall from time to time aa 
they may happen, enter the same, with the sex of the child so born, 
on a blank schedule, to be furnished to them by the clerk of the 
health office; which schedule shall be signed with the name of such 
person and delivered on the last Saturday of each month, to the 
clerk of the health office, or other person calling for the same; and 
every person pursuing or practising midwifery, neglecting or re- 
using to leave their names and places of residence at the health 
office as aforesaid, or to perform any other of the duties required* 
by this act, shall forfeit and pay for each offence the sum of twen- 
ty*five dollars, to be recovered in the manner and for the used 
prescribed in ^^An act for establishing a health office, and to secure 
the city and port of Philadelphia from the introduction of pestilential 
and contagious diseases^ and for other purposes. " 
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ACT OP ASSEMBLY. 

Election of Board of Health. 1. 

Act of January 29th, 1818. 

An aet for establiabins a Health Office^ and to secure the city and port of Fhiladel. 
phia from' the introduction of pestilential and contagious diseases, and for other 
purposes. 

1. Sect. I. Prom and after the first Monday in March next, a 
board of health shall be established, in the manner hereinafter di- 
rected, which shall be, and hereby is, erected into a body corpo- 
rate in deed and in law, by the name, style and title of ''The 
Board of Health ; " who shall have perpetual succession, and enjoy 
all and every the rights, liberties and privileges, powera, authori- 
ties and immunities, incident or belonging to a corporation or 
body politic; and by that name, may take and hold all the estate, 
real and personal, now vested in the present board of health, and 
shall moreover have and exercise the power and authorities here- 
inafter mentioned, that is to say, The members of the board of 
health shall be eleven, who shall serve without compensation or 
emolument, and shall be appointed in the manner following, to 
wit: The Select and Common Councils of the city of Philadelphia, 
in a joint meeting, to be held on the afternoon of the second Mon- 
day in March annually, between the hours of two and six o'clock, 
shall elect by ballot, six citizens, who shall be taxable inhabitants 
of the said city; and the commissioners of the incorporated part of 
the Nothem Liberties, shall annually on the same day, and be- 
tween the same hours, elect by ballot, two citizens, who shall be 
taxable inhabitants of the said district; and the commissioners of 
Ponn township, shall annually on the same day, and between the 
same hours, elect by ballot, one citizen, who shall be a taxable in- 
habitant of the said district; and the commissioners of the district 
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of Southwark, shall annually on the same day, and between the 

Boxxie hours, el«ct by ballot, one citizen, who shsdl be m taxable in* 
habitant of the said district; and the commissioners of Moyamen* 
sing, shall annually on the same. day, and between the same hours, 
elect by ballot, one citizen, who shall be a taxable inhabitant of 
the said township; who shall constitute the board of health, of 
which a majority shall be a quorum. And in case the appointmentitf 
hereby directed, should not take place on the day specified, they 
may be made on any other subsequent day, prior to the third Mod** 
day in March, between the same hours. And the number of yean 
for which any individual may be eligible as a member of the board 
of health, shall not be limited ; and in case of the removal, death, 
sickness, resignation, inability, or refusal to serve, of any of the 
said board, their places shall be supplied by other appointments, 
to be made by the same authority which appointed the individuals 
by whose delinquency the vacancy shall be occasioned.

Act of March 18th, 1775. 

An act to vregulate the assize of bread, and for other purposes, therein mentioned— 

] Smith, 425. 

1. Sect. VII. If any person or persons shall adulterate or mix 
any improper or unwholesome ingredient in any kind of flour, of 
which bread shall be made for sale as aforesaid, every such person 
or persons, being thereof legally convicted before any magistrate 
or justice of the city, borough, or county, where such bread shall 
be so made, sold, or exposed to sale, who is hereby authorized and 
empowered to hear, try, and determine the same, shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of five pounds for every such offence. 

Act of March 11th, 1789. 

2. Sect. XXXYIII. It shall and may be lawful for the mayor 
of the said city to nominate, and from time to time, to appoint 
one or more clerk or clerks of the markets, who shall have assize 
of bread, wine, beer, wood, and other things, within the said city, 
and shall do and perform all things belonging to the office of 
clerks of the markets, within the said city. 

Act of April 1st, 1797. 

An Act to regulate the manner of selling loaf-bread, and to repeal certain existing laws 

respecting the same.^3 Sinith, 294. 

3. Sect. II. From and after the first day of May next, all loaf- 
bread made for sale, within this commonwealth, shall be sold by 
the pound avoirdupois, and every baker or other person, oflering 
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the flame fer sale, shall keep at his or her house, or at such other 
place at which he or she shall at any time offer or expose for sale, 
anj such hread, sufficient scales and weights, lawfully regulated, 
for the purpose of weighing the same , and if any baker or other 
person shall, from and after the first day of May next, sell or offer 
tor sale, any loaf-bread, in any other manner, the contract respect- 
ing the same shall be void, and the person offending against this 
act shall, on conviction, forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for 
every such offence, one half to the use of the informer, and the other 
half to the use of this commonwealth ; and it shall be the especial 
duty of the clerk of the market, in any place where such officer is 
appointed, to discover and prosecute all persons offending against 
this act. 
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Act of March 11, 1789. 

■' An Act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia.--2 Smith, 479. 

1. Sect. XXXVII. It shall and may be lawful for the [mayor^ 
or recorder, aldermen, and common councilmen, in common coun* 
oil assembled,] from time to time, to permit and license such and 
BO many brokers within the said city, and under ^such rules and 
regulations as they may think proper; and to prohibit all other 
persons from using or exercising the business of a broker therein, 
under such pains and penalties, as shall from time to time, be 
ordained and established in manner aforesaid.— [ The whole hgtslo" 
laHve fewer of the Corporation vested in the Select and Gommon 
Councils. — See Corporation, Ji, Jl. 40.] 

Act of M'arch 8, 1823. 

An Act yesting the Corporation of the City of Philadelphia, and the Corporations of the 
ad)oming Townships and DistrictB in the County of Philadelphia, with additional 
powers. 

2. From and afler the passing of this act it shall and may be 
lawful for the select and common councils of the city of Philadel- 
phia, the commissioners of the Northern Liberties, the commis- 
sioners of the district of Spring Garden, the commissioners of Ken- 
sington district, the commissioners of the district of Southwark, 
and the commissioners of the township of Moyamensing, to pass 
such laws and ordinances as they may from time to time deem ne- 
cessary for the good government and control of all pawn brokers. 
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and persons who maj keep oyster ceUartf, or sell oysters within the 
city, district, or townships, over which said council or commia-^ 
sioners may or have been elected to superintend: Provided^ That 
SQch laws or ordinances shall not be contrary to the constitotion or 
laws of the United States, or of this state. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of July 9, 1821. 
An Ordinance to license and regulate pawnbrokerai 

1 . Sect. I. The mayor of the said city may, from time to time, 
give and grant licenses, under his hand and seal, to such persons 
as shall produce to him satisfactory evidence of tlieir good charac^ 
ter, to use, exercise, or carry on the trade or business of a pawn- 
broker; which said licenses shall continue in force until the first 
day of the month of January following, unless sooner reroked by 
the mayor, which he is hereby authorized to do, on legal coovictioa 
of a violation of the provisions of this ordinance, and no longer: 
and that each person to whom such license shall be given, abM 
pay therefor the sum of fifty dollars, for any period commencing 
prior to the first day of July, and the sum of twenty-five dollars 
for any period commencing thereafter, in any year, for the use of 
the city. 

2. Sect. IE. Every person who shall be licensed as afi>re8aid, 
shall, at the time of receiving the said license, enter, with two 
sufficient sureties, into a joint and several bond, in the penalty of 
five hundred dollars, conditioned for the observance of this ordi- 
nance, and such further ordinances as may be made by the councils 
in the premises, and of the laws of the state of Pennsylvania, re- 
lating thereto. 

3. Sect. IIL No person or persons shall use, exercise, or carry 
on the trade or business of a pawnbroker, without having first ob- 
tained SQch license as aforesaid, or after the revocation thereof^ 
under the penalty of one hundred dollars for each and every such 
ofience, to be sued for and recovered with costs, before the mayor, 
recorder, or any alderman of the said city, as debts not exceeding 
one hundred dollars are by law recoverable; one half thereof shaD 
go to the use of the city, and the other half to the use of the per- 
son who shall inform, and sue for and recover the said sum. 

4. Sect. IV. No pawnbroker shall receive, by way of pledge or 
pawn, any goods, articles, or thing, from any minor, apprentice, or 
servant, under the penalty of fifty dollars, to be sued for, recovered, 
and appropriated, in the manner hereinbefore mentioned. 

5. Sect. V. Every pawnbroker shall keep a book, in which shall 
be (airly written, at the time of each loan, an accurate account and 
description of the goods, articles, or thing pawned; the sum loaned 
thereon; the date of the loan, and the name and residence of the 
person pawning or pledging the said goods, articles, or thing; which 
entry shall be regularly numbered : and the said pawnbroKer shall 
deliver to the said person pawning or pledging the said goods, ar- 
ticles, or thing, a certificate, duplicate, or note, signed by him, and 
numbered to correspond with the number in his book of original 
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entry; and which fihall contain the substance of aaid entry: and 
the person so pawning or pledging any goods, articles, or thing, 
shall renew monthly said certificate, duplicate, or note: and every 
pawnbroker who shall neglect to make such entry, and deliver 
.such certificate, shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars, to be 
sued for, recovered, and disposed of, in the manner hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

6. Sect. VI. No 4)awnbroker shall ask, demand, or receive, a 
greater rate of interest than six per centum per annum: and, in ad- 
dition thereto, he is authorized and permitted to demand and re- 
ceive, for each certificate, duplicate, or note, according to the fol- 
lowing rates, viz. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums not exceeding one dol- 
lar, three cents. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums more than one, and not 
exceeding three dollars, six and a quarter cents. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums more than three, and 
not exceeding five dollars, nine cents. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums more than five, and not 
exceeding ten dollars, fifteen cents. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums more than ten, and not 
exceeding twenty dollars, twenty-five cents. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums more than twenty, and 
not exceeding fifty dollars, thirty-seven and a half cents. 

For each duplicate or note, for all sums mSre than fifty, and not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, fifty cents. 

And should the person who has pawned or pledged any goods, 
articles, or thing, neglect or refuse to renew his certificate, dupli* 
ctite, or note, each and every month, as is provided, then, when 
the said goods, .Articles, or thing, may or shall be redeemed or sold, 
as is hereafter provided, the pawnbroker shall be entitled to de- 
mand and receive the monthly charges or rates above mentioned, 
for the time that the said goods, articles, or thing, have or has re- 
mained in pawn or pledge. And any pawnbroker, who shall de- 
miand or receive any higher rate of interest or charges than is here- 
in provided, shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hundred dollars, to 
to be sued for,, recovered, and disposed of, in the manner hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

7. Sbgt. VII. If any goc^s, articles, or thing, which shall be 
advertised in a public newspaper, printed in this city, as having 
been lost or stolen, and which goods, articles, or thing, shall then 
be or thereafter come into the possession of any pawnbroker, he or 
she shall, inmiediately thereafter give information in writing, at the 
mayor's office, that certain goods, articles, or thing, answering to 
the description of the said advertised goods, articles, or thing, are 
in his or her possession, and shall also state from whom the same 
were or was received, under the penalty of one hundred dollars for 
each and every such neglect or offence, to be sued for, recovered, 
and disposed of, in the manner hereinbefore mentioned. 

8. Sect. VIII. No pawnbroker shall sell any goods, articles or 
thing, pawned or pledged, untO the same shall have remained 
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twelve months m his or her possession; within which time^ such 
goods, articles or thing, shall be delivered, on application made by 
the owner thereof, or his or her legal representative, provided such 
applicant shall surrender the duplicate, certificate, or note, and pay 
the sum originally loaned, with the interest and charges that may 
have accrued thereon. And such goods, articles, or thing, that 
shall remain unredeemed at the expiration of the time before men- 
tioned, shall be sold at public auction, and noi otherwise, afler five 
days' notice of the time and place of sale, and the kind of goods, 
first given in one or more public newspapers, printed in the said 
city; and the surplus money, if any, arising from the said sale, 
afler deducting the amount of the loan, the interest and charges 
then due on the same, and the expenses of the advertisement and 
sale, shall be paid over by the pawnbroker to the person who would 
have been entitled to redeem the pledge, in case no such sale had 
tnken place. And if any pawnbroker shall be guilty of any offence 
in violating the provisions of this section, such pawnbroker shall 
forfeit and pay for every such ofience, the sum of fifty dollars, to 
be sued for, recovered, and disposed of, in the manner hereinbefore 
mentioned. 
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ACTS OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of February 18th, 1769.— 1 Smith, 207. 

[For the other aeetiona of this Act, which are in force, see Privies^ 
Culverts, Nuisances, and Streets and PavetnentsJ] 

1 Sect. XXXI. Whereas the paving the streets ^of Philadel- 
phia hath been attended with great expense to the inhabitants there- 
of, and it is necessary that due care be taken to preserve the pave- 
ment already made, and those which shall hereafter be made from 
any and every avoidable and unnecessary injury. 

And whereas nothing can be more destructive to pavements of 
any kind, and particularly to those newly made, than the carrying 
large and excessive weights and burthens in carriages, the felloes 
of the wheels whereof are ol small breadth, where b^ the stones of 
such pavements are loo^ned and torn up, and the pavements them- 
selves in a great measure ruined and destroyed: For remedy where- 
of, Be it enacted, that no wagon, wain or cart whatsoever, belong- 
ing to any person or persons whatsoever, residing or inhabiting 
within the said city of Philadelphia, or within the Northern Liber- 
ties thereof, or within the district of Southwark, or the townships of 
Moyamensing or Passyunk, shall travel, pass> or be drawn on any 
of the 'paved parts of the said city, with any greater number of 
beasts of draught than three, if a four-wheel carriage, and if a two- 
wheel carriage, with any greater number of beasts of draught than 
two, unless the felloes of such wheels, shall be of the breadth or 
guage of four inches from. side to side at the least; and that no such 
wheel carriage, belonging to persons residing in the places afore- 
said shall travel, pass, or be drawn in the said city, with or by any 
number of oxen or horses whatsoever, unless the felloes of the 
wheels thereof shall be of the breadth or guage of four inches from 
side to side at the least (carts with one horse, stage, and light tra- 
velling wagons for passengers excepted;) and that every owner or 
owners of such wheel carriage, which shall pass or be drawn in the 
said city, contrary to the directions, tenor, true intent and meaning 
of this act, shall for every such offence, forfeit and pay the sum of 
five pounds, to be recovered as debts not exceeding five pounds are 
by law directed to be recovered, or otherwise shall forfeit any one 
of the beasts of draught drawing such wheel carriage, (excepting 
the shaft or thill horse) together with the gears, bridle, halter, ana 
other accoutrements to such beast of draught belonging. \JiUered 
as respects the wheels of wagons owned by persons residing in specified 
places, holdiw land in the said district or to%Dnships. — Post. A, A, 9. 
2. Sect. aXXIII. The person lor persons making such seizure 
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or distress as aforesaid, shall deliver the horse or ox 00 seized and 
distrained, with the accoutrements aforesaid, into the custody of 
some one of the constables of the said city, and every such consta- 
ble is hereby required to take .and receive, and safely keep the same, 
till the person or persons making such seizure or distress shall make 
proof on oath or affirmation, Before some justice or justices, of the 
fiaidcity, of the offence committed; and the said justice or justices, 
before whom such proof shall be made to their satisfaction, is and 
are hereby empowered and required to issue his or their precept to 
such constable, to sell and dispose of, the beast so forfeited, with 
the accoutrements aforesaid, at public auction or vendue, first giving 
due notice of such sale; and the money arising therefi'om, the said 
constable shall pay, one moiety thereof to the party or parties $0 
seizing or distraining the said beast, and the other moiety to the said 
commissioners, to be applied towards paving the said streets, after 
deducting from the whole such reasonable charges as the said jus- 
tice or justices shall allow or direct; but in case no such proof shall 
be made within twenty-four hours next after such seizure, that then 
such b^ast shall be returned to the owner or owners thereof^ with- 
out any costs or expenses. 

3. Sect. XXXIV . If any person or persons shall hinder, pre- 
vent or obstruct the measuring or gauging of the felloes of such 
wheels, or the seizing or distraining of any horse or beast of draught, 
hereby directed to be forfeited, or shall use any violence to any 
person or persons who shall attempt to measure and gauge the 
said felloes, or td seize or distrain such beast as aforesaid, every 
such person or persons so offending shall, for every such ofience, 
forfeit and pay the sum of ten pounds, being thereof legally con- 
victed in any court of Quarter Sessions of the peace m and for 
the said city.— [Jlfaifor's Court iwcested toUh authority to try all aueh 
<jffence9 as would he cognizable in any county Court cf general Q^ar- 
ter 8e$9ums of the peace, — See Corporation^ A, A. 16.] 

4. Sect. XXXV. Provided always nevertheless, That if it shall 
appear that the felloes of such wheels were originally made of the 
fiill breadth prescribed and directed by this act, and to have be- 
come less by the wear or use thereof, except the same shall be less 
than three inches and one half wide, the penalties and forfeitures 
hereby imposed on the owner or owners thereof shall not be in- 
curred, nor the same recovered in manner aforesaid, or in any 
other manner whatsoever. 

6. Sect. XXXVI. Provided also. That nothing in this act 
contained shall be deemed, held or construed, to debar or prevent 
any person or persons residing within the said city, district or town- 
ships, from transporting in his, her or their wagon, wain or cart, 
for his, her ct their own proper use, and not for hire, any matters 
or things whatsoever with two beasts of draught only (except 
stones, bricks, lime, loam, sand, gravel, iron, lead,.cordwood, coal, 
scantling, timber and boards) provided such matters and things do 
not exceed in any one load half a ton weight, on or through any of 
the paved parts of the said city, and with any greater number of 
beasts of draught, within or through any other parts of the said

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city, not paved, although the felloes of the wheels of such wagon, 
wain or 'cart, be not of the dimensions aforesaid, any thing in this 
act contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

6. Sect. XXXVII. No dray or other carriage used for the 
transportation of merchandise from one part of the city to another, 
by any porter or drayman, shall travel, pass, or be drawn on the 
paved parts of the «aid city, unless the felloes of the wheels of 
such dray, or other carriage, shall be of the breadth or gauge of 
four inches, at the least, from side to side, under the penalty of five 
pounds, to be paid by the owner of such dray or other carriage, and 
to be recovered as debts not exceeding five pounds are directed by 
law to be recovered; one moiety thereof to the person who shall sue 
for the same, and the other moiety thereof to the conunissioners 
for cleansing and paving the streets, to be applied to the paving of 
the same. 

7. Sect. XXXVIII. Every wagoner and carter, employed to 
haul wood for the inhabitants of the said city, district of South- 
wark and to wnshipa aforesaid, shall have in his said wagon or cart, 
of his own property, a sufficient number of hewn standards, for 
preventing the wood from falling off from his carriage, marked 
with the initial letters of his christian and surname, on the outer 
side of the said standards, oinder th^ penalty of five shillings; and 
if any wagoner or carter shall take and appropriate any wood be- 
longing to any of the inhabitants aforesaid, which he shall be hired 
to haul, and shall apply or appropriate the same to his own use, 
or shall not deliver it to the true owner or purchaser thereof, every 
such person so offending, shall forfeit and pay two shillings for 
every stick or piece of wood so appropriated or detained, to the 
owner or purchaser thereof, bein^ first legally convicted of the 
said offence before any justice of the peace of the city or county 
of Philadelphia. 

8. Sect. XXXIX. Provided ahoy That if any person or per- 
sons shall conceive him, her, or themselves, aggrieved by any juds- 
ment to be given by virtue of this act, if the same shall exceed the 
sum of forty shillings, or the value thereof, it shall and may be 
lawful for such person or persons within the space of six days next 
afler the giving such judgment, but not afler, to appeal therefiom 
to the next court of Common Pleas to be held for the said county, 
he, she or they first entering into recognizance, with at least one 
sufficient surety, in such a sum as shall be sufficient to answer 
the said penalty, or value of the thing forfeited, together with all 
such costs as shall be awarded, to prosecute the said appeal with 
effect, and to^bide the order and judgment of the said court; which 
said court is hereby authorized and required to accept and receive 
the said appeal, and to proceed therein according to the usage and 
practice in cases of appeals for debts above forty shilliags, and not 
exceeding five pounds. 
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Act of April 5, 1199. 

An Act to lepeid part of an Act, entitled **An Act for regulating, paving, pitching and 

cleansing the highways, streets, ^c.**— 3 Smitl^ 370. 

Whereas, the inhabitants of the Northern Liberties of the city 
of Philadelphia, the district of Southwark and the township of 
Moyamensing and Passyunk, and inhabitants of the city of Phila- 
delphia, holding or possessing lands within the said district and 
township, are much aggrieved by the restrictions laid on the trans- 
portation of produce and manure, from or to their respective pos- 
sessions, on or over the paved parts of the said city, by an act, en- 
titled *'An act for regulating, pitching, paving, and cleansing the 
highways, streets, lanes and alleys, and for regulating, making and 
amending the water courses and common sewers, within the inha- 
bited and settled parts of the city of .Philadelphia, for raising of 
money to defray the expenses thereof, and for other purposes 
therein mentioned," passed the 18th day of February, 1769. — 
Therefore, 

9. Sect. I. So much of the act as debars or prevents any per- 
son or persons residing within the Northern Liberties of the city of 
I^iladelphia; the district of Southwark; the township of Moya- 
mensing and Passyunk ; or within the city of Philadelphia, holding 
or possessing lands within the said district or Townships, from 
transporting in his, her or their wagons, wains or carts, for his, 
her or their proper use, any matters or things whatsoever, on or 
through any of the paved parts of the said city, unless the felloes 
of the wheels of such wagons or carts be of certain dimensions, 
and the loads thereon do not exceed a certain weight, is hereby 
repealed. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of January 18, 1790. 

Ah onfinahce for the suppression of nuisances, and enforcing useful regulations within 

the city of Philadelphia. 

1 . If any driver, owner, or person having the ordering or super- 
intendance of any cart, dray, wagon, stage or hackney-coach, 
stage-wagon or other carriage, new or old, finished or unfinished, 
(other than carts or wagons coming from the country with pro- 
duce) shall suffer the same to be and remain in any street, lane, 
or alley in this city, more than two hours, after the same shall 
have first been placed there, every such driver, owner, or person 
having the ordering or superintendance of such carriage, so sufler- 
edio remain in any street, lane, or alley, as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of one dollar. Provided^ that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to interfere with any rules or regulations 
made or directed by the ordinance for regulating the markets in 
this city. 

That all and every fine and fines imposed by this ordinance 
shall be recoverable, with costs of suit, by any person who shall 
sue for the same^ before tho mayor, recorder, or any alderman of 
the said city, and shall go, one moiety to the person or persons

who shall 0ue for the same, and the other moiety for the use of the 
city. 

Ordinanoe of June 14, 1790. 

An oidinuice for the regulation of the drivere of carriages and horsei in and through 

the streets of Philadelphia. 

3. Whereas frequent accidents have happened hy the careless- 
ness or perverseness of the drivers of carriages and horses in and 
through the streets, lanes, and alleys of the city of Philadelphia: 
For remedy and prevention thereof, 

It 18 hertby ordained and enacted, &c. That from and afler the 
publication of this ordinance, all and every the drivers and driver 
of all coaches, chariots, caravans, wagons, phaetons, chaises, 
chairs, solos, sleighs, carts, drays, and other carriages of burthen 
and pleasure, driving and passing in and through the streets, lanes, 
and alleys of the city of Fhiladelphia, where there is room suffi- 
cient for two to pass, shall keep on that side of the street, lane, or 
alley, on his or their right hands respectively in the passing direc- 
tion. 

3. if any driver of any such carriage shall drive said carriage 
in the middle of the street, or on the side of the way on his left 
hand, so as to prevent or obstruct another carriage from passing 
as aforesaid, every driver so offending shall forfeit and pay, for 
every such offence, the sum of [one dollar,] to be recovered, with 
Costs, by any person who will sue for the same, before the mayor 
or any alderman of the city, in the same manner as debts under. 
forty shillings are by law recoverable, one moiety of which forfei- 
ture shall be for the use of him who shall sue for the same, and the 
other moiety shall go to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia, for the use of the city. — [Penalty raised to three 
dollars; post 27.] 

4. Whenever any such carriage as aforesaid shall have entered 
any street, lane, or alley in the city, where there is not room suf- 
ficient between the posts for two such carriages to pass, no other 
such carriage shall enter the same street, lane, or aJley, in an op- 
posite direction, to hinder or obstruct the passage of the first so 
entered, but shall remain in the adjacent street until the first shall 
with all diligence have passed through; and if any driver or other 
person shall offend in such case, so as to hinder the passage of the 
first carriage which shall have so entered, he shall forfeit and pay, 
for every such offence the surn^ of [one dollar,] to be recovered, 
with costs, in the manner and fi>r the uses herein before mention^ 
ed. — IPenalty raised to three dollars; post 28.] 

Ordinance of June 14, 1790. 

5. "No person whatsoever shall sit or stand in or upon any such 
carriage, or on any horse or beast harnessed thereto, in order to 
drive the same, unless he shall have strong reins or lines fastened 
to the bridles of his beasts, and held in his hands, suficient to 
guide them in manner aforesaid, and restrain them from running, 
galloping, or going at immoderate rates^ through the said streets. 
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lanes, or alleys; and that no person whatsoever, driving any such 
carriage, or riding upon way horse, mare or gelding, in or through 
the said city, shall permit or suffer the beast or beasts he shall so 
drive or ride, to go in a gallop or other immoderate gait, so as to 
endanger persons standing or walking in the streets, lanes, or 
alleys thereof; and all porters, carters, and other persons, having 
the care of any such carriages passing through the said city, who 
shall not hold reins in their hands to guide and restrain their beasts 
in manner aforesaid, shall walk by the head of the shaft or wheel 
horse, holding or within reach of the bridle or halter of the said 
horse in order to guide and restrain them in manner aforesaid; 
and every person wilfully or negligently offending in any or either 
of the cases aforesaid shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, 
the sum of [one dollar,] to be recovered with costs by any person, 
in the manner and for the uses herein before mentioned. — [PenaU^ 
raised to two dollars; post 29.] 

6. If any person shall wilfully permit or suffer any horse, mare 
or gelding to go at large through the streets, lanes or alleys of the 
city, or any part thereof, and shall be thereof convicted before the 
mayor, recorder, or any alderman, every person so offending shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offence, the sum of [one dollar,] to 
be recovered, with costs, by any person, in the manner and for 
the use herein before mentioned. — [PenaUy raised to tw0 dollars; 
post 30.] 

7. No sleigh, sled, or carriage of pleasure or burtlien going 
upon runners, shall be permitted to go or pass through the streets, 
lanes, or alleys of the city, unless one or more bell or bells be fix- 
ed to the head of the horse or horses drawing the same, in order 
to give notice of their approach, under the penalty of forfeiting, 
for every offence, the sum of two dollars to be reco^rered, with 
costs, by any person, in the manner and for the uses first herein 
above mentioned. 

And the city commissioners are hereby authorised and requir- 
ed, within one month after the publication of this ordinance, and 
from time to time hereafter, as occasions may require, to appoint 
such and so many stands for draymen within the cit7 as to them 
shall appear requisite, to some one or other of which stands so to 
be appointed all draymen shall repair, with their horses and drays, 
when unemployed: And in order that the passage aloBg the streets 
may be as little interrupted thereby as may be, 

8. Each and every drayman shall place his horse and dray * 
lengthways, close to the posts in the streets in nrhich he shall 
stand, and no more than one range of drays shall utand in streets 
not more than fifty feet wide, and not more than one range on 
each side in streets which are of a greater width than fifty feet. 
IPostU.^ 

9. If any wagoner, carter, drayman, or porter, being at any of 
the aforesaid stands, or elsewhere in the streets, or on the lyharves* 
with his horse or horses, and carriage or dray, and not employea 
in any actual service, shall refuse or neglect to do and perform any 
reasonable service in the line of his business as a carter or dray- 
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man at seaaonable hours, when thereto required by any merchant 
or other person whatsoever, he or they so offending, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of two dollars for every of the said offences, to be 
recovered and applied as other fines under forty shillings are im- 
posed and applied in this ordinance. 

10. If any wagoner, carter, drayman, or other driver of any car- 
riage, sled or sleigh, for pleasure or burden, shall stop or place any 
such carriage, sled or sleigh, at or near the intersection of any 
street, lane, or public alley, in such a manner as to cross the foot- 
way or prevent foot-passengers from crossing the street, lane or 
public alley, in the direction and line of the foot-way, on the side 
of such street or public alley, and shall not immediately on the re- 
quest of any foot-passenger, cause the same to be removed, or 
shall be absent therefrom, so that such request cannot be made, 
every person so offending shall forfeit and pay for every offence, 
the sum of one dollar, to be recovered in the manner and for the 
uses herein first before mentioned. 

Ordinance of May 22, 1797. 

11. SiCT. XV. The city commissioners shall [appoint proper 
persons to be corders of wood, at the different public wharves and 
landing pHaces within the city; and shall also] appoint from time to 
time, as occasion may require, such and so many stands for dray- 
men and hackney coachmen within the city, as to them shall appear 
requisite. [Mayor to appoint corders; see Woody Sfc. 7.] 

Ordinance of April 16, 1812. 

An OrdinanOQ for the regulation of the owners and drivemof hackney coaches, wagoos, 

carts and drays, within the city of Philadelphia. 

Whereas, from the increased number of hackney coaches within 
the city of Piiladelphia, it has become necessary to subject the 
owners and drivers of them to such regulations as may secure the 
citizens from injury by their misconduct, and prevent a violation 
of the ordinaaces of the corporation, or readily lead to a discovery 
of the offenders: and whereas also, the transportation of goods, 
wares, merchandises, hay, and other articles, has become a matter 
of great trust, and it is reasonable and necessary that some security 
should be pr\>vided for the owners of such articles, that carters, 
wagoners and porters, employed in transporting them, should per- 
form their duty: and for this purpose, it is in the first place neces- 
sary that they should be easily discoverable, when guilty of any 
fi*aud or neglect — Therefore, 

12. Sect. 1. J?e tf ordained and enacted^ fyc. That from and afler 
the first day of June next, no owner of any hackney coach, or other 
carriage, employed in conveying or transporting any person or per- 
sons, and no owner of any wagon, cart, or dray, employed in the 
transportation of articles within the said city, for hire or pay, shall 
himself employ his carriage or carriages, wagon cart or dray, or 
suffer it or them to be used or employed, by any person or persons, 
for the purpose aforesaid, within the said city, unless such hackney 



coach or carriage, wagoa, cart or drmj, be lint um bered wmA en- 
tered in the manner hereinafter direclf>d; and a certificate tbcreef 
be obtained from the city clerk, bj such owner* in the immirr 
hereinafter prescribed. 

13. Sect. II. All hackney coadies <» carriages, employed m 
Gonyeying persilns for hire or pay, within the said ci^, shaD, on or 
before the first day <if June next, be numbered with plain and oott- 
spicuoos figures, at least [one inch] in length, painted on both of 
the doors of the said carriages; to begin with !No. I, and pioceed 
to the extent of the number of such hackney coaches or carriages: 
and all wagons, carts and drays, employed in transporting aitides,

14. SfiCT. lU. The city clerk shall keep a book, for the express 
purpose of entering and registering the names and places of abode, 
of the owner of every hackney coach, carriage, wagon, cart or dray, 
to be used for the conveying oi persons, or transportation ai arti- 
cles within the said city, for hire or pay; and shall cause to be en- 
tered therein, under the head of each such separate description, the 
number of each such coach, carriage, wagon, cart and dray, be- 
ginning with No. 1, and going on progressively, and the name or 
names, and placoor places of abode, of the owner or owners there- 
of, which entry shall be acknowledged by the signature of such 
owner or owners, with his or their proper hand or firm. 

15. Sect. IV. The owner or owners <^ such hackney coaches^

their name or names, and place or places of abode, and the descrip-

18. Sect. VII. It shall be the duty of every owner of such 
hackney coach or carriage, wagon, cart or dray, who after having 
entered the same, shall change his place of abode, within ten days 
afler his removal, to appear at the office of the city clerk, and state 
the place to which he has removed, and have his certificate altered 
accordingly; for which alteration no charge shall be made by the 
city clerk; and every such owner, removing as aforesaid, who 
shall neglect or refuse to comply with the provisions of this section^

dray, employed in transporting articles within the said city for hire 
or pay, without having the coach or carriage, wagon, cart or dray, 
used by him for that business, duly numbered and entered in the 
manner herein before prescribed, or without having obtained a cer- 
tificate thereof from the city clerk, such owner and driver, as oflen 
as such hackney coach or carriage, [wagon, cart or dray,] shall be 
in any of the streets, lanes or illeys^ carrying, or ready to carry, 
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for hire or pay, shall, for every such ofience, severally forfeit and 
pay the sum often dollars, to be recovered with costs, by any per* 
son that will sue for the same, in the manner and for the uses 
herein before mentioned. — {Petialty reduced to five dottoTB as to im- 
gOH9y drays und carta; post 37.] 

21. Sect. X. If any hackney coachman, wagoner, carter, dray* 
man or porter shall, when he is. not actually employed, keep his 
horse or horses, coach, carriage, wagon, cart or dray standing in 
any other part of the streets, lanes or alleys of this city, than those 
which are, or shall be appointed for them as stands, by the city 
conmiissioners, or when at those stands, shall not place and range 
his horse or horses, coach, carriage, [wagon, cart or dray,] in the 
manner which is, or shall be, prescribed by ordinance, or directed 
by the city commissioners, every such person shall, (or every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the sum of [five dollars,] to be sued for, re* 
covered, and applied in the manner before mentioned. [Peikalhf 
reduced to two dollars y post 23; further reduced, as te wagons and 
cartSy to one dollar; post 36.] 

XI. The ordinance, entitled '^ A supplement to an ordinance, 
entitled an ordinance, for the regulation of drivers of carriages in 
and through the streets of Philadelphia," passed the second day of 
July, 1792, and such parts of any other ordinance, as are hereby 
altered and supplied, are hereby repealed and made void.

I. All hackney coaches or carriages, employed in 
conveying persons for hire or pay, within the city of Philadelphia, 
shall, on or before the first day of May next, be numbered with 
plain and conspicuous figures, in the centre of the pannel on the 
outside of each door, and every person who shall, after the said first 
day of May, own or drive €uiy hackney coach or other carriage 
employed in conveying persons as aforesaid, without having such 
hackney coach or carriage numbered in the manner before de- 
scribed, shall, for every such offence, forfeit and pay the sum of five 
dollars, to be sued for and recovered with costs, before the mayor, 
recorder, or any alderman of the said city, one half thereof to the 
use of the person suing for the same, and the other half for the use 
of the city.— [Po«f 39.

Ordinance of February 9, 1815. 

An ordinance to alter and amend an ordinance entitled ** an ordinance for the regula- 
tion of the drivers of carriages and horses in and through the streets of Philadelphia.** 

27: SEct. I. The penalty to be inflicted under the second sec- 
tion of the ordinance entitled an ordinance for the regulation of the 
drivers of carriages and horses in and through the streets of Phila- 
delphia, passed the 14th June, 1790,' for the several offences enu- 
merated in the first and second sections of the said ordinance, shall 
be the sum of three dollars, in lieu of the sum of one dollar therein 
mentioned. 

28. Sect. II. The penalty to be inflicted for the offence de- 
scribed in the third section of the said ordinance, shall be the sum 
of three dollars, in lieu o£ the sum of one dollar therein mentioned. 

29. Sect. III. The penalty to be inflicted for the offence de- 
scribed in the fourth section of the said ordinance, shall be the sum 
of three dollars, in lieu of the sum of one dollar therein mentioned 

30. Sect. IV. The penalty to be inflicted for the offence de- 
scribed in the fiflh section of the said ordinance, shall be the sum 
of two dollars, in lieii of the sum of one dollar therein mentioned. 

Sect. V. The ordinance entitled an ordinance for the regula- 
tion of the drivers of carriages and horses in and through the streetd" 
of Philadelphia, passed the 14th June, 1790, so far as the same is 
^ herein altered and supplied, is hereby repealed and made void. 

Ordinance of March 19, 1816. 

An ordinance supplementary to the ordinance entitled ** Ai^ ordinance for the regulation 

of the owners anddriveis of hackney coaches, &c.** 

31. Sect. I. Neither the ordinance to which this is a supple- 
meat, nor that amendatory thereof, passed on the 9th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1815, shall bo held or construed to extend to coaches or car- 
riages, which, though kept for hire, are not upon any occasion sent 
by their proprietors upon public stands for carriages within the 
city, but which are only let for hire upon special application to the 
proprietors, and upon special. agreement, 

32. Sect. II. The owner and owners of all such carriages, 
shall, on the first day of June, in each and every year, appear at 
the city clerk's office, and there enter his or their name or names, 
and place or placesof abode, and the description of every such car- 
riage kept by him or them, in the clerk's register book of carriages, 
and every such carriage so entered shall have a number assigned 
thereto in said book — and for each and every carriage so entered, 
the owner or owners shall pay to the city clerk for the use of the 
city the sum of five dollars. 

33. Sect. III. If any such owner shall omit to enter as afore- 
said any or every carriage so by him kept for hire as aforesaid, he 
shall for every carriage so omitted to be by him entered, forfeit and 
pay the sum of ten dollars, to be recovered with costs by any per- 
son who will sue for the same in the manner and for the uses pre- 
scribed in relation to the penalties inflicted by the seventh section 
of the ordinance to which this is a supplement.

Amppiemeiit to an oidinance. entitled, ** An ordinance for the regulation of the own- 
ers and ohTera of hackney coaches, &c." 

S4. From and after the first daj of May next, the owner of any 
wagon, cart, or dray, who does not reside in the city of Philadel- 
phia, or any citizep of Philadelphia who generally stands in the 
district of Southwark for hire, he exempted from the penalties of 
the ordinance to which this is a supplement, provided he or they 
have their wagon, cart or dray numbered and registered in the dis» 
trict of Southwark, any restrictions in said ordinance to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Ordinance of July 9, 1821. 

35. SscT. VIII. The city commissioners are hereby authorised 
and required to appoint and prescribe, as soon as conveniently may 
he, and from time to time, as occasion may require, such and so 
many stands for wagons uid carts, within the said city, as to them 
shall appear necessary ; to which stand or stands, the owner or dri- 
ver of any wagon or cart used for the conveyance of goods for hire 
or pay, within the said city, shall proceed with such wagon or cart, 
and horse or horses thereto attached, when the same are not em- 
ployed.

36. Sect. IX. If any owner or driver of any such wagon or 
eart, as aforesaid, shall keep his wagon or cart) when not employ- 
ed, standing in any other part of the streets or alleys of the said 
city, than those prescribed as aforesaid, or, when at said stand or 
stands, shall not place or arrange his wagon or cart, and horse or 
horses thereto attached, in the manner directed by the said city 
conunissioners, such owner or owners, or driver, shall forfeit and 
pay, for every such offence, the sum of one dollar. 

37. Sect. X. If any person or persons shall own or drive any 
wagon, cart, or dray, employed in transporting articles within the 
said city, for hire or pay, without having the wagon, cart, or dray, 
used by him or them for that business, duly numbered and entered 
in the manner prescribed in the ordinance, entitled, ^^An ordinance 
for the regulation of the owners and drivers of hackney coaches, 
wagons, carts, and drays, within the city of Philadelphia," passed 
on the 16th day of April, 1812, or without having obtained a certi- 
ficate thereof from the city clerk, as in the said ordinance directed, 
such owner or driver, as often as such wagon, cart, or dray, shall 
he in any of the streets, lanes, or alleys, of the said city, employed 
or ready to be employed as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay, for every 
such offence, the sum of five dollars. 

38. Sect. XII. Each and every fine, forfeiture, and penalty, 
imposed by this ordinance, not otherwise provided for, shall and 
may be sued for and recovered, with costs of suit, before the mayor, 
recorder, or any alderman of the said city; and one half of every 
such fine, forfeiture, or penalty, so recovered as aforesaid, shall b« 
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appropriated to the use of the said city, and the ajLher half theitef 
shall belong and go to the nse of the person who shall sae for and 
recover the same, in the manner aforesaid. 

Sbgt. XIII. Cach and every part of any ordinance, inconsis- 
tent with the provisions of this ordinance, is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of August 8, 1822.

39. Be a ordainedj &c. That the figures with which hackney 
coaches or carriages are directed, by the ordinance to which this 
is a suppliment, to be numbered, be at least two inches in length. 

Ordinance of January 24, 1828. 

A supplement to an ordinance, entitled, "An ordinaoe for the legnlation of the owners 
and drivers of hackney coaches, ¥raigon8, carts, and drays, witlun the city of Fhiiadel- 
phia."* Passed April 16, 1812. 

40. Sbct. I. BeUardainedy&,e. That from and after the passing 
of this ordinance, the rates or prices to be taken by the owners or 
drivers of hackney coaches or carriages for the conveyance of 
passengers, shall be as follows, viz: — 

For conveying one passenger from any place within the City 
limits, east of the centre of Broad street; to any other place within 
the said limits and east of the centre of Broad street; or from any 
pllBice within the city limits, west of the centre of Broadnstreet, 
to any other place within the said limits, west of the centre of 
Broad street, iwenty-five cents;* and twenty-five cents for each ad- 
ditional passenger, provided that not more than four passengers 
shall be charged for any one carriage. 

For conveying one or more passengers in any other direction 
within the limits of the pavement, twenty-five cents per mile for 
each passenger. And if any trunk, box, case, portmanteau, or other 
baggage, of sufficent size or weight, to exclude a passenger, be 
placed inside the carriage, at the request of the owner of such bag- 
-gage, twenty^five cents for each passenger that might be excluded 
thereby ; and twelve and a half cents for every trunk, box, case, 
portmanteau, or other baggage, that may be placed on the outside 
of said carriage; provided, that no greater sum than twenty-five 
cents, in the whole, shall be charged or paid for so conveying such 
baggage on the outside of such carriage. 

For conveying one passenger from any place within the city 
limits, east of the centre of Broad street to any other place withixi 
the said limits, west of the centre of Broad street, or from any 
place within the city limits, west of the' centre of Broad street, 
to any other place within the said limits, east of the centre of Broad 
Bireety fifty cents, and if there be more than one passenger, twenty- 
five cents for each passenger, with the same charge for luggage as 
is allowed above. 

For conveying one or more passengers, when a carriage is im- 

Coyed by the hour, one dollar per hour; and the same rate for a 
nger period.

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41. Sect. II. If any owner or driver of any of the said hack- 
ney coaches or carriages shall ask, demand, or receive any larger 
sum than he may be entitled to receive as prescribed by the first 
section o{ this ordinance, he shall forfeit and pay for such ofience, 
the sum of five dollars, and may be deprived of his license at the 
pleasure of the mayor. 

42. Sect. III. No driver of any hackney coach or carriage, 
while waiting for employment on any stand which is or may be ap- 
pointed for coaches or carriages, or on the public streets or wharves 
of the city, shall crack or Nourish his whip, or shall molest or dis- 
turb any person passing, or shall stand or remain on the side walk, 
or shall be more than fifteen feet from his carriage, except when he 
shall be necessarily absent therefrom in the course of his duty and 
business, and whoever shall ofiend against any provision of this 
section, shall forfeit and pay for each offence one dollar. 

43. Sect. IV. There shall be fixed up, in a conspicuous place 
within each hackney coach or carriage, in such a manner as can be 
conveniently read by any person in the same, a card or paper con- 
taining the number of the license, the name and residence of the 
owner; together with the whole of the first section of this ordinance 
under a penalty of three dollars for every time such carriage shall 
go upon either of the public stands, or the public streets or wharves 
of the city, or' shall convey a passenger or passengers, without hav- 
ing such card or paper so placed, which penalty may be recoviered 
of the owner or driver of such hackney coach or carriage. 

, 44. Sect. V. No driver of any hackney coach or carriage 
licensed in pursuance of the ordinance to which this is a further 
supplement, shall, while standing unemployed on any of the public 
streets or wharves of the city, refuse or neglect to convey any per- 
son or persons, or their baggage, to any place or places withii^ the 
limits of the pavement, upon being applied to for that purpose, 
under penalty of five dollars for every such ofience. Provided, 
that nothing contained in this ordinance shall be so construed as 
to extend to coaches or carriages which, though kept for hire, are 
not upon any occasion sent by their proprietors upon the public 
stands, or upon any of the wharves for hire, but which are only let 
for hire upon special application to the proprietors, and upon spe- 
cial agreement. 

45. Sect. VI. The city clerk shall cause to be printed on 
cards or paper, a sufficient number of copies of the first section 
of this ordinance, together with a blank form for the number of the 
license and name and residence of the owner; and it shall be hid 
duty, immediately afler the passing of this ordinance, and on the 
granting or renewing of every license annually, to furnish to the 
owner of such hackney coach or carriage, two copies of the ssune 
for every licensed coach or carriage; and, in case of loss or acci- 
dent, to furnish the same whenever specially applied to, by any 
such owner or owners, free of cost. 

46. Sect. VII. All and every fine and fines, penalty and 
penalties, imposed by this ordinance, shall be recovered with costs, 
by any person who will sue for the same, in the manner^md for the 
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uses prescribed in relation to the penalty inflicted by the seventh 
section oif the ordinance to which this is a supplement. 

NOTE. 

Driving a carriage through a crowded and populous street in the city, at such a rate 
dr in such a manner as to endanger the safety of the inhabitants, is an inaictable ofience 
at common law, and amounts to a breach of the peace : and a constable is authorized 
without a warrant, to prevent the peace from being thus broken. United States y. John' 
Hart, 1 Peters, 390. 

The act of congress prohibiting the stoppage of the mail, is not to be so construed as 
to prevent the arrest of the driver of a mail carriage, when he is drivine through a 
crowded city at such a rate as to endanger the lives of the inhabitants. Ibta, 
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Act of September 29, 1787. 

An act for regulating chimney-sweepers, within the city of Philadelphia, tjie district of 
Southwark, and township of the Northern Liberties, m the county of Philadelphia. — 
2 Smith 432. 

Whereas the houses and estates of the inhabitants of the city of 
Philadelphia, and of the district of Southwark, and the township of 
the Northern Liberties in the county of Philadelphia, are frequently 
endangered by chimneys taking fire, and blazing out at th& top, 
and it is necessary that such abuses should be remedied by law, 
and a proper regulation made among those who undertake the 
sweeping of chimneys : 

1. Sect. II. Be it therefore enacted^ 8fc, That no person or per- 
sons, from and after the passing of this act, shall follow the business 
or occupation of a chinmey-sweeper, either by hiitiself, his servants, 
negroes, or others, within the city of Philadelphia, the district of 
Southwark, or the township of the Northern Liberties aforesaid, 
without having first made application to the officer hereinafler di- 
rected to be appointed, and having registered, or caused to be re- 
gistered, his or their name or names, and the name or names of his 
or their servants^ negroes, or other persons, aforesaid, with a num- 
ber affixed to each and every such name in a book, by the said of- 
ficer to be kept for that purpose, and without procuring, and receiv- 
ing from the said officer a certificate of every such registry, con- 
taining the number and the name of every person so entered, under 
the penalty of ten shillings, for every day he shall follow by him- 
self, or cause tb be followed by his servants, negroes, or others, the 
said business, which said certificates the said officer is hereby en- 
joined and required to make out, under his hand, and to deliver to 
the person or persons who shall apply for the same ; and for every 
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Buch registry and certificate he shall receive the sum of seven 
shillings and six pence, and no more. 

2. Sect. III. Every person following the lousiness aforesaid, 
within the said city, district and liberties, shall (if he follows the 
employment himself) wear, or (if he employs his servants, negroes, 
or others) cause to be worn, on the front of their caps, in full view, 
without any concealment, the same figures and numbers, respect- 
ively, as shall be so as aforesaid entered in the said book, and con- 
tained in his or their respective certificates, and none other, in 
large figures, not less than two inches in length, to be made of 
strong durable tin or copper; and that all and every person and 
persons, who shall follow the said business or employment, by him 
or themselves, or by his or their servants, negroes, or others, not 
having the said number fixed on fais or their cap and caps, and the 
cap and caps of his and their servants, negroes, and other persons 
aforesaid, according to the directions aforesaid, or, when fixed, 
shall wilfully deface or conceal the same, or shall neglect to keep 
them plain and visible, shall, for each and every such ofience, for- 
feit and pay the sum of ten shillings for every day he or they shall 
follow the said employment, not wearing the said number as afore- 
said. 

3. Sect. IV. If any person or persons, undertaking the business 
or occupation aforesaid, shall not, within forty-eight hours after ap- 
plication to him or them made, by any of the inhabitants of the 
said city, district, or Northern Liberties, sweep or cause to be 
swept, such chimney or chimneys as he or they shall be required 
to sweep, every such person or persons, so offending, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of twenty shillings. 

4. Sect. V. Every chimney-sweeper shall have and receive, for 
every chimney by him swept within the city of Philadelphia, and 
for every chimney by him swept in the district and liberties afore- 
said, not more than one mile distant from the northern and south*^ 
ern boundaries of the said city, as follows ; that is to say, for every 
chimney passing through two stories, or under, nine-pence; for 
every chimney passing through three stories, one shilling; for every 
chimney passing through four or more stories, one shilling and six 
pence and no more. — [^The corporation empowered to fix the raiea 
and prices of chimney-sweepers ; see Corporation j Jl. A, 34.] 

5. Sect. VI. If the chimney of any person or persons, within 
the said city, district or liberties, shall take fire, and blaze out at 
the top, the same not having been swept within the space of one 
calendar month next before the time of taking such fire, every such 
person or persons shall forfeit and pay the sum of forty shillings; 
and if any chimney shall take fire, and blaze out at the top, the 
same having been swept within one calendar month from the time 
of taking such fire, the person who swept the same, either by him- 
self, his servants, or negroes, shall forfeit and pay the sum of forty 
shillings. 

Sect. VII. Obs. 

6. Sect. VIII. All and every the penalties and forfeitures, im- 
posed by virtue of this act, shall be paid, one half thereof to the 
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use of the officer afi>Tesaid, and the other half thereof to the ovw- 
seers of the poor of the said city, district or township, where the 
offence shall be committed, for the use of the poor thereof, to be 
sued for in the name of the officer, and recovered before anj justice 
of the peace for the said city and county, who is hereby authorised 
to hear, try, judge and determine the same: Pravidtd, alwayt.

I. On the first Monday in Julj next and annually 
thereafter on the first Monday in January, and also whenever a 
vacancy shall happen by death, resignation or otherwise, there shall 
be appointed by the mayor of the city for the time being, a discreet 
and suitable person to be styled a cUy clerk, who shall, before he 
enters on the duties of his office, give bond to the ^' mayor, alder- 
men and citizens of Philadelphia,'' in the sum of three thousand 
dollars, with two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the mayor 
and recorder of the city, conditioned for the faithful perfi)rmance 
of the duties of the said office.

Sect. I. [Supplied, post 20.] 

1. Sect. II. £ach 6f the commissioners [so] appointed, before 
he enters upon the duties of his office, shall take and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation before the mayor, according to law, that lie will 
faithfully execute the office of a city commissioner Of the city of 
Philadelphia, and the said commissioners, or a majority of them, so 
qualified as aforesaid, which number shall at all times form a quo- 
rum for the transaction of any business, shall meet at the court- 
house in High street, or such other place as may be appointed, by 
a resolution of the select and common councils, on the Tuesday of 
every week, which meeting may be continued from time to time by 
adjournment, [and the said commissioners shall have and employ 
a suitable person as a clerk to attend in their office, keep their ac- 
counts, and perform all such business as is usually performed by 
a clerk, and the same at pleasure to dismiss and employ another.

2. Sect. III. The said commissioners, or a majority of them, 
shall have the several authorities, and perform the duties hereinafter 
mentioned, thai %9 to bouj They shall, in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed, demise and let [the public wharves and landing places, 
the fish and scale houses, and] the cellar under thei^ity-hall, [and 
the house on Schuylkill,] with the lots contiguous thereto, [except 
so much thereof as shall be occupied by any buildings erected for 
the use of collector of the tolls, or be necessary for the toll- 
gates at the ferry on said river, together with the wharfs and land- 
ing places properly appurtenant to the same,] the leases for which, 
shall not be made to continue longer than one year respectively, 
without the consent of the select and common councils, signified, 
by concurrent resolutions, and shall contain proper covenants lor 
the quarterly payments of the rents thereby reserved, and the other 
usual and necessary covenants, with at least two sufficient sure- 
ties, for the due performance of the same, to be approved of as here- 
after directed with respect to the other terms of the said leases, 
[but every person to whom the house and lots on Schuylkill may 
be demised, shall be bound to render, at all times when thereto 
required, every assistance in his power towards securing the bridge 
at the said ferry, upon sudden emergencies, against any injuries 
from ice, swells, freshes or otherwise, and also for the swinging 
and replacing the said bridge when rendered necessary for the 
passing of boats, or by the accumulation of trash or rubbish against 
the same.] And the said commissioners shall, at least four months 
previous to the first day of January next, and every succeeding 
year respectively, cause advertisements to be published in two of 
the daily newspapers of the city, and continued therein thrice a 
week for one month, inviting proposals to be made and sent to 
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them at their office in writing, stating the rents which the appli- 
cants are willing to paj, for all or any part of the said property, 
and the said commissioners shall lay all proposals which they shall 
80 jeceive, before the mayor, and with his consent and approba- 
tion, determine upon and accept those proposals which shall be 
most advantageous to the city. And the said commissioners, from 
year to year, shall let the fixed and moveable stalls of the markets 
for the highest and best rents payable quarterly, which can reason- 
ably be obtained for the same, regulating the leases thereof in such 
manner, that the same will expire on the last day of December in- 
clusive, in the present and every future year respectively, [which 
rents shall be collected by the clerks of the markets as heretofore ;] 
and the said comAaissioners shall quarterly settle the sccounts of 
the said clerks, ascertain the balances due from them respectively, 
and report the same to the treasurer. [And the said commissioners 
shall contract with proper workmen who will undertake to repair 
the bridge over Schuylkill at High-street, to replace it as soon as 
possible afler it, or any part of it, may be carried away or damaged, 
and to purchase timber, plank and other materials necessary for 
the same, and for building and repairing the boat or boats neces- 
, aary to be kept there, and for keeping the ropes and wharves in 
proper repair, and the said commissioners shall see that sUch con- 
tracts are punctually complied with, and report to the select and 
common councils any final delinquency therein.] They shall also 
contract with proper persons, from time to time, to repair and keep 
in repair, the^ [ferry houses, fish and scale houses,] market-houses, 
wharves, docks, and the fences and inclosures of all the real estate 
belonging to the city and see that such contracts are complied with, 
and they shall take the general care and superintend ance of the 
said property, so as to prevent nuisances and encroachments there- 
upon,' and shall attend to the execution of the several acts of the 
legislature of this state, and the ordinances of the corporation now 
in force, or which hereafter shall be passed, for preventing or re- 
moving projections, obstructions or nuisances in the streets, lanes, 
alleys or footways of the city. [For disposition of the public 
wkarvtSj see Woody Corders, and Wharfage.

The said commissioners, or a majority of them, 
shall examine every account' which shall be exhibited to them, for 
any moneys dem&nded as due, in pursance of any contract' which 
shall be made by them, and if they allow the same, give a certifi- 
cate specifying the amount due, and the purposes for which the 
debt was contracted, which certificate, together with the account 
and vouchers respecting the same, shall be presented to the mayor 
for his investigation; and if the mayor approve of said account as 
legally due, he shall draw an order on the treasurer, for the sum 
mentioned in such certificate, but if he shall not approve thereof^ 
be shall transmit the said account and vouchers, with such obser- 
vations thereon, as he may think proper, to the select and common 
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councils for their examination and final decision. Provided alwaysy 
That every order so drawn, shall specify the object for which the 
debt shall have- been contracted, and shall be charged by the trea-

4. Sect. V. The said commissioners shall determine upon and 
cause such additional wells to be dug, and pumps therein to be 
fixed, and lamps* to be set up in such convenient places as to them 
shall appear necessary within the streets, lanes and alleys of the 
city. And they shall also, with the approbation of the select and 
common councils, limit, direct and appoint the depth of all vaults^ 
wells and sinks hereafler to be dug within the city for privies or 
necessary-houses, which regulation being so made and approved in 
select and common councils, shall be advertised in two or more 
newspaper's of the city, and then deposited in the office of the 
clerk of the mayor's court, for the inspection of any inhabitant of 
the said city.

The said commissioners shall [appoint a superm- 
tendant of the nightly watch^ and hire and employ a sufficient num- 
ber of able-bodied men, to light and watch the city by night, at 
certain ^ed monthly or other wages, and prescribe rules for their 
gOYernment, and dismiss them from office when they shall think 
proper,] and the said commissioners shall purchase and provide oil, 
wick, and the other materials necessary for the supply of the public 
lamps, and shall take care that the city be properly and regularly 
lighted.

6. Sect. VII. The said commissioners shall cause from time to 
time, to be repaired and kept in order, all the public pavements, 
lamps, wells and pumps belonging to the city, and for such pur^ 
pose shall contract with proper perscms, upon such terms as shall 
be most advantageous, and take care that such contracts be com* 
j^ed with.

7. Sect. VIIL And whereas^ There are many public streets 
not yet paved, which are often in bad condition and difficult to be 
passed: be it therefore enacted^ That the said commissioners shall 
keep in good repair, by drawing off the water ffiad otherwise, all the 
public streets which are in common use.

bursements for the current year, including and designating the 
quantity of work and repair done, with a specification m detail, of 
the expenses incurred for each object under their superintendence, 
so far as the same may be practicable, with an inventory of all 
the stock, utensils, materials and necessaries of every kind, be- 
longing to the city, which shall then be provided and remain on 
band, and together with duch account and inventory, shall furnish

I. Whenever the city commissioners shall be direct- 
ed by ordinance or otherwise, to let or demise any part of the cor- 
Iporate estate (the rent of which shall not be paid in advance) the 
person or persons leasing the same, shall become bound with two 
Bufficient securities at the least, to the mayor, alderman, and citizens 
of Philadelphia, for the payment of rent contracted for at the time, 
and in the manner agreed upon, and in case any part of the corpor- 
ate estate shall be let or demised on improving leases, and the im- 
provements contracted to be made, when completed, shall be deem- 
ed a sufficient security for the rent to be paid; the commis- 
flioners iii such case, may dispense with the security before di- 
rected to be taken for the rent, Providedy the person or persons so 
leasing or contracting, shall, in like manner, give security for mak- 
ing and completing such improvements according to the terms of 
the covenants in their lease or contract. 

18. Sect. II. In case the said commissioners shall neglect or 
refuse to require and take security in the manner above directed, 
they shall, for every such neglect or refusal, be individually as well 
as jointly, Uable for all losses or damages which the corporation may 
sustain thereby, and all such leases or contracts shall be void.

20. Sbct. I. On the first Monday in January next, and on the

■hall severally, before entering upon the duties of their office, give 
bond to the ^' mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia," in 
the sum of two thousand dollars, with two sufficient sureties, to be 
approved by the mayor and recorder of the city, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the duties of 4heir said office respective- 
ly.

The said commissioners shall, in addition to the 
duties required of them by existing ordinahces, personally superin- 
tend and direct the labourers,' carters, and others in the employ of 
this corporation, and see that they faithfully perform their respec- 
tive duties. They shall also keep a faithful and accurate account 
of the names and number of the said labourers, carters and others, 
of the time during which they are employed, and of their pay for 
the same. And it shall further be the especial duty of the said 
commissioners to enforce the most strict, punctual and faithful per- 
formance on the part of the contractors, of the terms, of all con- 
tracts, which have been or may be entered into by such contrac- 
tors with this corporation. 

That the mayor be, and he is hereby directed 
to place in the hands of said commissioners, upon their entering on 
the duties of office, and from time to time, as often as they shall 
make it appear to his satisfaction that the same has been faithfully 
expended, a sum not exceeding live hundred dollars, to be by them 
applied to the payment of any accounts for work done, or materials 
furnished for this corporation, which may require immediate payment. 

23. Sect. V. It shall be the duty of the said commissioners to 
render an account of^ and pay over daily to the treasurer, all sums 
which they may receive for rent of the market stalls and stands; 
and they shall also account for and pay to the treasurer, at least 
once in each and every week, all other sums of money belonging 
to this corporation, which may have been received by them, ex- 
cepting however, such sum or sums as under the preceding section 
may have been placed in their hands. And, if the said commis- 
sioners shall refuse or neglect so, as aforesaid, to account for and 
pay over such sums of money as may have been so as aforesaid re- 
ceived by them, it shall be the duty of the treasurer forthwith to 
inform the mayor thereof. [^Po8t 37.] 

Sect. IX. The first, second, third and fourth sections of an or-

Ordinance of December 16, 1819. 

An Ordinance establishing the compensation of certain officers, and for other par- 
poses. 

24. Sect. I. There shall be allowed to the officers hereinafter 
mentioned the following annual compensation, to commence from 
the first day of January next, to be paid quarterly by orders drawn 
in ihe manner prescribed by law, on the treasurer of this corporation 

To the city commissioners, each [seven hundred dollars. Salary 
raisedy post 29, 39.] 

Ordinance of May 3, 1821. 

25. Sect. VIII. It shall not be lawful for the city commission- 
ers, in any instance in which a sum is appropriated for any specific 
purpose, to exceed or expend more than the amount of such ap- 
propriation, or to draw any certificate or certificates, order or or- 
ders, for any sum or sums,, beyond the amount of such appropria- 
tion; and in case the said city commissioners, or any or either of 
them shall exceed or expend more than the amount of such appro- 
priation, the said city commissioners shall be jointly and severally 
bound to pay the amount which may have been expended beyond 
the sum appropriated. 

Ordinance of August 9, 1821. 

An Ordinance concerning the paving of private lanes, courts, and alleys, in the city of 
Philadelphia, and the removal of nuisances from the same. 

26. Sect. I. Whenever the board of health shall make known 
to the city commissioners, that any private lane, court or alley, 
within the city, is a nuisance, and requires to be regulated and 

'paved, or whenever the city commissioners shall be satisfied of the 
same by their own observation, it shall be their duty forlhwith to 
give notice, in writing, to the owners or occupiers of the houses, 
tenements, or lots, having the use and privilege of such lane, court, 
or alley, or to the agent of such owners, that unless the said nui- 
sance be removed, and the said lane, court or alley, be regulated 
and paved, within' six weeks after such notice, the city solicitor 
will be directed to cause prosecution to be instituted against such 
owners, occupiers or agents, for the nuisance -complained of; and 
in case such notice be disregarded, the city commissioners shall, 
at the expiration of the said six weeks, report the same to the city 
solicitor accordingly, with the facts and circumstances necessary 

to such prosecutions, which he shall institute and bring to trial 

without delay. 

Ordinance of April 29, 1823. 

A further 8Up[dement to an Ordinance, entitled "An Ordinance providing for the ap. 
pointment of city commissioners, and prescribing their duties. 

Whereas, although there does not appear to be any ground for 

believing that the persons actmg as city commissioners have at 
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any time be^i engaged, either as principals or otherwise, in the 
execution of the public work, injuriously to the public interests, or 
in violation of their duties, it is deemed expedient effectually to 
guard against the abuse of the trusts reposed in those who exer- 
cise the said office, and to protect them from all unjust suspicioa 
thereof: Therefore, 

27. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this ordinance, na 
person holding the office of city commissioners, shall, directly or 
indirectly, openly or covertly, have any concern or interest in, or 
take or receive any pay, compensation or emolument, for the ex- 
ecution or performance of any public work in the cit^ of Philadel- 
{^ia, or in providing any materials, tools, utensils, carts, wagons, 
or other carriages, horses or cattle, in or about the execution or 
performance thereof, whether the said work be executed and per- 
formed by contract, or otherwise howsoever; and that hereafter a 
clause shall be written and inserted in the condition of eyery offi- 
cial bond to be given by the city commissioners, conforming to the 
provisions hereinbefore mentioned: Provided^ that nothing herein 
contained shall in anywise take from or diminish, or be construed 
00 as to take from or diminish the duties and services required, or 
which may be required from or enjoined on, the city commission- 
ers, by any ordinance of this corporation, or the salary and com- 
pensation allowed or to be allowed for the same. 

28. Sect. II. If the mayor shall be informed, or have reason 
to believe, that any city commissioners hereafter shall have acted 
in violation of the provisions hereinbefore mentioned and contained, 
or of any of them, it shall be his duty forthwith to give notice 
of such information or belief to such commissioner, and to investi- 
gate and examine the grounds thereof, and if, after due inquiry, 
the mayor be satisfied that such offence has been committed, he 
shall immediately displace and remove from office the commis- 
sioner so having offended, and appoint some suitable person to 
supply the vacancy thereby occasioned; and he shall, at the same 
time, give directions to the proper officers to institute a suit against 
such commissioner, and his sureties on his official bond. 

29. Sect. III. Each of the city commissioners shall have, and 
receive, as a full compensation for his services, at the rate of one 
thousand dollars a year, and the city clerk at the rate of one thou- 
sand dollars a year, to be paid to the said commissioners and clerk 
respectively, computing the same from the first day of January 
last, as is directed by the ordinance or ordinances relating to their 
compensations heretofore passed; and so much of any and every 
ordinance as is inconsistent with the provisions herein contained, 
or declares the compensation to be paid to the said pommissioneni 
and city clerk, is hereby repealed.

3d. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this ordinance, it 
ihall be the duty of the city commissioners, forthwith to give infer- 
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mation to the reeording surveyor, of aU the pumps, (eommonty 
ealled well or street pumps,) that have been removed within their 
knowledge ; and from time to time, as pumps shall hereafter be re- 
moved, to give information to said recording surveyor immediately. 

Ordinance of June 12, 1828.

city commisaioners, and prescribing their dutie&*' 

31. From and afler the passing of this ordinance, the city commiflH 
sioners shall not, in any case, exercise any powers vested in them 
by existing ordinances, relative to the re-'setting of curb-stones, ia 
any of the streets, courts, or alleys, within the city, without having 
first obtained, in every such case, the approbation and consent of- 
the paving committee in writing; nor shall the said commissioneni 
cause any repairs to be made to any of the public pavements, which 
shall exceed the sum of twenty dollars, in any one square of the 
city, without having first obtained such consent and approbation as 
aforesaid. 

Ordinance of December 10, 1829. 

A supplement to the several ordinances providing for the appointment of cit^ commift. 
sioners, city treasurer, city clerk and city recording surveyor, and proscnbing their 
dutiea 

32. Sect. I. It shall be the duty of the city commissioners'to pro- 
vide, two receipt books, wherein shall be entered duplicates of all re- 
ceipts for money paid to them; one for market-stall and stand rents, 
also one for moneys arising from the sale of any of the public property 
by them. In the former of which books shall be entered such duph- 
cate receipts, signed by the receiving commissioners, expressmg 
the date, the number of the stall or stand, the name of lessee, the 
rent paid, and by whom; and it shall be the duty of the person 
making payment, to compare the receipt with the one he has ob- 
tained, and to countersign said duplicate receipt, when found to be 
correct. In Ihe other book, in like manner, shall be entered such 
duplicate receipts, signed by the receiving commissioners, specify- 
ing the date, the sum, and by whom the said [sum] is paid, and the na- 
ture and amount of the property sold; and it shall be the duty of the 
person purchasing, to compare the receipt with the one he has obtain* 
eiy and, if found to be correct, to countersign said duplicate receipt 

Sect. II. See city clerk. 

Sect. III. It shall be the duty of the city commissioners and 
city clerk, to exhibit said duplicate receipt book to the committee 
of accounts, whose duty it shall be to check said receipts with the 
credits given to the respective accounts rendered quarterly by them, 
the last of which receipts ending the quarter shall be signed bj the 
members of (he committee who have attended at the examination of 
said accounts. 

33. Sect. IV. That every account and voucher accompan3ring any 
certificate issued by the said commissioners and sent to the ma^or, 
shall be endorsed as examined and approved by at least two of the 
said conunissioners. 

34. Sect. V. That the said commissioners shall make out, and 
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cause to be delivered, ui two fair copies, one of which shall be pre- 
sented to the select, and one to the common council, quarterly ac- 
counts of their receipts, expenditures, and transactions, on the first 
days of January, April, July, and October; which said accounts 
shall show clearly, under its proper head, the date of each pay- 
ment, the amount paid, to whom hnd for what purpose, and the ap- 
propriation to which it is charged; the date and amount of each 
receipt of public money by them, from all persons except the city 
treasurer, n-om whom received, and on what account, and to whom 
the same was paid, with the date of each payment. The said ac- 
counts shall also contain the amounts expended on each appropria- 
tion under the care of the city conunissioners, and it shall be the 
especial duty of the city commissioners distinctly to report the ex- 
act cost of paving each street, lane, court, and alley, done during 
the quarter, exh^iting the name of each street, lane, court, and 
alley so paved, the cost of digging out and shaping and forming the 
same for receiving the gravel, with the number of cubic yards of 
earth dug, the number of loads of gravel used, with the price 
thereof, the number of loads of paving stone used, with the price 
thereof, and the wages of the labourers, and other expenses attend- 
ing such paving ; and also to state what contracts have been entered 
into by them during the quarter. And it shall be also the duty of 
the said commissioners, in their annual reports to councils, to in- 
clude the information required to be given in their quarterly ac- 
counts, by this section. 

35. Sect. VIII. That whenever any street, lane, court, or alley, 
shall be hereafter ordered by councils to be paved, the said com- 
missioners shall give immediate notice thereof to the city recording 
surveyor, whose duty it shall be to measure every street, lane, 
court, and alley, so ordered to be paved; to ascertain the number 
of cubic yards of earth to be removed preparatory to paving, and 
also the number of square yards of pavement to be laid, and to re- 
port the same to councils as soon as ascertained, and also to make, 
quarterly reports thereof to councils, commencing on the first day 
of January next, specifying also in said report the names of the 
streets, lanes, courts, and alleys paved during the quarter, the dis- 
trict in which they are respectively situated, and the number of 
cubic yards of earth removed, and square yards of pavement laid, 
in such streets, lanes, courts, and alleys, respectively. 

Sect. IX. See antCy city clerky [15.] 

36. Sect. X. That the, ordinance, entitled *^ A further supplement 
to an ordinance, entitled ' An ordinance providing for the appoint- 
ment of city commissioners, and prescribing their duties,' passed 
the 26th of February, 1829," be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of December 26, 1833. 

An Ordinance for the appointment of a president of the board of City Commissioners. 

37. Sect. I. Be it ordaimd, S^c.y That on the first Monday in 
January next, and on the first Monday in June annually thereafter, 
it shall be the duty of the mayor to appoint a president of the board 
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of city comoiissionera, who diall possess all the powera posBeased 
bj the other members of the board, and who shall, before entering 
on the duties of his office, giye bond to the major, aldermen and 
citizens of Philadelphia, in the som of ibnr thousand dollars, with 
two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the wamjix and re«xirder 
of the citj, conditioned for the faithful performance <^the duties of 
the said office, and who ^all be allowed one thousand dollars per 
a nnum , payable quarterly by orders drawn according to law on the 
Measurer of the city. 

38. Sect. II. Jhid be ii further, ^rc. That it shall be the special 
duty of the president to audit and examine all accounts of the office, 
and compare the same with the contracts or agreements relating there- 
to, and if found correct, to mark the same with the word ^' correct," 
together with his signature previous to laying the same before the 
board: he shall preside at the meetings of the board, and sijrn afl 
requisitions for accounts passed by them: he shall receiye and pay 
oyer tp the city treasurer daily, all moneys receiyable by the city 
commissioners,- superintend the keeping of the accounts of the 
office and minutes of their proceedings, and report to councils or 
the mayor wheneyer any matter may occur in the board of com- 
missioners or otherwise, affecting the interests of the city. 

S9. Sect. III. ^And he it further , Sfc, That on all questions under 
consideration where the board may be equally divided , the matter 
under consideration shall be referred to the mayor, and he shall de- 
cide thereon. 

40. Sect. IV. Aad be it further, S^c, That the president shall be 
liaUe to all the restrictions imposed upon the other members of the . 
board, to protect the public interests, and in case a vacancy shall 
at any time occur by death, resignation or otherwise, the same 
shall be supplied by a new appointment.

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ACTS OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of February 18, 1769.— 1 Smith, 284. 

[Far the other sections which are in force, see- Carriages and 
BorseSy Culverts and Common JSewers,'] 

1. Sect. VIII. JStnd be it further enacted, That the inhabitants 
and occupiers of the houses and lots, and the sextons, porters or 
other keepers of churches, meeting-houses, academies, schools and 
other public buildings, and burying-^rounds, fronting the paved 
streets, lanes and alleys, within the said city, shall rake and sweep 
into the cart-way, the dirt, soil, and other filth, to be found on the 
brick pavement or foot-way before their respective houses, lots or 
dwellings, or cause the same to be done, once at, least in every 
week; that is to say,, on every Friday, when the snow or ice on the 
said pavement does not prevent, that it may be removed by the 
said scavengers on the same day, or the day following, under the 
penahy of any sum, not exceeding five shillings, for every neglect 
or refusal. 

2. Sect. IX. No person or persons whatsoever shall cast or lay, 
or cause to be cast or laid, any shavings, ashes, dung or other filth 
or annoyance, on any pavement within the said city, under the 
penalty of any sum, not exceeding twenty shillings, for every such 
offence; but every such person and persons, having such shavings, 
ashes, dung or other filth, shall keep the same in some other place, 
until the scavenger shall attend with his cart to carry off the same, 
which he is hereby enjoined to do once in every week, at least, if 
required at the door of every such person, under the penalty of five 
shillings for every refusal, and to take and receive, the same into 
his cart, and to remove the same out of the inhabited parts of the 
said city, under the penalty of five shillings for every neglect or 
refusal: Provided always y and be it enacted^ That every such per- 
son having such mud, dung, ashes or other filth, so to be carried 
off, shall pay to every scavenger, for all such filth, and ne other, 
as shall be occasioned by or arise from his particular trade, busi- 
ness or occupation, and is not incident to common house-keeping, 
at such rate as shall be from time to time settled and ascertained 
by the [said commissioners,] unless he, she or they shall choose 
to carry off the same at his, her or their own expense, in another 
manner. [See CorporatioUy A. A. 34.] 

3. Sect. XJCX. If any person or persons shall, afler the pub- 
lication of this act, cast or throw down out of any cart, wagon or 
other carriage, any rubbish, dirt or earth, in any public street, lane 
or alley of the city of Philadelphia, save only in such parts and 
places as shall be appointed and agreed on by the [said x^ommis^ 
sioners,] for pitching and paving the said streets, every such person 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, the sum of {i\e shillings, 
and pay the costs of removing the same, and if any person or per- 
sons save the [said commissioners,] shall destroy, remove or pull 
down any bar, chain rope or fence, which the [said commissioners] 
shall hereafter cause to be set up in or across the said lanes, streets 
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or alleys, for the preservation of the pavement then newly made 
or to be made, every such person who shall offend in the premises 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of three pounds for every such offence. 
ISee CorporaHanj A. A. 34.] 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of March 23, 1826. 
An Ordinance to provide for the cleansiog of the city of Fhiladelldiia. 

1. Sect. I. Be it ordained and enacted, Sfc. That the city, 
for the purposes of cleansing the streets, courts, and alleys there- 
of, be, and it is hereby divided into two districts, to be denomi- 
nated the Northern and Southern districts. That the northern 
district shall extend and be bounded on the east by the river 
Delaware, on the west by the Schuylkill, on the north by the 
north side of Vine street, and on the south by the north side of 
Chesnut street: that the southern district shall extend and be 
bounded on the east by the Delaware, on the west by the Schuyl* 
kill, on the south by the south side of Cedar street and on the north 
by the north side of Chesnut street. 

2. Sect. II. Jtnd be it further ordained and enaetedy Sfc. 
That the mayor of the city be, and he is hereby authorized and 
required, from time to time, to appoint two competent persons, one 
for each of said districts, who shall be severally charged with the 
duty of cleansing the streets, courts, and alleys of their res- 
pective districts; and who shall be denominated, one, '^The 
Superintendent of the Northern district," and the other, ** The 
Superintendent of the Southern district." That these superin- 
tendents shall act under the immediate orders and control of, 
shall be directly responsible to, and shall be removable, one 
or both^ by the mayor of the city, at his own discretion luid 
pleasure. 

3. Sect. III. Each superintendent shall, from time to time 
in obedience to the special orders and directions in writing of 
the mayor, hereby required to be given when necessary, employ 
and hire so many men, on the most reasonable terihs, and procure 
and purchase at the lowest prices, for and in the •name of the 
mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia, so many Jiorses, 
earts, and other carriages, with the necessary harness and gears, 
and so many scrapers, shovels, brooms, aud other instruments, as 
the said mayor shall deem proper and necessary for cleansing the 
streets, courts, and alleys of the particular districts of such super- 
intendent; and the said superintendent is hereby required to have 
all the carts aforesaid, marked ^' City Carts," and all other uten- 
sils enumerated in this section, to be branded or marked, in a 
manner designating them the property of the corporation. 

4. Sect. IV. Each Superintendent shall place and keep the 
said horses, carts, and other carriages, and scrapers, shovels, 
brooms, and other instruments, and the necessary hay and feed 
which he shall purchase for the said horses, [in such stables 
und buildings in his said district, as the mayor shall direct:] 
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w4 s^aU bave charee of, and be answerable for, the samei to the 
said the mayor, al^rmen and citizens of Philadelphia; and shall 
whenever and as often as required, render forthwith to the mayor, 
an account or statement in writing, of the number of men employ- 
ed for, and of the horses, carts, carriages and harness, and uten- 
sils or instruments aforesaid, and of their condition, belonging to 
the said mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia, under 
and in the charge and care of him, the said superintendent. And 
the said superintendent shall, on the requisition and demand of 
the mayor of the city for the time being, forthwith surrender and 
deliver up into the hands and possession of the mayor, or of such 
person as by him for the purpose shall be appointed, all the hay 
and feed for the horses, all the horses, and all the carts, carriages , 
harness, gears, and instruments or utensils aforesaid, in his charge 
or possession as aforesaid, in as good condition as they were in 
when first put into the charge of said superintendent, (ordinary 
deterioration by use only excepted,) and further shall quit and 
leave the said stables and other buildings, in which the said articles 
may at the time be. — [Repealed as to stables, and place of depo^iie 
for tools, — Post 13.] 

6. Sect. Y. It shall be the duty of each superintendent to 
cause all the streets, courts, and alleys, in his particular district, 
whether public or private, (provided the owners or occupiers of said 
private streets, courts, or alleys, do not forbid the same to be cleans- 
ed,) to be at least once in each and every week, and at such other 
times as the mayor of the city shall direct, well and thoroughly 
scraped, swept, and cleansed, and forthwith after such scraping, 
sweeping, and cleansing, to cause all the dirt, rubbish, and stones, 
of what kind soever, and all vegetable and animal matter, thus col- 
lected, to be removed from said streets, courts, and alleys, to such 
place and places of deposite as the mayor for the time being shall 
direct. And to the end that each superintendent may be enabled 
fully (o discharge the duties of his situation, in constantly superin- 
tending and directing the men employed in cleansing the said streets, 
courts, and alleys, and removing therefrom the dirt and other mat- 
ters as aforesaid, he shall be allowed the use of one of the horses 
purchased and belonging to the city as aforesaid, provided, how- 
ever, that" such horse shall, on all occasions of necessity or emer- 
gency, be used and employed in hauling dirt and other matter as 
aforesaid. 

6. Sect. YI. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of the 
northern district, to cause the market houses in High and [Broad 
streets] to be completely cleansed, at least twice in each week ; 
and Whenever directed by the mayor. That it shall be the duty of 
the superintendent of the sourthern district, to cause the market 
house in Second street to be completely cleansed, at least twice in 
each week, and whenever directed by the mayor. That it shall be 
the duty of each superintendent forthwith to give notice to the may- 
or of all nuisances in the streets, courts, and alleys of his particular 
district, and of the names of the individuals who have caused the 
same^ in order to their prosecution according to law. That it shall 
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be the duty of each superinteadent ta cause the gutters, the passa- 
ges of the streets, and openings into the common sewers or culverts, 
to be open and free from all obstructions, and especially from ob- 
structions by ice. And further, that it shall be the duty of each 
superintendent, to cause the fireplugs of the hydrants to be opened, 
and the gutters of the streets, lanes, and alleys, within his particu- 
lar district, to be well and thoroughly washed and cleansed, at such 
times, and so oflen, as the mayor of the city shall direct, agreeably 
to a permit for this purpose to be granted by the chairman of the 
Watering Committee of the city councils for the time being. 
[Broad street market taken down^^ee post markets.] 

7. Sect. VII. One of the men employed, or the horses, carts, 
and other things, the property of the city as aforesaid, shall at nny 
time or times be employed or used for any purposes whatever, oth- 
er than those contemplated and directed by this ordinance, except 
by the orders and direction of the mayor in writing, and then only 
for and in the work of the city, and at such times as their services 
may not be necessary for the purposes contemplated and directed as 
aforesaid. And in every such case, the said superintendent shall 
keep and render to the mayor a true and just account of all the haul- 
ing, and work, and services, thus done and rendered, for or on ac- 
count of the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia, and 
shall also render to the city clerk, a duplicate account of said haul- 
ing, work and services. 

8. Sect. YIII. Each superintendent shall, at least once in 
each and every month, render to the city clerk, a just and true ac- 
count of all moneys expended, and all debts contracted, whether 
for the services of the men employed as aforesaid, for the purchase 
of horses, carts, wagons, carriages, harness, gears, scrapers, 
brooms, shovels, and other necessary utensils and instruments as 
aforesaid, for hay and feed purchased for the horses, or otherwise. 
And it shall be the duty of such superintendent to satisfy the said 
city clerk of the fairness and justness of said accounts, which said 
accounts shall be examined and acted upon by said city clerk, and 
if certified by said city clerk, to be correct, and approved by the 
mayor, shall be paid by orders drawn by the mayor on the city 
treasurer. 

9. Sect. IX. Each superintendent shall receive, as a full com- 
penaation for his services, at and afler the rate of seven hundred 
dollars per annum, to be paid in monthly payments, by orders drawn 
by the mayor on the city treasurer. But in case of neglect or re- 
fosal on the part of such superintendent to do and perform the duties, 
or any of them, required of him by this ordinance, it shall be the 
duty of the mayor of the city forthwith to discharge and dismiss the 
said superintendent from his employment aforesaid. 

10. Sect. X. Each superintendent, before he enters upon the 
duties of his office, shall make oath or affirmation before the mayor 
weO and faithfully to execute the same, and shall, with two suffi- 
cient securities, to be approved of by the mayor, enter into a bond, 
in the penalty of fourteen hundred dollars, to the mayor, aldermen, 
and citizens of Philadelphia, conditioned for the true and faithful 
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perfbnnance of all and every the duties directed and imposed by 
this ordinance^ and of every matter and thing he may be required 
by the mayor to do and perform in the premises. 

11. Sect. XI. The mayor shall employ some one of the auc- 
tioneers, from time to time, to make sale, for cash, of the dirt and 
manure collected from the streets, courts, and alleys, in the several 
places as aforesaid, in such quantities or lots, and at such times, 
as he shall direct; the auctioneer giving at least ten days' notice, in 
all the daily papers of the city; and the said auctioneer shall, with- 
in ten days after such sale, pay the proceeds thereof into the city 
treasury. — [Mayor authorized to sell at pi'ivate sale. Post 14.] 

12. Sect. Xil. That nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to authorize the placing of dirt, or other nuisances, in the 
public streets, courts, or alleys of the city. 

Sect. XIII. Obs. 

Sect. XIV. So much of any ordinance or ordinances, as is 
hereby altered or supplied, is hereby repealed.. 

Ordinance of March 8, 1827. 

A Supplement to an Ordinance entitled ** An Ordinance to provide for cleanang the ci4)r 

of Philadelphia. 

13. Sect. I. Be it ordained and enacted , Sfc, That so much of 
the fourth section of an ordinance passed on the twenty-third day 
of March, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-«six, as requires 
the superintendents for cleansing the city, to keep their horses, 
carts, implements, tools, hay, and feed, in stables or buildings to be 
provided by the mayor, within each of their districts, be, and the 
the same is hereby repealed, and that* the brick building belong- 
ing to the city on Schuylkill Sixth street, south of High street, be 
occupied jointly by the said superintendents as a stable, and for the 
purposes aforesaid. 

14. Sect. II. Be ii further ordained and enacted^ fyc. That the 
mayor be, and he is hereby . authorized tojsell any part of the street 
dirt, at private sale, which he may deem most to the interest of the 
city, any thing in the eleventh section of an ordinance to which 
this is a supplement to the contrary notwithstanding. 

15. Sect. III. It shall be the duty of the drivers of the city 
carts, in the employ of the superintendents for cleansing the city, 
to receive, free of expense, from any citizen or house keeper, the 
ashes incident to common housekeeping; provided, that the said 
citizen or housekeeper shall put, or cause to be put^ the said ashes 

. into the said public cart or carts. 

16. Sect. IV. If, after the passage of this ordinance, any per- 
son or persons shall cast or throw any ashes into any of the streets, 
courts, lanes or alleys of the city, he, she, or they so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay for each and every such offence, the sum of two dol- 
lars, to be recovered with costs, before the mayor or any alderman of 
said city, one half thereof for the use of the informer, the other half 
for the use of the "mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia.'*

first daj of January next, to be paid quarterly, by orders drawn in 
the manner prescribed by law, on the treasurer of this corporation.

Ordinance of June 3, 1824. 

A Supplement to the Ordinance entitled ''An Ordinance establishing the compensation 
of certain officers, and for other purposes^" passed December 16, 1819. 

Be ii ardainedy Sfc. That from and after the first day of January, 
eighteen hundred and twenty-four, the salaries of the clerks of the 
select and common councils be each of them increased to the sum 
of three hundred and fifty dollars per annum, any thing contained 
in any ordinance to the contrary notwithstanding. ~ 
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ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of April 2, 1822. 

An Act to regulate the sale of stone coal within the city and county of Philadelphia, 

and to prevent the adulteration of linseed oil. 

1. Sect. I. From and after the first day of May next, stone 
coal brought from any mine situate within the state of Pennsylva- 
nia, to the city or county of Philadelphia, for sale, shall be dispo- 
sed of by weight, or by the bushel measure, and if by the latter, 
each bushel shall weigh at least eighty pounds; and so when' the 
same is re-sold, whether by wholesale or retail, it shall in like man- 
ner be sold by weight or measure ; if by the latter, the bushel shall 
contain at least eighty pounds, and in the saine proportion for any 
greater or less measure. 

2. Sect. II. If any person or persons selling coal by the bushel, 
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or by any greater or less measure, shall not gnre at least eighty 
pounds for each bushel so sold, and so in proportion for any greater 
or less measure, such person or persons shall, for every such o^ 
fence,forfeit and pay five dollars, to be recovered in the same man- 
ner as debts for the same amount are by law recoverable, one halT 
to be paid to the guardians or overseers of the poor of the city, 
district, or township, where the offence is committed, and the other 
half to the person prosecuting for the same. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of June 10^ 18^. 

An Ordinance to provide staiids for the sale of charcoaL 

1. Sect. I. Be it ordained and enacted, Sfc. That the city com- 
missioners be and they are hereby directed, to designate, from time 
to time, as occasion may require, a suitable stand or stands, for wa- 
gons and carts bringing charcoal to market for sale. 

2. Sect. II. If any person or persond, owner or owners, hayings 
any such wagon or cart in charge, shall occupy or stand, with lus 
or their wagon or cart as aforesaid, having charcoal therein for sale, 
in any other place than such as may be designated as aforesaid', 
every such person or persons so offending, shadl, for every such of- 
fence, forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars, with costs, which may 
be recovered before the mayor, recorder, or any alderman of the 
city of Philadelphia, one half thereof for the use of the city, the 
other half for the use of the person suing for the same. 

Ordinance of December 28, 1826. 

An Ordinance regulating the sale and delivery of chareoal' within the city of Philadel> 

phia. 

3. Sect. I. From and after the first day of February next ensu- 
ing, charcoal shall not be unladen, discharged, or delivered, in 
bulk, in or on any of the streets, lanes, or alleys of this city, from 
any wagon or wagons, or any other vehicle whatever. 

4. Sect. II. From and after the day above mentioned, charcoal 
brought to this city for sale, shall be measured and delivered from 
the wagon or other vehicle, in barrels of the capacity of the com- 
mon flour barrel, or in any measure whose capacity is fixed by law. 

5. Sect. III. For each and every violation of this ordinance, or 
any part thereof, the offender shall, upon conviction before the 
mayor, or any of the aldermen, pay a fine of three dollars, one half 
to the informer, and the residue to the use of the city. 

Ordinance of September 14, 1830. 

A supplement to an Ordinance entitled "An Ordinance regulating the sale and delivery ' 

of charcoal within the City of Philadelphia.'^ 

6. That from and after the first day of October next, no horn, trum- 
pet, or other wind instrument shall be blown or sounded in any 
street, lane, or alley of the city of Philadelphia, by any vender of 
charcoal or other article, and if any person shall violate this ordi- 
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nance, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of two doUan for the fini 
and ten dollars for each subsequent oflfence, to be sued for and re- 
covered firith costs before the mayor or any alderman of Philadel- 
phia, one half thereof for the use of the person suing for the same, 
and the other half for the use of the mayor, aldermen and ^tig^n^ 
of Philadelphia. 
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Ordinance of December 6, 1833. 

1. Sect. I. After the enactment of this ordinance, and annually^ 
after the orsanization of councils, the follbwing ^^ Joint Standing 
Committees'' shall be appointed: — First the watering oominittee. 
Second, the finance committee, who ^all perform all the duties re- 
quired of the committee on the sinking fund; attend specially to the 
Franklin, Scott, and Wills, legacies: and act as a committee of 
ways and means. Third, the committee on Delaware whanres, 
who shall also have in charge all the city property at the Draw* 
bridge, and act as a committee on Delaware avenue. Fourth, the 
committee on Schuylkill wharres, who shall superintend the im- 
provements and buildings between Chesnut and High streets, and 
have the care of the city property near the Schuylkill. Fifth, the 
committee on fire companies. Sixth, the paving conmiittee, who 
shall have the direction of all the paving, aU culverts, and grading 
streets. Seventh, the committee on public squares, who shall have 
the direction of Independence, Franklin, Washington, Rittenhouse, 
Logan, and Penn squares. Eighth, the committee of accounts who 
shsdl examine and settle the accounts of the city, and of the Girard 
estates. Ninth, the committee on markets. Tenth, the committee 
on the city hall and state house, who shall also have in charge the 
council chambers and library. Eleventh, the oommittee on lighl* 
ing and watching. 

2. Sect. II. The first, sixth and seventh committees shall con- 
sist of four members of each council, and the remainder of said com- 
mittees of three members of each council. The chairmen of the 
first five committees shall be members of the select council; and 
the chairmen of the last six committees shall be members of the 
common council. But no member of either council shall be chair- 
man of more than one '^ Joint Standing Committee.'* 

3. Sect. III. So much of any ordinance as is hereby altered 
or supplied, be, and the same is hereby repealed.

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ACT OP ASSEMBLY. 

Act of January 30, 1810. 
An Act for the election of constables in the citf of Philaddphia. 

1. Sect. I. The electors in each ward in the citj of Philadel* 
phia, shall annuallj, on the third Friday of March, at such place 
within each ward, as the constable for the time being shall appoint, 
elect by ballot, two persons, one of whom shall be appointed con- 
•Idlftle for the said ward for the ensuing year, and it shall be the 
doty of the constable for the time being, to give public notice in 
two of the daily papers printed in said city, at least six days pre- 
vious to such election, of the time and place where said election 
is to be held; and on fiiilure thereof, he shall pay a fine of ninety- 
five dollars, to be recovered as debts now are, under the one hun- 
dfed dollar act. 

8. Sect. II. The voters present at the opening of the election^ 
shall choose three persons who shall be judges of the said election, 
and who shall respectively take an oath or affirmation to perform 
said doty with uprightness and fidelity, and who shall, on the third 
day thereafter, ms&e a return of the two names highest in votes 
to tiie mayor of the city, whose duty it shall be to appoint one of 
them. 

4. Sect. IV. The said election shall open at two o'clock in the 
afternoon, and continue until ten in the evening. 

5. Skct. V. In cases of vacancy occasioned by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, the mayor shall appoint a suitable person as 
eonstable, until the ensuing annual election, after having first ob- 
taaned the s4»ctirity required [by the third section of this act. Posts.'] 

Act of March 29, 1824. 

6. Sect. Ill, It shall be the duty of the several Courts of Quar- 
ter Sessions and Mayors' Courts in this commonwealth to require 
of .all constables hereafter elected or appointed, who by the present 
laws would be obliged to give security before they enter into the 
execution of their duty, an obligation in the name of the common- 
wealth with one or more sureties to be approved by the Court in 
fL sum not less than five hundred, nor exceeding three thousand 
dollars, at the discretion of the Court conditioned for the just and 
fiuthful discharge of his office of constable according to law, and 
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the said obligation shall be held in trust for the use and benefit 
of all persons who maj sustain anj nigarj from him in his official 
capacity, and for the true and faithful execution of all process 
placed in his hands to all intents and purposes as Sheriffs' bonds 
are usually given; and such obligations may be proceeded in as 
other official bonds are by law directed, Provided That if any per- 
son or persons elected or returned as constableg^ shall neglect to 
enter such security, it shall be the duty of the said Court to appoint 
a competent person in his or ^heir stead who shall before he acts, 
give security as aforesaid. 

Act of April 9, 1828. 

An Act providing payment to the constables of the county of Philadelphia, for their 

services at elections. 

7. Sect. I. That the constables of the city and of the 
several districts and townships of the county of PbUadelphia, 
be allowed such reasonable sum or sums of money, as may be ex- 
pended by the said constables in attending to the ward, district or 
township elections, under the existing laws for choosing inspectiws 
of the general elections and .constables, together with two dollars 
to each of the said constables, as a compensation for his services 
in attending to said ward district or township election, to be paid 
by the said ward, district, or township, in such manner as the cor- 
porations of the said city, districts, and the settlers of road accounts 
of said township may respectively direct. ' 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of October 3, 1804. 

An Ordinance providing compensation to the constables of the city of Philadelphia, for 

pimctDal attendance en the mayor's court. 

1 . SEct. I. The mayor and recorder of the said city, or either 
of them, in case of the absence of the other, are hereby authorized, 
on the last day of each term of the said mayor's court, or within 
three days thereafter, to ascertain and fix the amount due to such 
of the constables of the said city, who have attended on the said 
court during its then present or last sitting, reckoning the compen- 
sation of each constable at one dollar per day, and to make a memo- 
randum or record thereof, signed by them or either of them, as the 
case may be. 

2. Skct. II. The mayor and recorder of the said city, or either 
them, in the absence of the other, shall be the sole and exclusive 
judges of the punctuality and good conduct of the said constables 
dnrmg the sitting of each mayor's court, so far as relates to the 
compensation to which they or either of them may be entitled under 
this ordinance. 

3. SscT. III. The mayor of the said city shall draw his war- 
rant on the treasurer thereof, in favour of each constable, for the 
amount of the compensation so allowed him, and the said treasurer 
shall pay the same on demand, out of the moneys of the said city 
in his hands^ not otherwise appropriated. [See CUy clerky 7.]

Act of March 11, 1789. 

An Act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia.— 2 Stnith, 462. 

Whereas the intention of civil government is to provide for the 
order, safety and happiness of the people ; and where the general 
systems and regulations thereof are found to be ineffectual, it is the 
duty of the legislature to remedy the defects: Jlnd whereas the ad- 
ministration of government within the city of Philadelphia is, in its 
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present form, inadequate to the suppression of vice, and immorali- 
tjy to the advancement of the public health and order, and to the 
promotion of trade, industry, and happiness; And, in order to pro- 
vide against the evils occasioned thereby^ it is necessary to invest 
the inhabitants thereof with more speedy, vigorous, and effective 
powers of government, than at present established: 

1 . Sect. II. Be it therefore enacted^ S^c, That the inhabitants 
of the city of Philadelphia, as the same extends and is laid out be* 
tween the rivers Delaware and Schuylkill, be, and they and their 
successors forever, are hereby constituted a corporation and body 
politic, in fact and in law, by the name and styl^ of *^'The mayor y al- 
dermen and citizens of Philadelphia,^^ and by the same name shall 
have perpetual succession; and they and their successors shall, at 
all times forever, be able and capable in law to have, purchase, 
take, receive, possess and epjoy lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments, liberties, franchises and jurisdictions, goods, chattels and 
efiects^ to them and their successors forever, or for any other or 
less eikate; and the same lands, tenements and hereditaments, 
goods, chattels, and effects, to grant, bargain, sell, alien and con- 
vey, mortgage, pledge, charge and encumber, or demise and dis- 
pose of, at their will and pleasure. 

S. Sect. III. The said corporation, by the name and style afore- 
said, are, and forever shall be, able and capable in law to sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, de- 
fend and be defended, in all courts of record, and elsewhere, in all 
manner of actions, suits, complaints, pleas, causes and matters 
whatsoever; and to do and execute all and singular other matters 
and things, that to them as a body politic and corporate, in law and 
in fact, shall and may appertain; and for that purpose shall have 
and use one common seal, and the same, fVom time to time, shall 
and may, at their will and pleasure, change and alter, deface, and 
make anew. 

Sect. IV. [Of the election of aldermen; — repealed and sup- 
plied, post j9. t^.

Sect. V. [Of the election of common councilmen; — ^repealed 
and supplied, post A. A. 40.] 

3. Sect. VI. The first, and all future and other election and 
elections, [whether of aldermen or] of common councilmen, to be 
had and held in pursuance of this act, shall be held and conducted 
by the same officers, who shall have been duly chosen or appoint- 
ed and authorized to hold, manage, and conduct the election of re- 
presentatives for the said city, to serve in the said general assem- 
bly [at the general election next preceding every election to be held 
in pursuance of this act; and that the said officers, and the clerks 
who shall be employed at the said elections, and each and every of 
them^ shall severally take a solemn oath or affirmation, before en- 
tering upon the duties in and by this act enjoined them, well and 
fidthnilly to discharge the same, according to the best of their skill 
and abilities. [Select and covnmon councils provided for^ post A. A, 
38, 39. Aldermen to he appointed by the governor, post A. A. 41 .] 

4. Sect. VII. All elections to be had and held in pursuance 
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of thk act, shall be held aad condacted (except ae to [tbe qualifr' 
cation of the voters for, or electors of aldermen, and] the number 
of persons to be voted for, elected and chosen, to serve as [alder- 
men and] common councilmen, and except that the votes or ticket9 
to be given in, may be either written or printed, and except also, 
as in and by this act is otherwise directed) in the same and like 
manner, as in and by the laws of this commonwealth is or shall be di- 
rected for the holding of the general elections for representatives to 
serve in the said general assembly, and under and subject to th« 
same rulesj regulations, pains and penalties; and all and every per- 
son and persons, who shall be concerned in holding or conducting 
of the said elections, or any of them, or who shall come to vote 
thereat, or to be anywise concerned therein, are hereby enjoined 
luid required to conduct and demean him and themselves accord- 
ingly.

5. Sect. VIII. When each election to be had and held in pur- 
suance of ihis act shall be closed, and the number of votes for each 
candidate or person voted for, shall be counted and ascertained, 
the judges of the said election, or a majority of them, shall prepare 
and make, under their respective hands and seals, a return thereof, 
containing the names [of each alderman elect, or] of each common 
councilQian elect, [as the case may be] with the number of votes in 
favour of each of them; and shall, within twenty-four hours after 
the closing of each of the said elections give notice, in writing, to 
each of the [said aldermen elect, or,] common councilmen elect, of 
their [respective] elections to the office of [alderman or] common 
councilman, [as the case may be,] and shall also deliver, or cause 
to be delivered, the said return to the said [alderman elect, or] 
common councilman elect, [as the case may be] at the times ana 
places in and by this act appointed for them respectively to meet 
and receive the same.

Sect. IX. [The aldermen elect, to receive and judge of their 
returns, see post *d.

6. Sect. A. Each and every alderman [who shall be elected, 
chosen and returned, in manner aforesaid^ and whose election 
shall be so as aforesaid approved of,] shall before he enters on the 
execution of his office, take a solemn oath or affirmation, [before 
his excellency the president, or the vice-president, in council,] 
^^ well and faithfully to execute the office of alderman of the said 
city;" and shall, [thereupon, without any further or other commis- 
sion, be an alderman of the said city, until the next general elecr 
tion of aldermen, to be held in pursuance of the directions of this 
act, and shall, during the time aforesaid,] be vested with all the 
powers and jurisdictions of a justice of the peace in and for the said 
city, and with such other powers and jurisdictions, as in and by this 
act are given to any alderman.

Act of AprUS, 1790. 

A forther cnipplemeDt to the Act, entitled **An Act to incorporate the city of Philadel-

Whereas the power of appointing collectors of the taxes for 
paving, lighting and watching the streets of the city of Philadel- 
phia, was formerly vested in the city assessors, and since those 
-officers have been by law directed no longer to be chosen, the 
authority of appointing such collectors has elapsed: ^nd whereas^ 
by the thirty-fifth section of the act to incorporate th^ city of 
Fhiladelphia, the mayor, recorder, aldermen and common council- 
men are empowered to execute and perform all such matters and 
things, as the wardens and street commissioners were, at and im- 
mediately before the passing of the said act, respectively autho- 
rized and enabled by law to do; and by the thirty-sixth section 
of the said act, the mayor or recorder, and four of the aldermen, 
are empowered to do and perform all such matters and things, as 
the said wardens and street commissioners were, respectively, at 
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•nd unmedialelj before the enacting the said act, authorized and 
enabled by law to do and perform, iii conjunction with any juatice 
or justices of the peace of and for the city and county of Fhiladei- 
phia, or either of them: Jind whertoi it will be more convenient 
and beneficial, that, instead of separating and dividing the above- 
mentioned powers, as the said act directs, the whole of the 
said powers should be vested in and exercised by such person or 
persons, and in such manner as the said mayor or recorder, alder- 
men and common councilmen, in common council assembled, shall 
regulate, ordain, enact or appoint: And wherttu some of the ex- 
istmg laws, relative to the paving, lighting and watching the 
streets of the city of Philadelphia, contain regulations which are 
no|v somewhat inconvenient, and others which may be improved: 
Wherefore it will be most convenient and proper, to invest the 
said mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, with the power 
of legislating, estimating and raising of taxes, so far as respects 
the lightiog, watching, pitching, watering, paving . and cleansing 
the streets of the city, unrestrained by any of the said existing laws 
relative thereto. 

d3. Sect. II. Be U therefore enacted Sec. That from and after 
the passing of this act, [the mayor, recorder, aldermen and com- 
mon councilmen, in common council assembled,] shall have full 
power and authority to make, ordain, constitute and establish, 
such and so many laws, ordinances, regulations and constitutions, 
as shall be convenient and necessary for the purposes of esti- 
mating, assessing, raising and levying of taxes upon the persons 
of single men, and upon the estates, real and personal, of the in- 
habitants of the city of Pliiladelphia, for the purposes of lighting, 
watching, watering, pitching, paving and cleansing *of the streets, 
lanes and alleys of the said city, and directing, appointing and 
regulating the time, order and manner of estimating, assessing, 
raising, levying and collecting of the said taxes, and of lighting, 
watching, watering, pitching, paving and cleansing the said streets, 
lanes and alleys, any law of the general assembly of Pennsylvania, 
heretofore made, to the contrary, in anywise, notwithstanding. 

34. Sect. Ill And whereas j by acts of assembly existing at the 
time the said act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia was 
enacted, the late wardens of the city, with two justices of the 
peace, were empowered to regulate and fix the rates and prices 
to be taken by wagoners, carters, draymen, porters and wood- 
sawyers: And whereas it is reasonable that the prices and rates 
to be taken by chimney sweepers should be regulated by the 
mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, and that all the 
various powers aiid authorities, which at the time of making the 
said act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia, were vested in 
the said warden and street commissioners, jointly or severally, 
or which were vested in the said wardens and st eet commission- 
ers, respectively, in conjunction with one or more justice or jus- 
tices of the peace for the city and county of Philadelphia, should 
be vested in the said mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, 
Tkertfore, be it fiiriker enacted^ That from and after the enacting

hereof, [the mayor, recorder, aldermen and common councillneni 
in common council assembled,] shall have full power and autho- 
ritj to make, ordain, constitute' and establish, such and so many 
iaws, ordinances, regulations and constitutions, as shall be ueces* 
sary and <5onvenient for the purposes of fixing, ascertaining and 
regulating from time to time, the rates and prices which shall b« 
demanded and received by wagoners, carters, draymen, porters, 
wood-sawyers, and .chimney-sweepers, for each and every labour 
and service which they shall respectively do and perform withia 
the said city of Philadelphia; and also for the doing, performing 
and executing all and every other power, authority, act, matter 
and thing whatsoever, which the said warden and street com* 
missioners separately of themselves, or they, or either of them, in 
conjunction with one or more justice or justices of the peace, or 
with any other person or persons whatsoever, were authorized 
and empowered, or might or could lawfully do or perform, by or 
under any laws in force at the time the act to incorporate th€ city of 
Philadelphia was made. [Post A. A, 40, 48.] 

Sect. IV. So much of the thirty-fifth and thirty-sixth sections 
of the act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia, as is by this act 
altered or supplied, is hereby declared to be repealed. [Pnwtdect 
nevertheless, That the consent and approbation of the mayor or 
recorder, and of a majority of the aldermen, and also of the com- 
mon councilmen, who shall from time to time be present, and in 
common council assembled, shall be necessary to the making, or- 
daining, or establishing of all such rules, regulations, appoint- 
ments, laws, ordinances and constitutions, as the said mayor, re- 
corder, aldermen and common councilmen, in common council as- 
sembled, shall make, ordain and establish; ohsolete.'\ 

Act of March 8, 1792. 

A further supplement to the act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia. — 3 Smith, 62. 

Whereas, by the act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia, there 
is no provision made that the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phi- 
ladelphia, may accept the resignation of any of their members, nor 
are they authorized to cause elections to be held to supply the va- 
cancies which may happen from various causes: In order to pre- 
vent the inconvenieiices which may follow from the want of a due 
provision in such cases. 

36. Sect. I. Be it enacted fye. That the mayor, aldermen, 
and citizens of Philadelphia, in common council assembled, shaU 
be, and they are hereby authorized to receive ui4 accept the re- 
signations of such of their members as shall from time to time make 
the same; and that from and after their acceptance of such resigna- 
tions, the persons who shall so resign, and whose resignations shall 
be 90 accepted, shall no longer be members of the said corporation. 

36. Sect. II. In order to fill up any vacancy, which may hap- 
pen by death, resignation, or otherwise, it shall and may be lawful 
for the mayor, or recorder, for the time being, whenever he shall 
bo thereto required by a vote of the [mayor, aldernwn, and citizens 
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of Philadelphia, in common council assembled,] to issue a writ, 
under his hand, and the seal of the said corporation, directed to the 
sheriff of the city and county of Philadelphia, commanding him, on 
such day and at such place, in the said city, as shall be therein 
named, to cause an election to be held for so. many [aldermen or] 
common councilmcn, [or both] as may be necessary to supply the 
said vacancies; and the said sheriff is hereby enjoined and required 
to give public notice of the time and place of holding such elections^ 
which shall in all other respects be held, conducted and regulated, 
agreeably to the directions and provisions contained in the oct to 
incorporate the city of Philadelphia; and the judges of such eleo- 
tions shall make their returns of the persons who shall be chosen, 
as [aldermen or] common councilmen, to the [aldermen or] comr 
mon councilmen for the time being, who shall have the same pow- 
ers of judging of the election of members of their boards, as the 
act above referred to gives to them respectively; and when it shall 
be determined who are the persons duly elected, they shall be quali- 
fied according to the directions of the said act, and shall be [alder- - 
men and] common councilmen for the city of Philadelphia, and 
shall be vested with all the powers, rights and authorities, which 
by law to them respectively do or shall belong and appertain ; and 
■hall continue to be [aldermen and] common councilmen until the 
next general election under the said law. [^This act appears to ht 
in a great measure rendered obsolete by the supplemerU to the actofisir 
corporation, post 38, — 43.] 

Actof April 22, 1794. 

An Act for establishing an health-office, for otherwise securing the city and port ef 
Philadelphia from the introduction of pestilential and contagious diseases, and for ra- 
gulatingthe importation of German and other passengers.— 3 DalL St. Laws, p. 553. 

37. Sect. XXI. The mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phila- 
delphia in common council assembled, shall have power, by their 
ordinance for that purpose, to prohibit any future interments within 
such parts of the city of Philadelphia, wherein they shall judge 
such prohibition necessary, and to impose such fines for any breach 
of such ordinance, as they may deem necessary. ISee /nfetinents.] 

Act of April 4, 1796. 

An Act to alter and amend the several acts of the seneral assembly of this commoi^ 
wealih, incorporating the city of Fhiladelphia.-:-3 Smith, 272. 

Whereas many of the citizens of Philadelphia have prayed for 
such alterations in their charter of incorporation, as that it may be 
rendered more similar to the frame of government of this common- 
wealth, and it is reasonable that the prayer of their petitions should , 
be granted: Therefore, 

38. Sect. I. Be it enacted ^c. That the freemen of the city of 
Philadelphia, qualified to elect members of the general assembly 
of this commonwealth, shall meet together on the second Tuesday 
of October next, and on the same day yearly thereafter, and elect, 
by ballot, twenty persons, qualified to serve as members of the 
house of representatives of this commonwealth, to be members of 
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tlie common council for the said city, for the year next ensaiiig 
Uieir election. 

39. Sect. II. The said freemen shall, on the said second Tues- 
day of October next, also elect, by ballot, twelve persons, qualified 
to serve as senators of this commonwealth, to be members of the 
select council of the said city, who shall forthwith after their elec- 
tion divide themselves, by lot, into three classes; the seats of the 
first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the first year; of the 
second class at the expiration of the second year; and of the third 
class at the expiration of the third year; so that one-third may be 
chosen every year. 

40. Sbct. III. The whole legislative power of the corporation 
of the said city shall be exclusively vested in the said select and 
common councils, who shall perform all legislative acts, as sepa- 
rate and distinct bodies, and shall exercise, possess and enjoy all 
and singular the legislative powers, which the mayor or aldermen, 
recorder and common council of the said city, in common council 
assembled, at present may or can lawfully and of right exercise ^ 
possess and enjoy. 

41. Sect. IV. The governor shall appoint one recorder and 
fifteen aldermen, for the said city, who shall hold their offices dur- 
ing good behaviour, and who shall exercise, possess and enjoy all 
and singular the powers and privileges now exercised, possessed and 
enjoyed, by the recorder and aldermen of the said city, and 
who shall meet together at such times as may be proper, for the 
purpose of exercising the powers and privileges aforesaid, legisla- 
tive powers only excepted. 

42. Sect. V. The members of the select and common coun- 
cils shall, on the third Tuesday of October next, and on the same 
day yearly thereafter, meet together, and elect, intja voce, [one of 
Ibe said aldermen as] mayor of the said city, whose duty [besides 
that of an aldermen of the said city] shall be to preside in the may'- 
or's court, when present, to promulgate the by-laws, rules and or- 
dinances of the corporation, and to pay a special attention to the 
due execution and fulfilment of the same, and who shall be entitled 
to receive, hold and enjoy all the emoluments now attached to the 
office of mayor, or which, by the laws and ordinances of the corpo- 
ration, may be hereafter annexed to the same. [See post, A. A. 49, 
62.] 

43. Sect. VI. That the doors of the respective halls of the 
said select and common councils shall be open, for the admission 
of all peaceable and orderly persons, who shall be desirous of being 
present at the discussion of any by-laws, ordinances, rules, or re- 
gulations, for the welfare and good government of the city. 

Sect. VII. [The aldermen which shall be chosen at the elec- 
tion to be held on the first Tuesday in April, in this present year, 
and the mayor and recorder which shall be chosen by the said al- 
dermen agreeably to the laws now in force, shall hold their several 
and respective offices until the second Tuesday in October next, 
and no longer; and] from and after the second Tuesday in Octo- 
ber next, so much of the act of the general assembly of this com- 
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monwealth, entitled, **An Act to incorporate the city of Philadel- 
phia," passed the eleventh day of March, one thousand seven hun* 
dred and eighty-nine, and of any and every supplement thereto, . 
as is hereby altered and supplied, and no more, shall be thenceforth 
repealed. 

Act of AprU 11,- 1799. 

An Act to supply certain defects in the acts incorporaimg the city of Philadelphia, and 

» sundry towns and boroughs within this commonwealth, and to explain and amend an 

act, entitled ^"An Act to alter and amend the several acts of the general assembty of 

this commonwealth, incorporating the city of Philadelphia, and for other purposes. * — 

3 Snuth, 390. 

Whereas the ordinances and by-laws of the city of Philadel- 
phia and of sundry other incorporated towns and boroughs within 
this commonwealth, impose, in certain cases, fines, penalties, and 
forfeitures, which inure lo the benefit of tlie said corporations, re- 
spectively, by reason whereof it has been held that none of the 
freemen of the said corporations are competent to prove the breach 
of the said ordinances and by-laws, and the accruing of such fines 
forfeitures, and penalties, or to hear, judge, and determine respect- 
ing the same, inasmuch as the same would operate a diminution of 
their shares of contribution for supporting such corporation: ^Snd 
whereas it would be in all cases tlifficult, and in many instances 
impracticable, to prove such breaches by any other testimony, or 
to hear, judge, and determine respecting the same, before any other 
than judges or jurors liable to such exception, and the interests of 
each individual in the application of such fines, forfeitures, and 
penalties, is too remote and inconsiderable to give an improper bias 
to his testimony, judgment, or verdict respecting the same: There- 
fore, for furtherance of justice, and the due enforcement of whole- 
some regulations, 

44. Sect. I. Be it enacted S^c. That from and after the passing 
of this act, no freeman of the city of Philadelphia, or of any other 
incorporated town or borough within this commonwealth, nor any 
other person, otherwise competent to give testimony respecting 
the breach of any ordinances, by-laws, or regulations of the said 
city of Philadelphia, or any such other incorporated town or bo- 
rough, shall be excluded from giving testimony respecting the 
same, by reason that the fine, forfeiture or penalty, imposed for 
such breach, is or may be appropriated in aid of the funds, of such 
corporation; but every such person, otherwise competent, shall be 
admitted to give testimony, as fully as though he or she were not 
resident within the bounds, or a partaker in the interests of such, 
city, town, or borough: Provided^ That nothing herein contained 
shall authorize any person or persons who receive alms, or any 
pension or gift, out of the funds in aid of which any of the said 
fines, forfeitures, or penalties are appropriated, to give testimony 
touching the breach of such ordinances or by-laws, and the accru- 
ing of such fines, forfeitures, and penalties. 

45. Sect. II. No court, aldermen, or burgesses, otherwise by 
the laws of this commonwealth qualified and authorized to hear, 
judge, and determine, respecting the breach of any such ordinances 
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or by-laws, and the accruing of such fines, forfeitures, and penal- 
ties, shall be disqualified to hear, judge, and determine the same, 
by reason of the mte rest they, as members of such borough or cor- 
poration, may have in the said fines, forfeitures, and penalties, but 
shall have as full, perfect, and complete jurisdiction, respecting the 
same, as if no such fine, forfeiture or penalty were to be incurred, 
or they had no such interest in the same. 

46. Sect. III. .Snd whereas the freemen and citizens of the 
city of Philadelphia only are competent and compellable to serve 
in the courts of the said city, held by the mayor, recorder and al- 
dermen, as justices of the peace, and justices of oyer and terminer 
and goal delivery: Therefore, Be it further enacted. That in all 
prosecutions and proceedings before the said mayor, recorder and 
aldermen of the said city, for or respecting the breach of any or- 
dinances, by-laws or regulations of the said city, the said freemen 
and citizens of the said city shall be competent to be jurymen on 
such prosecutions and proceedings, and the trials thereof; and no 
exception shall be allowed against the said freemen or citizens, 
either to the array or the polls, for or by reason that the same fine, 
forfeiture or penalty, imposed for such breach, is expressly or by 
implication forfeited to the said corporation, or is or may be ap- 
propriated in aid of the funds of the 'said city, or for the use there- 
of, in the same manner, and under like rules and regulations, as if 
the said fines, penalties and forfeitures had not been appropriated, 
and were not to accrue to the use of the corporation of the said 

47. Sect. IV. And whereas doubts have arisen upon the con- 
struction of the act, entitled '^An act to alter and amend the seve- 
ral acts of the general assembly of this commonwealth, incorpo- 
rating the city of Philadelphia,'.' and it is necessary that the same 
be explained and amended: Be it further enacted. That the mayor 
of the city of Philadelphia shall appoint all and every the officer 
and officers of the corporation, whose authorities and powers shall 
have been, or hereafter shall be, given or established by any reso- 
lution or ordinance by the select and common councils of the said 
city of Philadelphia, excepting only the treasurer of the corpora- 
tion, and the clerks^ messengers and door-keepers of the said 
councils, who shall be appointed as heretofore. — iTreasurer to be 
elected by the joint votes of the select and common councils; see TVea- 
surer, A. A. 1.] 

' 48. Sect. V. The select and common councils shall have all 
and singular the powers and authorities, rights and privileges, in- 
cident to the corporation, and to the well governing thereof, which 
were formerly vested in the mayor, aldermen and common coun- 
cil, by an act, entitled "An act to incorporate the city of Phila- 
delphia," passed the eleventh day of March, one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-nine, which are not otherwise by law directed 

and provided for. 

49. Sect. VI. Whenever the office of mayor shall become va- 
cant, by death, resignation, or otherwise, it shall be lawful for the 
select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, as soon 
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as conveniently may be after such vacancy shall so happen, to as- 
semble together, and elect a mayor, in the manner directed by 
law in ordinary cases, and the mayor so chosen shall continue in 
office until the third Tuesday in October next succeeding such 
election, and no longer; and in case of any vacancy happening 
by the death, resignation, or otherwise, of any member of the 
select council, such vacancy shall be supplied at the next general 
election, and the person chosen shall serve the residue period of 
time, and in the class of such person, whose vacancy he may be 
chosen to fill. 

Sect. VII. [Temporary and obsolete.] 

50. Sect. VIII. Frogi and after the passing of this act, the 
mayor and recorder of the city of Philadelphia, respectively, shall 
be, and they are severally hereby empowered and authorized to 
take acknowledgments of deeds for lands or other real estate in 
any part of this commonwealth; and for taking every such ac* 
knowledgment, either of the said officers so taking the same shall 
be entitled to receive [thirty-seven cents and a half,] and no 
more. — [ J%i$ fee was fixed at twenty-five cents by Att of April 
16, 1827;po«*67.] 

Act of March 3, 1800. 

An Act to authorize the corporations of the city of Philadelphia and the districts of South- 
wark to enrol their public ordinances in the office for recording of deeds in the county 
of Philadelphia.— 3 Smith, 417, 

51. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this act the corpo* 
ration of the city of Philadelphia and the district of Southwark are 
hereby authorized and directed to enrol their public ordinances 
in the office for recording of deeds in the county of Philadelphia 
under the same restrictions and regulations, and at the same rates 
and fees as are allowed the master of the rolls for recording the 
Laws of this Commonwealth as heretofore provided by an act en- 
titled ''An act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia" passed the 
nth day of March, 1789, and also an act entitled **And act to in- 
corporate the district of Southwark" passed the 18th day of April 
1794; any thing in any former laws to the contrary, in any wise 
notwithstanding. 

Act of February 18, 1805. 

A further supplement to the Act, entitled " An Act to incorporate the city of Philadd- 

phia."— 7 Bioren's St. Laws, p. 413. 

Whereas, by the removal of the seat of government from the 
city of Philadelphia, it has become inconvenient to present the 
mayor elect to the governor to take the oath or affirmation pre- 
scribed by law, previously to his entering upon the duties of the 
said office : Therefore, 

52. Sect. I. Be it enacted, S;c. That it shall and may be law- 
ful for any of the judges of the supreme court, or the president of 
the court of common pleas for the first district, to administer the 
oath or affirmation prescribed by law, to the mayor elect, previ- 
ously to his entering upon the duties of the said office. 
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53. Sect. II. In case of the indispositioii of the major, or of 
his absence from the said city, it shall and may be lawful for the 
recorder, or any of the aldermen of the said city, to administer an 
oath or affirmation to each of the members elect of the select and 
common councils, well and faithfully to execute the duties of the 
respective offices to which they may have been elected. 

54. Sect. III. From and after the passing of this act, no alder- 
man of the city of Philadelphia, nor any person holding any office 
of trust or profit under the laws of this commonweahh, or the ordi- 
nances of the select or common councils, the emolument whereof 
is paid out of the treasury of the said city, shall be competent to 
serve as a member of the select or common councils. 

Act of March 25, 1805. 

An act vesting in the select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, and the 
corporation of the district of Southwark, and the commissioners of the incor[)orated 
part of the Northern Liberties, resfiectively, all and every the powers of resalating the 
markets, in the said city and districts aforesaid, holden on the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday. — 7 Bioren's St. Laws, p. 469. 

55. Sect. I. It shall be lawful for the select and common coun- 
cils of the city of Philadelphia, and the corporation of the district 
of Southwark, and the commissioners of the incorporated part of 
the Northern Liberties, respectively, to make, ordain, and pass, 
8uch ordinance or ordinances as they may judge proper, for the 
better regulation of the markets holden in the said city and dis- 
tricts aforesaid, on the first day of the week, conunonly called 
Sunday. 

Sect. II. So much of the act passed the twenty-second day of 
April, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-four, entitled ^' An 
act for the prevention of vice and immorality, and for other pur- 
poses," as relates to the sale of the necessaries of life, on the first 
day of the week, commonly called Sunday, so far as it respects the 
city and district aforesaid, is repealed. 

Act of March 5, 1816. 

A supplement to the act, entitled ''An act to incorporate the city of Philadelphia.** 

56. From and afler the passing of this act, the mayor, recorder, 
and aldermen of the city of Philadelphia, or any three or more of 
them, whereof the mayor or recorder for the time being, shall be 
one, shall have full power and authority, and they are hereby vest- 
ed with full power and authority to hold the mayor's court for the ^ 
city of Philadelphia, as fully and effectually as the said mayor, re- 
corder, and aldermen, or any four of them might or could do by 
virtue of the twentieth section of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, and generally to do, execute and perform all and singular 
the powers and authority vested in the said mayor, recorder and 
aldermen by the said twentieth section of the act aforesaid. 

-• Act of January 9, 1817. 

An act to empower the mayor and recorder of the city of Philadelphia to take the proof 

of deeds, and for other purposes. 

67. Skct. I. The mayor and recorder of the city of Philadelphia 

shall have power aad authority to take the proof of all deeds, con- 
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veyances, mortgages, or Dther instruments of writing, touching or 
concerning any lands, tenements or hereditaments, situate, lying 
and being in any part of the commonwealth, and may take and re- 
ceive the same fees as by law they are now severally entitled to re- 
ceive for taking the acknowledgments of the same, which probates 
shall have the like force and effects as if the same were proved be- 
fore a judge of the supreme court, or any judge of the court of 
common pleas within this commonwealth. 

68. Sect. II. The recorder of the city of Philadelphia shall 
have power to issue writs of habeas corpus, and to give relief there- 
on in the manner and as fully as the president, or any associate 
judge of a court of common pleas in this commonwealth, at present 
may or can do by virtue of an act of assembly entitled " an act for 
the better securing personal liberty and preventing unlawful im- 
prisonment," and under the like restrictions and penalties. 

59. Sect. IJI. It shall and may be lawful for the recorder, or 
any alderman of the citv of Philadelphia, to administer the oath or 
affirmation prescribed oy law to the mayor elect, previous to his 
entering upon the duties of the said office. 

Act of March 27, 1820. 
A supplement to the act, entitled ** An act to incorporate the city ot Philadelphia.** 

60. Sect. I. The recorder of the city of Philadelphia shall an- 
nually receive out of the state treasury the sum of nine hundred 
dollars, to be paid quarterly, as a compensation for his service. 

Act of March 8, 1823. 

An Act vesting the corporation of the city of Philadelphia, and the corporatioDs of the 
a4joining townships and districts in the county of Philadelphia, with additional 
* powers. 

6 1 . From and afler the passage of this act it shall and may be 
lawful for the select and common councils of the city of Philadel- 
phia, the commissioners of the Northern Liberties, the commission- 
ers of the district of Spring Garden, the commissioners of Kensing- 
ton district, the commissioners of the district of Southwark, and the 
commissioners of the township of Moyamensing, to pass such laws 
and ordinances as they may from time to time deem necessary fi)r 
the good government and control of all pawn})rokers, and persons 
who may keep oyster cellars, or sell oysters within the city, district, 
or townships, over which said council or commissioners may or 
have been elected to superintend : Provided^ That such laws or or- 
dinances shall not be contrary to the constitution or laws of the 
United States, or of this state. 

Act of AprU 10, 1826. 

A supplement to the act for dividing the city of Philadelphia into fifteen wards, and pro- 
viding for the choice of judges of the general elections, and for other purposes, aad 
changing the mode of electing the mayor of the city of Philadelphia. 

62. Sect. II. So much of the fifth section of the act, entitled 
<' An act to alter and amend the several acts of assembly of tibis 
conamonwealth, incorporating the city of Philadelphia," pass^ 
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AprO fourth, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-six, as re* 
stricts the members of the select and common councils to the elec- 
tion of one of the aldermen of said city as mayor thereof, be, and 
the same is hereby repealed, and the said councils are hereby au- 
thorized to elect any citizen thereof to be mayor of said city, who 
is hereby authorized to exercise all the powers now exercised by 
the present mayor. 

Act of April 23, 1829. 

An Act in relation to the Paving of private Streets, Courts, and Alleys, in the city of 

Philadelphia. 

63. Sect. I. Be it enacted, Sfc. That it shall and may be law- 
ful for the select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, 
whenever to them it shall seem required by the public good that any 
private streets, courts and alleys in the said city, should be paved 
and curbed, to require the same to be paved, both as to the foot- 
ways and as to the cartways, wherever there are such, and also if 
deemed necessary, to be curbed by the owners of the ground front- 
ing or bordering thereon, at their own costs and expenses respec- 
tively, agreeably to the existing regulations of the public streets 
and alleys of the said city, in such manner, at such times, and un- 
der such restrictions as the said select and common councils shall 
or may order and direct: Provided yihui no private alley which shall 
be enclosed, and intended for the sole use of the owner or occupier, 
shall be required to be paved, and that no private street, court or 
alley, not intended for the passage of carts, shall be required to be 
curbed. 

64. Sect. II. If the owner or owners, or person or persons 
having charge of any ground, fronting or bordering on any such 
private street, court or alley, so as aforesaid directed to be paved 
and curbed, or paved or curbed, shall refuse or neglect to pave and 
curb or to pave or curb as may be required, that part of such street, 
court or alley, which shall be in front of or next to their respective 
lots or pieces of ground, in such manner, and to such extent, as 
may be required, to keep the s^me in repair, for the space of sixty 
days after he, she or they shall have been thereunto required, by 
the city commissioners of the said city, then it shall and may be 
lawful for the said city commissioners to pave and curb, or pave 
or curb, as the case may be, the part and parts of such streets, 
courts and alleys, refused or neglected to be paved and curbed, or 
paved or curbed as required as aforesaid, and as often as may be 
necessary to repair the same, and to recover the expenses thereof, 
and at the rate often per cent, advance thereon, as a penalty for 
such refusal or neglect, and. the costs of suit, by an action in the 
Dame of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, before 
the mayor, recorder, or any alderman of the said city, or any jus- 
tice of the peace of any county, or in any court of competent juris- 
diction: Provided^ that no owner of any lot of ground shall be re- 
qaired to pave or curb, except opposite or in front of his or j^'lo* 
of ground, and to no greater extent than one-half of the width of 
any such street, court or alley.

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65. SscT. III. The said select and ^common councils be, and 
they are hereby authorized to pass, ordain and establish such 
and so many laws, ordinances, resolutions aud regulations, as may 
from time to time be expedient, for carrying fully into effect the pro- 
visions of this act, according to its true intent and meaning. 

6S. Sect. IY. In all cases where the expense of paving or 
curbing any public or private street, court or alley, or any part 
thereof in the city of Philadelphia, or of laying the footways of the 
same, or the expense of repairing or re-laying the pavements, curbs 
or footways of such street, court or alley, or parts thereof, is, or 
shall hereafter by act of assembly or ordinance of said city be made, 
to be legally chargeable in whole or in part against the owner, oc- 
cupier or person having charge of real estate, adjoining, fronting or 
bordering on such street, court or alley, and where such expense 
shall by reason of the default of such owner, occupier or other per- 
son, have been incurred or borne by the mayor, aldermen and citi- 
zens of Philadelphia; in all such cases, such real estate shall be 
held liable and subject to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phi- 
ladelphia, for the payment of all expenses so by them incurred or 
borne, together with the penalties and costs by law provided, and it 
shall be lawful for them to file their lien for the same, in the court 
of common pleas for the city and county of Philadelphia, and the 
lien hereby created shall have priority to, and shall be fully satisfied 
and paid, before any recognizance, mortgage, judgment, debt, ob- 
ligation or responsibility which the said estate may become liable 
to, from and after the passing of this act, and the mayor, aldermen 
and citizens aforesaid shall be, and they are hereby authorized to 
collect the amount of such lien in like manner, as money due on 
judgments may iiow be recovered by a writ of scire facias framed 
to meet the case: Provided, that on the trial of any such scire fa- 
cias suit, the merits of the claim may be tried under such rules and 
regulations as said court may adopt: and Provided ahOy that no 
property other than that subject to such lien shall be taken or sold 
to satisfy the same. 

Sect. V. It shall be the duty of the mayor of the city of 
Philadelphia, immediately after the passage of this act, to cause 
the same to be published for at least one week in the newspapers 
in which the ordinances of the city are required to be published. 

Act of March 24, 1832. 

An Act to enable the Ma^or, Aldermen and Citizena of Philadelphia to cany into efieet 

certain imiM-ovements, and execute certain trusts. 

Whereas, By the last will and testament of Stephen Girard, late 
of the city of Philadelphia, deceased, the sum of five hundred thou- 
MJftd dollars is bequeathed to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia, in trust among other things, to apply the income 
thereof, "first, to lay out, regulate, curb, light and pave a passage 
or street on the east part of the city of Philadelphia, fronting the 
river Delaware, not less than twenty-one feet wide, and to be called 
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IMaware Avenue; extending from South or Cedar street, all along 
die east part of Water street squares, and the west side of the logs 
which form the heads of the docks, or thereabouts; and to this iii^ 
tent, to obtain such acts of assembly, and to make such purchases 
or agreements as will enable the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia to remove or pull down all the buildings, fences, and 
obstructions which may be in the way, and to prohibit all buildings, 
fences, or erections of any kind to the eastward of said avenue, to 
fill up the heads of such of the docks as may not afford sufficient 
room for the said street, to compel the owners of wharves to keep 
them clean, and covered completely with gravel or other hard ma- 
terials, and to be so levelled that water will not remain thereon, af- 
ter a shower of rain, to completely clean, and keep clean, all the 
docks within the limits of the city, fronting on the Delaware; and 
to pull down all platforms carried out from the east part of the city, 
over the river Delaware, on piles or pillars." "Second, To pull 
down and remove all wooden buildings, as well those made of wood 
and other combustible materials as those called brick-paned, or 
framed buildings, filled in with bricks, that are erected within the 
limits of the city of Philadelphia; and also to prohibit the erection 
of any such building within the said city's limits at any future time.'' 
*^Third, to widen, pave, and curb Water street, and to distribute 
the Schuylkill water therein," upon a certain plan therein set forth. 
Now, for the purpose of enabling the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of Philadelphia aforesaid, to effect the improvements contemplated 
by the said testator, and to execute in all other respects the trusts 
created by his will, to enable the constituted authorities of the city 
of Philadelphia to carry which into effect, the said Stephen Qirard 
has desired the legislature to enact the necessary laws. 

67. Sect. I. It shall and may be lawful for the mayor, al- 
dermen and citizens of Philadelphia, by ordinance lawfully enacted, 
or the intervention and act of authorized officers or agents, to lay 
out, regulate, curb, light, and pave a passage or street, not less 
thai> twenty-one feet in width, on the east part of the city of Phila- 
delphia, fronting the river Delaware, at such distance or distances 
in the several parts thereof from the eartern line of Water street 
as they shall judge proper, extending from Vine to Cedar street, 
to be called the Delaware Avenue; and that,' having laid out such 
street, they shall cause a record of the same to be made in the 
Court of Quarter Sessions for the county of Philadelphia. 

SB. Sect. II. It shall be lawful for the mayor, aldermen 
and citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, in manner aforesaid, to lay 
out Water street, in the said city, anew, in such manner as that the' 
same shall be as nearly straight as conveniently may be, and of a 
uniform, or as near as may be uniform width throughout, not less' 
than thirty-nine feet, if practicable, and the same to open and keep' 
open for ever, as a common and public highway; and that having 
laid out said Water street of such increased width, they shall cause' 
a record of the same to be made in the Court of Quarter Sessions' 
for the county of Philadelphia. 

69. S«CT. Ill, ♦ It shall be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and 
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ciiizenB of Philadelphia aforesaid, to pass ordinances, or take other 
measures for regulating, adjusting, and determining the easternmost 
line to which wharves may thereatter lawfully be constructed on the 
river Delaware, fronting said city, and to cause a record of such regu- 
lated line to be made in the Court of Quarter Sessions for the coun- 
ty of Philadelphia; to fix and decide on, or cause their officers to 
fix and decide on the levels of all wharves fronting the said city, 
and to declare the regulation thereof; to require the owners thereof 
to pave the same or to lay them with gravel, according to such re- 
gulation, so as effectually to drain and pass off the water from the 
same, and to require all persons owning and occupying or using 
docks or wharves, to cleanse the same and to keep the same in 
repair, and to prescribe the form, materials, and character of work- 
manship of all wharves hereafter to be constructed, and to require 
all platforms now projecting into the river Delaware, and supported 
on piles, pillars or piers, to be removed, and to prohibit the con- 
struction, in future, of any such projecting platforms; and to re- 
quire the removal, and prohibit the construction, in future, of all 
buildings, fences, and other obstructions, to the eastward of Dela- 
ware Avenue, abovementioned, and to declare all erections and 
constructions whatsoever, contrary to the said ordinances, whether 
erected before or afler the passage of the same to be nuisances, 
and generally to devise, ordain and execute whatever other things 
shall by them, the said mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadel- 
phia aforesaid, be deemed necessary or convenient for the good 
arrangement, security and government of the said wharves: Pro- 
vided, That the easternmost line of the said wharves shall not be 
held to be finally determined, and the record thereof shall not be 
made, as aforesaid, unless the board of wardens, of the port of 
Philadelphia, shall decide and make their certificate in writing, 
that such easternmost line is not inconsistent with the public in- 
terests, which certificate shall also be recorded in the said Court of 
Quarter Session; but if the said certificate shall not be granted by 
them, within three months after application made therefor, the re- 
fusal or omission of the said board of wardens to grant such cer- 
tificate, shall, when duly verified by affidavit, be esteemed the 
judgment and decision of the said board of wardens, that such 
easternmost line is inconsistent with the public interests, and in 
case such a decision shall in any wise be made, an appeal shall lie 
therefrom to the said Court of Quarter Sessions, as in other cases, 
and the judgment of the said court, in favour of such regulated 
line, shall be, for all purposes, equivalent to a similar decision by 
*^®^aid board of wardens: Provided, that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to give authority to any one to erect wharves, 
or piers extending out as far as the said regulated easternmost 
^^n o ^"* license from the said board of .wardens, as heretofore. 
70. bECT. ly It ehall be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and 
citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to pass ordinances, prohibiting the 
' construction within the said city, or any parts thereof, of all framed or 
bnck-paned or other buildings, the walls whereof are not wholly 
composed of incombustible materials, determining the thickness of 
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ivhicb walls of buUdings of different dimensions and character shall 
hereafter be made in the said city, and in making all such other 
legal provisions as they shall think expedient for preventing the ex- 
tension of injuries from fire, in the said city, and to declare all 
buildings, the walls whereof are not wholly composed of incom- 
bustible materials, to be nuisances. 

71. Sect. V. When any of tho said ordinances shall have 
been passed, or other proceedings had in relation to the said Dela- 
ware Avenue and Water street, or either of them, and the record 
thereof shall have been made as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for 
the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to 
proceed, from time to time, to open for public use, any part or parts 
thereof, and the same to keep open as common and public high- 
ways for ever; and to that end, to enter upon such property as may 
be found to be within the same, construct wharves extending into 
the river, within the lines of said Delaware Avenue, and to a rea- 
sonable distance beyond the same, and fill up all docks within the 
limits thereof, and remove all obstructions, of whatever kind, from 
within the Hmits of said avenue and street, or any parts thereof, and 
level, drain, pitch, and pave the same, as other streets in the said 
city. And from and after the passing of such ordinances, and the 
record of the said avenue and street, all buildings thereafter erect- 
ed or rebuilt on the said avenue and street shall conform to the re- 
corded limits of the same, and the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia aforesaid, may pass ordinances, declaring all obstruc- 
tions within the same to be nuisances. 

72. Sect. VI. It shall at all times be lawful for the mayor, 
aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to remove and 
abate any building, erection, or obstruction whatever, which, by 
this act, or by any ordinance to be hereafter passed by virtue of it, 
may be declared a nuisance: Provided^ That if any such building, 
erection or obstruction shall have been in existence at the time of 
the passage of this act, or of such ordinance passed by virtue here- 
of, the mayor, aldermen and citizens aforesaid, shall give at least 
three months notice of their intention to remove the same to the 
persons having the ownership, occupation, or use thereof, or in 
case no such persons shall be known to them, then they shall affix 
a copy of such notice to and upon such building, erection, or ob- 
struction, three months before proceeding to remove the same. 

73. Sect. VH. It shall be lawful for the said mayor, alder- 
men and citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to provide for the 
punishment of any person or persons who shall commit any nui- 
sance contrary to the intent and meaning of this act, and of the 
ordinances which may be passed hy virtue thereof, and of any 
person or persons who having committed any such nuisance, shall 
afler notice, refuse or neglect to remove the same. • 

74. Sect. VIII. All persons whatsoever who shall receive 
damage to their property by reason of any thing which shall 
have been done by the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadel- 
phia, under this act, or any ordinances passed by virtue hereof, 
may, ailer ten days notice of such their intention, to the mayor. 
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aidernwii and citisen^ aforesaid, apply by petition in writing, to 
the Court of Quarter Sessions for the county of Philadelphia, who 
shaH thereupon appoint a jury of twelve disinterested freeholders, 
citizens of the city of Philadelphia, which jury shall assemble , after 
ten days notice of their meeting, given as aforesaid, and shall be 
sworn or affirmed to inquire what damages the petitioners, or any 
of them, have sustained by reason of any thing so done, consider- 
ing as well the advantages which may accrue to such petitioners as 
the injuries by them complained of, and the said jury having view- 
ed the premises and heard the parties or their counsel, shall report 
in writing, under the hands of at least ten jurors, and their report 
having been considered and confirmed by the court, the damages 
thereby founded shall be paid by the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
aforesaid, in six months after the confirmation of the said report. 

75. Sect. IX. If the mayor, aldermen and citizens aforesaid, 
shall deem it expedient that the damages should be legally ascer- 
tained before proceeding to enter on premises for the purpose of 
removing obstructions, and before appropriating to public use any 
property of individuals, or otherwise injuriously affecting the rights 
and interests of any proprietor, the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
aforesaid may, from time to time apply to the court of Quarter Ses- 
sions for the county of Philadelphia, by petition, in writing, speci- 
fying therein as nearly as may be the persons and property in re- 
gard to which they desire that the damages should be ascertained, 
and thereupon the said court >shall appoint a jury of twelve disin- 
terested freeholders, citizens of the city of Philadelphia, |vhich jury 
shall assemble,' after ten days notice of their meeting given to the 
owners or occupiers of the property, and shall be sworn or affirmed, 
as is provided in the foregoing section of this act, and having 
viewed and heard, as is therein provided, shall report in writing, 
under the hands of at least ten jurors, specifying in their said report 
as well the causes for which damages, if any should be paid, as the 
amounts of such damages, and in such case the mayor, aldermen 
and citizens aforesaid may, within one year after the confirmation 
of such report by the court of Quarter Sessions, tender to any 
owner of property named therein, the amount of damages thereby 
found in his favour, or may pay the same into court, for his use and 
benefit, and may thereafter proceed to enter upon the premises, and 
remove the obstructions, or appropriate the property for which 
damages shall have been so paid or tendered, first giving three 
montl» notice to the tenant in possession, if any : Provided hoioevery 
That if the aniount so found by such jury in favour of £my owner, 
shall not be so tendered or paid within one year after the confirma- 
tion of such report, then the proceedings had upon the said petition 
of the mayor, aldermen and citizens aforesaid, shall, so far as re- 
lates to the said owner, be null and void, and the mayor, aldermen 
and citizens aforesaid, may thereafter present, their petition in writ- 
ing anew, under this section, as if no proceedings had before been 
had: And provided alsoy That when a report shall have been made 
by a jury, under the provisions of this section, and damages shall 
have been tendered or paid, in accordance therewith, if thereafter 
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any olher damage than that reported on shaU be sustaiBed, tke 
party aggrieved may thereafter apply, in regard to such other 
damages^ for a jury to assess the same, under the eighth section of 
this act: Provided ftirthery That it shall at all times be competent to 
the mayor, aldermen and citizens aforesaid, to agree with any 
owner or owners of property, so to be taken, reaioved, or afiected 
for the damages thereby to be occasioned, and such agreement 
shall be instead of any of the proceedings detailed in this or the 
foregoing sections of this act: And, forasmuch. as in the course of 
time it may appear that powers are not vested in the said the may- 
or, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia which may be yet ref- 
quired to the full execution of those parts of the said will of the 
said Stephen Girard, for the carrying of which into effect he basin 
his said will requested legislative provision, and it is the object and 
intent of this act fully to confer all such powers. 

76. Sect. X. It shall be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and 
citizens of Philadelphia, to exercise all such jurisdiction, enact all 
such ordinances, and do and execute all such acts an.d things what- 
soever as may be necessary and convenient for the full and entire 
acceptance, execution, and prosecution of any and all the devises 
and bequests, trusts and provisions contained in the said will, which 
are the subjects of the preceding parts of this act, and to enable the 
constituted authorities of the city of Philadelphia to carry which 
into effect, the said Stephen Girard has desired the legislature to 
enact the necessary laws. 

77. Sbct. XI. No road or street shall be laid out, or passed 
through the land in the county of Philadelphia, bequeathed by the 
late ^cphen Girard for the erection of a college, unless the same 
shall be recommended by the trustees or directors of the said col- 
lege, and approved of by a majority of the select and conunon coun- 
cil of the city of Philadelphia. 

Act of April 4, 1832. 

A BQprieinent to the act entitled ** An act to enable the mayor, aldermen and dtizena 
of Philadelphia to carry into effect certain improvements and to execute certain 
truBts.** 

78. The select and common councils, of the city of Philadelphia, 
shall be and they are hereby authorized to provide ,by ordinance 
or otherwise, for the election or appointment of such officers and 
agents as they may deem essential to the due execution of the du- 
ties and trusts enjoined and created by the will of the late Stephen 
Girard. 

ORDINANCES. 
Ordinance of December 20, 1.805. 

An ordinance to increase the salaries of the mayor and recorder of the city of Philadel- 
phia. 

Whereas the business of the mayor's court of the city of Phila- 
delphia, and other duties requiring the time and services of the 
mayor and recorder respectively, have considerably increased with 
the population and improvements of the said city, and it is proper 
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that the said officers should receire an adequate compensation for 
their respective services: There fore, 

1. Sect. I. Be it ordained and enacted^ That the anno al~ com- 
pensation of the mayor of the city of Philadelphia, commencing and 
computed from the twenty* fifth day of October, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and five, shall be the sum of two thousand 
dollars. 

Sect. II. [Recorder's salary; supplied post 2.] 
Sect. III. So much of any ordinance or ordinances heretofore 
passed, as fixes the salaries of any of the said officers at a less sum 
than is herein specified, is hereby repealed and made void. 



Ordinance of December 16, 1819. 
An ordinance establiahing the compensation of several officers, and Tor other purposes. 

2. Sect. I. There shall be allowed to the officers hereinafter 
mentioned, the following annual compensation, to commence from 
the first duy of January next, to be paid quarterly by orders drawn 
in the manner prescribed by law, on the treasurer of this corpora- 
tion. 

To the recorder twelve hundred and fifty dollars. — [ 7%c pravi" 
sioru of thi$ section relating to other officers will be found under pro^ 
per titles,^ 

Sect. II. From and after the first day of January, 1820, so 
much of any ordinance or ordinances as fixes the salaries of any 
of the aforesaid officers is hereby repealed and made null and void. 

NOTES. 

In a strict legal sense, the recorder of Philadelphia is a judge. But he is not auch a 
judge as the constitution of the state (Art. 2, Sect. VIII.) meant to prohibit from holding 
at the same time an office of trust or profit under the United States. Cmnnumweatth ¥. 
DaUas^ 3 Yates, 900, S. C. 4 Da 11. 229. The offices have been since rendered incompa- 
tible by Act of February 12, 1802.— 3 Smith, 485. 

If the ordinances of the city of Philadelphia are in collision with an act of congieaB, 
the former must give way. t/nited States v. John Hart^ 1 Peters 390.

The charter of the city of Lancaster, does not confer upon the councils, the right to 
vest in the mayor and aldermen jurisdiction to convict summarily, or to entertain an ac- 
tion of debt for a penalty. — 3 Penn. Rep. 253. 

The charter of the city of Lancaster is framed on the model of the charter of Phila- 
delphia, under which it is remarkable that notwithstanding the natural tendency towards 
excess m every depository of power, but one ordinance has been passed, which could by 
any construction be made to authorize the enforcement of a penalty by summary convic- 
tion. Of the one hundred and sixty.one contained in Mr. Lowber*s edition of the Ordi- 
nances, the one passed on the 13tn of July 1809, to punish for removing, injuring or de- 
facing stones or marks placed to resfulate the ascent or descent of streets, alone impose 
a penalty to be recovered by conviction, before the mayor, recorder or an alderman.— 
Lowb. Ord.228. And the conviction thus spoken of, was nrolMibly intended to signify a 
recovery by action, the word having been used incontestably in that sense in an ordi- 
nance passed the 14th of June 179a— Ibid, 124^ 5, This temperate and guarded use of 
their powens, is highly creditable to the councils of that city. Ibid. 260.

1. Sect. FV. The said major or recorder, wad font tUenmem^ 
together with any [four] of the regulators of the mad dtj^ fiir tlie 
time being, shall appoint and direct the regniatioo of the §md 
streets, lanes and alleys, and common sewers, with the degree of 
descent of each water course.

amend and repair the same; provided that such common sewers be 
regulated, made, amended and repaired, with as little detriment 
and injury as may be to the said owners and possessors of such 
lots, grounds aod possessions.

An ordinance for laying out a passage or street from Vine to Cedar street, to be called 

Delaware Avenue. 

Whereas by an act of assembly passed on the 24th of March, 
1832, entitled ''An act to enable the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of Philadelphia, to carry into effect certain improvements and ex- 
ecute the certain trust," it is made lawful for the corporation of the 
city of Philadelphia, to layout a passage or street on the east part 
of the city of Philadelphia fronting on the river Delaware, not less 
than twenty-one feet wide, and to be called the Delaware Avenue, 
extending from Vine to Cedar street, in the manner as therein pro- 
vided, and in conformity with the twenty-second section of the will 
of the late Stephen Girard. 

1. Sect. I. Now, therefore, Bt it ordainedy That a passage or 
street, to be called the Delaware Avenue, shall be and the same is 
hereby laid out of the uniform width of twenty-five feet throughout 
the whole Delaware front of the city, extending from Vine to Cedar 
street, according to the description hereinafter set forth, and the 
plan hereto annexed, (and made a part of this ordinance,) made 
under the authority of the select and common councils of the city, 
by Samuel Hains, city surveyor, and the courses and width of the 
said Delaware Avenue, shall henceforth conform in all respects to 
the said plan and description, which description is in the words and 
figures following to wit; 

Delaware Avenue is surveyed and laid out of the uniform width 
of twenty-five feet, on the east part of the city of Philadelphia, 
fronting the river Delaware, and extending from Vine to Cedar 
street. The western line of the said Delaware Avenue, beginning 
at a point in the south line of Vine street, 153 feet east of the east

line of Water street, as laid out anew, measuring along the line of 
the said Vine street; — ^thence in a straight direction to a point in 
the north line of Sassafras street, 55 feet east of the east end of a 
huilding on the north line of the said Sassafras street, and 138 feet

south line of Sassafras street, at the distance of 138 feet east of the 
said Water street, and 13 feet 4 inches east of the east end of a 
huilding at the said south line, in a straight direction to a point in 
the north line of Mulberry street, 14 feet east of the east end of a 
brick building on the north line of the said Mulberry street, and 
137 feet 10 inches east of the said Water street. Thence from a

Sect. III. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor, under the 
direction of the committee on Delaware wharves, to institute pro- 
ceedings (agreeably to the ninth section of the act of assembly re- 
cited in the preamble of this Ordinance) for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the damages which will be sustained (in consequence of the 
future opening of Delaware Avenue) by the owners of property 
through which the same is laid out by the first section of this ordi- 
nance, between High and Chesnut streets.

Ordinance of May 27, 1828. 

An ordinance to consolidate, alter, and amend, the ordinances to prevent dogs from run- 

ning at large in the city of Philadelphia. 

1. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this ordinance, it shall 
not be lawful for any dog to go at large in the city of Philadelphia, 
except under the following restrictions: — that is to say, every dog 
going at large within the said city, shall have round its neck a col- 
lar of metal, or a collar of leather with a metal plate, on which metal 
collar or plate shall be inscribed the name of the owner of such.d<^, 
and his or her place of residence; also, that each and every dog so 
going at large, shall have securely put on, a [good, strong, substan- 
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tial, and safe] muzzle, i^o as effectually to prevent said dog from bit« 
ing or snapping; and if any doubt shall arise as to the strength or 
safety of said muzzle, worn by any such dog, it shall be the duty of 
the constable, or other person acting under this ordinance, forth- 
with to take the said dog before the mayor, or any alderman of the 
city of Philadelphia, whose decision thereon shall be conclusive. — 
But that nothing herein contained shall be construed to permit any 
female dog, when in heat, whether muzzled or otherwise, to run at 
large in the city of Philadelphia, but any such female dog, so go- 
ing at large, shall be taken up and destroyed, in the mode herein- 
after provided. — [Below 5.] 

2. Sect. II. The owner, agent, or other person, at whose house 
or premises, buildings, store, or dwelling place, any female dog is 
usually found, or permitted to remain, or any other person having 
or exercising agency or ownership in or over any female dog, if 
such female dog be found, when in heat, going at large in the city 
of Philadelphia, such owner, agent, or other person, shall be liable 
to a penalty of ten dollars, to be recovered, with costs, as debts 
under one hundred dollars are by law recoverable, before the may- 
or, recorder, or any alderman of the city, one half for the use of 
the person suing for the same, and the other half for the use of the 
mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia. 

3. Sect. III. The mayor is hereby authorized to appoint as 
many persons as he may deem necessary, whose duty it shall be to 
carry this ordinance into strict effect, by causing all dogs found 
running at large in the city of Philadelphia, to be taken up, killed, 
and buried, when not within the exceptions of the foregoing sec- 
tion. — ^Or in cases of clearly established aceident or emergency, 
where the animal is peculiarly valuable, then, and npt otherwise, 
they may be disposed of at the discretion of the mayor. And for 
the services to be performed in taking up or killing and burying 
each dog, the persons so to be appointed shall receive the sum of 
one dollar, to be paid by the mayor, who is hereby authorized to 
draw his warrants on the city treasurer — as well as for all other 
necessary expenses that may be incurred in executing this ordi- 
nance, which shall be charged to appropriation No. SI. 

4. Sect. IV. Any person who shall obstruct the officers, con- 
stables, -or other persons to be appointed as aforesaid, in carrying 
Into effect the provisions of this ordinance, or shall wilfully or ma- 
liciously obstruct or molest the persons employed in the seizure or 
transportation of the dogs by them arrested, or in the burial of their 
carcasses, or shall wilfully or maliciously destroy or injure any 
public or private property connected with the execution of this or- 
dinance, every such person shall be liable to forfeit and pay the 
sum of one hundred dollars, for every such offence, to be sued for 
and recovered, with costs, before the mayor, recorder, or any 
alderman of the city, as debts under one hundred dollars are by 
law recoverable, — one half thereof to the use of the person suing 
for the same, and the other half for the use of the mayor, aldermen, 
and citizens of Philadelphia. 

Sect. V. AH- ordinances heretofore passed, in order to pre-

be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of June 12, 1834. 

A supplement to an ordinance entitled " An ordinance to consolidate, alter and amend 
tne ordinances to prevent dogs from running at large in the city of Philadelphia. 

6. Sect. I. In lieu of the muzzle provided for in the first sec- 
tion of the ordinance to which this is a supplement, every dog go- 
ing at large within the city uf Philadelphia, from and after the first 
day of July next shall have securely put on a good, strong, sub- 
stantial and safe wire basket muzzle, inclosing the whole mouth of 
said dog so as effectually to prevent him from biting or snapping.

Act of February 25, 1818. 

An Act vesting in the corporation of the city of Philadelphia a certain lot of ^i^und 

tor the purposes therein mentioned. 

Whereas it is represented to the legislature that by the original 
charter of incorporation from William Jr enn to the city of Philadel- 
phia, dated the twenty-fifth day of October in the year of our Liord 
seventeen hundred and one, a piece of ground described as a swamp 
between Budd's buildings and Society Hill, and lying at the south- 
ern extremity of Dock-street, and bounding on Front and Spruce 
streets, was granted to the said city to be left open and common 
for the use and service of the same, with liberty to dig docks and 
make harbours for ships and vessels in all or any part of the said 
swamp. And whereas the right to grant the said swamp to the city 
at the date of the charter appears to have been doubtful, the ground 
having been previously covered by the survey of John Marsh, one 
of the first purchasers from the proprietary, and about sixty years 
since Thomas Penn, then proprietor of Pennsylvania, having pur- 
chased the title of the said John Marsh by a patent reciting the 
previous grant by charter to the city, and setting forth his desire 
to comply with the intention of his deceased ancestor as therein ex- 
pressed, granted and confirmed the premises to the corporation of 
the city for the same uses and purposes as were stated in the same 
charter. And whereas in process of time the said swamp hath be- 
came fsLst land, and is now several feet higher than the highest 
tides of the river, that it is encompassed on all sides by buildings, 
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and separated from the Delaware by Front and Water streets so 
that shipping cannot approach nearer to it than about two hundred 
and fifly feet ; for which reasons it hath been found impracticable 
to use the same for the purposes originally designed, and it now 
being an entirely vacant lot, it is useless to the city, and in some 
degree a nuisance to the inhabitants of its vicinity. And whereas 
the select and common councils of the said city, by their petition 
to the legislature have prayed that the said lot of ground may be 
liberated from the use stated in the said original charter and patent 
of confirmation. 
Therefore, 
1. Be it enacted Sfc. That a certain lot of ground described in 
the original charter of incorporation fiom William Penn to the city 
of Philadelphia, dated twenty-fifth day of October seventeen hun- 
dred and one, as a swamp between Budd's buildings and Society 
Hill, and lying at the southern extremity of Dock street, and bound- 
ing on Front and Spruce streets in the said city, is hereby vested 
in the corporation of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Irhiladel- 
phia, fi'eed and discharged from the use stated in the said original 
charter, and in a patent of confirmation of Thomas Penn, then 
proprietary of Pennsylvania.

Ordinances of August 10, 1809. 

A farther supplement to "An ordinance for regulating the distribution of water in the 

city of Pfailaddphia.** 

1. Sect. I. The watering committee are hereby directed, on 
application made by any. fire associations, to grant to such asso- 
ciation a permit for the use of the hydrant water, for the purposes 
of trying, cleansing, or otherwise preparing their hose or engines; 
which permit shall continue in full force for one year from the 
date thereof, and shall protect such association from the penalties 
of the ordinance to which this is a supplement.

Act of August 26, 1721. 

An act for preventing accidents that may happen by fire.-^! Smith, 129. 

1. Sect. IV. And whereas much mischief may happen by 
shooting of guns, throwing, casting and firing of squibs, serpents, 
rockets and other fire-works, within the city of Philadelphia, if not 
speedily prevented: Be it therefore enacted, That if any person or 
persons, of what sex, age, degree or quality soever, from and after 
publication hereof, shall fire any gun or other fire-arms, or shall 
make, or cause to be made, or sell or utter, or oflTer to expose to 
sale, any squibs, rockets or other fire-works, or jshall cast, throw 
or fire,, any squibs, rockets, or other fire-works, within the city of 
Philadelphia, without the governor's special license for the same, 
of which license due notice shall first be given to the mayor of the 
said city, such person or persons so ofiTending, and being thereof 
convicted before any one justice of the peace of the said city, either 
by confession of the party so offendmg, or by the view of any 
of the said justices, or by the oath or afiSrmation of one or more

3. SscT. I. Whisreas a disorderly practice prevails in many 
parts of this province, of firing guns at or near new-year^s day, 
which is frequently attended with much mischief, and greatly dis- 
turbs the public peace: for remedy whereof for the future. Be it 
enacted, That if, after the publication of this act, any person or 
persons shall, on any thirty-first day of December, or first or se- 
cond day of January, in every year, wantonly, and without reason- 
able occasion, discharge and fire off any hand gun, pistol or other 
fire arms, or shall cast, throw, or fire any squibs, rockets or other 
fire works, within the inhabited parts of this province, to the dis- 
turbance of any of his majesty's subjects there inhabiting and be- 
ing, every such person so offending, and being thereof convicted 
before any one justice of the peace of the county, or mayor or oth- 
er head officer, ^ justice of the peace of any city or town corporate, 
where such offence shall be committed, either by confession of the 

Sarty so offending, or the oath or affirmation of one or more credi- 
le witnesses (which oath or affirmation the said justice or other 
officer aforesaid is hereby empowered and required to administer) 
shall for every such offence forfeit, for the use of the poor ort»« 
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towndiip or district iriiere such oflTender liveQ, the sum of ten shit* 
lingSy to be levied by distress and sale of the offender's goods and 
chattels, by warrant, under the hand and seal of the justice or other 
officer before whom such offender shall be convicted, returning 
the overplus, if any, to the owner, the reasonable charge of dis- 
truning being first deducted; and for want of such distress, such 
ctfender shall be committed to prison for the space of five days^ 
without bail or main-prize. 

4. Sect. II. If any person or persons, afler the puUicatioii of 
this act, shall willingly permit or suffer, within the time aforesaid^ 
any person or persons to discharge or fire off, at his or her house^ 
any hand-gun, pistol or other fire-arms, or to cast, throw or fire any 
squibs, rockets, or other fire-works, as aforesaid, every person so 
as aforesaid offending, and being thereof convicted in^ manner 
aforesaid, shall for every fiuch offence, forfeit and pay, fbr the me 
afoffesaid, the sum of twenty shillings, to be recovered in manner 
aforesaid. 

6. Sect. III. The constable of each respective city, borough^ 
township or olivine, in every county of this province, having any 
knowledge of any offences against. this act, shall, and he is hereby 
required, under the penalty^of twenty shillings, to present, on onQa 
or affirmation, every such offence to one of &e next justices of the 
peace o^their respective counties, or before the justices of the ge- 
neral quarter sessions of the peace for the same county, together 
with the name or names of all such ofienders, that they may be tried 
agreeable to the directions of this act. 

6. Sect. IV. Provided ahvays, That if any person shall con- 
ceive him or herself aggrieved by the judgment of any such justice^ 
he or she may appeal to the next court of quarter sessions of the 
said CQunty, who shall, on the petition of the party, take such or- 
der therein, as to them shall appear just and reasonable, and the 
same shall be conclusive to all parties. 

7, Sect. V. Provided alwaysy That no person or persons shall 
be prosecuted or troubled for any offence against this act, unless 
the same be prosecuted within four months after the offence is com« 
mitted.

any cannon, or other piece of artillery or ordnance, or illummate, 

or^aiise or permit to be illuminated, any hoose within the built parts

of this city J without the permission of the mayor of the city for the 
time beings first had and obtained in writing under his hand, under 
the penalty of forfeiting and paying, for every piece of cannon or 
other artillery or ordnance so fired, or house so illuminated, the sum 
of five dollars; all and every the fine and fines imposed by this ordi- 
nance shall be recoverable j with, costs of suit, by any person who 
shall sue for the same, bejfore the mayor, recorder, or any alder- 
man of the said city, and shall go, one moiety to the person or per- 
sons who shall sue for the same, and the other moiety for the use 
of the city. 

Ordinance of July 9, 1821.

3. Sect. II. If any person shall fire off or discharge wantonly, 
imd without any reasonable cause, any gun, pistol, fowling-piece, 
or other fire-arms, at any place, or from any house,, within the city 
of Philadelphia, or in any of the streets, alleys, or highways of tho^ 
said city, such person shall forfeit and pay, for every such offence, 
the sum of five dollars. 

4. Sect. III. If any person shall allow or permit any perspn to 
fire ofir.or discharge, at or* from his or her house, in the said city, 
any gun, pistol, or 'other fire-arms, every such person shall forfeit 
and pay for every such ofience, the sum of five dollars. 

5. Sect. IV. If any person^ shall make or assist to make any 
bonfire, or wantonly and unnecessarily burn any shavings or other 
combustible matter, in any of the public streets, alleys, wharves or 
squares, in the said city, every such person shall forfeit and pay, 
for every such offence, the sum of five dollars. 

6. Sect. XII. Each and every fine, forfeiture and penalty, im- 
posed by this ordinance, not otherwise provided fof, shall and may 
be sued for and recovered, with costs of suit, before the mayor, re- 
corder, or any alderman of the said city, and one half of every such 
fine, forfeiture, or penalty, so recovered as aforesaid, shall be ap- 
propriated to the use of the said city, and the other half thereof 
shall belong and go to the use of the person who shall sue lor and 
recover the same, in the manner aforesaid. 

Sect. XIII. Each and every part of any ordinance, inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance, is hereby repealed.

Ordinance of April 11, 1816. 

An ordinance providing for the purchase of the State House and State House square in 
the city of Philadelphia, and raising the fund to make payment therefor. 

1. Sect. II. For the purpose of carrying into effect anj con- 
tract made by virtue of this ordinance, the mayor of the city for the 
time being, shall be and he is hereby authorized to obtain upon 
loan, in the name and on behalf of this corporation, such sums not 
exceeding in the 'whole seventy thousand dollars, as may be neces- 
sary to pay and discharge the consideration of the ssdd purchase. 

Sect. III. The loans to be made for the purpose aforesaid, shall 
be divided into certificates of five hundred dollars each, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent, per annum, payable from their re- 
spective dates to the first day of January next following, on the said 
first day of January, and from thence forward half yearly, on the 
first day of the months of July and January, which certificates shall 
be issued and shall be transferable in the manner pointed out by 
existing ordinances, and shall not be redeemable until l^«r the first 
day of January, one thousand eight hundred and forty-six. And in 
making loans under this ordinance, it shall be the duty of the mayor 
for the time being to fix the amounts to be obtained, the times at 
which the same shall be paid into the treasury of the city^ and the 
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fbmi bf certificates to be issued therefor; to issue advertisetnents, 
and receive proposals ia the manner directed by the ordinance, en- 
titled '^A supplement to an ordinance for raising supplies and 
making appropriations for the services of the city, for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and seven;" and to draw upon the. city 
treasurer for the said sums^ and apply the same to the purchase 
aA>resaid. 

Sect. IV. For the security of the persons who may become 
holders of the loans hereby authorized, the State House aforesaid, 
and the ground upon which it is erected, shall be specifically 
pledged: And for the redemption of the said loans, any advance 
which may be obtained for the certificates aforesaid above their 
par value, together with one thousand dollars, out of the first money 
which shall come into the city treasury afler the first day of Janu- 
ary in each year, from the rents of the said State House, shall be 
carried to and form part of the sinking fund of the , city, and shall 
be invested with and mana^d in the manner prescribed by the or- 
dinances relative to the said fund. 

Ordinance of April 8, 1819. 

An oidinance empowering the watering committee to parchase from Josiah White and 
Joseph GiHin^nam, their rights to the water power of the river Schuylkill, and also 
to raise money on loan for the purpose of erecting a dam and other works at or near 
Fair Mount. 

2. Sect. I, The watering committee are hereby empowered to 
contract with and purchase from Josiah White and Joseph (^1- 
lingham, and all other persons interested therein, all their rights 
to the use of the water power of the river Schuylkill, above, at, 
and below the falls, according to a certain provisional agreement 
made between the said Josiah White and Joseph Gillingham and 
the watering committee. Provided, That the consideration of the 
purchase shall not exceed the sum of one hundred and fiflty thou- 
sand dollars; for which amount, when the necessary and legal title 
shall be made, vesting in the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phila- 
delphia, the said water rights, the watering committee shall certify 
the same to the mayor, who shall issue his certificate or certificates 
in favour of the said Josiah White and Joseph Gillingham, or others, 
bearing interest payable half yearly, redeemable at the pleasure of 
councils, in sums of not less than one thousand dollars at a time, 
and tifansferable in the same manner with the certificates of the 
funded debt of the city. And provided ahoy That in case the said 
Josiah White and Joseph Gillingham shall prefer to have in lieu 
of the certificates aforesaid,, or any part thereof, certificates of one 
hundred dollars each, to bear interest and be transferable as afore- 
scdd, and hot to be redeemable until afler the first day of January^ 
Anno Domini eighteen hundred and forty, it shall be at their option 
so to do, upon paying into the city treasury a bonus of two per cent- 
um upon the so issued amount, which bonus shall become a part of 
the suking iund of the city. 

3. Sect. II. The mayor of the city is hereby authorized to bor- 
row upon the credit of the corporation, and at an interest of not 
more than six per centuiQ, per annum, any sums not exceeding in 
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the whole two hundred thousand dollars, to be applied to the eree^ 
tion.of a dam, locks; mill-race, mill-houses and other works, at or 
near Fair Mount, for supplying the city with water; and the water 
rents of the city and the income of the corporate estate (not already 
appropriated) shall be, and the same are hereby pledged for the 
payment of the interest, and repayment of all moneys which may 
be borrowed by virtue of this ordinance, and of the certificates to 
be issued as provided for in the first section. 

Sect. III. The moneys to be raised by virtue of this ordinance - 
■hall be borrowed at such times and in such sums as may be fixed 
by the watering committee, and shall be placed in the treasury, 
subject to the drafts of the mayor, upon certificates granted by the 
chairman of the said committee in the usual manner. 

Sect. IV. For each sum borrowed by virtue of this ordinance, 
it shall be the duty of the mayor to issue a certificate or certifi* 
cates to the lenders, in sums of one hundred dollars each, and the 
interests on the same shall be paid half yearly, on the first of Janu- 
ary and the first of July; which certificates shall be transferable 
in the same manner with the certificates of the funded debt of the 
city. 

Sect. V. The moneys which may be borrowed by virtue of the 
second section of this ordinance, shall not be repaid without the 
consent of the persons holding the evidence thereof, before the 
first day of January, one thousand, eight hundred and forty. \_See 
post 9, 10.

Ordinance of August 3, 1820. 

An ordinance providintj^ for borrowing a sum of money, to be applied to the paym&at 
of certam loans, redeemable at Uie pleasure of comicilfl. 

4. Whereas, by virtue of several ordinances of the select and 
commcHi councils, passed between the 7th day of February, 1799, 
and the 29th of February, 1816, certain sums of money were loan- 
ed ta the corporation, for the purpose of introducing wholesome 
water into the city of Philadelphia, subject to be repaid at the plea- 
sure of councils: And whereas it is now deemed expedient, that 
Said several loans should be redeemed and paid off. 

Sect. I. Be it ordained, S^c, That books of subscription shall 
be opened at the office of the city treasurer, on Monday the 2Ist 
day of August, 1820, between the hours of nine, A. M. and two 
P. M. and daily thereafter, (Sundays excepted,) until the surn of 
three hundred and eighty-six thousand dollars shall have been sub- 
scribed, under the provisions and upon the terms set forth in the 
second section of this ordinance. 

Sect. II. For every sum of one hundred dollars, subscribed 
and paid into the hands of the treasurer, either in cash or in cer- 
tificates of the debts now to be redeemed, a certificate shall he is- 
sued, bearing even date with the day of such payment, signed by 
the mayor, and countersigned by the treasurer of the city, bearing 
interest at the rate of five per centum per annum, payable half 
yearly, on the first day of January and July, and shall not be re- 
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deemable without the consent c^ the owner thereof; previous to the 
first day of January, 1846. 

Ordinance of January 17, 182S. 

An oidinaoGe empowering the mayor to raise money to be applied to hymg down 
iron pipes of conduit through the streets of the city, in lieu of the wooden pipes now 
in use, and for other purposes. 

Whereas the wooden pipes of conduit have, from age and ether 
causes, become very defectiye, whereby a' great waste of water 
takes place, and much injury by leaks is done to the property of 
the inhabitants, who are also deprived of the use of the water 
whilst the pipes are repairing: And whereas, it wiU conduce to the 
best interests of the city, to replace the wooden pipes, from time to 
time, with iron pipes: Therefore, 

5. Sect. 1. Be it ordainedj Sfc. That the mayor of the city 
be, and he is hereby authorized, to borrow, upon the credit of the 
corporation, and at an interest not exceeding five per cent, per 
annum, any sums not exceeding twenty-five thousand dollars in 
any one year, nor in . the whole seventy-five thousand dollars, to 
be applied to the purchase and laying down iron pipes of conduit 
through the streets of the city, and the water rents, and the in- 
come of- the corporate estates, (not already appropriated) shall]be, 
and the same hereby are, pledged for the payment of the interest, 
and the repayment of the principal, of all moneys which may be 
borrowed by virtue of this ordinance. [See post 7.] 

Sect. II. The moneys to be raised by virtue of this ordinance, 
shall be borrowed at such times, and in such sums as may be ^ed 
on by the watering conunittee, and shall be placed in the treasury, 
subject to the drafts of the mayor, upon certificates granted by 
the chairman of the said committee in the usual manner. 

Sect. III. For each sum borrowed by virtue of this ordinance, 
it shall be the duty of the mayor to issue a certificate or certifi- 
cates to the lenders of the amount borrowed, in sums of one hun- 
dred dollars each, and the interest on the same shall be payable 
half yearly, on the first day of January and first day of July, 
which certificate shall be transferable in the same manner as the 
certificates of the funded debt of the city: Providedy that no cer- 
tificate shall issue for any sum containing a fraction of one hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sect. IV. The moneys which may be borrowed by virtue of 
this ordinance, shall not be repaid, without the consent of the per- 
sons holding the evidence thereof, in less than thirty years fi-om the 
date on which the loans shall be made. 

Sect. V. For the purposes of redeeming the debt to be created 
by virtue of this ordinance, the premiums received on the loans 
shall be placed in the sinking fiind. — [The whole amount has been 
raised under this ordinance.

the payment of any damages which may be settled by the watering 
committee, under the provisions of an ordinance passed the twenty- 
seventh of December, 1822, in the same manner, and on the same 
conditions, as are required by the second, third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth sections of the ordinance to which this is a supplement, and as 
if this ordinance were part of the same.

two; [and also, -^he further sum of two thousand five hundred 
dollars, for the construction of a culvert in Foui[;th street, from 
Mulberry to High street, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per 
centum per annum^ and redeemable in six years.] {^Obsolete.~\ 

Ordinance of June 12, 1823. 

An ordinaace to provide for the payment of certain loans, and making good deficiencies 
which have arisen by reason of extraordinary expenditures for the establishment of 
patroles, and othei purposes, in former years. 

11. Sect. I. The mayor be and he is hereby authorized to give 
notice in the newspapers published in this city, that he will, in be- 
half of this corporation, at any time before the first day of July 
next, receive sealed proposals for the whole or any part (not less 
than, nor containing any fraction of one hundred dollars,) of the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, at an interest of six per cent, per an- 
num, payable half yearly, on the first day of January and July, not 
redeemable, unless with the consent of the respective lenders or 
their assigns, before the first day of July, 1843, for which certifi- 
cates of one hundred dollars each will be issued, which proposals 
shall express the sum which the respective officers are willing to 
coBtract to pay for every such certificate.

Sect. III. The mayor shall forthwith give notice of the propo- 
sals accepted to the city treasurer, who shall thereupon make

That the mayor be, and he is hereby authorized 
to raise by loan, for the use of the city, (at such times and in such 
sums as the finance committee may direct,) on the best terms he 
can obtain, and at a rate of interest not exceeding five per cent, per 
annum, payable half yearly, on the first day of January and first day 
of July the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, for the purpose of 
paying temporary loans heretofore authorized, also for permanent 
improvement of the Water Works, for which certificates of one 
bundred dollars each, or in larger sums, as may be most convenient 
to the lender, — provided that no certificate shall contain any frac- 
tional part of one hundred dollars — shall be issued in the usual 
form. The said loan to be redeemable on the first day of July 
1866, and not before, unless with the consent of the holders of the 
Bud certificates, which shall be transferable in like manner with 
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other certificates of city debt ;^and any premium which shall be paid 
on said loan, shall be placed to the credit of the sinking fund.

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Ordinance of January 31, 1833. 



An ordinance for the management of the Giraxd college. 

1 . Sect. I. Be it ordained^ fyc. That the mayor of the city, the 
president of the select council, and the president of the com- 
mon council, for the time being, and fifteen other persons to be 
chosen in the manner herein after specified, shall constitute a board 
of directors of the Girard college whose duty it shall be to super- 
intend the organization and management of the said college in 
conformity with the will of the late Stephen Girard, and with such 
ordinances as the select and common councils may from time to 
time enact in relation thereto. 

Sect. II. Directed publication of names proposed as trustees, 
repealed by ordinance of Nov. 21, 1833. 

2. Sect. III. The select and common councils shall assem- 
ble in joint meetings on the second Monday of February next, and 
shall then and there chose by ballet, fifteen, citizens of Philadelphia 
not members of either council, to be trustees of the Girard C9I- 
legc/ 

3. Sect. IV. As soon as the said election shall be complet- 
ed, the clerks of the select and common councils shall divide 
the persons, so chosen, by lot, into three classes of five each — ^the 
first class to serve one year, the second to serve two years, and 
the third to serve three years, and shall record the result upon the 
minutes of the joint meeting. 

4. Sect. V. On the second Monday in Februxiry of each suc- 
ceeding year, the select and common councils in joint meeting, 
shall elect five citizens of Philadelphia not members of either coun- 
cil, to serve as trustees of the Girard college for the term of three 
years next ensuing, and to supply the place of those whose term 

' of service shall have expired. 

6. Sect. VI. ^ Any vacancy in the board of trustees, arising 
firom the death, resignation, or removal from the city of any member. 
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or from the circumstance of any person elected declining to serve, 
shall be supplied by a special election, to be held as early as con- 
venient afler such vacancy is known to exist. 

6. Sect. VII. The trustees first chosen, shall meet within six 
days afler their appointment, and shall elect one of their own num- 
ber, to be president, and one other person, not of their own number, 
to be secretary, and that the election of president and secretary, 
shall take place in each succeeding, year at the meeting next afler 
the second Monday in February. 

7. Sect. VIII. The secretary so chosen, shall keep regular 
minutes of the proceedings and transactions of the board, and shall 
perform such other duties as the councils or the trustees shall from 
time to time require; for all which he shall receive a reasonable 
compensation, to be fixed by the board of trustees, not exceeding 
six hundred dollars per annum, payable quarterly. 

8. Sect. IX, No member of the said board of trustees, shall 
be allowed or receive any compensation for his services direct- 
ly or indirectly, nor shall any member of the said board, or the 
select or common councils, at any time, hold any station, or per- 
form any work or duty to which compensation or emolument may ' 
be attached, or relating to the said college; nor shall any such 
member of the board, or any ofiicer or agent by them appointed, or 
any member of the select or common councils, be directly or in- 
directly concerned in any contract, arrangement, or engagement 
for doing any work, or furnishing any materials whereby any profit 
or advantage may ensue to him, relating to the erection or manage- 
ment of said college. 

9. Sect. X. It shall be the duty of the said trustees to prepare, 
as soon as practicable, and submit to councils for their approbation, 
the plan of a system of government and instruction for the said 
college, having reference to the provisions of the will of Stephen 
Girard, as far as they are express on this subject. 

10. Sect. XI. The trustees of the Girard college, shall from 
time to time, as occasion may require, present to councils dets^iled 
estimates of the sums of money required for the performance of the 
duties assigned them, in order that alLnecessary and proper appro- 
priations may be made, but that such trustj^s shall not enter into 
any contract or engagement whatsoever, unless expressly authorized 
to make the same, or, unless a regular appropriation has been made 
for that object. 

1 1 . Sect. XII. The power of appointing and removing all ofli- 
cers,4)rofessors, tutors, and agents necessary for the government 
and instruction of the Girard college, and of admitting and dis- 
missing scholars, subject to all the provisions of the will of Stephen 
Girard relating thereto, shall be vested in the said board of trustees, 
and their successors for ever. 

12. Sect. XIII. Tea of the said trustees shall be a quorum for 
the transaction of business, and in the absence of the president^ 
shall appoint a president pro tempore. 
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Ordinance of r^ovember 21, 1833. 
A liirtfaer ordinance for the management of the Girard estates and Guard college. 

13. Sect. II. That the second section of an ordinance for the 
management of the Girard college, enacted on the 31st of January 
1833, providing for thet nomination and publication of persons as 
trustees, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of March 21, 1833. 

An ordinance relative to building the Girard college for Orphans. 

14. Sect. I. Be it enacted^ S^c. That the college directed by the 
will of the late Stephen Girard, to be built out of the estate bequeath- 
ed by bhn, in trust to the city for that purpose, shall be conunenced 
as soon as practicable, and that the same shall be koowin and 
designated by the name of " The Girard College for Orphans. '* 

15. Sect. II. The select and common councils shall, on the^4th 
Thursday of March, elect by joint ballot, a competent person, who 
shall be a resident of the city of Philadelphia, to act as architeot of 
the building or buildings, of the Girard college for orphans, who 
shall make all the necessary drawings and plans, see that the same 
are properly executed, and do and perform all other matters be- 
longing to his office in and about the buildings; and the said archi- 
tect shall receive for his services the sum of two thousand dollars 
per annum, to be paid quarterly by the treasurer of the Girard 
trusts, upon warrants drawn on him by the mayor of the city. 

16. Sect. III. The select and common councils shall, onthe4ih 
Thursday of March, and annually thereafler, at the usual time of 
appointing standing committees, elect eight members of councils, of 
whom each council shall elect -four, who shall be denominated ^^The 
Building Committee of the Girard College for Orphans," and the 
said committee shall have charge of the construction of the college 
buildings, and do and perform or cause to be done and performed, 
all matters relative to the commencement and prosecution of the 
said work, which may be necessary during the time for which they 
are elected. 

17. Sect. IV. The building committee, tosethisr with an -equal 
number from the board of trustees of the Girard college for or- 
phans, and the architect of the college, shall, as soon as practica- 
ble, determine upon a plan for the said college building or build- 
ings. 

18. Sect. V. When the said plan shall have been duly arranged 
by the aforesaid building committee, committee of trustees, and 
architect, it shall be reported to the select and common councils, 
and if the same shall be approved of by them, the said colleee 
building or buildings shall be erected agreeably thereto, promded 
alwaysy that any minor arrangements,- which may not affect the 
general design and character of the buildings, may be made therein 
by the said building committee, as they may find it necessary in the 
prosecution of the work. 

19. Sect. VI. The said building committee shall have power 
and authority to make all such contracts for labour and materials 
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as may be required from time to time^ in the construction of the said 
building or buildings, and employ a clerk, (whose compensation 
shall not exceed seven hundred dollars per annum,) and all engage- 
ments entered into, or expenses incurred by the said committee in 
carrying on the work of the said college buildings, shall be paid by 
the treasurer of the Girard trust, upon warrants drawn upon him by 
the mayor of the city, upon a requisition signed by at least a ma- 
jority of the building committee, out of appropriations previously 
made by councils for that purpose. 

20. Sect. YII. The select and- common councils shall, [on the 
fourth Thursday of March,] elect by joint ballot a competent per- 
son to be denominated " The Superintendent" of the Girard col- 
lege buildings, who shall have a general superintendence of the 
construction of the said buildings, and shall carefully watch over 
and require a faithful execution of the work, and an exact fulfilment 
of all contracts for labour and materials, and shall see that* correct 
accounts are kepi of all payments of money which may be made 
either for labour or materials, and certify the same ; and the said 
superintendent shall receive for his services the sum of fifleen hun- 
dred dollars per annum, to be paid quarterly by the treasurer of the 
Girard trust, upon warrants drawn on him by the mayor of the 
eity.— rSee behw, 22J 

21. Sect. VIII. The sum of one hundred thousand dollars be 
and is hereby appropriated to be expended in constructing said 
college during the current year^ and that all future appropriations 
fior building the college shall be made by councils, upon a requisi- 
tion made by the building committee, accompanied by an estimate. 

Ordinance of March 28, 1833. 

A soppleiiieiit to an ordinance, entitled "* An ordinance for building the Girard CoDego 

for Orphans.** 

Whereas by an ordinance, to which this is a supplenient, it is 
nftade the duty of councils to elect on the fourth Thursday of March, 
(instant,) a superintendent of the Girard college buildings: And 
whereas it appears that until the plan of the buildings is matured 
and adopted by councils, there will be no duty to be performed by 
said superintendent; 

Therefore, 

22. Be it ordainedj ifc. That so much of the tenth section of the 
ordinance, to which this is a supplement, as fixes the time for the 
election of a superintendent or the Girard college buildings, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 
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.Ordinance of September 15, 1832. 

An ordinance for tbe management ol the Giraid estates. 

The whole of this ordinance repealed, except section 12 and 
13. [See iefow.] 

1. Sect. XII. That at the same meeting at which the treasurer 
of the city of Philadelphia is elected, there shall be in like manner 
annually appointed, by the joint votes of the members of the select 
and common councils, a treasurer of the Girard fund, who riiaN 
continue in office until his successor is constituted. 

Sect. XIII. The treasurer so elected, shall, before h^ enters on 
the duties of his office, become bound jointly and severally, with at 
least two sureties, who shall have been approved by the select and 
and common councils, to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phila- 
delphia, in the penal sum of fifty thousand dollars, conditioned for 
the full and faithful performance of his duties as then defined or 
thereafter to be defined by the ordinances of the city of Philadel- 
phia, and for the true and honest settlement of his accounts after 
the expiration of his office, and for the delivery to his successors, 
or to such other person as the councils may direct, of all moneys^ 
vouchers, documents, and property whatsoever, appertaining to the 
Girard ^states or fund. 

Ordinance of January 10, 1833. 

A fiirther ordinance for the management of the Girard estates. 

Sect. I. That the ordinance passed the 16th day of September, 
Anno Domini, 1832, entitled '^An ordinance for the management of 
the Girard Trusts," except the 12th an(^3th sections thereof, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. T^ 

2. Sect. II. Annually, at the time of. choosing a treasurer, 
as provided for in the said 12th section, the select and common 
councils, in joint meeting, shall choose one suitable citizen of 
Philadelphia, to be agent of the Girard estates, and who shdl not 
be a member of either council, who shall continue in office until 
his successor is duly constituted, and whose especial duty it shall 
be to superintend all the real estate in the city and county of Phila- 
delphia, devised to the city by the late Stephen Girard, and to col- 
lect the rents thereof, and to perform si^ch other services appertain- 
ing thereto, as may be enjoined upon him by ordinance or resolu- 
tion of councils. 
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' l%&€T. III. The said agent, before entering upon the duties of 
his said office, shall give bond, with two sufficient sureties, ap-^ 
proved bj the mayor, to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phila- 
delphia, in the penal sum of fifteen thousand dollars, conditioned 
, forthe faithful performance of the duties of his office. 

3. Seot. I V . Immediately after the passing of this ordinance, 
and annually thereafter, at the first meeting of councils, the select 
and common councils shall each choose, by ballot, four members of 
each council, who, together with the mayor of the city, shall con- 
stitute a board of commissioners of the Girard estates, who shall 
meet once in each week, a majority of whom shall be a quorum, 
with authority to lease or rent the real estate in the city and county 
of Philadelphia, devised to the city by Stephen Girard, whenever 
the same, or any part thereof, shall be vacant, to take all necessary 
and proper measures for its preservation and repairs, and for the 
recovery and collection of the rents accruing thereon; and whose 
duty it shall be to attend to the investment of all moneys in thd 
hsoids of the said treasurer, which in pursuance of the will o( 
Stephen Girard, or of any ordinance or resolution of councils, it 
may be necessary to invest, and shall exercise a general supervision 
and superintendence over the subjects referred to in this ordinance, 
and to perform such other duties as by this or any other ordinances 
or resolutions of councils may be required; and to appoint a suita- 
ble person, if such appointment should be deemed necessary by 
the commissioners, to inspect and superintend all the lands or rarms 
lying in the county o£ Philadelphia, and make report to the com- 
missioners; whose compensation shall be fixed by the said com- 
missioners, provided it does not exceed the sunl of five hundred 
dollars per annum. Provided always, that all leases and agree- 
ments for the renting of real estate, shall be executed by the mayor, 
for and in behalf of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phila* 
delphia. 

Sect. V. The said board shall keep regular minutes of their 
proceedings, and all orders by them made, and may appoint a sec- 
retary, and assign to him a reasonable compensation. 

4. SficT. VI. The agent shall, at least twice in each week, 
justly and truly account with the treasurer for all moneys that may 
come into his hands, and pay over the same to the said treasurer. 
And in case of the failure or refusal of such agent to account or 
pay over, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to report the same 
immediately to the president of the select and common councils, 
who shaU forthwith call a meeting, of councils, who may remove the 
fiwid agent from office. 

6. Sect. VII. That the said treasurer shall receive all money 
arising out of the real or personal estate devised and bequeathed 
to the city by Stephen Girard, and shall forthwith deposite the same 
in^ such incorporated bank, within the city, as the board of com- 
missioners herein before provided for, or the councils may direct: 
and he shall keep full, clear and accurate accounts of all his re- ^ 
ceipta and disbursements, in such form, and with such securi- 
ties against fraud, as the board of commissioners herein before 
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provided for shall approve^ or as the councils may direct. Pro' 
videdf that he shall exactly comply with all directions relating to 
the mode of keeping his accounts contained in the will of Stephen 
Girard, and especially in the 24th section thereof: and provided 
further, that such system of accounts shall correspond as nearly 
as may be practicable with that now used by thq city treasurer. 

6. Sect. VIII. The said treasurer shall pay no moneys except 
upon the warrant of the mayor, founded upon an actual appropriar 
tion by councils, unless where such moneys are to be drawn for 
the purpose of investing; and the warrant of the mayor shall be 
ibunded in all cases on a requisition of a majority of the board of 
commissioners hereinbefore provided for, setting forth distinctly its 
object. 

7. Sect. IX. The said board shall prepare, and present to 
councils, at the first meeting in January, April, July and October 
of each year, a report in duplicate of their proceedings for the 
three months ending on the 31st of December, the 31st of March, 
the 30th of June and the 30th of September next preceding, accom* 
panied by an estimate of the appropriations necessary for the ma- 
nagement of the Girard estate (including the improvement, preser- 
vation, and repairs of real estate,) and by such other suggestions 
for the information of councils, as may seem to them important. 

8. Sect. X. The said treasurer shall prepare, and present to 
councils, at the first meeting in each year, a detailed account, in 
duplicate, concerning the moneys arising from the estate of Stephen 
Girard, and the investment and application thereof; and also a con- 
cise but plain account of the state of the trusts, and of the devises 
and bequests of the said Stephen Girard, for the year ending the 
31st of December next preceding. And he shall, moreover, 
furnish to councils, immediately afler the expiration of each quar- 
ter, an exhibit of all the receipts and disbursements of the fund, and 
such other information, within the scope of his duties, as the board 
of commissioners, hereinbefore provided for, or councils, may^ 
from time to time require. 

9. Sect. XI. The salary of the agent shall be fifteen hundred 
dollars per annum, and the salary of the treasurer shall be fifteen 
hundred dollars per annum, payable quarterly out of the Girard 
Fund. 

10. Sect. XII. A joint committee of three members from each 
council shall, until it be otherwise ordered, have charge of the 
real estate out of the city and county of Philadelphia, devised 
to the city by Stephen Girard, with like powers in relation to its 
management, as the several standing committees upon city proper- 
ty have. 

11. Sect. XIII. The board of commissioners created by this 
ordinance, may occupy any suitable building belonging to the Gi- 
rard estates, for the purpose of conducting ^their business, and se- 
curing all papers, documents and vouchers relating thereto. 

12. Sect. XIV. Tlie books, records and documents of the 
board of commissioners shall be open to the inspection of the 

• members of the select and common councils. 
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13. Sect. XV. No momber of the select and common coun- 
cils shall hold any station whatever to which emolument or com- 
pensation may be attached, in anywise connected with the estate 
of Stephen Girard, or the trusts created by his will; nor shall any 
such member, or any officer or agent by them appointed, or any 
officer of the corporation of Philadelphia, be appointed or employ- 
ed, or directly or indirectly interested or concerned in any con- 
tract, Engagement or arrangement for doing any work, or furnish- 
ing any materials whereby any profit or advantage may enure to 
him, in anywise connected with the Girard estate or trusts. 

14. Sect. XVI. A [special] standing committee of accounts, 
consisting of three members of each council, shall be chosen 
[annually by ballot of each council, at a stated meeting of coun- 
cils in October,] who shall examine quarterly, or oflener if 
they shall deem it necessary, the treasurer's account, comparing 
the actual receipts and expenditures with the entries and exhibits 
thereof. They shall ascertain by reference to the contracts, en- 
gagements, resolutions and records of the board of commissioners^ 
or of any ordinances or resolutions of councils, in such manner as 
may be satisfactory to them. They shall compare the sums receiv- 
ed and paid, with the sums actually charged and credited in the 
treasurer's account, and as soon as they have completed their 
quarterly investigation, or as often as they may deem it expedient, 
report the same to councils. [See below 15.] 

Ordinance of Nov. 21, 1833. 
A further ordinance for the management of the Girard estates and the Girard college. 

15. Sect. I. That so much of the 16th section of the said or- 
dinance for the management of the Girard estates, as directs the 
appointment of a ^'Special Standing Committee of Accounts," be, 
and the same is hereby repealed; and* it shall hereafter be the duty 
of the ''Joint Standing Committee of accounts" to perform all the 
duties required by the said 16th section of the ordinance aforesaid.

Penalty on goats running at large, ' 1. 

Ordinance of July 9, 1821. 

[For the other sections of this ordinance, see carriages and harseSy 
firing of guns y S^c. handbills, kites, markets.l 

1. Sect. V. From and afier the passing of this ordinance, it 
shall not be lawful for any goat to go at large in the streets, lanes, 
alleys or public squares of the city, nor in the state-house yard; 
and if any goat shall be found going at large, as aforesaid, it shall 
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be lawilil for any constable of the city, or other person ajatborised 
by the mayor for this purpose, to seize the said goat, and having 
first obtained permission from the mayor, to sell the same at 
public auction, giving twenty-four hours' notice thereof in one or 
more of the daily newspapers, and the proceeds of sale, after de- 
duction of costs and expenses, shall go, one half to the use of the 
person taking up such goat, and the other half to the use of the city; 
and the owner of every goat so fbund at large, shall be liable to a 
penalty of ten dollars, to be recovered before the mayor, recorder, 
or any alderman of the city, one half for the use of the person 
prosecuti^, and the other half to the use of the city.

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1. Sect. I. The select and common councils of the city of 
Philadelphia, the commissioners of the incorporated district of the 
Northern Liberties, the commissioners of the district of Soufh- 
wark, the commissioners of Spring Garden, choosing for the town- 
ship of Penn, and the commissioners of the Kensington district, 
choosing for the said district and the unincorporated part of the North- 
ern Liberties, shall meet on the third Monday of May next, each 
body in its usual place of meeting, at three o'clock in the afternoon, 
or as soon thereafter as may be, and shall elect and choose as fol- 
lows, that is to say: the said select and common councils, by joint 
vote, shall elect six respectable citizens, inhabitants of the city; the 
commissioners of the incorporated district of the Northern Liber- 
ties, shall elect two respectable citizens, inhabitants of said district; 
the commissioners of the district of Southwark, shall elect two re- 
spectable citizens, inhabitants of said district; the commissioners of 
Spring Garden, shall elect one respectable citizen, an inhabitant of 
Penn township ; and the commissioners of the Kensington district, 
shall elect one respectable citizen, residing in said district, or in the 
unincorporated part of the Northern Liberties, to be guardians dT 
the poor of the said city, districts, and townships. And the said elect- 
ing bodies shall, by their respective ctlerks, give notice in writing to 
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each o{ the persons so ckosen, within two days thereafter; and it 
shall be the duty of the said guardians of the poor, on the fourth 
Monday of May next, to meet at the alms-house in the city of 
Philadelphia, at three o'clock in the afternoon, and each of them 
shall take an oath or aihrmation^ to be administered by any alder- 
man of the city, or justice of the peace of the county of Philadel- 
phia, that he will discharge the office of guardian of the poor truly 
and impartially, to the best of his knowledge and abihty. The 
said guardians shall then form themselves into a board, and shall 
appcHnt one of their own body as president, who sha]l preside over 
their deliberations. The said guardians shaU then divide them* 
selves by lot, as ^ows: The six from the city shall be divided into 
three classes, two of whom shall serve for one year, two for two 
years, and two for three years; and the select and common coun* 
oils shall annually thereafter, on the third Monday of May, 'va 
manner aforesaid, elect guardians to supply the place of those who 
shall go out of office. The guardians from the district of the 
Northern Liberties, and the district of Southwark, shall respectively 
divide themselves into two classes, two of whom, that is, one from 
each district, shall serve for two years, and the other two for three 
years ; and it shall be the duty of the said districts respectively, on 
the third Monday of May in any year, when a vacancy may occur, 
to meet and select as aforesaid, guardians to supply the place of 
those who shall go out of office. The guardians from Penn town-r 
ship, and the district of Kensington, shall respectively serve three 
years; and it shall be the duty of the said commissioners of Spring 
Grarden and Kensington distric^t, respectively, on the third Monday 
of May, in manner aforesaid, to elect guardians to supply the place 
ot those whose term of office shall expire. All guardians appoint- 
ed after the third Monday in May next, shall be elected for three 
years: Provided alioay 8 y that whenever a vacancy shall occur in the 
said board of guardians, by death, resignation, removal from office^^ 
or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the electing body in whose 
dis^ct the vacancy may occur, within ten days after notice from 
said board of guardians, to proceed to fill such vacancy, in man- 
ner aforesaid; and in case such electing body shall Qeglect or re-* 
fuse to fill such vacancy within ten days after due notice given to 
them in writing, then it shall and may be lawful for the said board of 
guardians to appoint a suitable person to fill the same: Jind provide 
tdj the said guardians, during their continuance in office, shall be 
exempted firom the duties of jurors, and from military services; and 
all guardians may be re-elected as often as they are Willing to 
•erve. 

2. Sect. II. The said guardians of the poor, for the time being, 
shall be a body politic and corporate in law, by the name of '^ Th^ 

fuardians for the relief and employment of the poor of the city of 
Philadelphia, the district of Southwark, and the townships of the 
Northern Liberties and Penn;" with all the privileges, powers and 
Acuities of a body politic and corporate, and by that name may 
take, hold, tmd immediately on the organization of the board on 
the fourth Monday of May, as aforesaid, shall be vested with all

held by '^ The guardians of the poor of the city of Philadelphia^ 
the district of Southwark, and the township of the Northern Liber- 
ties," in trust or otherwise, and may also hold to them and their 
successors, any other real or personal estates, conveyed to them by 
grant, bargain or sale, or by gift, bequest or other alienation what- 
soever, and may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded in any 
court of record, or in any other place whatever, and may have a 
common seal, and make such laws, rules, and orders, as shall ap- 
pear to them, or a majority of them, useful and necessary for the 
government of said corporation, its officers, estates, property, and 
the business and affairs in general of the same: Providedy that 
such laws, rules and orders be not inconsisent with the constitution 
and laws of this state, or of the United States: Jlnd provided also, 
that the said board of guardians shall have a stated meeting at least 
once in every two weeks, at such time and place as they may deem 
proper. 

3. Sect. III. On the second Tuesday of December, annually, 
the select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, by 
joint vote, shall select six members of their own bodies; the com- 
missioners of the unincorporated district of the Northern Liber- 
ties, and the commissioners of the district of Southwark, shall each 
select two members of their own bodies, respectively, and the com- 
missioners of Spring Garden, and the commissioners of Kensington 
district, shall each select one member of their own bodies, respec- 
tively, to be directors of the poor tax: and the twelve persons thus 
elected shall be styled ^^The directors of the poor tax." It shall 
be the duty of said directors of the poor tax, on the second Mon- 
day of January, annually^ and at such other times as they shall be 
requested by the guardians of the poor, to meet at the alms-house 
or such other place as may be designated by the guardians of the 
poor; and it shall be the duty of the guardians of the poor to make 
and exhibit to the said directors, estimates of the probable amount 
of money that may be required for the relief, support and employ- 
ment of the poor for the current year; and the said directors, or a 
majority of them, shall proceed to make and lay such rate or as- 
sessment for the purpose aforesaid, as may be necessary, not ex- 
ceeding fifty cents on the hundred dollars, at any one time, upon 
the value of all the real and personal estate within the said districts 
and townships, respectively, and not more than one dollar per head 
on every freeman in any fifty cents tax, and so in proportion for 
every less rate on the county assessment. The directors in laying 
the rates as aforesaid, shall be guided by the county assessment 
made or to be made, having due regard to every man's estate 
within the said city, districts and townships, so to be rated and as- 
sessed, and shall cause such rates to be fairly entered in a book, 
and signed by said directors, which shall be delivered to said 
guardians, and shall also return to the respective corporations a 
statement of the amount of money required, and the rate of assess- 
ment laid; and the said guardians shall permit any inhabitant to in- 
spect the rates at all reasonable times without any charge^ and 
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•hall give copies on demand, being paid at the rate of six cents for 
everj twenty-four names; and the said guardians shall immediately 
after the rates and assessments are returned by the directors of the 
poor tax as aforesaid, cause the necessary number of duplicates to 
be made, in alphabetical order or otherwise, as the said board may 
direct: - Ptfmdtd always, thsX no money shall at any time be rais- 
ed by way of loan, or on credit, by or on behalf of the said guar- 
dians of the poor, without the consent of the said directors of the 
poor tax, to the raising of such mcmey, first had and obtained, ex- 
cepting the loans to be made pursuant to the authority given by the 
eleventh section of this act. 

4. Sect. IV . The said board of guardians, or a majority of thera, 
shall annually appoint one of their own body, removable at their 
frfeasure, to act as treasurer of the said corporation; who shall, be- 
fore he enters on the execution of his office, enter into a bond to 
the said board of guardians, with two or more sufficient freehold 
sureties, in the sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for the 
true and faithful discharge of the duties of his office, and that at the 
expiration thereof, or his removal fi-om the same, he, or in case of 
his death, his legal representatives shall well and truly pay and de- 
liver over to his successor, all moneys, books, accounts and papers 
belonging to the said corporation, which shall then be remaining in 
his or their hands or possession, and it shall be the duty of the col- 
lector or collectors to pay once in every week, and render an ac- 
count of all moneys which they shall respectively have received for 
or on account of the said poor tax, to the said treasurer, who shall 
give a receipt or receipts to such collector or collectors for the mo- 
ney which he or they shall from time to time pay to him, which said 
receipt or receipts shall be a good and sufficient discharge to the 
said collector or collectors, for so much money as may be therein 
expressed to have been received. It shall be the duty of such trea- 
surer to pay out of the money belonging to the said corporation, in 
his hand, idl orders that may be lawmlly drawn on him by order of 
the said board of guardians, signed by the president, or in his ab- 
sence by the chairman, for the ome being, and countersigned by the 
secretary. 

5. Sect. V. The said guardians or a majority of them, shall an- 
nually appoint a proper person as secretary, removable at their 
pleasure, whose duty it shall be to attend all the general or special 
meetings of the sai^ board of guardians, to keep fair minutes of 
their transactions, and generaUy to do and perform all such duties 
as may be enjoined and directed by the said board, who shall re- 
ceive such sidary or compensation for his services as the said board 
of guardians e^all from time to time direct or appoint: Providedy 
that before he enters upon the performance of his duties, he shall 
execute a bond to the said corporation, with one or more sufficient 
sureties, in the sum of two thousand dollars, conditioned for the ' 
fiuthful discharge of the duties of his office; and on his removal 
from the same, he, or in case of his death, his legal representatives, 
shall deliver over to his successor, all books, accounts and papers 
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belonging to the said corporation, which shall then be remaining ia 
his or their hands, custody or possession. 

6. Sect. VI. It shall be the duty of the said board of guardians^ 
or a majority of them, to appoint and employ fit persons who are 
citizens, and each of whom shall actually reside within the city, 
districts or townships, to which his duplicate has reference, and in 
which he is to collect, to be collectors of the poor tax, assessed or 
imposed, or hereafter to be assessed or imposed upon the inhabit- 
ants of said city, districts and townships as aforesaid, which said 
collectors so to be appointed, shall with two freehold sureties to be 
joined therein, severally make and execute a bond or bonds, with 
warrants of attorney to confess judgment unto the said board of 
guardians, in a sum equal to double the amount of his or their du- 
plicate, with a condition or conditions thereunto severally annexed, 
for the true and faithful performance of all and singular the duties 
and services which shall or may be lawfully imposed upon and re- 
quired from such collector or collectors respectively, upon which 
judgment shall be entered forthwith in the prothonotary's office of 
any court having jurisdiction, to the amount of the penalty, and 
after being so entered, are hereby declared to be and operate from 

Jhe time of filing the same, as a lien upon the lands and tenements 
of the said collectors and their sureties, until the final adjustment, 
settlement and discharge of the said collectors^ for or on account of 
their respective duplicates. 

7. Sect. VII. The said collector or collectors, appointed as 
aforesaid, on the receipt of their respective duplicates, shall from 
time to time levy and raise from all and every the said inhabitants 
of the city, districts and townships aforesaid, and of and from their 
respective estates, chattels and efiects, all such sums of money as 
shall be assessed and imposed upon the said inhabitants respec- 
tively, or their respective estates as aforesaid, and it shall be the 
duty of the said collectors to give a written or printed notice to 
every taxable inhabitant residing* or holding property within the 
district wherein he is appointed to collect the said tax, or to the 
agent, attorney or representative of such, taxable, stating the sums 
respectively due, and requiring him or her to pay the same within 
two months; and all those who shall neglect to pay their tax within 
the time aforesaid, shall be called upon by the collectors in person, 
at least once at their respective dwellings or places of abode, and 
payment of the said tax demanded, and in case of non-payment 
thereof, he shall within thirty days thereafter, distrain their goods, 
chattels and efiects, wherever found, or of the tenant in possession 
therefor, which goods, chattels and efiects so levied upon and dis- 
trained, shall be implevisable, and may be removed by the said col- 
lector to his own dwelling house or elsewhere within the district, 
and sold at public sale by the collector within ten days after the 
distress so as aforesaid made, five days' notice of such sale being 
publicly given in one of the newspapers, and by handbills put up in 
the most public places; and it shall be the duty of the said collec- 
tor, when and as often as he shall seize and make distress as afore- 
said^ to furnish and deliver at the time of making the same, to the 
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fywner or owners thereof^ a true and perfect inventory of the goods, 
chattels and effects so as aforesaid distrained; and also to furnish 
to the owner or owners, a true account of the sales of the said goods 
and chattels, and if any surplus should remain afler payment of the 
taxes due, and reasonable costs and charges incident to the sale 
and distress as aforesaid, then and in such case the collector shall 
pay over to the owner or owners aforesaid, such surplus, and in case 
of neglect or refusal within three days afler such sale, if demand- 
ed, the collector shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding twenty 
per cent, to be calculated upon the said surplus, to be recovered, 
together with such surplus, before any alderman ixr justice of the 
peace, any laws, usage or custom, to the contrary notwithstanding: 
jProvided, That it shall be lawful for any person or persons, whose 
goods, chattels or personal property, may be levied upon and sold 
as aforesaid, or who may pay the taxes, rates or levies as aforesaid, 
by action of debt, or otherwise, to recover the amount so paid^or 
the value of the goods and chattels levied on and sold, together with 
all costs and damages, against the owner or owners of the real es- 
tate, or at his or their election, to defalcate the amount thereof in 
payment of any rent which may be due to the owner or owners of 
such estate, unless such defalcation or recovery would impair any 
contract or agreement between them previously made. And pro- 
vided also J That the provisions of the act of the third of February, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four, entitled ^'An act re- 
lating to taxes on certain real estate, in the city and county ^of 
Philadelphia," be and the same are hereby extended to all rates 
end assessments, which shall be laid by virtue of this act. And it 
shall be the duty of the said collector or collectors, to keep an ex- 
act account of all sums of money rated and collected by them, and 
of all such suras of money as are rated and not collected by them, 
and the examination and final settlement of the accounts of the said 
collector or collectors shall belong to the said board of guardians, 
who shall have full power and authority to allow and deduct such 
parts thereof only as to them shall seem just and reasonable, and ' 
the powers hereby given and granted to the said collectors, shall in 
such case remain in full force until the whole of their respective 
duplicates shall be collected, unless the said board of guardians 
shall think fit to rescind and annul such powers, which they may at 
any time, when to them there shall appear to be reasonable cause, 
have power to do. 

8. Sect. VIII. The board of guardians shall appoint six suit- 
able persons, citizens of and residing in the city or districts for which 
they may be appointed, as visiters of the poor, viz: One for the 
city, one ibr the incorporated district of the Northern Liberties, 
one for the district of Southwark, one for Penn township, and one 
ibr the Kensington district, and one for the unincorporated Northern 
Liberties; who shall each receive such compensation, payable at 
such times,, as the board of guardians may from time to time think 
proper; that the said visiters shall be continued in office at the dis- 
cretion of the board, and shall give such security for the faithful 
performance of their duty, as may be required. That it shall be 
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the duty of the visiters, to act as agents under die direction t»f tbe 
board ot guardians, and when called upon by an applieant for re- 
lief, or by a citizen in behalf of any poor persons, to visit such 
party without delay, and after full examination, to report in writing 
the particulars of the case, to the next meeting of the board of 
guardians, stating the residence, name, age, sex, colour, birthjdace, 
and number of children, if any; on receipt of which report, the 
boar!d, if satisfied of the necessity of the case, shall direct the mode 
and determine the amount of relief to be furnished to such appli- 
cant, and shall also cause the name, residence, and amount of relief 
directed to be fyrnished, to be entered into a book to be kept for 
fhat purpose. Provided^ That in all cases of sudden emergencies, 
when the party cannot be removed to the hospital or alms-house, it 
shall be the duty of the visiter, with the consent and approbation of 
one of the guardians, to administer such relief and assistance as the 
case may require, the particulars of the case and amount of relief 
to be reported to the next meeting of the guardians, who shall take 
such order therein as they may think proper. Jlnd provided aUo^ 
That after the necessary accommodations are prepared in the hos- 
pital, alms-house or other buildings, all relief granted to the out- 
door poor shall be temporary, and consist entirely of fuel, provi- 
sions, clothing, medicines, and medical attendance: Provided aU 
ways J That said guardians may, from time to time, appoint such 
number of sub-visiters, and also all such other officers as they may 
deem necessary, for the purpose of carrying the objects and provi- 
sions of this law inito effect. 

9. Sect. IX. Immediately afber the election of guardians of the 
poor, on the third Monday in May next, as directed by the first 
section of this act, the select and common councils of the city of 
Philadelphia, and the commissioners of the respective districts as 
aforesaid, in manner aforesaid, shall elect twelve respectable citi- 
zens, within the bounds of their respective jurisdictions, who shall 
be styled the " Commissioners for erecting buildings for the ac- 
commodation of the poor," the select and conunon councils shall 
elect six, the commissioners of the incorporated district of the 
Northern Liberties, and the commissioners of the district of South- 
wark, shall each elect two, and the commissioners of Spring Gar- 
den, and the commissioners of the Kensington district, shall each 
elect one, and the said electing bodies shall by their respective 
clerks, give notice in writing to each of the persons so chosen, 
within two days thereafter, and the said commissioners shall meet 
at the alms house, on the fourth Monday of May next, at three 
o'clock in the afternoon, and respectively take an oath or affirma- 
tion, to be administered by any alderman of the city, or justice of 
the peace of the county of Philadelphia, faithfully to discharge the 
office of '^ Commissioners for erecting buildings for the accommoda- 
tion of the poor," and to perform all the duties required by this act 
truly and faithfully to the best of his knowledge and abilities, and 
the commissioners shall there form a board, and appoint one of their 
own body president, to preside over their deliberations, and may 
from time to time, make such rules and regulations for their gov- 
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miineBt, and the business and duties of the said commiBwioners^ 
as they may think proper and necessary. 

10. Sect. X. It shall be the duty of the said commissioners, hav* 
ing first obtained the approbation of the said board of guardians, to 
purchase a suitable site, not exceeding two miles from Market and 
Broad streets, the title whereof shall he vested in the said corpora- « 
tion, for the erection of buildings suitable for an hospital, alms-house, 
bouse of employment, and children's asylum, and to cause as soon 
as practicable, the necessary buildings as aforesaid, to be erected 
and constructed upon such plan or plans as a majority of siud com- 
missioners may think proper for the purpose contemplated, such plan 
or plans having been first submitted to, and approved by the said ' 
board of guardians, having due regard to the full and comfortable 
provisions for all such poor persons as may require medical or sur- 
gical aid, and also for such who may be unable, through age or 
-other infirmities to procure subsistence, and for the employment of 
all those who may be able to work, and also for the health, conve- 
nience and instruction of the children ; to make all necessary con- 
tracts fi)r materials, &c. and in case of the death or resignation of 
any of the said commissioners, before the completion of their trust, 
the electing bodies within whose jurisdiction the vacancy may oc- 
cur, shall fill the same, on notice thereof, in manner aforesaid, and 
each of the said electing bodies shall have power from time to time, 
and at all times, to remove any of the said commissioners appointed^ 
by such body, and to appoint another person or persons to fill the 
vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned : Providedy That should the 
said board of guardians deem it necessary for the better accommo- 
dation of the sick, the said commissioners are hereby authorized 
to purchase a site, and erect an hospital, at some convenient place, 
within the limits of the city of Philadelphia, to the eastward of 
Eighth street fi'om the river Schuylkill. 

11. Sect XI. In order to carry the objects and provisions of 
the law into complete efibct, it shall and may be lawful, and said 
guardians of the poor are hereby authorized and invested with full 
power to negotiate and contract, for and upon the faith of the said 
corporation of the guardians of the poor, any loan or loans, from 
time to time, according to their discretion, not exceeding two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, upon the best terms and lowest rate 
of interest, payable half yearly; and the said corporation of the 
guardians of the poor shall receive the amount of said loans, and 
are hereby authorized and required to issue certificates of stock, 
doly attested by the president and secretary of the board of guar- 
dians, under the corporate seal, for any sum or sums not less than 
one hundred dollars each, as may from time to time be necessary 
in pursuance of the contracts for such loans, which certificates shall 
be transferable on the books of said corporation, in the same man- 
ner as the certificates of loans made to the corporation of the city 
of Philadelphia are transferable; and it shall be the duty of the said 
guardians, to keep regular transfer books, and to adopt siich pro- 
ceedings, fbom time to time, in relation to said transfers, as may 
be deemed advisable^ which loans as aforesaid to be made, and the 
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premiums, if any thereon, shall exclusively be appropriated to the 
purchase of the site and erection of the buildings as aforesaid, and 
for no other purpose whatsoever, and the money arising therefrom 
shall be deposited in bank, in the name of the corporation of the 
guardians of the poor, and may from time to time be drawn out by 
checks signed by the president, and at least two other members of 
the board, and attested by the secretary, and paid over to the said 
commissioners, at such times, and in such sums, as may be required 
by the board of commissioners for the purpose aforesaid, who shall 
keep regular accounts of all moneys received and expended by 
them, and shall render such accounts and produce their vouchers 
quarterly to the guardians of the poor. 

12. Sect. XII. The said guardians of the poor shall have full 
power, and are hereby authorized and directed to sell and convey, 
(with or without a reservation of rent, payable to the' said guardians 
by their corporate name, their successors and assigns) from time 
to time, in such manner as two-thirds of the guardians may deem 
most advantageous for the public, the square of ground whereon 
the alms-house is now erected in the city of Philadelphia, together 
with the buildings and improvements thereon, and also the half 
square of ground to the eastward thereof, likewise the buildings 
and ground now occupied as the children's asylum in the county 
of Philadelphia, or any part or parts of said property, and to exe- 
cute under their hands and the seal of the corporation, such con- 
veyances and assurances in the law, from time to time, as may he 
necessary to carry such sales into complete effect; and such sales 
and conveyances shall vest the title to the said estate, in the pur- 
chaser or purchasers, fully and absolutely, according to the terms 
and conditions of such sale; and wherever any rent shall be reserv- 
ed by the said guardians, payable out of any part of the estates 
hereby authorized to be sold, it shall and may be lawful for the said 
guardians to sell, convey, assign and transfer the rent charge, thus 
created, in such manner as two-thirds of the said guardians may 
deem most advantageous to the public. 

13. Sect. XIII. The proceeds of the property authorized to 
be sold by this act be, and the same are hereby specifically appro- 
priated, or so much thereof as may be necessary towards the pur- 
chase of the site and erection of the buildings as aforesaid, and the 
payment and extinguishment of the loans and the interest thereon 
authorized by this act, and for no other purpose whatever, and the 
lenders of all money authorized to be loaned as aforesaid shall have, 
in addition to the faith of the corporation, for the redemption of any 
such loan, made as aforesaid, a lien, upon all the property author- 
ized to be purchased, and buildings to be erected as aforesaid. 

14. Sect. XIV. The said board of guardians be, and they are 
hereby authorized, whenever any person or persons shall be re- 
ceived mto the said alms-house, to inquire into the situation and 
circumstances of such persons, and into the causes which have pro- 
duced his or her application for relief, and if in the opinion of said 
guardians the case shall be such as to make it expedient, they shall 
cause to be opened in the books of the alms-house an account with 
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the person or persons so received, and shall charge him, her or 
them a fair and moderate price for the maintenance and other arti- 
cles furnished for their relief, and shall credit such persons with a 
just and liberal allowance for any work they may perform, or servi- 
ces they may render; and persons who may be* sent to the hospital, 
and cured of any disease brought on by vicious habits, shall be re- 
moved to the house of employment, and also all idle, disorderly and 
vagrant persons, who may be sent to the said alms-house by any 
of the said guardians, may be detained in the said house by the 
board of guardians, and compelled to perform such work and ser- 
vices as the said board may order and direct, until they have com- 
pensated by their labour for the expenses incurred on their ac- 
couot, unless discharged by special permission of the board of guar- 
dians; and it shall be the duty of the said board of guardians, to fur- 
nish such person or persons as aforesaid with sufficient work and 
employment, according to their physical abilities, so that the op- 
portunity of reimbursement may be fully afforded; and for the more 
complete carrying into effect the provisions of this law, the said 
board of guardians are hereby authorized and empowered to exer- 
cise such authority as may be necessary to compel all persons with- 
in the said alms house and house of employment to do and perform 
all such work, labour and services as may be assigned to them by 
the said board of guardians: Provided^ the same be not inconsistent 
with the condition or ability of such person. 

15. Sect. XV. The said board of guardians, or a majority of 
them be, and they are hereby authorized to put out as apprentices 
to some trade or calling, all poor children who may become charge- 
able: that is, the children of such parents as are dead without leav- 
ing any property or any kindred bound by law to maintain them, 
or who, if living, have deserted them; males to the age of twenty-one, 
and females to the age of eighteen years: ^nd whereas y it fre- 
quently happens, that children who have been receiving public sup- 
port for indefinite periods, are claimed by their parents when they 
arrive at a proper age for being bound out, as aforesaid, to prevent 
such binding. Therefore, 

The said guardians are authorized to bind out as aforesaid, all 
children that have or may receive public support, either in the 
alms-house or children's asylum, although their parents may de- 
mand their discharge from said institutions, unless the expenses, 
incurred in their support be refunded: Provided always, that care 
be taken to put all children, as aforesaid, to proper persons, and in 
respectable famihes. 

16. Sect. XVI. If any person who has or shall come to m- 
habit in the-said city, district, or townships, shall for himself and on 
his own account execute any public office, being legally placed 
therein, in the said city, district or townships, during one whole 
year; or if any person shall be charged with, and pay his or her 
share towards the public taxes or levies for the poor of the said 
city, district or townships, for two years successively ; or if 
any person shall really and bonafide take a lease of any lands 
or tenemeDt3 in the said city, district or townships, of the yearly

value of ten pounds, and shall dwell in or upon the same for 
one whole jear, at one and the same time, and pay the said rent, 
or shall become seized of any freehold estate in any lands or tene* 
ments in the said city, district or townships, and shall dwell in or 
upon the same for one whole year; or if any unmarried person, not 
having children or child, shall be lawfully bound or hired as a Ber«> 
vant in the said city, district or townships, and shall continue and 
abide in such service during one whole year; or if any person 
shdl be duly bound an apprentice, by indenture, and shdl inhabh 
in the said city, district or townships, with his or her master or 
mistress for one whole year; or if any indented servant, legacy 
and directly imported from Europe, into this state, who shall serve 
with his or her master or mistress in the said city, district or town- 
ships, six months immediately after his or her arrival, or who, after 
having so served in any other place within the state, shall duly 
serve any master or mistress in the said city, district or townships, 
for the space of one year, such persons in any of these cases shall be 
adjudged and deemed to gain a legal settlement in the said city, dis- 
trict or township: Provided, that every illegitimate child shall be held 
and taken to be legally settled in the place of legal settlement of the 
mother at the time of the birth of such child: J3tnd provided aho, 
that any married woman shall be deemed during coverture, and 
after her husband's death, to be legally settled in the place where 
he was last legally settled ; but if he shall have no known legal set- 
tlement, then she shall be deemed, whether he is living or dead, to 
be legally settled in the place where she was last legally setUed 
before marriage. 

Sect. XVII. Every master or commander of any ship or other 
vessel arriving at the port of Philadelphia, from any country out of the 
United States, or from any other of the United States than this 
jitate, shall within twenty-four hours after the arrival of such ship 
or vessel in the said port, make a report in writing on oath or affir- 
mation to the mayor of the city of Philadelphia, or in case of his 
sickness or absence, to the recorder of said city, or to any alder- 
man or justice of the peace, of the name, place of birth, and last 
legal settlement, (if known,) age and occupation of every person 
who shall have been brought as a passenger in such ship or vessel, 
on her last voyage, from 'any countiy out of the United States, 
into the port of Philadelphia, and of all passengers who shall have 
been landed, or suffered or permitted to land from such ship or 
vessel, at any place during such her last voyage^ or hove been pot 
on board or suffered and permitted to go on board of any other ship 
or vessel, with the intention of proceeding to said port, and of the 
name and names of the owner or owners and consignee or con- 
signees of such ship or vessel under the penalty on such master <«r 
commander, and the owner or owners, consignee or consignees of 
such ship or vessel, severally and respectively, of seventy-five 
dollars for every person neglected to be reported as aforesaid; and 
for every person whose name, place of birth, and last legal settle- 
ment, age and occupation, or either or any of such particula», or 
the name or names of the owners or conngnee as aforesaid^ shall 
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he falsely reported as aforesaid^ to be sued for and recovered, aa is 
hereinafter provided. 

S»CT, X Vill. It shall be lawful for the said mayor, recorder, alder- 
man or justice to require, by a short endorsement on the aforesaid 
report, every suck master or commander of any such ship or vessel 
to pay to,the guardians of the poor the sum of two dollars and fifty 
cents for each passenger not being a citizen of the United States 
or at the option of the said guardiansof the poor, to be bound with 
two sufficient sureties (to be approved of by the said board of 
guardians) to the said guardians of the poor of the city of Phila- 
delphia, the district of Southwark, and the townships of the Northern 
Liberties and Penn, in such sums as the said mayor, recorder, 
alderman or justice may think proper, not exceeding one hundred 
and fifty doUars for each passenger not being a citizen of the 
United States, to indemnify and save har^iless the said guardians 
and their successors, and the inhabitants of the said city, districts 
and townships, from all and every expense or charge which shall 
or may be incurred by them, for the maintenance and support of any 
such person, or for the support of the child or children of any such 
persons, which may be born after such importation, in case such 
person or any such child or children shall at any time within two 
years from the date of said bond, become chargeable to the said 
guardians of the poor, or to the districts or townships, and the costs 
of the proceedings before the mayor and recorder, shall be paid by 
the said master or commander, and a sum not exceeding two dollars 
for preparing said bond; and that, if- any such master or commander, 
shall neglect or refuse to pay the aforesaid sum of two dollars and 
&SLy cents for each passenger, or to give such bond within five 
days after such vessel shall have so arrived at the said port of 
Philadelphia, every such master or commander, and the owner or 
owners, consignee or consignees of such ship or vessel, severally 
and respectively, shall be subject to a penalty of five hundred 
dollars for each and every person not being a citizen of the United 
States, for whom the mayor or recorder shall have determined that 
bonds should be given as aforesaid, to be sued for and recovered as 
hereinafter provided. 

Skct. XIX. Every ship or vessel on board of which any such 
person, Hot being a citizen of the United States, may have been a 
passenger, shall be liable for the said penalties; and for the purpose 
of enforcing such liability, a writ in the nature of a writ in an action 
of debt, may issue from any court, or from any magistrate having 
jurisdictioB of the amount claimed, directed to the sherifi* of the 
city and county of Philadelphia, wherein the masters, owners and 
consignees of the said ship or vessel, by the said terms and without 
adding their names shall be defendants, and a clause shall be in- 
serted commanding the sheriff to seize and attach said ship or 
▼essel, her apparel and furniture, and to keep possession thereof 
for the satisfaction of such penalties as may have been incurred 
daring or since the last voyage of said ship or vessel, and said at- 
tachment may be dissolved by the said master, owner or consignee 
of said ship or vessel, giving bond with sufiicient security to the 
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sheriff ibr the payment of the said penalties, and every of thena, 
or for paying the value of such ship (to be determined by the most 
convenient warden of the port, and inserted in the bond,) or vessel, 
towards the satisfaction of said penalties, and for the appearance 
of said master, owner or consignee to answer to the said suit, which 
shall then proceed against the said master, owner or consignee^ 
any or all of them thus giving bond, (all of whom, if uniting in the 
bond, shall be made defendants) and shall proceed to final judg- 
ment, and the persons thus giving bond shall not be permitted to 
deny their joint or separate liabilities for the said penalties, if the 
facts be proved, and in such suit the plantiffs shall be permitted to 
file a statement of the causes of action, and no judgment shall be 
reversed for any matter of form, and the said bond to dissolve the 
attachment, shall be assignable in the manner of a bail bond; and 
if the said attachment shall not be dissolved within ten days after 
the return day of said writ, judgment by default shall be given 
against the master, owners and consignees of the said ship or 
' vessel, for the amount of the penalties claimed in said statement, 
which statement shall be filed, as well in proceedings before a 
magistrate, as in those in court, and upon such judgnoient a fieri 
facias shall issue, to the said sheriff directed, and if the proceed- 
ings be before a magistrate, a transcript of his judgment shall be 
filed in the court of common pleas, and a fieri facias shall issue 
from said court, under which writ the said ship, apparel and fiirni- 
ture, shall be sold, and the balance, after paying the debt, interest 
and cost, shall be paid into court for the benefit of those whom it 
may concern, and the service of said writ, so far as concerns the 
summoning of masters, owners and consignees, shall be by nailing 
a copy thereof to the mast of the said vessel or ship. 

Sect. XX. So much of the act, entitled ^^An act for the consolida- 
tion and amendment of the laws, as far as they respect the poor of the 
city of Philadelphia, the district of South wark, and the township of the 
Northern Liberties," passed the twenty-ninth of March, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and three, and the several supplements thereto^ 
as are inconsistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed, from and immediately afl:er the fourth Monday 
of May next; and so much of the said act, and the several supple- 
ments aforesaid, as are not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, are hereby continued in full force: Promdedy that nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed, or taken, or be construed to

or against the said guardians and corporation, under the said acts; 
and all warrants to collectors or otherwise, granted by tho said 
guardians, shall in like manner remain in full force and virtue, and 
all penalties accrued to them may in like manner be sued for and 
recovered, and suit commenced, be continued and prosecuted to 
final judgment, as if this act had never been passed; any thing 
kerein contained to the contrary notwithstanding.

An act for securing the city of Philadelphia, and the neighbourhood thereof, from 

damdge by gunpowder. — 2 Smith, 4^1. 

Wakreas, it appears that the act entitled " An act for the better 
0ecuring the city of Philadelphia, and its liberties, from danger of 
gunpowder," is in several respects defective: Therefolre to remedy 
the defiscts' thereof' 

1. Sect. II. BeUenactedj ^c. That from and after the passing 
of this act no person shall keep in any house, store, shop, cellar, or 
other plfitee, withm the city of Philadelphia, nor the country adja- 
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cent; within two miles of the said city, except in the public magi* 
zine, [in the square to the south of Vine street, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, of the said city,] any greater quantity of gunpow- 
der, at one time, than thirty pounds weight thereof, under the pen- 
alty of forfeiture of the whole quantity so over and above stored or 
kept, together with the sum of twenty pounds for every such o^ 
fence. — [JYew magazine erectedy post 15.] 

2. Sect. III. £very captain or master of, or merchant owning 
any ship or vessel, bringing therein into such part of the port o€ 
Philadelphia, as lies between the southern boundary of the district 
of Southwark and the north-eastern boundary of the township of 
the Northern Liberties, any gunpowder for sale or other purpose, 
[(other than such gunpowder as shall be specially licensed in that 
behalf by the supreme executive council)] shall, within the space 
of forty-eight hours from the arrival and coming to anchor of the 
said ship or vessel within the limits aforesaid, and before such 
ship or vessel shall be brought to any wharf of the said port within 
the said limits, deliver or cause to be delivered, all the gunpowder 
above thirty pounds weight, brought as aforesaid, at the said maga- 
zine, between the hours hereinafter prescribed, under the penalty 
of forfeiting at and after the rate of twenty pounds for every cask 
of gunpowder so withheld, and not delivered as aforesaid, together 
with the whole of such gunpowder, above the said thirty pounds 
weight, if such gunpowder be the property of the offender; and in 
order that strangers may be the better apprised of the tenor of this 
act, the health-officer add his deputies are required and enjoined, 
as soon as they have opportunity, to give information thereof to 
such captain, master or merchant; and the custom-house and naTal 
officers and their deputies are required and enjoined to give such 
information to the captains or other persons coming to their several 
offices, to make entry or report of their arrival, or of their cargoes.

3. Sect. I V . If any gunpowder stored in the said magazine be 
intended for exportation, it shall not be delivered on board of the 
vessel intended to export the same, while she remains at any of the 
wharves in such part of the port of the city of Philadelphia [as 
aforesaid,] but after removal of any such gunpowder for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, from the said magazine, it shall be immediately de* 
livered into some boot or craft, to be used for conveying it on board 
of such vessel, and which boat or craft ishall be ready to receive 
and convey the same to such vessel, and shall forthwith carry it on 
board thereof, under penalty of forfeiture of such gunpowder, and 
of the sum of twenty pounds, to be paid by any person so ofiending, 
and of the further sum of fifteen pounds, for every hour such boat 
or craft shall remain at any such wharf, after taking or receiving 
such gunpowder on board; and such gunpowder shaU not be unla- 
den from any cart, dray or other carriage, on any wharf, within tto 
said city and the aforesaid adjacent country, until the boat or cra& 
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ioto which it is to be delivered, for thcf purpose of Gonveyiiiff it to 
the vessel intended to export the same, shall be ready to receive it, 
under the penalty of twenty pounds, to be forfeited by every person 
ao offending, — [lAmiU aUeredj post 16, 17.] 

4. Sbct. V. All gunpowder brought by land into the said city, 
or the adjacent country, within two miles of the said city, if above 
thnrty pounds weight at one time, shall be immediately carried to 
the said magazine, and delivered to the superintendent thereof, or 
his deputy, within the hours hereinafter prescribed for his attend* 
ance at the said magazine, under the same penalties, as if brought 
by water, and not delivered, as in such case is herein directed, at 
the said magazine. — [See post 21, (ts to quantity to be hroughi into 
the ciiy.'] 

5. Sect. VI. No person shall convey in any dray, cart, wagon 
or other carriage, any greater quantity of gunpowder than thirty 
pounds weight, in or through the said city or the adjacent country, 
within two miles of the said city, without securing it in a good bag 
or bags, or putting a sheet of canvass under and around the said 
powder, sufficient to prevent the same from scattering from the said 
carriage, under the penalty of forfeiture of the said gunpowder, and, 
ibr every such offence, the sum of twenty pounds, to be paid by 
every person so offending. — [See post 21, as to securing powder 
when transported.'^ 

6. Sect. VII. The superintendent or keeper of the said maga- 
*^iie, shall have and receive, for storage of such powder so deposit- 
ed there, [twelve pence per barrel per month, and so proportiona- 
bly for half barrels and quarter barrels, for the £rst six months, and 
six pence per barrel per month, and so proportionably for half bar- 
rels and quarter barrels, for every month any such powder shall re- 
main in the said magazine, above the space of six months, and 
likewise, shall have and receive for every twelve pounds, or less 
quantity thereof, delivered by the said superintendent or keeper of 
the said magazine, or his deputy, at one time six-pence over and 
above the said storage, to be paid to him at and upon the delivery 
thereof to the owner thereof, or the person appointed by the said 
owner to receiving the same.] — [By act of March 27, 1821, «. 1, the 
price of storage is fixed at four cents for every keg weighing 25/6«, or 
less, for each year or. less period^ and by s, 7, no other emolument ia 
to be received^ and by act of April 5, 1826, tiie price is raised to 12| 
eente.'] 

7. Sect. VIII. The said superintendent or keeper of the said 
magazine, or his successors in the said office, for the time being, 
shall be accountable to the owners or deliverers of such powder, 
from and after their delivery at, and depositing thereof in the said 
magazine, (lightning and other unavoidable accidents of any kind 
excepted) and shall also cause daily attendance to be given at the 
magazine aforesaid, from the hour of nine until twelve in the fore- 
noon, and from the hour of two until five in the afternoon, except in 
the months of November, December and January, when such at- 
tendance in the afternoon shall be from two to fotfr o'clock, for de- 
livering out and receiving of, and taking in such powder; and im- 
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mediately on so receiving into his custody^ at the said magazine as 
aforesaid) anj quantity of gunpowder, the said superintendent or 
keeper of the said magazine, or his successors for the time being, 
shaU give receipts in writing for the same, expressing the quantity 
of powder, and describing the numbers and marks of the casks. 

8. Sect. IX. The [supreme executive council] shall have power 
to remove the said superintendent or keeper of the said magazine, 
and appoint another in his place, whenever it shall appear to them 
necessary, as well as to appoint a successor in case of death, in all 
which cases, the successor in office shall make out an account of 
all powder in the said magazine, in the presence of a person to be 
appointed [by the council,] as also in the presence of his predeces- 
sor, if living, and, if not, in the presence of one of his executors or 
administrators, if any, if he shall attend on notice given, and the 
quantity found to be in the said magazine shall be charged to the 
new officer, which account shall also be compared, in the presence 
of such persons as aforesaid, with the account of the immediate 
predecessor, for which purpose the said superintendent, <»- the 
keeper of the said magazine, and his successors in the said office, 
shall keep fair books, in which all such powder, so to be brought 
into the said magazine, or found therein at the passing of this act,

9. Sect. X. If the said superintendent^ or keeper of the said 
magazine, for the time being, shall refuse or neglect to give attend- 
ance as aforesaid, or to receive or deliver, as the case may be, such 
powder, or any part thereof, to the owner or deliverer aforesaid, re- 
quiring the same within the hours aforesaid, or shall take any more 
or greater sums or rates, than are by this act allowed to him, he or 
they so ^offending, shall be fined, for every such offence, in a sum 
not exceeding five pounds, upon conviction of such offence, on in- 
dictment in the city court of the city of Philadelphia; which fine or 
fines shall go into the hands of the treasurer [of the commissioners 
for paving the streets of the] city of Philadelphia, for the purpose 
of paving the said streets, — iSee Corporation^ 24.] 

10. Sect. XI. All and singular the fines, penalties and forfeit- 
ures, mentioned in this act, other than those mentioned in the tenth 
section hereof, shall and may be recovered in any court of record 
in this state, with costs of suit by bill, plaint or information, where- 
in no essoine, protection or wager of law, nor any more than one 
imparlance, shall be allowed, the one moiety of which fines, penai- 
ties or forfeitures, except as before excepted, shall go into the 
hands of the treasurer [of the commissioners for paving the streets] 
of the city of Philadelphia, to be by them disposed of, for the pur- 
pose of paving the said streets, and the other moiety thereof to the 
informer and prosecutor, Who shall sue for the same. 

11. Sect. XII. Any justice of the peace within the limits of the 
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said citj, and the adjacent countrj^ within two miles of the said 
citjy on demand made by sach superintendent or keeper of the said 
magazine, showing a reasonable cause, on oath or affirmation, may 
issue hie warrant under his hand and seal, empowering such super- 
intendent or keeper of the said magazine to search, in the day time, 
any house, store, shop, cellar or other place, or any boat, ship or 
other vessels, for any quantity of gunpowder forbidden by this act 
to be kept in any place or places, and for that purpose to break 
open, in the day time, any such house, store, shop, cellar or other 
places aforesaid, or any boat, ship or other vessel, if there be oc- 
casion; and the said superintendent or keeper of the said magazine, 
on finding such gunpowder, may seize and remove the same, in 
twelve hours, from any such place or places, boats, ships or ves- 
sels, to the said magazine, and therein detain the same, until it be 
detennined in the proper court, whether it be forfeited or not by 
virtue of this act; and the said superintendent or keeper of the said 
magazine shall not in the mean time be sued for seizing, keeping 
<x detaining the same, nor shall any writ of replevin issue therefor, 
until such determination as aforesaid be made, but all such suits 
are hereby declared to be illegal, erroneous, and abated. 

12. Sect. XIII. The said superintendent or keeper of the said 
magazine may examine, and, if occasion be, seize any greater 
quantity of gunpowder, while in any dray, cart, wagon or other 
carriage, than is allowed hereby to be loaded in the same, or con- 
veyed therein, within the said city, or the adjacent country, within 
two miles of the said city, and also to examine and seize any gun- 
powder found in any such carriage as aforesaid, within the said 
city and adjacent country as aforesaid, which shall be found not to 
be secured from scattering, in the manner directed by this act, or 
which may be found in any other situation prohibited hereby, and 
the same shall be by him conveyed, within twelve hours, to the said 
magazine, therein to be by him stored and detained, until it shall 
be detennined in the proper court, whether the same be forfeited or 
not, by virtue of this act; and such superintendent or keeper of the 
said magazine shall not in the mean time be sued, for seizing, 
keeping or detaining the same, nor shall any writ of replevin issue 
therefor, until such determination, as aforesaid be made, but all such 
suits are hereby declared to be illegal, erroneous, and abated. 

13. Sect.. XIV. If any suit or action be commenced or prose- 
cuted against any person or persons, for any thing done in pursu- 
ance of this act, every such person or persons may plead the general 
issae, and give this act, and the special matter, in evidence, at any 
trial to be had thereon; and if a verdict shall pass for the defendant, 
or the plaintiff shall become non-suit, or discontinue his action; or 
if, on demurrer, :or otherwise, judgment shall be given against the 
plaintiff, the defendant shall recover treble costs, and shall have 
the like remedy for the same, as any defendant hath in other cases. 

14. Sect. XV. The superintendent or keeper of the said maga- 
zine shall, before he enters on the execution of his office, give 
bond, with such seeurity to [the supreme executive councilj as^ 
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they shall deem necessary, in the sum of five hundred pounds, cim*' 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duty, as directed by 

this act. 

Sect. XVI. All acts heretofore made, in any way respecting 
the storing or keeping of gunpowder in the said city, or the adja- 
cent country, within two miles of the said city, or in any part of the 
liberties of the same, shall be, and hereby are repealed.

Aa act for the removal of the powder magaziiie from the city of Philadelphia.—

'Sect. I. [Provides for the erection of a new magazine.] 

15. Sect. II. As soon as the said magazine or magazines shall 
be completed, it shall be the duty of the superintendent or keeper 
of the magazine, to cause all the powder at that time deposited in 
the present magazine, to be removed therefrom at the expense of 
the owners of the powder, to the magazine or magazines^hereby 
directed to be built, and all gunpowder thereafter manufactured in 
the couAty of Philadelphia, or imported or brought into the same, 
shall be deposited and kept in the said new magazine or magazines, 
under and subject to all the regulations and penalties now in force, 
with regard to the inspection and deposite of gunpowder in the pre- 
sent magazine. 

Act of March 14, 1818. 

A supplement to an act, entitled ** An act for securing the city of Philadelphia and the 
neighbourhood thereof from damage by gunpowder." 

16. Sect. I. From and after the first day of May next, it shall 
not be lawfiil for any person or persons to import or introduce gun- 
powder within the following limits, excepting as hereinafter directed, 
that is to say — ^No vessel having a greater quantity than five kegs 
of gunpowder, shall be permitted to anchor north of the pier next 
above the Point-house, on the river Delaware, in the township of 
Moyamensing, and county of Philadelphia, and all gunpowder 
brought up the Delaware, shall be landed at the aforesaid pier, and 
when the same is intended to be conveyed to the United States ar- 
senal, or the state magazine, the same shall be transported thither 
by the most convenient route not approaching nearer to the city 
than as follows, viz: Beginning opposite to the east end of Keeler's 
lane, on the margin of the river Delaware, thenpe westward along 
the said lane, and the southern boundary of Southwark to Passyunk 
road, thence up the said road to Federal road, thence westward 
along the same to Gray's ferry road, thence up the same directly 
to the said United States arsenal, on the east bank of the river 
Schuylkill. 

17. Sect. II. All gunpowder brought down the river Dela- 
ware, if intended to be transported by land either to the arsenal, 
magazine, or pier aforesaid, the same shall be landed at Conoroe 
& Co's wharf, in the village of Richmond, in the county of Phila- 
delphia, and convened from thence up Ann street, leading in a 
westerly direction from the said whaif to Frankford road, thence 
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down the said road to the Black-horse, or Mud-lane, thence along 
said lane to Sixth street, thence down said street to Hickory-lane, 
thence westward along the said lane crossing the Ridge-road, and 
by the way of Broad street to Callowhill turnpike road, thence 
westerly along said road to Schuylkill Front street, thence south- 
erly along said street, and by the way of Grray's ferry road to the 
place of destination, or by any other route not approaching nearer 
to the compactly built parts of the city and liberties than the fore- 
going; and when any gunpowder shall be conveyed down the river 
I>elaware to the said piers, the same shall not approach nearer to 
the city and districts than midway the channel of the river, and 
when landed at the pier, the said powder shall be conveyed there- 
from in the manner directed by the first section of this act. 

18. Sect. III. All gunpowder introduced by land from the 
west side of Schuylkill, shall pass Gray's ferry, and when intended 
for exQprtation^ the same shall be conveyed from the said ferry by 
tke nearest route to the above mentioned pier, and when intended 
to be stored in the said arsenal or magazine, shall in like manner 
be taken by the nearest route thereto: Providedy That when the 
said ferry cannot be passed with safety, it shall be lawful to convey 
the same to the arsenal or magazine, (or when intended for expor- 
tation) to the pier aforesaid by the way of the Lancaster Schuyl-* 
kill bridge, thence directly by the route of Schuylkill Front street, 
as aforesaid, to Gray's ferry road, thence the most direct way to the 
place of destination. 

19. Sect. IV. In removing for exportation or otherwise, any 
gunpowder from the said United States arsenal, or state magazine, 
it shall not be lawful to transport the same by any route approach- 
ing nigher to the city or suburbs at any point, than is marked out 
by the three first sections of this act. 

20. Sect. V. No greater quantity of gunpowder than three 
kegs^ containing twenty-five pounds each, shall be landed from or 
shipped on board any vessel lying in the river Delaware, between 
the before mentioned pier and Conoroe and Go's wharf aforesaid. 

21. Sect. VI. For the purpose of supplying retailers of gun- 
powder within the city of Philadelphia, or within the limits herein- 
after marked out and prescribed, it shall and may be lawful to in- 
troduce the same in kegs containing twenty-five pounds each, made 
and secured as directed by the act to which this is a supplement, 
carefully enclosed in sound strong woollen or leather bag or bags, 
and laid in a close bodied carriage, covered with painted canvass, 
and that the said carriage shall not contaia at any one time more 
than six of the before described kegs of gunpowder. 

22. Sect. VII. If any greater quantity of gunpowder shall be 
brought into the city of Philadelphia, or within the limits marked 
out and prescribed by the first, second and third sections of this act, 
except in quantity and manner herein before set forth, or contrary 
to the provisions of this act, the person or persons owning such gun- 
powder, shall for each and every such offence, forfeit and pay the 
sum of five hundred dollars, to be sued for and recovered as the 
like sums respectively are recoverable by law, to be appropriated,

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the one moiety for the like uses and in like manner as is described 
by the eleventh section of the act to which this is a supplement, 
and the other moiety to the person suing for the same. 

23. Sect. VIII. The board of wardens of the city of Phila- 
delphia, and the superintendent of the state magazine before men- 
tioned, are hereby directed to notify to the captains of vessels and 
pilots of the river Delaware the provisions of this act, and that so 
much of any act or acts of the general assembly of this conamon- 
wealth, as is or are inconsistent with this act, shall from and after 
the first day of May next, be, and the same are hereby repealed.

Ordinance of July 9, 1821.

1. Sect. XI. If any person shall place or cause to be placed 
in any of the streets of the city of Philadelphia, any advertisement 
or hand-bill exposed to the view of persons passing in the said 
streets, giving notice of any person professing to cure, or liaving 
or professing to have skill in the cure of any disease, or of the sale 
of any medicine ; every such person or persons shall forfeit and jpay 
for every such offence, the sum of five dollars.

Ordinance of February 9, 1826. 

An ordinance to prevent carrying about and exposing for sale, or vending, any beeii 
veal, mutton, or other meat, within certain limits of the city of Philaaelphia. 

1. Sect. I. From and after the first day of March next ensu- 
ing, it shall be unlawful for any person or persons whatever, except 
farmerSy bringing the produce of their farms to market, to sell or ex- 
pose for sale, by carrying it about in any cart, wagon, or other c«h:- 
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je, through the streets, lanes, or alleys, of this city, eastward of 
Broad street, or on the wharves of this city, any beef, veal, mutton, 
pork, or any oUier meat. 

2. Sbgt. II. If any person or persons whatever, shall in any 
manner violate the provisions of this ordinance, or any part there- 
of, he, she, or they, shall forfeit and pay, for each and every offence, 
the sum of five dollars, upon conviction thereof, before the mayor, 
or any one of the aldermen of this city, one half the amount so re- 
covered for the use of the informer, and the residue to the use of 
the city.

it be at a distance of one hundred feet from any dwelling-house or 
ot^er building, under the penalty of ten shillings for every offence ; 
which penalties so accruing, shall be recovered, and applied in the 
manner and to the use aforesaid, with costs of suit; and the hay and 
faggots, so remaining, against the tenor of this act, shallbe liable 
to be removed, in such sort, manner and form, as any nuisance may 
be by the laws of Great Britain, or this province.

Ordinance of March 29, 1798. 

An ordinance for the appointment of a high constable for the city of Philadelphia, and 

prescribing his duties. 

1. Sect. I. [On or before the fifth day of April next ensuing, 

and at the first meeting of the select^ and common councils^ to be 
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held in the month of December in eveiy year hereafter, and when- 
ever a vacancy shall happen by death, removal from office, or others- 
wise,] there shall be chosen [by a concurrent vote of the s^ect 
and common councils] a high constable of the said city, which o^ 
ficer shall have all the powers and authorities which a constahle of 
the said city can exercise by the common law, by any act of the 
general assembly of this commonwealth, or any ordinance of the 
said city; and he shall take rank and precedence among the of-* 
ficers of the city, next .before the constables thereof, and shall cany 
in his hand a short staff or mace to distinguish him in the execu- 
tion of his office; and all constables and citizens of the said city, 
are hereby enjoined and required to be aiding and assisting to the 
high constable in the execution of his office, when thereunto rea- 
sonably required by him. [Mayor to appoint all officers of the cor- 
poraiiony except the treasurer, the clerks, messengers^ and d^tor-keep- 
ers of the councils; see corporation A. A, 47.

2. Sect. II. It shall be the particular and special duty of the 
high constable, to walk through the streets, lanes and alleys of the. 
city of Philadelphia, daily, with his mace in- his hand, taking such 
rounds that in a reasonable time he shall visit all parts of the city, 
and examine all vagrants, beggars, and such others, as shall fall 
under the description of idle and disorderly persons, by any act 
of assembly of this state, as to the place of their residence, and 
the mode they pursue of acquiring a livelihood, and upon refusal 
to give him ao account thereof, or not giving a satisfactory account^ 
to apprehend, and carry ^ch persons before the mayor or recorder, 
or some one of the aldermen, to be dealt with according to law; 
to give notice to the city commissioners, or to the mayt)r, recorder, 
or some one of the aldermen, of all nuisances, obstructions and 
impediments in the streets, lanes and alleys of the said city, in 
order that they may be removed, and the auHiors thereof prosecut- 
ed; to give information to the mayor, recorder and aldermen, or 
some one or more of them, of all offences committed against the 
laws and ordinances in being, and of the name of the offenders 
and witnesses, in order that prosecutions may be c<»nmenced, 
and obedience enforced, to the regulations for the well governing 
of the city. And the said high constables shall have and execute 
all the powers and authorities vested in the officer directed by law, 
to be appointed for registering and granting certificates to chimr- 
ney-sweepers. And generally shall superintend the execution of, 
and cause obedience to, the ordinances now in force, or hereafter 
to be enacted, and to do and perform all such other matters and 
things as the select and common councils shall, by ordinance or 
resolution, from time to time, ordain and direct, and all such things 
as the mayor, recorder, and aldermen, or any of them, shall rea- 
sonably require touching the order regulation and poUcy of the 
city. [ The captainy lieutenants , inspectors y policemeny anA watchMen to 
perform the several duties enumerated in this sectiony except so m^tch 
as relates to the registering of chimney-sweepers,'] {See poUce.'] 
3. Sect. III. The high constable to be appointed by virtue of 
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UttM ordi&anQe^ shall, as a foil compensation i^r all duties and ser-^ 
▼ices incumbent on, and to be performed by him, receive a salary 
at the rate of seven hundred dollars per annum, during his con- 
tinuance in office, which shall be paid quarter yearly, by orders on 
the city treasurer, to be drawn by the mayor of the city for the time 
being; and so much of the ordinance, entitled an ordinance *' esta- 
blishing the salaries of certain officers/' passed the ninth day of 
March, in the year one thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven, 
as provides for the annual salary of a high constable, shi^l be and 
the same is hereby repealed and made null and void. [PoHy 8.] 

Ordinance of March 28, 1811. 

An otdinance authorizing the mayor to appoint another high constable for the city of 

Fhilade^hia. 

Whebeas, it has been represented by the mayor, that owing to 
the increased extent of the city, and its population, the duties en- 
joined on the high constable cannot be performed; and it is neces- 
sary fer the due execution of the city ordinances, that another high 
constable be appointed. Therefore, 

4. Sect. 1. Beit ordained, S^c, That the mayor is hereby au- 
thorized forthwith to appoint a discreet and proper person, who shall 
have, use and exercise all the powers, and perform all the duties, 
which by an ordinance entitled '^ an ordinance for the appointr 
ment of a high constable for the city of Philadelphia, and prescrib- 
ing his duties," the present high constable may, or can use or ex- 
ercise, and is enjoined to perform. 

5. Sect. II. The high constable to be appointed, in virtue of 
this ordinance, shall, as a full compensation for all the duties and 
services enjoined on him, receive a like salary, and be paid in like 
manner, as the present high constable is paid. 

6. Sect. III. The mayor is hereby authorized to direct the par- 
titiiHi of the duties between the high constables, in fluch manner, 
md from time to time, as he shall think will best promote the ob- 
jects of their appointment. 

Ordinance of December 23, 1830. 

An ordinance authorizing the mayor to appoint two additional high popstahlee for the 

city of Philadelphia, and for other purposes. 

Whbrbas, it has been found that the various duties reqiured by 
the laws and ordinances cannot be performed by two high constables, 
and that it is requisite to the good government of the city, that our 
city police should be strengthened and made more efiectuat— 
Thecefore, 

7. Sect. I. Be it ordained and enacted^ Sfc. That the mayor of 
the city shall appoint on the first Monday of January, 1831, and on 
the same day in every year thereafler, two high constables in ad- 
dition to those at present authorized by law, who shall have, use, 
and exercise all the powers and perform the duties that are provid- 
ed in the existing ordinances, or that may hereailer be required by 
subsequent ordinances from high constables of the city; and the 
said high constables shall reside in such districts as themay<Nr may 
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designate^ and shall be subject to such control, and to such re* 
gttlations under the laws and ordinances, as he may think best 
adapted to subserve the objects of their appointment. 

8. Sect. II. The salary of each of the high constables to be 
appointed under this or any preceding ordinance, shall be at the 
rate of six hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly, in the 
usual manner. 

9. Sect. III. That the mayor of the city be, and he is hereby au- 
thorized to remove any of the high constables of the city, upon 
satisfactory evidence of misconduct, and to fill any vacancy that 
may occur from time to time, as occasion and circumstances may 

require. 

Sect. IV. So much of any ordinance as is inconsistemt with 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall be, and the same is hereby 
repealed.

If any person or persons, after the passage g€ 
this ordinance, shall loiter, or cause to be interred, the body of any 
deceased person in any of the public squares or lots of ground, be- 
longing to the city of Philadelphia, other than the lot hereby ap- 
propriated as a burial place, such person or persons shall severally 
forreit and pay for each oiSence the sum of twenty dollars, to be 
sued for before the mayor or any alderman of the city; one half 
thereof, for the use of the person suing for the same, and the other 
half for the use of the city, Providedy that nothing in this section 
contained^ shall apply to that part of the north east public square^ 
claimed under patent by the German Reformed congregation.

It shall and may be lawful to and for the clerk 
of the market of any city, borough or town, within this province, 
to weigh all butter brought into the same, to be sold by weight, 
which, if found deficient, the said clerk shall forthwith, in the pre- 
tence of two reputable freeholders, weigh again, and if it appears 
to the said freeholders, that the said butter is under weight, the 
«ame shall be seizable; one third part thereof for the use of the 
«aid clerk, and the other two-thirds for the use of the poor of the 
place wher6 seized; and in case any owner or owners of butter so 
«eizedy shall conceive him, her or themselves, aggrieved by such 
seizure, he, she or they may appeal to any magistrate or justice 
aforesaid, of the city, borough or place, where such seizure is 
iyiade» who shall hear, try and determine the same.

Whereas, the inhabitants of the city of Philadelphia, and the 
counties bordering thereon, have represented to this house the ne- 
cessitj there is of extending the market-house in High street, 
westward, in the city of Philadelphia, that the old market-house 
was become by far two small for the accommodation of the people 
from the different parts of the country, who are often exposed to 
the inclemency of the weather, without shelter, in rain or snow, to 
the great danger of their health, and inconveniency of the inhabi- 
tants of the said city, and that custom and long usage have fixed 
High street, as the most eligible and central place for the market- 
house to be continued : 

2. Sect. II. Be U therefore enacted^ Sfc. That from and after

3. Sect. III. And in order to afibrd a convenient opportunity

And in order that those who attend the said mar- 
ket with herbage and vegetables, may be accommodated with a 
more convenient shelter under the eaves thereof, as well as to af- 
ford a wider space for the passage of carriages, Be it further enact" 
ed.

5. Sect. VIII. When the market-house shall be finished and 
completed, the one half of the building so erected, shall be and re- 
main free for the country people attending the said market forever, 
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and that no fees^ tolls or perquisites, be demanded or exacted from 
them for the use thereof. And the wardens of the city of Phila-

9. Sect. IV. When the market shall be so extended, one half 
of the buildings erected, shall be and remain free for the country 
people bringing the produce of their farms to market forever, and 
agreeable to what is directed by the first section of this act ; and 
that no fees, tolls or perquisites be demanded or exacted from them, 
for the use thereof. 

Act of April 6, 1802. 

An act anthorizine the 8al<! of proTisions, vegetables and fruit, in the markets of aiqr 
city, borough or corporate town within this commonwealth. — ^3 Smith, 530. 

10. Sect. I. From and after passing of this act, it shall and 
may be lawful for any person or persons, to sell or expose to sale, 
provisions, vegetables or fruit, in the markets of any city, borough) 
or corporate town within this commonwealth: Prwnded always, that 
such provisions, vegetables or fruit, shall not have been previously 
purchased within the limits of such city, borough, or corporate 
town; any law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Act of March 19, 1804. 

An act to authorize the select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, to erect 

market-houses in the said city. — 4 Smith. 

1 1. Sect. I. From and after the first day of November next^ it 
shall and may be lawftil for the select and common council of the city 
of Philadelphia, to cause a market-house or market-houses to be 
erected, at such place or places within the said city, as to them may 
appear most conducive to the interest and convenience of the citizens 
thereof, and others who may have occasion to use the same; and to 
make such regulations for the government of the said market, as 
to them shall appear useful and necessary, and not inconsistent with 
the existing laws of this commonwealth: Pnmdedy thai one half of 
the buildings so erected, shall be and remain free for liie use of the 
country people attending the said market, and that no fees, tolls or 
perquisites shall be demanded or exacted from them, for the use 
thereof. — [below 13.] 

Act of March 25, 1805. 

An act Teating in the select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, and the 
corporation of the district of Southwark, and the commissioners of the incorporated 
part of the Northern Liberties, respectively, all and every the powers of regulating 
the markets in said city and districts aforesaid, holden on the first day of the week, 
commoidy called Sunday.— 4 Smith, 231. 

IS. Sect. I. It shall be lawful for the select and common coun- 
cils of the city of Philadelphia, and the corporation of the district 
of Southwarky and the commissioners of the incorporated part of 
the Northern Liberties, respectively, to make, ordain and pass. 
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such ordinance or ordinances, as ihey may judge proper, for the 
better regulation of the markets, holden in the said city and dis- 
tricts aforesaid, on the first day of the week, commonly called Sun- 
day. 

Sect. II. So much of the act passed the twenty- second day of 
April, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-four, entitled f^An 
act for the prevention of vice and immorality, and for other pur-* 
poses, " as relates to the sale of the necessaries of life, on the first 
day o{ the week, commonly called Sunday, so far as it respects the 
city and districts aforesaid, is hereby repealled. 

Act of March 19, 1810.

An additional supplement to the act, entitled ''An act to empower the waidens of the 
city of Philadelphia, to extend the marketrhouse in High streeL** — 5 Smith, 11& 

13. Sect. I. It shall and may be lawfiil for the corporation of 
the city of Philadelphia, when, and as often as they shall think 
proper, to extend the market-house in High street or elsewhere, in 
the said city, to build a market-house or houses, to let or demise 
the one half of the stalls which they may erect to such persons 
fi-om the country, as send or carry the produce of their farms to 
the said market, and to no others, and to let the other half of the 
stalls so erected, at their own discretion, to such person or persons, 
butchers, or victuallers, as to them it may seem proper; any law, 
usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding. 

14. Sect. II. Whenever the market-houses in High street shall 
be extended, it shall not be lawful for any victualler to sell any beef 
in the western moiety of any market-house or shambles that may 
be erected *at any time hereafter in High street; but the western 
moiety shall be let to such persons firom the country, who send or 
carry the produce of their farms to market, and to no others; and 
the one half of the stalls that may be erected elsewhere, shall also 
be let to such persons from the country, who send or carry the pro- 
dace of their farms to market, and to no others: Provided^ that the 
annual rent so to be charged and received, shall not exceed twenty 
dollars per stall. 

Act of December 21, 1812. 

Aa act to aathorize the aelect and common eooncils of the citv of Philadelphia^ to erect 
a market-house in the said city, for the sale of fisn exclusively. 

15. Sect. I. It shall and may be lawful for the select and comr 
mon councils of the city of Philadelphia, to cause a suitable mar- 
ket-house to be erected for the sale offish within the said city in 
High street, east of Front street, and to make such regulations 
(not inconsistent with the laws of this commonweakh,) for the good 
government of the said market, as to them shall appear useful and 
expedient; and to demand reasonable fees, tolls or rents, firom all 
the tenants and occupants of the stands or stalls, within the said 
market, fi>r the use thereof, any law to the contrary, in any wise 
notwithstanding: Protjided, that the preference to said stalls shall 
at all times be given to pereons following the occupation of fisher- 
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ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of December 22, 1831. 

An OTdinance relating to the markets. ' 

1. Sect. I. The stalls and stands within the several market 
limits, for the use of which rents may lawfully be reserved to the 
city, shall be marked out and defined by the city commissioners; 
and such of them as are not by ordinance declared to be free of 
rent, shall be annually let out by them to such persons as by law 
or ordinance are entitled to rent the same, at such times in the 
last fortnight of January, as they shall with the approbation of the 
mayor appoint. 

2. Sect. II. The lease shall be for a year, commencing with 
the 1st of February. 

3. Sect. III. The rents, except in case specially provided for, 
shall be fixed by the commissioners before the days of letting, in 
such sums as they shall judge reasonable, subject however to re- 
vision by the mayor, in case of alleged grievance. 

4. Sect. IV. The rents shall be paid in advance; and if not 
paid before the 1st of February, the lease shall be void. 

5. Sect. V. Those who -shall have occupied a stand or stall 
during the preceding year, shall be preferred to other applicants 
for the same, at the discretion of the mayor ; the choice of the rest, 
in case of conflicting applications, shall be determined among the 
applicants therefor, by lot drawn by commissioners. 

6. Sect. VI. The commissioners shall give at least ten days' 
'notice, by advertisement, in two or more public newspapers, and 

by bills posted at the corners ^f the market houses, of the days and 
times when applications for leasing the stalls and stands in the dif- 
ferent market places and parts thereof, will be received by^ them; 

7. Sect. Vll. If any stands or stalls shall not be leaded at 
the appointed period, or shall thereafter become vacant, the -com- 
missioners may let the same for the rest of the year, at such rents 
as, regard being had to the period of the season, they shall judge 
fair ; and the clerks of the markets may rent such vacant stands as 
are appropriated for the sale of fish, to transient persons, bringing 
fiish to market, at such rents by the day, as shall be prescribed by 
the commissioners. 

8. Sect. VIII. The city clerk shall prepare, for the use of the 
clerks of the market, a list of the stalls and stands which have 
been leased, and of the persons who are authorized to occupy and 
use the same; and no person shall, without authority, occupy any 
of the stands or stalls, or expose thereon any articles for sale, or 
shall use the same for other purposes than those for which they 
are appropriated. 

9. Sect. IX. The unappropriated apaces within the market 
limits, are to be left open for passage; and no person shall place 
obstructions therein. 

10. Sect. X. All vehicles from which articles shall be ofifered 
for sale by persons attending the markets, and the horses and 
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empty vehicles of persons having stalls or stands in the market 
places, shall be placed only in those streets and parts of streets, 
which may be appropriated as stations therefor respectively: 
unless where otherwise directed, they shall be arranged close to 
the curbs without encroaching on ishe footways, leaving a vacant 
space of twelve feet in every fifty feet, and not nearer than four 
feet to any hydrant, pump, or fire plug, nor nearer than six feet to 
the crossing of any street or cartway. 

11. Sect. XI. Horses and vehicles, of whatever kind, which 
shall be brought to the market places for the purpose of there de- 
positing articles for sale, shall be forthwith unladen and removed 
from the market limits; and such as shall be brought for the pur- 
pose, of taking away articles remaining unsold, shall be laden and 
removed in like manner. 

12. Sect. XII. No horses, cattle, vehicles, or barrows, shall 
be brought into the market places, except where otherwise provid- 
ed ; nor any horses, cattle, or vehicles, within the portion of the 
market limits which may be included by chains; and ail horses, 
cattle, and vehicles, shall be removed from within such chains, be- 
fore the prescribed hours of erecting them. 

13. Sect. XIII. No horse or other animal shall be at any time 
fastened to any of the columns, piers, or fixtures of the market 
houses. 

14. Sect. XIV. If any person shall wilfully injure or deface 
any part, or fixture, or appurtenance, of any market place, he shall 
incur a penalty of five dollars, and shall moreover be liable to 
make compensation for the damage done. 

16. Sect. XV. All blocks, benches, tubs, baskets, and other 
things used in the market houses for the accommodation of per- 
sons occupying stands or stalls, shall be kept within the prescribed 
limits of such stands or stalls, in such manner as not to extend into 
the market houses further than two feet six inches beyond the 
inner line of such stand or stall; and no such property used by per- 
sons occupying eave stalls, shall extend more than four feet be- 
yond the line of the same, nor beyond the curbs. 

16. Sect. XVI. Persons vending any articles within the mar- 
ket limits, shall not remain therein after the prescribed hours of 
market. 

17. Sect. XVII. Persons occupying stalls or stands, shall, 
when leaving them, remove therefrom all blocks, benches, tubs, 
baskets, and other property used by them; or those occupying stalls, 
may secure such property beneath them by strong chains and locks; 
the moveable posts and bars, where such shall be used, shall in 
like maimer be secured in the places provided for them, by the 
persons occupyins such stalls. 

18. Sect. XVIII. The renters and occupiers of stands under 
the eaves, and at the end of market houses, shall not attach there- 
to any posts, railing, or other appendage; but shall provide them- 
selves with benches, tables, or detached stalls, which shall not ex- 
ceed in length the permanent stalls at the side of which they may 
be placed, and shall be arranged in such manner as not to obstruct

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tik^ paMi(6i of the nu^rket house, or interfere with the free aeeeee 

to any part thereof. 

19. Sect. XIX. No vessel of any description, except open 
boats and small craft, bringing fish, fruit, or vegetables to the city 
for sale, shall lie at, or ma^e fast to any part of the vharf at the 
east end of High street, while in the occupation of the city: such 
water craft, if exclusively employed for the time in bringing sea 
fish to the city, may remain at the wharf forty-eight hours firee of 
expense; and if otherwise employed, they may remain thereat free 
of expense, twenty-four hours; but thereafter, they shall severally 
pay wharfage at the rate of two dollars per day. 

20. Sect. XX. No person shall use steelyards, within the 
market limits, nor shall sale be made by other weights and mea- 
sures, than such as shall have been legsdly regulated and stamped, 
and by just scales, under penalty of five dollars, and of forfeiting 
such stee](yards, weights, measures and scales. 

21. Sect. XXI. No person shall sell, or expose for sale else- 
where within the market limits, than in the stands specially nrovid- 
ed therefor, any fruits, vegetables, or other provisions, (except 
firesh fish, meal. and flour,) which shall have been before purchased 
within the city of Philadelphia. 

22. Sect. XXII. Any butcher renting a stall m either of the 
market houses, who shall at any time omit to occupy the same for 
three successive ^x^arket days, in the regular exercise of his busi- 
ness, without presenting to the mayor, a satisfactory reason for 
such omission, shall be deemed to have abandoned such stall to 
the city, together with the rents which have been paid thereon, 
and the commissioners may proceed to let such stall in the usual 
manner, for the rest of the year, to any other person entitled by law 
or ordinance to rent the same. 

23. Sect. XXIII. No person exercising the trade of a but- 
cher, shall occupy a stand or station without the market houses, free 
of rent, and no person occupying a stand or station without the 
market houses, free of rent, shall use on or near the same, or in 
connexion therewith, any block, bench, shamble, or other device, 
for cutting up any animal carcass, or for exhibiting the same for 
sale, under penalty of forfeiting the block, bench, shamble, or other 
device so used. 

24. Sect. XXIV. If any person shall sell, or bring to the 
market limits for sale, any bread, butter, lard, fruit, or other pro* 
vision, in lumps, loaves, tubs, vessels, or parcels, as or for a 
greater weight or measure, than the true weight and measure 
thereof, or diall employ any device, for imposition or fraud in the 
sale of any provision, the same shall be forfeited; one-third to the 
person seizing the same, and two-thirds to the use of the poor in 
the city. 

25. Sect. XXV. If any person shall, sell, or expose for sfJe, 
within the iparket limits, any blown, stale, imperfect, or unwhole- 
some provision, the same shall be forfeited, and the offender shall 
incur a penalty for the first ofience of five dollars, and for each 
repetition of the offence often dollars, and for a third offence; shall 
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be dejHiFed of the right of centidf or using mj BleU or st«ii4 
within the market limits, for two years thereafter. 

26. Sbct. XXVI. No person shall sell, or expose for sale, 
with the market limits, any live animals, except poultry, game^ 
email pigs and fidi, nor any strong beer, or spirituous liquor^ 
mixed or unmixed: nor shall any beast be killed, nor any meat or 
fish be cured or salted, nor shall any pickle, garbage, or ofial mat- 
ter, be laid or thrown out within the said limits. 

27. Sect. XXVII. No fish shall be cleaned at any time, 
withm the market limits, nor at the wharf at the eastern end of 
High street. 

28. Sbct. XXVIII. No person shall sell, or expolsie to sale, 
withm the city of Philadelphia, any grouse, partridge, or phea- 
sant, between the 1st of February, and the 1st of October; 
nor any woodcock, between the 1st of February, and the 1st of 
July, under penalty of five dollars, and of forfeiting the articles so 
sold or exposed for sale. ^ 

29. Sect. XXIX. No person shall sell within the market 
places, nor on the pavements adjoining the sdme, any soups or 
other prepared victuals, after the prescribed hours of market. 

30. Sect. XXX. No provisions of whatever kind, shall be sold 
or exposed for sale on Sunday, in any of the market places, or in 
any public highways of the city, except as may by ordinance be pro- 
vided, under apenalty of five dollars for each offence. 

31. Sect. X.XXI. No person except farmers bringing the pro- 
duce of their farms to market, shall sell or expose S)r sale any 
butcher's meat, in any of the streets or other highways of the city 
east of Broad street, or on any of the wharves, in any cart, Wagon 
or other carriage, nor shall carry about the same therein for sale, 
except at such stands as shall hereafter be provided by ordinance^ 
under a penalty of five dollars. 

32. Sect. XXXII. The clerks of the market shall attend with 
their deputies, in their respective market limits, from the beginning 
to the end of the market hours, and at such other times as may be 
necessary; they shall enforce all the laws, ordinances and regular 
tions, relative thereto, and shall seize and prosecute for all breaches 
thereof; they shall prevent all persons from occupying stalls or 
stations without authority, or for purposes not authorized, or at un- 
lawfiil hours; they shall weigh, try and examine, all bread, butter, 
lard and other provisions, sold in loaves, lumps or parcels, purport- 
ing to be of a given or accustomed weight or measure ; and ail scales, 
weights, and measures, which are found in the markets ; they shall 
examine all persons suspected of unlawfully selling provisions at 
second hand; they shall take such order respecting all provisions 
and other articles which may be seized, as the mayor shall direct; 
they shall cause such parts of the market places as are used for 
the sale of fish, to be washed every day, and all other parts there- 
of to be thoroughly cleansed at least twice in every week, or as 
often and in such manner as may be directed by the mayor; thev 
shall perform such other duties relating to the markets as he shall 
require of them, and may enqploy as many persons, for the perfor- 
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manee of semeat connected with their offices, and at such com- 
pensation, as he shall approve. They shall not accept or take from 
any person attending the markets, any donation, fee, perquisite or 
reward, on any pretence whatever. Before entering upon their 
offices, they shall severally give bond, conditional for the faithful 
performance of their duties, in such sums, and with sudi sufficient 
sureties, as the mayor shall approve — and shall make oath or affir- 
mation to perform the duties of their offices with fidelity. 

33. SacT. XXXIII. The city commissioners shall appoint such 
number of watchmen as shall be directed by the mayor, for the 
several market places, who s^iall receive certain wages, and be in- 
vested with the like authority, and be removable in like manner 
with the other watchmen of the city. It shall be their special duty 
to attend in their respective market places, from sunset till eleven 
o'clock of every night, and on Sunday from ten o'clock in the 
morning, for the purpose of preserving the peace, and of arresting, 
securing and bringing to punishment, all vagrants and disorderly 
persons that may be found in or about the said market places. 

34. Sect. X!KXIV. For every infraction of this ordinance, 
not otherwise provided for, there shall be incurred by the offender, 
a penalty of two dollars. 

35. Sect. XXXV. An appeal shall lie to the mayor, in every in- 
stance, from the decision of a clerk of the market; and all the pe- 
nalties mentioned in the ordinance relating to the markets, or to any 
of the market places, shall be recovered before the mayor, recorder, 
or any alderman of the city, by action of debt, in which the mayor, 
aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia shall be plaintiffs, with costs 
of suit, and shall be paid by him into the treasury of the city, for 
the use thereof; and once in every three months, the mayor, re- 
corder and aldermen, before whom such penalties shall have been 
recovered, shall render accounts to the treasurer, of the said pe- 
nalties, and of the persons from whom, and the causes for which, 
the same were recovered before them. 

36. Sect. XXXVI. This ordinance shall go into effect, from and 
afler the 15th day of January next; and from and afler that day, the 
several ordinances for the regulation of the markets, or any of them, 
and the several supplements thereto, and so much of any other or- 
dinance as is hereby altered or supplied, shall be, and the same are 
repealed. 

Ordinance of December 22» 1831. 

An ordinance relating to the Second street market place. 

37. Sect. I. The limits of the Second street market include 
Second street from Dock to Cedar street, and Pine street from 
Second to Third street. 

38. Sect. II. Public markets may be held in the market houses 
thereof, and elsewhere within the said limits, daily, except on Sun- 
day; and on Wednesday and Saturday at seven o'clock A. M., 
strong chains shaU be stretched across the cartway of the western 
side of Second street, fifteen feet 90uth from the south side of Lom- 
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bard street, and fifteen feet north from the north side of Cedat 
street, and across the cartway of Gaskill street, fifteen feet west 
from the west side of Second street; so as to prevent the passage 
of horses, cattle and carriages ; which chains shall be removed < 
at eleven o'clock A. M., between the fi^st of June and the first 
of November, and at ten o'clock A. -M., during the rest of the 
year. 

39. Sect. III. The market hours shall begin at day-light; they 
shall end on Wednesday and Saturday at two o'clock P. M., from 
the first of June to the first of November, and at three o'clock P. 
M., from the first of November to the first of June, and on the 
other days oT the week at sunset throughout the year, or at such 
earlier convenient hour in the afternoon as the mayor shall from 
time to time direct. 

40. Sect. IY. The market houses and adjoining spaces shall 
be thus appropriated:^ 

The twelve stalls on the inside, nearest Pine street, fret ofreniy 
as stands for 'persons from the country attending the market. 

The remaining eighty stalls on the inside, for butchers. 

The thirty-seven stalls under the western eaves, nearest Pine 
street, for persons from the country, bringing the produce of their 
&rms to market. 

The thirty-nine stalls under the western eaves, nearest Cedar 
street, for inhabitants of New Jersey, bringing to market the pro- 
duce of their farms and gardens. 

The seventy-four stalls under the eastern eaves, for persons from 
the country, bringing vegetables and other produce of their gardens 
to market. 

The space under the elliptic portico, at the south end, near Cedar 
street, as fourteen stands for persons vending fresh fish in" baskets ^ 
or tubs; and the space immediately east and west of the said por- 
tico, as eight stands fi>r wagons having sea fish for sale: such 
wagons to stand crosswise the street, in two ipws, front to front, 
with the tongues or shafts detached, leaving a passage of eight feet 
in the middle. 

. The space between the southern market house and Lombard 
street, as stands for domestic manufactures and other articles. 

The space between the northern market house and Lombard 
street, as stands for salt fish and other articles. 
• Spaces not exceeding twenty feet each, adjoining the corners of 
Spruce, Pine, Lombard and Cedar streets^ in Second street, shall, 
if apphcation be made therefor, be assigned by the commissioners, 
at suitable rents, as stands for butchers selling from their carts. 
. Sect. V. The following shall be stations for horses and vehi- 
cles, on which people from the country may expose for sale the 
produce of their farms and gwcdens, free of rent. — 

Second street, on the east side, from CTedar to Pine street; and 
on the we£ft side, from Pine to Dock street. 

Pine street, on the south side, from Second to Third street. 

The vehicles to be placed lengthwise, close to the curbs. 

41. Sect. VI. The following stations are assigned for the horses 
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wideinptyTehicles which have been employed to bring articles to mar- 
ket, bj persons renting stalls or stations within the market limits. — 

Cedar street, on the south side, from Front to Second street, and 
from Third to Fourth street. 

Fourth street, on the east side, from Lombard to Pine street. 

Dock street on both sides, from Walnut to- Third street. 

42. Such vehicles to be in a single row, their sides to the curbs, 
and the shafts of each extending under the body of the adjoining 
vehicle ; the horses to be ungeared, and fastened by the head to the 
front part of the wheel next the middle of the street. 

43. Sect. VII. For every infraction of any part of this ordi- 
nance, not otherwise provided for, there shall be incurred by the 
offender a penalty of two dollars. 

' 44. Sect. VIII. There shall be one clerk of the Second street 
market, who shall receive a salary at the rate of five hundred dol- 
lars per annum, payable quarterly. 

45. Sect. IX. This ordinance shall go into effect from and 
after the 15th day of January next; and from and after that day, so 
much of any other ordinance as is hereby altered or supplied, shall 
be, and the same is repealed. 

Ordinance of December 29, 1831. 
An Ordinance relating to the High street market place. 

46. Sect. I. The limits of the High street market include 
High street from the river Delaware to Schuylkill Sixth street, 
Second street jfrom Dock to Vine street, Sixth street from Walnut 
to Vine street, Eighth street from Walnut to Sassafras street, and 
Ninth street from Cedar to Chesnut, and from High to Vine street; 
excluding such portions thereof as intersect other public streets. 

. 47. Sect. II. The market houses in High street shall be de^ 
nominated as follows:— 

That east of Water street as No. 1. That between Front and 
Second streets, as No. 2. That between Second and Third streets, 
as No. S, That between Third and Fourth streets, as No. 4. That 
between Fourth and Fifth streets, as No. 5. That between Fifth 
and Sixth streets, as No. 6. That between Sixth and Seventh 
streets, as No. 7. That between Seventh and Eighth streets, as 
No. 8. 

48. Sect. III. Public market may be held in the said market 
houses and elsewhere within the said limits, daily, except on Sun- 
day. Aad on Wednesday and Saturday, at half an hour after sun- 
rise, strong chains shall be stretched from the south-east corner of 
the market No. 2, at Front street, at right angles with the south 
side of High street, to a post near the same, — across Lsetitia court, 
Strawberiy alley, and Budd's alley, at the distance of six feet fnatk 
the line of High street ,^-on the east side of Second street, firora 
the south side of High street to the market house, across the cart- 
way on the south thereof, — and on the west side of Secotid street, 
and on the east side of Third street, jfrom the north side of H^h 
street to the market hoase, across the cartway on the north there- 
of ; so as to prevent the passage of horses, cattle, and carriages,— 
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irhioii ebains shall be removed at 9 o'elock, A. M. between the 1st 
of April and the Ist of September, and at 10 o'clock, A, M. during 
the rest of the year. 

49. Sect. IV. The market hours shall begin at day light. In 
market No. 1, they shall continue to 4 o'dock, P. M, from the Idtb 
of June till the 1st of October; till 3 o'clock, P. M. from the Ist of 
October till the 1st of April; and till sunset during the rest of the 
year, excepting only such times aJs shall be required for cleaning 
the market house. In the other market houses and market limits, 
the market hours shall end on Wednesday and Saturday at 2 o'clock, 
P. M. from the Ist of April to the 1st of September, and ^ at 3 
o'clock, P. M. from the 1st of September to the 1st of April,< — and 
on the other days of the week at sunset, or at such earlier convenient 
hour of the afternoon, as the mayor may from time to time direct. 

50. Sect. V. In High street, however, between Broad and 
Schuylkill Sixth streets, a market may be held on Sunday, from the 
1st of June to the 30th of September, commencing at daylight, and 
ending at 7 o'clock in the morning. 

51 . Sect. VI» The several market houses and adjoining spaces 
shall be thus appropriated — 

No^ 1. For the sale offish, but may be used after the shad and 
herring season is over, for the sale of fruits and vegetables; wheel- 
barrows may be used to bring fish into the market for sale; but no

tached, leaving a space of eight feet in the middle vacant. 

No. 2. Sufficient spaces immediately east of the two eastern- 
most brick piers, as two stands for the sale of milk; the shambles 
and eave stalls, as stands for inhabitants of New Jersey, to expose 
for sale the produce of their farms and gardens; the space between 
the west end and Second street, including the sides of the portico, 
as stands for the sale of salted fish; and a apace on the south side 
of High street, within the chains, extending Gye feet north of the 
street curb, as stands to be occupied, free of rentj on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays during the months of July, August, and September, 
by such inhabitants of New Jersey, as are not venters of stalls or 
stands, to expose for sale the produce of their farms and gardens. 

No, 3. The space at the east end in front of the old court house, 
as stands for the sale of salted fish, and the various kinds of bread 
and cakes; the stalls under the old court house, and all the eave 
stalls on both sides, as stands for persons from the country, to ex-^ 
pose for sale the produce of their farms and gardens; the shambled, 
from the old court house to the west end, mduding the two small 
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passage stalls next to the old court house, for butchers. A space 
sixteen feet in length, in the middle of High street, immediately 
west of Market No. 3, for stands for carriages having sea fish for 
sale ; such carriages to stand crosswise the street, in two rows, firont 
to front, with the tongues or shafts detached, leaving a space of 
eight feet in the middle vacant. 

No. 4. The east moiety of the shambles for butchers; the east 
moiety of the eave stalls, on the north side, as stands for venders 
of meal and flour; the east mcnety of the eave stalls, on the south 
side, as stands for venders of garden seeds, and for persons from 
the country, to expose for sale the produce of their farms and gar- 
dens; the west moiety of the eave stalls, on the north side, as stands 
for the sale of shoes, stockings, and other domestic manufactures; 
and the west moiety of the eave stalls, on the south side, for per- 
sons selling vegetables, and other produce of their gardens; the 
west moiety of the shambles, for country people attending the same, 
frtt of rent; sufiicient spaces at the west end, for two stands for the 
sale of fresh fish in tubs. 

No. 5. The east moiety of the shambles for butchers; the west 
» moiety of the shambles, and so many of the shambles of the east 
moiety as are not applied for by butchers, as stands for persons 
from the country, to expose for sale the produce of their farms; 
the <eave stalls, for persons selling vegetables and other produce of 
their gardens. 

No. 6. In the same manner as No. 5. 

A space sixteen feet in length, in the middle of High street, im- 
mediately west of No. 6, for stands for carriages having sea fish 
for sale; such carriages to stand crosswise the street, in two rows, 
firont to front, with tongues or shafts detached, leaving a space 4>f 
eight feet in the middle vacant. 

No. 7. In the same manner as No. 5, except as to the east 
moiety of the eave stalls on the north side, which shall be for stands 
for venders of meal and flour. 

No. 8. The eastern moiety of the shambles and of the eave 
stalls, for inhabitants of New Jersey bringing to market the pro- 
duce of their farms and gardens; the west moiety of the shambles 
as stands for persons from the country, to expose for sale the pro- 
duce of their farms; the west moiety of the eave stalls to be stands 
for persons selling vegetables, and other produce of their gardens; 
sufficient space at the west end for two stands for the sale of fresh 
fish in tubs. 

The vacant spaces at the end of the market houses not other- 
wise appropriated, shall be for stands for the sale of domestic ma- 
nufactures, hommony, milk, bread and cakes, salted fish, and vege- 
tables. 

[Spaces not exceeding forty ^eet each, adjoining the corners of 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, and Thirteenth street's, shall, if applica- 
tion be made therefor, bo assigned by the commissioners,^ at suita- 
ble rents, as stands for butchers selling firom their carts.] RepedhA-^

Notwithstanding the foregoing appropriation of the eave stalls^ it

High street, from Delaware Eighth street to Schuylkill Sixth 
iEitreet, on the south side, from the 1st of May, to the 1st of Novem- 
ber; and on the north side the rest of the year; the vehicles to be 
in a single row, with their backs to the curba: Second street, from 
Dock to Vine street, on the east side, from the 1st of May to the

others, and to occupy the stand during the market hours and no 
loBger, and the rents so collected as aforesaid, to be paid oi^r daily 
of the city treasurer.r— [Ken* cdtered^see below 61.] 

Sbgt. III. All persons occupying the stands as aforesaid, ^ail 
be subject to the provisions in the ordinances regulating fisfa mar- 
kets in High and Second streets, and to all the penalties and re* 
strictions therein contained. 

Sect. IV. So much of any ordinance or ordinances heretofore 
passed, as is inconsistent with the provisions and regulations in this 
ordinance contained, is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of May 8, 1834. 

A further supi^ement to an ordinance regulating the High street mu-ket. 

61. Sect. I. From and afler the passage of this ordinance, the 
rent of the stands for the sale of sea fish in wagons, shall be 
twelve and a half cents per day, any ordinance to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Sect. II. That so much of any ordinance as is hereby altered 
or supplied, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of June 5, 1834, 

An oidinance for building a market house in High street, between Schuylkill Seventh 

and Eighth streets. 

62. Sect. I. The city commissioners, under the direction of 
the committee on markets, are hereby authorized and required, to 
cause and procure as soon as possible after the passage of this or- 
dlinance, a market house to be built and erected in High street, 
along the middle thereof, between Schuylkill Eighth and Seventh 
streets, beginning thirty feet west of the west line of said Schuyl- 
kill Eighth street, and extending westward to within thirty feet of 
the east line of Schuylkill Seventh street. 

Sect. II. It shall be the duty of the city commissioners, under 
the direction of the committee on markets, to ofier a premium of 
fifty dollars, for such plan as may be approved and adopted bv Ite 
aaid committee — ^provided, that the said market house shall ne 
erected with iron columns. 

Bect. III. That the mayor be, and he is hereby «uthoi^c4 to 
4r^w Mis warrant on the city treasurer, for the expense of the market 
house by this ordinance directed to bo built, and that the same b^ 
charged to appropriation No. 14.

Act of February 18, 1769. 

An act for regulating, intching, paving and cleansing the highways, streets, lanes and 
alleys, and for regulating, making and amending the water-courees andcomnKHi. 
sewers, within the inhabited and setded parts of the city of Philadelrfiia : for raisine 
of money to defray the expenses thereof ; and for other puiposes therein mentioned.-- 
I omitn, 2o4. 

[For the o^er sections of this act, which are in forte, see Car- 
rtages and HorseSy City Commissioners, Culverts and Common- 
sewers, Streets and Pavemenis,'] 

1. Sect. XL. Whereas great complaint is made by divers in- 
habitants, of the city and suburbs of Philadelphia, that distillers, 
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Boap-boilerd and others, frequently discharge large quantities of 
foul and stinking liquors, the returns from their . stills and boiling 
yesselSy on the adjacent ground, or into the kennels, of the public 
streets, lanes, or alleys, to the great annoyance of the inhabitants^ 
or by discharging the same into wells, vaults, or sinks, dug for 
that purpose, have injured, if not totally ruined, their neighbours' 
waters; and that there are a variety of other nuisances in and near 
the said city, to the great annoyance and damage of the inhabi* 
tants. To prevent which inconvenience and damages. Be it enact" 
ed. That if any distiller, soap-boiler, or tallow-chandler, within 
the said city, district of South wark, or built parts of the Northern 
Liberties, shall, afler the publication hereof, by themselves, their 
agents, journeymen or servants, presume to discharge out of or 
from any still-house, or work-shop, foul and nauseous liquor of any 
kind whatsoever, into or upon any adjacent ground, or into any 
well, vault or sink, within the said city, district or township, every 
person so offending, and being thereof legally convicted in. the 
court of Quarter Session of the peace, held for the said city or 
county respectively, shall, for every such offence, forfeit and pay 
the sum of twenty pounds. 

2. Sect. XLII. If any distiller, soap-boiler or tallow-chand- 
ler, within the said city, district or township, shall, as aforesaid, 
discharge any foul or nauseous liquor, from any still-house or work- 
shop, so that such liquor shall pass into or along any of the streets, 
lanes and alleys of the said city, district or township; or if any 
soap-boiler or tallow-chandler shall keep, collect or use, or cause 
to be kept, collected or used, in any of the built parts of the city, 
districts or townships aforesaid, any stale, putrid or stinking fat, 
grease or other matter; or if any butcher shall keep, at or near the 
slaughter-house, any garbage or filth whatsoever, so as to annoy 
or offend any neighbour, or any person whatsoever^ he, she or 
they so offending, and being thereof convicted, before any justice 
of the peace of the said city and county respectively, shall forfeit 
and pay, for every such offence, the sum of thirty-five shillings. 

3. Sect. XLIII. If any person or persons shall, after the pub- 
lication hereof presume to cast, carry, draw out, or lay any dead 
horse, or other dead carcase of cattle, sheep, hog or dog, or any 
excrement or filth from vaults, privies or necessary-houses, and 
shall leave such carcase, carrion or filth, without burying the same 
a sufficient depth in the ground, on any part of the commons of 
the said city, or on or near any of the streets, lanes, alleys or 
highways within the said city, district or township, adjoining the 
same, every person or persons so offending, and being convicted 
thereof before any justice of the peace, of the city or county of 
Philadelphia respectively, shall forfeit and pay, for every such of- 
fence, the sum of thirty shillings. 

4. Sect. XLV, And whereas, by late extraordinary encroach- 
ments of cellar-doors, steps and porches, made in the streets of

An Oidixiatice fer the suppresBioii of nuisances^ and enforcing uit^ul regiJations within 

the city oi Philadelphia. 

Whsreas it is proper that regulations should be made, suitable 
to prevent obstructions and nuisances being placed and kept upon 
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the brick pavementa and foot ways, and other parts of the publie 
streets and alleys in this city: 

1: Be ity S^c. That from and after the 1st day of March next, no 
person or persons shall saw or cut, or cause to be sawed or cut, 
any wood, nor pile or place, or cause to be piled or placed, any 
wood, bricks, stones, boards, scantling, plank, or other lumber, 
upon any brick pavement or foot way in any public street, lane or 
alley, within the city of Philadelphia. And every perdon who shall 
offend herein, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, the sum 
of one dollar. 

♦2. From and after the said 1st day of March next, every rail 
which shall be or remain placed or fixed above the posts, near the 
gutter, in any public street or alley in this city, for the purpose of 
fastening thereto any awning, shall be at least six feet four inches 
from the lower side thereof to the stone pavement under it. And 
every person who shall use any such rail so placed or fixed, which 
ahall not be the height aforesaid above the stone pavement, shall 
forfeit for every such offence the sum of one dollar. And it t^, fyc. 
That all and every rail or rails which are or shall be placed or 
fixed, for the purpose of fastening awnings thereto, and shall not be 
of the height aforesaid above the stone pavement, are hereby de- 
clared to be common nuisances; and it shall and may be lawful for 
the city commissioners, and they are hereby enjoined and required 
to take down and remove the same. 

3. And in order to prevent such accidents as may arise from the 
practice of inn-keepers, livery stable-keepers, and the owners of 
private stables, watering their horses and cattle at the pumps in the 
streets of the city, Be it, Sfc, That no person whatever shall set or 
place any trough, or other vessel in any public street or alley in 
this city, for the purpose of watering horses or cattle there, under 
the penalty of one dollar for every offence : Providedj That this re- 
gulation shall not extend or be construed to prevent carters, wa- 
goners or draymen carrying water to their horses, whilst in ser- 
vice, in the streets of this city. And all troughs or other vessels 
already placed in the streets for the purposes of watering horses or 
cattle, which shall not be removed by the proprietors of them within 
one month from the publication of this ordinance, are hereby de- 
clared to be public nuisances, and may be removed as such ; and 
the owners of them shall be liable to the penalty of onelialf dollar 
for every day such trough or vessel shall be suffered to remain in 
the streets, after notice has been given to the owner thereof, by the 
city commissioners, to remove the same. 

4. If any person or persons whatever, after the day aforesaid, 
shall set or place any goods, wares or merchandise, by way of ex- 
posing them to sale, on or over the brick or stone pavements, in 
any public street or alley in this city, every such person shall pay 
a fine often shilling. Provided, That this clause shall not interfere 
with any regulation in the ordinance concerning the markets, nor 
extend to goods sold at public auction. — [Post 8.] 

5. Any person who shall place or pile any empty boxes, barrels, 
hogsheads or other conveniency capable of containing goods,* or 
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uerohaadisea, or that may have contained goods, or merchandiaes^ 
in any part of the public streets or alleys of this city, except as is 
before excepted, and shall not remove them from the same within 
three hours after they shall be so first placed or piled there, every 
such person shall pay a fine often shillings. 

6. If any blacksmith, or other person, shall cause any horse, 
mare or gelding, to stand in any of the streets, lanes, or alleys, 
within the built parts of this city, whilst he is shoeing, or preparing 
to shoe such horse, mare, or gelding, every such blacksmith, or 
other pers<m, shall pay a fine of five shillings for each ofience. 

7. All and every the fine and fines imposed by this ordinance 
shall be recoverable, with costs of suit, by any person who shall sue 
lor the same, before the mayor, recorder, or any alderman of the 
said city, and shall go, one moiety to the person or persons who 
shall sue for the same, and the other moiety for the use of the city. 

Ordinance of August 31, 1824. 

A nvplement to an ordifiance, entitled *' An ordinance for the suppression of niiisancei, 
and enforcing useful regulations within the city of Philadelphia." 

8. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this ordinance, if any 
person or persons shall place, or cause to be placed, any goods, 
wares, or merchandise,-whether for sale, or otherwise, on or over 
any part of the foot pavement, of any street, lane, or alley, in this 
city, in front of the house or premises occupied by him or them, and 
shall suffer the same to be of more than four feet six inches in 
tei^ht, or to remain for a longer time than between the rising and 
settmg of the sun, the person so offending shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of two dollars for every such offence, to be recovered, with 
costs, before the mayor, or any alderman of the city, one moiety to 
the use of the person who shall sue for the same, and the other 
moiety to the use of the city. 

9. Sect. II. If any person or persons placing, or causing to be 
placed, any goods, wares or merchandise, on or over any foot 
pavement, shall not leave, within every space of twenty feet, or in 
firont of each house or store, along the said pavement, an opening 
of not less than three feet between the said goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, and shall not also leave along the said foot pavement, a 
sufficient passage of not less than one half of the width thereof for 
the citizens passing and repassing, the person or persons so offend- 
ing shall forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars, to be recovered in 
the same manner, and for the same uses, as is provided by the first 
section of this ordinance. 

10. Sect. III. No goods, wares, or merchandise, or casks, 
barrels, or any thing capable of containing such goods, shall be 
placed on any part of the pavement, foot or cart way, on Sunday, 
nor remain there for any time during that day, under a penalty of 
Ave dollars'; to be recovered from the person or persons so placing 
the said goods, or from the owners or persons having the charge 
thereof, in the same manner, and to the same uses, as is provided 
by the first section of this ordinance. 

11. Sect. IV. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to

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prevent any goods, wares or merchandise, being taken over tlie 
footway, to or from any store-house, at any time whatever, San- 
days excepted. And that an ordinance, passed June 18, 1790, 
entitled ^^ A supplement to an ordinance entitled, ^ An ordinance 
for the suppression of nuisances, &c.' " be, and the same is hereby 
repealed. 

WOTE. 

The ordinance inflicting a penalty on persons placins eoods on theirporebea or eel. 
lar doors projecting more than six inches, is bad. — Carlisle v. Baker^ 1, Y atea, 471. 

A merchant may have his goods placed in the street for the purpose of removing them 
to his Btoie in a reasonable time ; but he has no right to keep them in the street Tor die 
parpose of selling them there.

From and afler the passing of this ordinance, the bonds di- 
rected to be given by the city treasurer, the several city commis- 
sioners, the city clerk, the several corders and the deputy corder 
of wood, the several collectors of the city taxes, and of the water 
rents, [and the captain and lieutenant of the nightly watch,] shall 
be conditioned for the faithful performance of all the duties of their 
respective offices, as the same are or may be hereafter defined and 
set forth by the ordinances of the city now in force, which may 
hereafter be enacted.

ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of March 9, 1771. 

An act to prevent the destruction of rock-fish and oystere.— 1 Smith, 313. 

1. Sect. L Whereas the catching small rock-fish, and the 
taking oysters at improper times, tend to deprive the markets in this 
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l^ovinee of suck supplies of them, as by prudent regulations may 
be contiiuied: Be it, fyc. That if any person or persons whatsoever 
shall, at any time between the 1st day of March and the 1st day of 
December, in any year, aAer the publication of this act, at any 
place within this province, ofier to sale [any rock-fish which shall 
not measure twelve inches at least, from the eye to the fork of the 
tail thereof; or] if any person or persons shall, at any time between 
the 10th day of May and the 1st day of September, in any year 
after the publication hereof, at any place within this prtvince, offer 
to sale any oysters whatsoever, the person or persons so ofTendingi 
shall forfeit such [fish or] oysters ; and the clerk of the market, or 
any overseer of the poor or constable in the city of Philadelphia, or 
any overseer of the poor or constable of the borough, district or 
township respecti\ ely, in which any [fish or] oysters shall be offered 
to sale contrary to this' act, shall and are hereby required immedi- 
ately to seize the scune, for the use of the poor of such city, bo- 
rough^ district or township.^[J5i/ Act of Assembly of January 26, 
1802^ (3 Smith, 461 y) so much of this act as relates to the offtringfor 
Bale any rack-fish under a certain size is repealed,'] 

2. Sect. II. And whereas it has been a practice with some 
persons, who carry about oysters for sale, to cover such oysters 
with clams, alleging that they do not offer such oysters to sale, yet 
dispose thereof contrary to law, falsely pretending to sell clams 
only: Be ity S^c. That if any person or persons shall, at any time be- 
tween the 10th day of May and the 1st day of September, as afore- 
said, at any place within this province, carry about, or have in his 
possession at the same time, any oysters, together with clams or 
other articles, offering such clams or other articles for sale, every 
such person or persons so offending shall forfeit such clams or 
other articles, together with such oysters, and the clerk of the mar- 
ket, or any overseer of the poor or constable of the city of Phila- 
delphia, or any overseer of the poor or constable of the borough| 
district or township respectively, in which such clams or other arti- 
cles shall be so offered to sale, shall immediately seize the same, 
together with such oysters, for the use of the poor of such city, 
borough, district or township. 

3. Sect. III. Provided always^ That if any person or persons 
shall think him, her or themselves aggrieved by such seizure as 
aforesaid, he, she or they may appeal to any justice of the peace in 
and for the city, borough or county, where such seizure shall be 
made, who is hereby empowered to hear and finally determine the 
same ; and if thereupon it shall be adjudged by such justice, that 
the seizure was legally made, the person or persons so appealing 
shall further forfeit ten shillings, for the use of the poor of the city, 
borough, district or township respectively, in which such seizure 
shall be made. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of February 8, 1790, 
An ordinance, directing the mode of gelling oysters. 

1. From and after the 1st day of March next, no oysters in their 
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sheDs flhall be sold in the city, or at the wharves thereof, in waf 
other manner than bj count, or tale. And if any person or per- 
sons shall be guilty of selling such oysters in any other manner, he, 
she or they so offending, shall pay a fine of two dollars for every 
offence, to be recovered with costs, before the mayor, recorder or 
any alderman of the city, as debts under forty shillings are reco- 
verable, by any person who will sue for the same, one half of which 
sum shall be for the use of the plaintiff, and the other half shall go 
to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, for the use of 
the city.

ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of March 19, 1816. 

1. Sect. III. From and afler the passing of this act, the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, together with the lot or square on which the 
same is erected, and the adjacent lots now employed in direct aid 
and occupation of the said institution, shall be and remain free from 
the payment of taxes, as long as the same shall be directly occu* 
pied and employed as at present, for humane and charitable par- 
poses. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of December 14, 1815. 

An ordinance for exempting from taxation, certain vacant lots of groimd, the propertj 
of the contributors to the Pennsylvania Hospital, approi^iated to the purposes of tlie 
institution. 

Whereas the contributors to the Pennsylvania Hospital, assist- 
ed by the benevolent donations of the legislature of the state, after 
having made large expenditures in erecting valuable and commo- 
dious buildings, and in establishing the institution upon a liberal 
and philanthropic plan, deemed it necessary to obtain possession of 
various lots of ground adjacent to the lot on which the buildings of 
the hospital stand, and acquired the same by purchase, for the pur- 
pose of providing for a free circulation of air, and for securing a 
site for the additional buildings which the increase of population 
might render necessary : And whereas ^ for a long series of years 
the hospital was unoppressed by taxes, by common consent of the 
authorities who assess and collect the same, and it bmig manifestly 
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Impolitie to diminish by taxation the funds of an institution derived 
firom public and private munificence, and. subservient to the cause 
of humanity and benevolence, an institution in which the friendless 
and destitute of every nation may claim an interest, and derive 
comfcHTt and assistance: Therefore, 

1. Sect. I. Be it enactedy Sfc. That the several lots of ground 
belonging to the contributors of the Pennsylvania Hospital, situate 
m the immediate vicinity of the lots on which the buildings of the 
said hospital are erected, and only separated therefr<»n by the in- 
tervention of the public streets, shall be hereafter wholly exone- 
rated and exempted from assessment and taxation of any sum or 
sums of money, which hath or have been, or may hereafter be di- 
rected by ordinance of the select and common councils of the city 
of Philadelphia to be assessed, raised, levied, or collected, for any 
use or purposes whatever, upon the estates real and personal with- 
in the said city, which exemption from taxation hereby granted, 
shall continue in full force and operation only so long as the lots 
aforesaid shall remain, as they now are, unoccupied by buildings, 
or may be occupied by buildings appropriated exclusively and alone 
to promote the comfort of the patients or the convenience and im- 
provement of the institution, but from" which no income, rent or 
revenue may be derived thereto.

An act for regulating and continuing the nip'htly watch, enlightening the streets, lanes 
and alleys of the city of JPhUadelphia, and for other purposes therein mentioned.—! 
Bmith,3d0. 

1. Sect. I. Among other things provided for the appointment 
of Mratchmen. [Ohsolete.] 

Sect. II. III. IV. V. [Ohsolete.] 

1. Sect. VI. It shall and may he lawful to and for the said 
watchmen^ or any of them, in the absence of the constables, and 
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they are alao hereby empowered and recj^uired in their several 
stations, during the time of their keeping watch and ward as afore- 
said, to apprehend all night walkers, malefactors, rogues, vagabonds 
and disorderly persons, whom they shall find disturbing the public 
peace, or shall have cause to suspect of any evil design, and to 
carry the person or persons so apprehended, as soon as convenient- 
ly may be, before one or more justices of the peace of the said 
city, to be examined and dealt with according to law. And the 
watchmen, [so to be appointed as aforesaid,] shall be at their re- 
spective stands, [to be appointed as aforesaid,] and keep watch 
and ward at the hours and during the time hereinbefore mentioned, 
and shall observe, perform and execute all such matters and things, 
as by the rules, orders and regulations of [the mayor, recorder, 
aldermen and wardens aforesaid,] shall be from time to time enr 
joined them, upon and concerning the matters aforesaid, according 
to the directions of this act. And in case of any fire breaking out, 
or other great necessity, shall immediately alarm each other, and 
the inhabitants in their respective rounds ; which when done, they 
shall repair to their respective stands, the better to discover any 
other fire that may happen, as well as to prevent any burglaries, 
robberies, felonies, breaches of the peace, outrages and disorders, 
and to apprehend any suspected persons, who, in such times of con- 
fusion, may be feloniously carrying off the goods and effects of 
others.

Ordinance of March 9, 1797. 

An ordinance prescribing the duties of the superihtendent of the nightly watch. 

1. Sect. I. It shall be the duty of the [superintendent] of the 
nightly watch, to take care of the oil, wick, and utensils belonging 
to the city, and render an account to the commissioners, monthly, 
of the quantities of every article received, expended, and remain- 
ing on hand. [T/ie remainder of this ordinance supplied^] 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of December 14, 1816. 

An ordinance authorizing the mayor to employ nighdy patroles. 

2. Sect. I The mayor is hereby authorized to employ nightly 
patroles for the protection of the city, whenever he shall deem the 
measure expedient ; and forthis purpose he may accept the services 
of respectable citizens, or hire a sufficient number of able bodied 
men, and in either case prescribe such rules for their government 
as may be necessary. 

Sect. 2. Any expense incurred under this ordinance, shall be 
eharged to the annual appropriation for lighting and watching the 
city. 
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Ordinance of Decfember 26, 1833. 

An ordinance for £8tabliehing an effective police. 

3. Sect. I. That to provide more effectually for the security of 
the persons and property of the inhabitants of the city of Philadel- 
phia, by a competent police, including a sufficient number of watch- 
men really suited to the purpose, agreeably to the second clause o^ 
the twenty-fourth article of the will of the late Stephen Girard, the 
city of Philadelphia shall be divided, for the purposes of the police, 
into four principal divisions, as nearly equal as may be, having re- 
ference to territory and population; and there shall be one captain 
of city police ; and for each division there shall be appointed a lieu- 
tenant of the city police; and that the said lieutenants respectively, 
shall have the command of all persons belonging to the police with- 
in their divisions. 

4. Sect. II. That each principal divisions shall be again divided, 
as equally as may be found convenient, into three sections; and 
that for each section, there shall be appointed an inspector of 
police, who shall have the control of all the policemen and watch- 
men within his section, subject to the direction and supervision of 
the proper lieutenant. 

5. Sect. III. There shall be appointed twenty-four policemen, 
for the preservation of the peace and faithful execution of the laws 
during the day and evening; and one hundred and twenty watch- 
men, who shall perform the duty of watching and lighting their re- 
spective sections, under the direction of the captain, lieutenants' 
and inspectors, as the mayor shall arrange and diriect. 

6. Sect. IV, The captain and every lieutenant, inspector, 
policeman and watchman, provided for by this ordinance, shall be 
appointed by the mayor of the city, and shall be removable at his 
pleasure; that the said captain, lieutenants, inspectors and police- 
men, shall be subject at all times to the order of the mayor, or in 
case of his absence or inability to act, to those of the recorder or 
any alderman, acting for the mayor. 

7. Sect. V. The captain, and every lieutenant, inspector, 
policeman and watchman, provided for by this ordinance, shall 
have all the powers and authorities to maintain the public peace, 
which any constable of the city can have at common law, or by 
any act of assembly of this commonwealth, and also, shall have 
the powers and be liable to perform the duties which, by the com- 
mon law, or by any act of assembly of this commonwealth, or by 
any ordinance of the city, are now vested in, or required of the 
watchmen of the said city; and further, shall do and perform the 
several duties enumerated in the second section of the ordinance, 
entitled, ^^An ordinance for the appointment of a high constable of 
the city of Philadelphia, and prescribing his duties," (except so 
much thereof as relates to the registering of chimney sweepers,) 
subject, nevertheless, to the regulations for the government of the 
police hereinafter provided for. 

8. Sect. VI. At a convenient point in each section, there 
shall be a suitable watch-house, under the care of the proper in 
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spector, at which prisoners may be received and detained, and 
where, at proper times, the watchmen of the section shid] be 
mustered and inspected, by the captain of the city police, or the 
lieutenant of the respective division. 

9. Sect. VII. The night watch, at all seasons of the year, 
shall commence at such hours as the mayor shall direct in the 
evening, and end with broad daylight in the morning. That dtur- 
ing the night watch, one half of the watchm^i at least, shall be 
on duty upon each section, being relieved at such intervals, as the 
regulations hereinafter provided for may direct: that no watchmaii 
while so on duty, shall leave his section, unless in cases permitted 
by such regulations; — that during such night watch, all watchm^ai 
not on duty in their respective sections, shall, unless otherwise ex- 
pressly ordered, remain at the station of the proper section, and. 
shall be subject to perform such other duties as the regulaiionfl 
aforesaid may require, and that no temporary substitute for an ab- 
sent watchman shall in any case be allowed to perform his duty, 
without leave of the mayor or captain of the city police. 

10. Sect. VIII. Two policemen shall be assigned to each 
section, whose services shall commence when the watchmen go off 
in the morning, and continue until they commence duty at nighty 
and who shall, in their respective sections, preserve order, main- 
tain the peace, and render such assistance as the citizens may re* 
quire— the details of which service during the day and evening^ 

'shall be determined by the regulations hereinafter provided for. 
* 11. Sect. IX. It shall be the duty of the captain, and of each 
lieutenant and inspector, to exercise a constant supervision over 
the conduct of their respective policemen and watchmen, promptly 
and impartially to report all delinquencies, and from time to time 
to communicate to the mayor, such information respecting the 
police of the city, as he may require. 

12. Sect. X. It shall be the duty of the captain, and every 
lieutenant, inspector, policeman and watchman, to devote such of 
his time to the public service, and in matters relating to thai 
service, as the mayor may think necessary to require; — to be at 
the disposal of his proper superior at all hours of the day and 
night: — they shall claim no tees or costs whatsoeyer, nor ac- 
cept any gratuity from any individual whom they may arrest, or 
who may be subject to their power. 

13. Sect. XI. It shall be the duty of the mayor, as far as may 
be practicable and consistent with the public good, to supply aU 
vacancies in the ofiices of inspector and lieutenant, by promoting 
those who have distinguished themselves by diligence, integrity 
and skill, in an inferior grade. 

14. Sect. XII. The mayor of the city shall appoint a coiik- 
petent person to be clerk of police, who shall be removable at Ua 
pleasure, shall aid the mayor in carrying into effect the foregoing 
provisions, and shall also act as clerk to the mayor. 

15. Sect. XIII. It shall be the duty of the mayor and recor- 
der of the city, to divide the city into divisions, sections, and beats, 
according to the true intent and meaning of this ordinance, to fix 
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And procure the necedsary watch-housefl and section stations, to 
make regulations for the government of the police in the details of 
their duty, to designate their hadges and insignia, and to direct the 
mode in which they shall attend to the lighting of the city; and, 
any suitable property, devised to the city, by the late Stephen 
Oirard, or otherwise owned by it, may be appropriated as watch- 
houses, or section stations, with the approbation of the commis- 
sioners of the GIrard estates. 

16. Sect. XIV. The captain and lieutenants of the city 
police, shall perform the same duties in reference to the care and 
distribution of oil, for lighting the city, as are now perfi>rmed by 
the captain and lieutenant of the nightly watch. 

17. Sect. XV. The salary of the captain of the city police 
c^all be ^50 per month; — ^the salary of each lieutenant, |^ per 
month; — the compensation of each inspector, j^35 per month ;-^ 
the compensation of each policeman, $30 per month; — the com* 
pensation of each watchman, ^8 per month; — ^nd the salary of 
the clerk of police, shall be ^^600 per year, payable monthly. 

18. Sect. XVI. All fees or costs to which any individual of the 
police is or may be by law entitled, shall be received by the clerk 
of police, and shall be deposited in a suitable bank, under the 
directions of the mayor, — and that the mayor be authorized, at such 
times as he shall deem proper, to divide the same among the several 
policemen and watchmen, who shall have distinguished themselves 
by their good conduct. Provided j that the amount so given to any 
policeman or watchman, shall not exceed five dollars in any one 
month. 

19. Sect. XVII. The mayor be authorized to appoint four ad- 
ditional policemen, who shall have the same powers, and receive 
the same compensation, as are hereinbefore given to the regular 
police, and whose especial duty it shall be to attend at the mayor's 
office, and perform such duties as he may require. 

20. Sect. XVIII. From and after the first day of January, 
1834, the salaries of the officers and men, of two districts — ^that is, 
two lieutenants, six inspectors,^ twelve policemen, and sixty watch- 
men, shall be paid from the income of the residue of the Girard 
estates; and there shall be appropriated and set apart, the sum of 
27,960 dollars from the income of the fund provided and formed 
under the said twenty-fourth article of the said will, so long as there 
shall so much remain after providing for objects having a priority 
of claim under the said will, towards meeting the expenditure caused 
by the carrying into effect the provisions of this ordinance, which 
sum shall be drawn from time to time, as the said wases may be- 
come due, by an order from the mayor of the city upon the treasurer 
of the Girard estates; — and the remainder of the salaries — that is, 
one captain, two lieutenants, six inspectors, sixteen policemen, Bixr 
ty watchmen, and the clerk; together with the rent of the section 
stations, and other expenses, shall be paid from the city treasury, in 
the usual manner. 

%1 . Sect. XIX. It shall be the duty of the city commissioners,

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i^peetifNi of may inhdbitant of the citj, dJistriet and tevaahip afi»e^ 
asid, applying for thai purpose; and that if aay-f>ersoa or persoM 
riiall dig, or cause to be dug, any such vault, well or sink, for 
privies or necessary-houses, of any greater depth tiian diall be 
kmited and appointed as aforesaid, every such person or persiAis so 
offending, and being thereof legsilly convicted as aforesaid, shall 
ferfeit and pay the sum of twenty pounds, and the person or per- 
sons employed in digging the same, shall forfeit the sum of ten 
pounds. IThe office iff street commissienerB tibolished, and the power 
of andkorxzing fersonB to perform their duties^ vested in the select and 
^common councils. See corporation^ A. .^.24,25,34, 48.] 

2. Sect. L. The one half of all fines and forfeitures arising by 
(his act in the city of Philadelphia, not herein before appropriated, 
shall be paid to the informer, or the person or persons that shall sue 
for the same; and the other half thereof shall [be paid to the trea- 
surer, appointed by the commissioners for cleansing and paving the 
streets of the said city, to] be applied towards paving and cleansing 
the streets of the said city. And one half of all fines, penalties 
and forfeitures aforesaid, so as aforesaid incurred for any offences 
eommitted out of the said city, shall be paid to the supervisors of 
the highways of the respective districts or township, where the of- 
fence was committed, and applied to the repair of the highways of 
such district or township; and the other half to the person or persons 
who shall give information of the offence. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of May 22, 1797. 

An ordinance providing for the appointment of city comnuasioners, and prescribing their 

duties. 

[For the other sections of this ordinance^ see carriages^ cUy com- 
missioners, lamps and pumpSy nuisances, streets and pavements."] 

1. Sect. Y. The said conunissioners shall determine upcm and 
cause such additional wells to be dug, and pumps therein to be 
fixed, and lamps to be set up in such convenient places as to them 
shall appear necessary within the streets, lanes and alleys of the 
city. And they shall also, with the approbation of the select and 
eonuBon councils, limit, direct and appoint the depth of all vaults^ 
w^ls and sinks hereafter to be dug within the city, for privies or 
neoessary-houses, which regulation, being so made and approved 
in select and common councils, shall be advertised in two or more 
newspapers of the city, and then deposited in the office of the cl^rk 
of the mayor's court, for the inspection of any inhabitant of the 
«dd city. And if any person or persons whatever, shall dig, or 
caose to be dug, any vault, well or sink, for a necessary-chouse or 
bouses of atiy greater depth, than shall be limited and appointed 
by the said commissioners in manner aforesaid, or nearer to the 
Kne of his lot than two feet, every such person or persons so offiand- 
lag, shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hundred ddlars, and &f 
every three months the nuisance shall remain afler notice given by 
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Ae said ooBummoiieTS, to remoYO the same, the person or persons 
flo oflfending shall forfeit and pay the «um of fifty dollars, to he sued 
lor and recovered in the name of the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of Philadelphia, in any court of competent jurisdiction, and paid 
into the treasury for the use of the city.

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Act of March 3, 1818. 

An act to provide for the education of children at public expense, within the city aod 

county of Philadelpbia. 

Whereas the general provisions of the existing law towards 
*' the establishment of schoob throughout the state, in such manner 
that the poor may be taught gratis," and the special provisions 
made relative to the city and county of Philadelphia, have not 
proved to be a public benefit within the said city and county, com- 
mensurate with the expense incurred by occasion of the same. 

For remedy whereof, 

1. Sect. I. Be it enacUdy fyc. That the city and county of 
Philadelphia shall be, and hereby are erected into a diertrict for the 
purposes of this act, to be denominated *^ The first school district 
of the state of Pennsylvania," and shall be divided into the follow- 
ing sections, and so many other sections as may be established 
hereafter, in the manner hereinafter provided. First, the city of 
Philadelphia shall be a section, and shall be denominated ^' The 
First Section." Second, the Northern Liberties and Kensington 
shall be a section, and shall be denominated ^^ The Seconal Sec- 
tion." Third, Southwark, Moyamensing and Passyunk shall be a 
section, and shall be denominated ^^ The Third section.'' Fourth, 
Penn township shall be a section, and shall be denominated '' the 
Fourth Section." 
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S. Sbct. II. The common and select cooncik, the commis- 
moners of the incorporated part of the Northern liherties, the com- 
midsioners of the district of Southwark, the commissioners of the 
township of Moyamenshag, and the commissioners of the district of 
Spring Garden, shall meet, as soon as conyeniently may be after 
the passing of this act, in their respective districts, and thereafter, 
on some daj between the first and twentieth days of January in 
every year, and shall appoint the requisite number of qualified 
taxable inhabitants, residing within their respective sections here- 
by established, to be directors of the public schools within every of 
their respective sections, that is to say. The select and common 
councils of the city of Philadelphia, shall in joint meeting, elect by 
ballot [twenty-four] directors; the commissioners of the incorpora- 
ted part of the Northern Liberties shall elect twelve directors; the 
commissioners of the district of Southwark, shall elect six direc- 
tors; the commissioners of the township of Moyamensing, shall 
elect six directors, and the commissioners of the district of Spring 
Garden, shall elect six directors; and for every section hereafter 
established, the number of directors designated in the manner here- 
inafter provided, and shall transmit a list of the names of the direc- 
tors so appointed by them, to the county commissioners,' who shall 
cause the same to be published in all the daily newspapers printed 
and published in the said city and county, and shall give personal, 
written or printed notice to every citizen so appointed, for the ex- 
penses of which services, the said county commissioners shall be 
allowed in the settlement of their accounts. — [post 6.] 

3. Sect. III. The said directors for every section shall, imme- 
diately after their appointment as aforesaid, meet together and elect 
one suitable person firom among themselves, for every six directors, 
to be members of a select body, to be called '^ The controllers of 
the public schools for the city and county of Philadelphia." 

4. Sect. IV. The directors appointed and controllers elected 
as aforesaid, shall continue in office until the ei^piration of one 
calendar month after a new appointment and election shall have 
taken place; and in case of the death, removal or resignation of any 
director or controller, from inability to serve, the directors for the 
time being, of the section in which such vacancy may occur, shall 
have power to elect any qualified taxable inhabitant or inhabitants 
of the section to supply the place of the person so dying, removing 
or resigning as aforesaid.

5. Sbct. IV. The select and common councils, the commis- 
fldonersofthe incorporated part of the Northern Liberties, the com- 
missioners of the district of Southwark, the commissioners of the 
township of Moyamensing, the commissioners of the district of 
Spring Garden, and the court of quarter sessions, shall annually, 
immediately after the election or appointment of the respective 
boards of directors, transmit a list of the names of the directors 
elected or appointed by them respectively, to the said controllers, 
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who dhall cause the same to be published in all the ^ily tiewspa- 
peni priBted and published in the city and county of Philade^dua, 
and shall give personal, written or printed notice to every ettisen 
so appointed; for the expenses of which services, tho said contn^- 
lers shall be allowed in the settlement of their accounts.

Act of February 12, 1827. 

A wqiplMneDt to the act. entitled "An act to proyide for the educatioD of chiUhea. st 
the public expenae, wimin the city and county of Philadelphia," passed the third aay 
of March, 1818. 

Whereas it is found, that, by reason of the increased number of 
public schools, established within the first section of the first school 
district of the state of Pennsylvania, under the provisions of the 
act of March third, one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, the 
board of directors in and for the said section, is not sufficiently 
large for the regular performance of the duties assigned to them by 
the said act, Therefore, 

6. Sect. I. The select and common councils of the city of 
Philadelphia, shall elect annually,, thirty-six qualified taxable inha- 
bitants of the said city, as directors of the public schools in and for 
the first section of the first sdiool district of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, in the same manner and form^ at the same time, and in all 
respects subject to the same provisions, as tho^ now or heretofi>re 
elected by the said councils, by virtue of the second section of the 
act, entiUed *' An act to provide for the education of children at 
the public expense, within the city and county of Phikdelphia^^^ 
passed March third, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six. 

Sect. IV. Such part or parts of the second section of the said 
act of the third day of March, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighteen, as are hereby altered or supplied| be, and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

Sect. V. [Relates to Moyamensing.] 

Act of April 1, 18S4. 

An act to establish a general ^stem of edncatidn, by common schools. 

Whereas, it is enjoined by the constitution^ as a aolemn dbtyi 
which cannot be neglected without a disregard of the moral and 
political safety of the people: Jind tohereasy the fimd for common 
school purposes, under the act of the second of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-one, will, on the fourth of April next, 
amount to the sum of five hundred and forty-six thousand five hun- 
dred and sixty-three dollars and seventy*two cents, and will soon 
reach the sum of two millions of dollars, when it will producie, at 
five per cent, an income of one hundred thousand dollars, H^hkh, 
by said act, is to be paid for the support of common schools: timd 
whereas f provisions should be made by law, for the distribution of 
the benefits of this fiind to the people of the respective countiea ^ 
the commonwealth: Therefore, 
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7. SccT* !• Tbo cUy and county of PbiltMlelpbii^ and Qv^ry 
other county in \his commonwealth, shall each form a school divi^ 
sion, and that every ward, township and borough, within the aeve-^ 
ral echool divisions, shall each form a school district: Promded, 
That any borough which is or may be connected with a township 
in the assessment and collection of county rates and levies, shall^ 
'With the said township, so long as it remains so cotmected, form a 
district; and each of said districts shall contain a competent numbejf 
of CQOuaon schools, lor the education of every child within the 
limits thereof, who shall apply, either in person or by his or her 
piareots, guardian or next friead> for admission and instruction. 

8. SscT» II. It shall be the duty oi the sheriff of each county, 
thirty days previous to the third Friday in September of the current 
year, one thousand eight hundred and thirty4bur, to give notice, 
by proclamation, to the citizens of each school district, to bold 
elections in their respective townships, wards and boroughs, at the 
places wh^re they hold their elections for supervisors, town coun* 
cils and ooQBtubles, to choose six citizens of each school district, iQ 
serve as school directors of said districts respectively ; which elec- 
tions shall, on the said day, be conducted and held in the same 
mamier as elections for supervisors and constables are by law held 
and conducted; and on the day of the next annual election of 
supervisors in the respective townships, and of constables in the 
respective cities of this Commonwealth, a new election for direc'r 
tors shall take place in the said 'townships, boroughs and cities, at 
which election, and annually thereafter at that time, and in mannei' 
and form aforesaid, two directors shall be chosen, who shall serve 
for three years; the sheriff giving thirty day's notice previous to 
auch election. 

9. Sect. III. It shall be the duty of the said school directors, 
within ten days after the period of their election, annually to meet 
in their respective school districts, when each board shall choose, 
out of their own body, a president and secretary, and a delegate to 
the joint delegate meeting provided for in the following section; 
they shall also appoint a treasurer for the district where no town- 
ship or borough treasurer shall be otherwise appointed; and it shall 
be the duty of each board, on the day of their first assembling as 
aforesaid, to divide themselves into three classes, the first of which 
shall serve until the next election, the second until the second elec^ 
tion, and the third until the third election following, so that one* 
third of each board may be chosen annually ; and if any vacancy 
shall occur, by death or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the board 
in which such vacancy may occur, to fill the same until the next 
election. 

10. SacT. IV. On the first Tuesday in November, in the year 
one thouaand eight hundred and thirty-four, and the first Monday 
in lilay in each year thereafter, there shall be held, at the county 
eourt-houae in each division, a joint meeting of the county com- 
missioners, and one delegate from each board of school directors 
within aaid connty or school division, in which it shall be decided 
whttber or not ^ tast for the expenditure of each district be levied; 
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and if a inx be authorized by a majority of the joioit meeting, it 
shall be apportioned among the several districts as county rates and 
levies are now by law apportioned. Each delegate to the joint 
meeting, shall be entitled to receive one dollar per day, ^r each 
day's attendance spent by him in travelling to and from, and attend- 
ing said meeting, to be paid out of the county treasury. 

11. Sect. V.^ The appropriations made for the common schooUf, 
by the joint meeting, shall be considered part of the authorized esti- 
mates of county expenditures, and shall be levied and collected in 
the usual manner: Provided, That no tax shall be less in amount 
than double the funds which may be furnished to said county or 
school division, as hereinafter directed, out of the treasury Of this 
commonwealth, in aid of common schools, organized according to 
the provisions of this act: •And provided further , That to constitute 
a joint meeting, at least two ot the county conunissioners, and a 
majority of the delegates of the school districts in each division 
shail be required, except in such cases as are hereinafter provided; 
and if no quorum be present, it shall be lawful for them to hold ftnv 
ther meetings until one is obtained. 

12. Sect. 6. When such delegate meeting is organized, the 
vote on the question of making appropriation for conunon schoob 
shall be taken by yeas and nays, a record whereof shall be kept by 
the county commissioners; and if it shall be determined, by a ma- 
jority of said meeting, that no such appropriation shall be made for 
any division or county, then all the districts, whose delegates voted 
in the negative, shall for that year be entitled to no part of the 
money appropriated by this act, but the whole amount which such 
division would have been entitled to, had it determined to make 
such appropriation for common schools by tax, shall go and be ap- 
propriated to such district or districts in said division or county, 
whose delegates voted in the affirmative, in the ratio of the taxable 
inhabitants of said district. And the amount of tax levied on such 
district voting in the affirmative, under the present law for educate 
ing the poor gratis, shall be fairly estimated by the commissioners, 
and paid out of the county treasury to such districts, to be added 
to their common school fund, to entitle the districts thus voting in 
the affirmative, to the money appropriated by this act, they shall be 
required to raise no larger tax than would have been required, had 
every county in the commonwealth voted, to appropriate for common 
schools as provided for in this act. In case a majority of the dis* 
tricts in any division or county vote in the negative, then the amount 
of tax to be raised by those districts voting m the affirmative, shall 
be fixed by a majority of the votes of the delegates of said districts. 
If on neither the first nor second meeting, a majority of the com- 
milBsioners and delegates from all the districts of any division shall 
attend, then those present shall proceed in the same manner as if a 
majority had attended, and their proceedings shall be as valid. If, 
in any division, no district. shall thus vote to appropriate, then the 
money to which such division would have been entitled, ah^ re* 
main in the sti^e treasury, for the use of such division or coiintief, 
for the term of two years from the passage of this act; after which 
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Hmej if such division or counties, or any part thereof, do not vote 
so to appropriate, then the money to which such division would 
have been entitled, shall go to, and be divided among such divisions 
or counties, as shall thus in whole or in part vote to appropriate: 
And it shall be the duty of the county commissioners of each coun- 
ty, in each year afler such delegate meeting may have been held, 
to communicate the proceedings thereof to the general superintend* 
ent. Providedy That in case it shall have been determined, by any 
such delegate meeting, that no appropriation for common schools 
should be made for the current year, the acts of assembly to pro- 
vide for the education of the poor gratis, now in force, shall con- 
tinue in force, in isuch division or county or district, for the current 
year, 

13. Sect. VII. Within twenty days after such joint meet- 
ing of the delegates as aforesaid, or at such time as such joint 
meeting shall fix and determine, if said delegate meeting sh^ll have 
determined to make an appropriation as aforesaid, the people of the 
several school districts, shall assemble in their respective wards or 
districts, at the usual place of holding ward or township elections, 
or at such place as may be fixed by such delegate meeting; and it 
shall be the duty of said delegate meeting, to give due notice of 
the time and place of holding said meeting of the people in the said 
school districts. And the people of said district, when so assembled, 
shall be organized by appointing a chairman, a>^the secretary of 
the board of. directors of the proper district p <^^ be secretary of 
the said meeting, and shall record the proceed'^all-^of such meeting, 
in the book of minutes of the said board ; or,' b/ His absence, thc^. 
duty shall be. performed by some other direcb>r of the said board. 
It shall be the duty of the board of direct«}rs, to communicate to 
such meeting, such matters in reference to the common schooK of 
the district, as may be important, which may be considered by 
such meeting: And it shall be in the power of the said meeting 
to decide, by a majority of votes, whether they will raise for the 
current year, a sum in addition to that determined on by the dele- 
gate meeting aforesaid, to be applied to the common schools of the 
said district; and if such meeting shall so determine to raise such 
additional sum, it shall be the duty of the secretary to certify the 
same to the supervisors of the township, or the town council of the 
borough, as the case may be, whose duty it shall be to add the 
same as an increase upon the assessment or tax of the said district, 
and the same shall be collected as township or borough rates and 
levies are by law collected. 

14. Sect. VIII. It shall be the duty of the several boards of 
school directors, to determine the number of schools to be opened 
in their respective districts; to cause suitable buildings ^o be erect- 
ed, purchased or hired, for schools; to appoint capable teachers at 
liberal salaries; to admit scholars; to have the general superin- 
tendence of the schools of their respective districts; to pay the 
necessary expenses incurred thereby, by orders drawn on the 
treasurer of the district, signed" by the president, and countersigned 
\>y the secretary of the respective boards.* "Provided, That no

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schod director shall receire any emolament whatever, for hia 9»r^ 
ricesy except when serving as a delegate, according to the provi- 
ttoas of this act; bat he shall be exempted during the performance 
of the duties of said office, from militia dutj, or serving in anj 
•other township or borough office. 

15. Sect. IX. Whenever it maybe necessary or convenient 
to establish a school out of two or more adjoining districts^ the 
school dUrectors from each of such adjoining disticts, or a majority 
€i them, may establii^ and regulate such scnool; and the expenseil 
thereof shall be divided between said districts, according to the 
number of scholars each district may send to such school. 

16. Sect. X. Whereas, manual labour may be advantageously 
connected with intellectual and moral instruction, in some or all of 
the schools, it shall be the duty of the school directors to decide 
whether such connection in their respective districts shall take place 
or not; and if decided affirmatively, they shall have power to pui^ 
chase materials, and employ artizans for the instruction of the pupils 
in the useful branches of the mechanic arts, and where practicar 
ble, in agricultural pursuits: Provided nevertheless y That no such 
connection shall take place in any common school, unless four out 
of the six directors of the district shall agree thereto. 

17. Sect. XI. It shall be the duty of each board of school 
directors, by two or more of their number, to visit every school 
within their school district, at least once in every month, and cause' 
the result of said visit to be entered in the minutes of the board; 
and it shall be tl^al further duty, to make an annual and full report 
to the district ins^ bjiors, to be appointed as hereinafter directed, 
of the situation of^Jb^h school in their district, the number of scho- 
lars; the studies pursued, and whether in connection with manual 
labour, the number of months in the year the schools shall have 
been opened, the expenses attending each school, salary of the 

' teacher, and his or her qualifications and general condtict, together 
with such information as may be beneficial in forming a just esti- 
mate of the value of such schools; and this report to the said in^ 
specters shall be made on or before the first day of October in each 
year, 

18. Sect. XII. The several courts of quarter sessions in this 
commonwealth shall, annually, at their first session, after the elec- 
tion of school directors within their respective counties or divisions, 
appoint two competent citizens of each school district, to be m- 
spectors of the public schools therein established by this act, who 
shall be exempt during the performance of the duties of their said 
office, from militia duty, and from serving in any township or 
borough office. 

19. Sect. XIII. It shall be the duty of the school inspectors, 
to visit every school in their respective districts, at least once in 
every three months, and asmuchoftener as they may think proper; 
to inquire into the moral character, learning and ability of the 
several teachers employed therein; they shall have power to ex- 
amine any person wishing to be employed as a teacher, and if found 
qualified, and of good moral character, shall give him or her a cer- 
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^cate to that effect, naming therein the branches wlach he or Bhe 
is found qualified to teach, which certificate shall be valid for one 
jear from the date thereof, and no longer; and no person who shall 
not have obtained such certificate, shall receive firom the coontf 
treasurjr, or firom the treasury of the commonwealth, anj eom^en- 
sation for his services. 

20. Sect. XIV. The inspectors of anj school division, niaj 
meet at. such times and places as thej maj deem expedient, and 
adopt such rules for the examination of teachers and s<^oo]s, and 
pi^scribe such forms for certificates, as thej may deem necessary 
to produce uniformity in such examinations and certificates througln 
out the school division ; and they may, if they deem it expedient, 
appoint days for the public examination of teachers, and require all 
teachers to be examined in public; and said inspectors, or any one 
of them, may vii»t all district schools in their school diviMcms, and 
examine the same. 

21. SacT. XV. Whenever the inspectors meet together as they 
are empowered by the preceding section, they shall organize them- 
selves for the proper transaction of business, and each inspector 
shall be governed by the rules then adopted in his examination, and 
observe such forms in his certificates, as shall be prescribed by the 
majority of the inspectors of the school division thus assembled; 
and no certificate of' qualification shall be given by the inspectors, 
or any of them, to any teacher, unless he or she be found qualified 
to teach reading, writing and arithmetic. 

' 22. Sect. ]SlVI. The school inspectors shall minutely examine 
into the state and condition of the schools, both as respects the 
progress of the scholars in learning, and the good order of ti&e 
schools, and make an annual report to the superintendent of the 
public schools, on or before the first Monday in November, of the 
situation of the schools in their respective districts, founded on their 
own observations and the report of the respective school directors; 
to include the character of the teachers; the number of scholars 
luhnitted during the. year in the several schools under their inspec- 
tion; the branches of study taught in each school; the number of 
months in the year during which each school shall have been kept 
open; the costs of the school houses, ^ither for building, renting or 
repairing, and all other costs that may have been incurred in main- 
taining the several schools in their respective districts; and also 
shall cause the same to be published in the school division, at the 
expense of the respective city or county. 

23. Sect. XVIL The secretary of the commonwealth shall be 
superintendent of all the public schools established by virtue of this 
act, and he shall perform the following duties: 

L Prepare and submit an annual report to the legislature, con- 
taining a i^atement of the condition of the common schools, esti- 
mates and accounts of expenditures of the school moneys, plans 
for the improvement of the common school system, and all such 
matters relating to his office of superintendent, and to the concerns 
ctf the common schools, as be shall deem it expedient to communi- 
cate. 
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II. He shall prepare suitable blank forms, with necessary hi* 
structions for making district reports, and for conducting the neces- 
sary proceedings under his jurisdiction; and he shall cause the 
same, together with all such information as he may deem necessary 
for the further improvement of the schools, to be transmitted to the 
several boards of directors. 

III. He shall sign all orders on the state treasury for the pay- 
ment of moneys into the county school funds, but no such order 
shall be drawn until the county commissioners shall have furnished 
him with a certificate, which they are hereby required to do, of the 
amount of school tax required by this act, having been assessed 
according to the provisions thereof. 

IV. If any controversy shall arise in relation to the distribu- 
tion of the public money, or between the inspectors and directors 
concerning the duties of their office, an appeal to the superinten- 
dent shall be made, who is hereby authorized to settle and adjust 
all such disputes, without cost to the parties; and all money reason- 
ably expended by him in this, and other matters appertaining to the 
execution of his duty as superintendent, shall upon due proof) be 
allowed to him by the auditor general, and paid out of the state 
treasury. 

34. Sect. XVIII. The county commissioners shall transmit 
an abstract of the accounts, audited by the proper officer, to the 
superintendent, once every year, on or before the first day of 
November. 

25. Sect. XIX. Seventy-five thousand dollars are hereby ap- 
propriated out of the school fund, for the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-five, which amount shall be annually there- 
after appropriated and paid as hereinafter directed, until the year 
when the school fund shall yield an interest of one hundred 
thousand dollars annually, when that sum shall be distributed in 
each year, amongst the school divisions created by the adoption of 
this act, in manner following: — The superintendent of common 
schools shall give notice, in at least one public newspaper in 
every school division within this commonwealth, for the space of 
three weeks, of the sum to which such division may* be entitled, 
having reference in such distribution to the number of taxable in- 
habitants in said division; and these funds shall be again distribut- 
ed to the difterent districts, in proportion to the taxables of said 
districts, according to the provisions of this act; and as soon as 
practicable thereafter, the said superintendent shall cause the dis- 
tributive share of each school division entitled thereto, to be paid 
to the county treasurer, which share shall be apportioned amongst 
the respective districts of the several divisions, according to the 
said principle of distribution prescribed for the superintendent; and 
the same rule shall be observed in the distribution of the proceeds 
of the tax imposed upon the county for the same purpose, by the 
delegate meeting hereinbefore provided for. 

26. Sect. XX. All moneys that may come into the possession 
of the county treasurers, for the use of any school district or dis- 
tricts within their respective divisions, shall be paid over by the 
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said treasurers to the treasurers of the said districts respectively, 
.Bt such times as the commissioners of the respective counties shall 
order and direct. And the bond of a county treasurer shall be 
forfeited, by any failure to comply with the duties enjoined upon 
liim by this act. 

27. Sjsgt. XXI. The treasurers of the respective townships 
and boroughs, where such officers are appointed, shall be trea- 
surers for their respective school districts, and all moneys belong- 
ing to a district for the support of schools, whether the same be 
derived from appropriations by the state contributions, from the 
county treasury, private donations, or otherwise, shall be placed 
in the custody of the treasurer thereof, and shall be paid out on 
orders drawn by the president of the board of directors, by order 
of said board; and the accounts of the said board shall be audited 
and adjusted, as other accounts of the townships and boroughs are 
directed by law to be audited and adjusted; and the said trea- 
surer shall be required to give to the board of directors, good and 
sufficient security for the safe keeping and faithful application of 
the funds entrusted to his care, in all cases where the said trea- 
surer shall be appointed by the said board of directors: Providedy 
That the several duties of district treasurers in the cities of Phila- 
delphia, Lancaster and Pittsburg, shall be performed by the trea- 
surers of the respective counties, and their accounts shall be au- 
dited and settled by the county auditors, as in other cases. 

28. Sect. XXII. The county commissioners of each county 
in the commonwealth, shall have power to take and hold, in fee 
sinaple or otherwise, any estate, real or personal, which shall be 
given by any person or persons, or bodies corporate, for the use 
of any school division within the said county. 

29. Sect. XXIII. The supervisors of every township, and 
Ae town council of every borough, forming a school district, shall 
have power to purchase, hold and receive real and personal 
property of all descriptions, that may be necessary for the estab- 
lishment and support of schools, and the same to sell, alien and 
dispose of, whenever it shall be no longer required for the uses 
aforesaid. ISind in all cases where real estate is held by trustees, 
for the general use of the neighbourhood, as a school-house or its 
i^pendages, it E^all be lawful for the said trustees, the survivor or 
survivors of them, to convey the same to the supervisors or town 
council of the proper district; and from thenceforth, the said su- 
pervisors or town council shall hold the said property, for the 
same term and for the same uses for which it was granted to the 
said trustees. 

30. Sect. XXTV. That it shall be the duty of the treasurer 
of each county for the time being, to receive all the moneys, from 
whatever sources they may arise or become due, that are to be 
distributed and applied to the support of schools created under the 
provision of this act, within said county, to keep a just and true 
account of all his receipts and payments, which the auditors of 
the county shall audit, settle and adjust, in like manner as 
they shall audit, settle and adjust his accounts as county trea- 
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surer, which accounts, so audited, shall be transmitted to the su- 
perintendent of common schools, by the county commissioners, as 
directed by this act. And the said treasurer's accounts shall 
contain a true statement of all moneys received during the year, 
for the use of any school or schools of any division or district of 
his county, designating in said accounts, from what sources said 
moneys have been derived, and such account shall be sworn^or 
affirmed to by him. 

31. Sect. XXV. Upon settlement of the account of such 
treasurer, if any balance is found due by him, the transcript of 
suph balance may be filed in the court of common pleas of the 
proper county, the same shall be a lien upon the real estate of 
such treasurer, in like manner as balance due by him to the 
county and commonwealth, are made liens by act of assembly. 

3S. Sect. XXYI. So much of any act. of the general as- 
sembly as is hereby altered or supplied, is hereby repealed, except 
the act and its supplements now in operation in the city and 
county of Philadelphia, entitled >'An act to provide for the educa- 
tion of children at the public expense, within the city and county 
of Philadelphia," which is made concurrent with the provisions of 
this act, and is in no wise to be considered as altered, amended 
or repealed, except so far that the citizens of said city and county, 
shall be entitled to receive their due proportion and share of any 
money which may be appropriated out of the school fund, by the 
legislature^ in pursuance of the provision of this act. 

33. Sect. AXVII. Immediately after the passage of this act, 
the secretary of the commonwealth shall cause circular letters, 
with the said act attached thereto, to be addressed to the sheriff of 
each county, and it shall be the duty of the sheriff aforesaid, to 
publish the same in two or more newspapers in his county, if so 
many be published therein, ibr three successive weeks, in 8u<^ 
manner as shall secure the timely organization, under this act, ac- 
cording to the provisions thereof, the expense to be defrayed out 
of the county treasury. 
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ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of March 11, 1816. 

An act providing for the sale of the state-house and state-house square, in the city 

of Philadelphia. 

1. Sect. YII. If the corporation of the city of Philadelphia^ 
known by the name of ^^ The mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia," shall, at any time ten days previously to the day to 
be appointed for the sale of the said lots on the 1st day of «iune 
next, contract with the governor, who is hereby authorized to make 
the contract, for the sale of. the state-house and square, with the 
exceptions hereinafter made, together with the aforesaid clock, for 
the sum o£ seventy thousand dollars, and pay into the bank of Penn- 
sylvania, to the. credit of this commonwealth, one-third part of the 
purchase money, and depdsite a receipt therefor within five days 
threader in the hands of the state treasurer, or the commissioners 
appointed to make sale of said state-house and square, it shall be 
the duty of the governor or commissioners, as the case may be, to 
stop the sale of said lots; and on the said corporation making pay- 
ments of the residue of the purchase money, in the same proportion, 
manner and times that payments are hereinbefore directed to be 
made for lots, the governor shall, when the whole purchase money 
shall have been paid, make a deed in the name of the common- 
wealth for the savd state-house and square, vesting the title in the 
said corporatioil in fee simple: Provided always^ nevertheless ^ And 
it is hereby declared to be the true intent and meaning hereof, that 
no part of said ground lying to the southward of the state-house 
within the w«ill as it is now built, be made use of for erecting any 
sort of buildings thereon, but that the same shall be and remain a 
public green and walk forever. . 

2. Sect. IX. There is hereby excepted out of the state-house 
square, and shall not be liable to be sold, the two lots, one on the 
ttorth-efist corner, and the other on the north-west corner of said 
square, as the same have been reserved and excepted for the use 
of the county and city of Philadelphia, under the third section of 
the act of the seventeenth of February, one thousand seven hundred 
and sixty-two; and the lot on the east side of the said square, granted 
to the 'American Philosophical society, under the act of the 
twenty-eighth of March, one thousand seven hundred and eichty- 
five; and the two public offices, which, by the act of March the 
twenty-fourth, one* thousand eight hundred and twelve, were put 
into the possession of the commissioners of Philadelphia county^ 
which said offices are hereby released from the claim of the state. 
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and given and granted, in fee simple, in lieu of the expense laid 
out in repairs on the state-house yard, and the offices and ground 
on which they stand, or on lyhich they are allowed by said act to 
stand, are hereby granted 'and confirmed to the said city and county 
of Philadelphia forever. 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of April 11, 1816. 

Aa oidinanee providing for the porchaae of the state-house, and state-house sqpiaie, in 
the city of Philadelphia, aod raising the funds to make pajrment therefor. 

1. -Sect. I. The mayor of the city is hereby authorized to con- 
tract on behalf of this corporation, with the governor of the com- 
monwealth, for the purchase of the state-house and state-house 
square in the city of Philadelphia, upon the terms prescribed by an 
act passed at the last session of the legislature of Pennsylvaniai 
entitled an act providing for the sale of the state-house and state- 
house square in the city of Philadelphia. — [For ihe other sections 
of {his ordinance, see Loans.'] 

Ordinance of March 27,4817. 
An ordinance relative to the state-house and state-house yard. 

2. Sect. I. It shall be the duty of the city commissioners, 
from time to time, to employ some suitable person to take the care 
and oversight of the state-house vard, and the gates and other 
public entrances thereof, and especially to put in force the regula- 
tions hereby established. 

3. Sect. II. The large gates of entrance to the state-house 
yard, situated at the ends of the fire proof offices, and also the 
small iron gates on the east and west sides of the said yard, shall 
be kept constantly closed and locked, excepting on days of elec- 
tion and other public occasions, when the mayor of the city may 
direct the same to be opened: Provided always ^ That nothing 
herein contained, shall prevent the city commissioners from open- 
ing the said gates when necessary to carry in materials for re- 
pairing and keeping the said yard in order, or for removing rub- 
bish therefi-om, or for any other purpose which the said commis- 
sioners may approve. 

4. Sect. III. Any person who shall unlock or break open 
any of the gates or doors of entrance to the said yard, in violation 
of the provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit, for eachofience, the 
sum of twenty dollars. \T%e remainder of this section repeaUdy 
post 10.] 

- 5. Sect. IV. If any person or persons shall ride into the 
said state-house yard, or shall drive or take into the same, any 
wheel-barrow, horse, cart, or carriage, except under the directions 
of the city commissioners, and for the purpose mentioned in the 
second section of this ordinance, or shall discharge or place any 
wood, "coal, rubbish, carron or offensive matter, within the said 
yard, he, she or they, so offending, shall forfeit for each offence, 
the sum of five dollars. And if any person or persons shall climb 
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upon the trees, palisades or gates of the said yard, or shall in any 
manner wilfully injare the said trees, palisades or gates, or either 
of them, or the stone coping steps or wall of the said yard, or any 
part thereof, or dig up the soil, or practice any game or sport 
therein calculated to injure the herbage and grass growing in the 
said yard, he, she or they, so offending, shall forfeit and pay for 
each offence the sum of two dollars. 

6. Sect. V. The whole of the space paved with brick, and 
lying between the front of the state-house fire proof offices, and 
the south line of Chesnut street, shall be considered as part of the 
footway, and the provisions of existing ordinances relative to foot- 
ways, shall be and the same are hereby extended to every part of 
the said space. 

7. Sect. VI. No play bill, or other advertisement, shall at 
any time be placed upon the external part of the state-house, or in 
the hall of the said building, and any person so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay for each offence, the sum of five dollars: Provided 
alv>ay8y That this prohibition shall not extend to the doors of the 
two court rooms, upon which may be attached such notices as the 
judges may from time to time order and direct. 

8« Sect. VII.. The several penalties imposed by this ordi- 
nance may be sued for, and recovelred with costs, before the may^ 
or, recorder^ or any alderman of the' ^ty, to the use of the cor- 
poration. 

Ordinance of May 19, 1825. 

Art ordioance naming certain public squares in the city. 

9. From and after the passing of this ordinance, the public 
squares hereinafter described, shall be called respectively as fol- 
lows: 

The square at the intersection of High and Broad streets, Penn 
Square, after William Penn, the founder of the state of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The square in the north-west section, LoOiN Square, after 
James Logan, one of the early settlers of the state, secretary to 
William Penn, and founder of the Loganian Library in this city. 

The square in the south-west section, Rittenhouse Square, 
after David Rittenhouse, the enlightened philosopher. 

The square in the south-east .section, Washington Square, 
after George Washington, the father of his country. 

The square in the north-east section, Franklin Square, after 
Dr. Benjamm Franklin, the philosopher and statesman. 

The square bounded by Chesnut and Walnut, and Delaware 
Fifth and Sixth streets. Independence Square. 

Ordinance of June 28, 1825. 

Afl]p|item0D( to an ordinance, entitled **An ordinance relative to the state-hooie and 

BtateJiouse yard,** passed the 27th of March, 1817. 

10. Sect. I. Be it ordained, S^c. That the third section of the 
ordinance to which this is a supplement, be, and the same is here-

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hj repeated, except so far as the said third section proTides a 
penalty for unlocking or breaking open any of the gates or doors 
of entrance to the said yard. 

SxcT. II. It shall be the duty of the joint committee of eouncils, 
having the care of the said state-house yard, fr6m time to time, 
to direct, in writing, addressed to the city commissioners, the 
hours at which the gate at the south end of the state-house yard, 
now called '' Independence Square," the back door of the state- 
bouse, and the public entrances from the fire-proof offices, shall 
be opened and shut, which directions shall be carried into execu- 
tion by the said city commissioners.

I. If any person or persons shall ride into the Wash- 
ington square, or shall drive, or take into the same any horse, 
eow, cart, carriage, or wheelbarrow, except under the directions 
of the committee on said square, or shall discharge or place any 
wood, coal, rubbish, carrion, or offensive matter within the said 
square, he, she or they so offending, shall forfeit and pay for each 
inch oflTence, the sum of five dollars. And if any person or per- 
sons shall climb upon the trees, fences or gates or either of them, 
or shall in any manner wilfully injure the trees, shrubs, fence or 
gates of the said square, or shall dig up the soil, or injure the 
grass, or shall run, or walk over, or lie upon the same, he, she or 
they so offending, shall forfeit and pay for each offence two dol- 
lars.

14. Sect. I. If any person or persons, shall wilfully cut or

Ordinance of July 26, 1830. 

An ordinance in relation to Franklin square. 

16. Sect. I. It shall he the duty of the eity commissioners, 
under the direction of the committee on the square, to have suita- 
ble gates forthwith made at the entrance of Franklin square; 
employ a competent person to have the care and superintendence 
of said square and the public entrances thereof; which shall be 
kept open at the discretion of the committee. 

Sect. II. If any person or persons, shall break open the gates, 
or shall ride, drive, or take into said square, any horse, cow,

each oiTence two dollars, to be sued for, and recovered with costs, 
before the mayor, recorder or any alderman of the city, to the as0 
of the corporation. 

Ordinance of February 19, 1833. 

An ordinance granting permission to certain citizens, to lay the corner stone of and to 
erect a monument in memory of George V^ashington, in Washington square. 

17. Sect. I. * For the purpose of erecting and constructing a 
monument in memory of George Washington, late the illustrious 
president of the United States, and commander in chief of their 
armies; permission is hereby granted to the general conference of 
delegates assembled, to effect that object; whereof Nathan Bunker 
is chairman, to lay the corner stone of and to erect a monument in 
Washington squares. Provided, that a plan of the monument pro- 
posed to be erected, shall be submitted to and approved of by the 
select and common councils, before the erection and construction 
of the same. 

Sect. II. The said conference or any committee, or any codh 
mittees approved of by them, shall be in all acts and proceedinn 
IB and about the laying of the corner stone, or in and about the 
erection and construction of the said monument in Washington 
square, under the control, guidance and superintendence of the 
joint committee of councils, appointed to have charge of the said 
Wai^ington square. 

Ordinance of February 13, 1834. 

An ordinance for opening certain portions of Rittenhouse and Logan aqutxei, as public 

streets and highways^ 

18. Sect. I. The city commissioners under the direction of 
the committee on squares^ be and they are hereby authoriaeed 
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and required, to cause to be laid out and marked by the city sur- 
veyor, two passages or strips of ground, each of fifly feet in width, 
one of them over and along the western edge or boundary of Ritten- 
house square, the whole length of the square from Ninth to Tenth, 
the other over and along the south edge or boundary thereof, the 
whole length from east to west. 

Sect. II. The city commissioners under the direction of the 
committee on public squares, be, and they are hereby authorized 
and required to cause to be laid out and marked off by the city sur- 
veyor, a passage or strip of ground of fifty feet in width along the 
western edge or boundary of Logan square, the whole length 
thereof from north to south, and that the said street shall be called 
ItOQAN street. 

Sect. III. The spaces of ground thus marked off, shall at all 
times hereafter be public highways, and the owners or occupiers of 
buildings erected around the said squares, shall be at liberty to have 
ingress and egress from said highways into and out of said build- 
ings, and shall curb along the fronts of said buildings, and of their 
lots in the same manner as is usual in respect to other public 
streets, and the passage or street so to be laid out on the west side 
of said square, shall be called Rittenhouse street, and that on the 
south end shall be called Locust street, and a plan of these streets, 
shall be recorded in the office of the recording surveyor in testi- 
mony of the dedication of said highways to the uses aforesaid. 

Ordinance of February 27, 1834. 

An ordinance for the improvement of Washington and Franklin squares. 

19. Sect. I. The conmiittee on squares be, and they are here- 
by authorized to cause a good and substantial iron fence or railing 
to be constructed around Washington and Franklin squares, of a 
suitable height from the pavement, and secured in and resting on 
a stone basement, and stone to be of such quality as the committee 
may deem most suitable. 

Se£t. II. The sum of twenty-four thousand dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated towards defraying the expenses of this 
improvement, to be drawn at the request of the committee in war- 
rants by the mayor on the city treasurer, provided that the sum 
drawn shall not exceed eight thousand dollars in any t>ne year. 

Ordinance of June 20, 1834. 

A supplement to an ordinance, entitled *^An ordinance providing for the farther im- 
provement of Washington square and Franklin square." 

20. The construction of an iron fence or railing round Washmg- 
ton square, provided for by the ordinance to which this is a suimle- 
ment, be suspended for the present year.

ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of March 21, 1831. 

1. Sect. I. Be it, Sfc. That it shall he and hereby is made the 
duty of the canal commissioners, to complete as soon as practica- 
ble, the whole of the rail-road between the rivers Schuylkill and 
Susquehanna, as the extent and route thereof are stated in their 
report of' the 21st day of December, 1830, beginning at the inter- 
section of Vine and Broad streets, in the city of Philadelphia, and 
thence extending to the end of the canal basin at Columbia, in the 
county of Lancaster, a distance of eighty-one miles and three- 
fourths of a mile, through the counties of Philadelphia, Mont- 
gomery, Delaware, Chester and Lancaster, towards the expendi- 
tures whereof, during the present year, the sum of six hundred 
thousand dollars is hereby specifically appropriated to be paid out 
of the loan, hereinafter mentioned: Provided however ^ That the 
said commissioners shall complete the first twenty miles of the 
said rail-road, proceeding from Philadelphia westwardly, and cause 
the said rail-road to be finished with double tracks, engines find all 
other means to make it useful with the least possible delay.: And 
provided aUoy That before the canal commissioners shall contract 
for any part of the rail-road, between the western shore of the river 
Schuylkill and the intersection of Vine and Broad streets, the mayor, 
aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, by their proper authorities, 
shall engage to construct and continue the rail-road, from the in- 
tersection of Vine and Broad streets, down Broad street to Cedar 
street; and also, that they be and are hereby authorized, to inter- 
sect and construct a branch or branches of rail-road from any 
point or points of the Pennsylvania rail-road east of the river Schuyl- 
kill,; and not further north than Francis street, and carry the 
same to any point or points on the river Schuylkill or Delaware, 
within the limits of the said city, and to charge and receive the 
same tolls as may be charged on the Pennsylvania rail-road, ac- 
eording to the distance: And provided aUoy That the said commis- 
sioners shall cause the bridge across the Schuylkill, to be con- 
structed in such manner as that the same shall be suitable for the 
accommodation of carriages and passengers, others than those pas»- 
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ing upon the rail-road; the tolls to be charged for passing upon 
which^ shall be fixed by the canal commissioners. 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of January 10, 1833. 

An ordinance to continue the Philadelphia and Columbia rail-Toad, along Bread atreet 

from Vine to Cedar street. 

1. Sect. I. Be U ordained, S^c, That the Philadelphia and Co- 
lumbia rail-road, shall be continued along the centre of Broad street, 
from the north side of Vine street, to the south side of Cedar 
street, and that the said road shall be constructed with double 
tracks of the common width, and with stone siljs and iron rails, laid 
in proper manner throughout. 

2. Sect. II. The rails of the said road shall be laid level with 
the surface of the stone pavement, and that no deviation shall be 
made therefrom, so as to derange or alter the present regulation of 
Broad street, except that the stone pavement may be raised or 
lowered from the gutters to the centre of the street, so as to afibrd 
a more perfect level for the rail-way: Provided the same can be 
done without injuring the street, interrupting the free passage of the 
water, or incommoding the travelling thereon. 

3. Sect. III. The rail-road shall be constructed under the 
direction of a committee, consisting of three members of the select 
and three members of the common councils, to be appointed in the 
usual manner; and that the said committee shall cause proper places 
to be made in said rail-road for turning off from the same, at such 
points and in such manner as they may deem most convenient, or 
as shall hereafler be directed by councils. 

4. Sect. IV. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, be and 
the same is hereby appropriated, for the purpose of carrying the 
object set forth in this ordinance into efiect, and that the mayor is 
hereby authorized to draw his warrant on the city treasurer, for 
such sums as may be approved of, by the committee to be appoint- 
ed €U3 hereinbefore mentioned or a majority of them, for the pur- 
pose aforesaid. 

Ordinance of February 27, 1834. 

An ordinance to regulate the travelling and providing for the superintendence of Broad 

street raiUroad. 

5. Sect. I. It shall be the duty of the mayor, as soon after the 

Eassa^e of this ordinance as he may think necessary, and annually 
ereaner, on the Ist Monday in January, to appoint a suitable per- 
son to be superintendent of the Broad street rail-road, whose duty 
it shall be to receive all tolls which may be chargeable foriravellaig 
on said road, the rates of toll to be the same as those charged on 
the Columbia rail-road, and to pay the same, weekly, into the city 
treasury, he shall also attend to keeping the said road clean, and in 
good travelling order, report to the city commissioners any repairs

ground proposed for opening such street, lane or alley; and if 
they, or any ten of them, view the said ground, and any seven of 
the actual viewers, exclusive of the county commissioners, agree 
that there is occasion for such street, lane or alley, to be opened, 
they shall proceed to lay out the same, as agreeable to the desire 
of the petitioners as may be, in such manner as to do the least in- 
jury to private property, and shall make report thereof, stating 
particularly, whether they judge the same necessary, together with 
a plot or draft thereof, to the next court of quarter sessions; and 
if then and there the court aforesaid shall approve of the same, 
it shall, at the next court thereafter, be entered on record, and 
thenceforth shall be taken, deemed and allowed to be a public 
street, lane or alley, compensation being first made to the owner 
of the ground or other property, as hereinafter directed: Provided, 
That no street, lane or alley^ so opened, shall, in any case, exceed 
fifty feet in breadth. 

4. Sect. II. On the return of the viewers reporting in favour 
of opening any street, lane or alley, as aforesaid, and the same 
being approved of by the court, at their next session thereafter- to 
which the report is returned, the court shall appoint twelve dis- 
creet and disinterested freeholders, neither of whom shall reside or 
own real estate within the city aforesaid, who, being first sworn or 
affirmed, shall inquire what damages the owner or owners of lands, 
Louse, houses or other property, shall or may sustain by reason of 
the same being taken, used and appropriated for the purpose afore- 
said: Provided always y That it shall be the duty of the said free- 
holders in assessing damages, to consider the advantages which 
may accrue to the owner or owners of such lands, house, houses 
or other property, by reason of opening such street, lane or alley 

5. Sect. III. Upon the return of valuation and assessment 
of damages, as aforesaid, for ground or other property taken and 
appropriated for public streets, lanes or alleys, within the city 
aforesaid, and the court of quarter sessions of the county of Phila;- 
delphia, having approved the same, the amount of damages award- 
ed, as aforesaid, shall be paid by the treasurer of the said county, 
and so soon as the said damages are paid, the mayor of the said 
city, shall cause such street or other passage to be opened, agree- 
ably to the direction of the court: Provided always. That unless 
the same shall be paid within one year next after the return made 
by the viewers, all such proceedings as aforesaid shall be void and 
of no effect whatever. 

6. Sect. IV. All streets, alleys, courts and lanes, which hate 
been heretofore laid out, opened and appropriated to public use ^J 
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private persons within the city of Philadelphia, and all those 
streets, courts and other passages, which shall be laid out and 
opened by order of the inspectors of the jail, on any of the cky lots 
granted by the commonwealth, by an act, entitled "An act to di- 
rect the sale of certain unimproved lots, the property of this com- 
monwealth, in the city of Philadelphia, and to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds thereof towards the erection of a building for the purpose of 
more completely carrying into effect the penal laws of this state;" 
and also all those streets, alleys, courts and lanes, which shall 
bereafler be laid out, opened and appropriated ^ public use by 
private persons: Provided the same be not less than twenty feet 
wide, shall, to all intents and purposes, be held, deemed, taken 
and be highways, as fully and completely, according to their ex- 
tent, as any highways, laid, out by order of the court of quarter 
sessions of any county within this commonwealth. 

.7. Sect. V. The select and common councils of the said city 
shall. be authorized to make all ordinances which they shall judge 
useful or necessary for the forming, laying, with broken stone or 
gravelling, any of tho' streets, alleys, courts or lanes, within the 
said city, which shall at any tiiiie by them be judged improper, to 
order to be paved, and whenever the cartway of any such ^treet, 
court or other passage shall be regulated, shaped and formed, or 
when so formed and laid with gravel or other hard substances, in 
either of those cases, the owners of the several lots which are 
bounded upon or adjoining any such street, court or other passage, 
shall be obliged to form or shape, or lay with hard substances or 
gravel, the respective footways opposite to their several lots, in 
such manner, at such time, and under such penalties, as shall be 
directed by the said ordinance. 

8. , Sect. VI. And whereas the charter granted to the citizens 
of Philadelphia, by William Penn, (proprietor of Pennsylvania,) 
on the twenty-fifth day of October, one thousand seven hundred 
and one, doth not grant to the citizens, the same right to occupy 
and use the ends of the streets which extend to the river Schuylkill, 
which was granted on the river Delaware, and^as such a public 
benefit will now be highly useful to the inhabitants of the said city, 
and to other citizens of this commonwealth: Therefore, jBe it en- 
actedj That the corporation of the said city, shall be invested with 
all and singular the powers and authorities, jurisdictions, rights 
and immunities in, to and over the ends of each and every public 
street or alley, which extends to or into the river Schuylkill, as 
fully to all intents and purposes, and to the like uses, as by the 
said charter, or any law of this commonwealth, is or are granted 
to the jfbrmer or present corporation of the said city, respecting 
the east ends of the several streets, which extend to or into the 
river Delaware, that part of the west end of High street, belong- 
ing to the bridge company, only excepted.

A smnlament to the act, entitled **An act for the better regulation of the cigr o| Fbibr- 
delpma and districts aqjoining, and preserving the navigation of the river Sdmylkiil,** 
passed March tweny-five, one thousand eight hundred and five. 

10.' Sbct. I. Whenever an application shall be hereafter made 
to the select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, for 
the curbing and paving of the whole or any part of the footways, 
of any unpaved street, lane, court or alley, within tha said city, 
by the owners of at least one-half of the ground fronting thereon, 
it shall and may be lawful for the select and common councils, if 
they deem such curbing and paving expedient, to require the same 
to be curbed and paved by the owners of the ground fronting 
thereon, at their own cost respectively, agreeably to the existing 
regulations, in such manner, at such times, and under such re- 
strictions, as the said select and common councils may direct and 
adopt: Provided, That not more than three squares of any such 
unpaved street, lane, court or alley, shall be included in any one 
such application.

Act of April 23, 1829. 

An act in relation to the paviog ofprivate streets, courts, and alleys, in the city of 

Fhiladelphia. 

13. Sect. I. It shall and may be lawful for the select and com- 
mon councils of the city of Philadelphia, whenever to them it shall 
tseem required by the public good, that any private streets, courts, 
and alleys in the said city, shall be paved and curbed, to require 
the same to be paved, both as to the footways and as to the cart- 
ways, wherever there are such, and also if deemed necessary, to be 
.curbed by the owners of the ground fronting or bordering thereon, 
at their own costs and expenses respectively, agreeably to the ex- 
isting regulations of the public streets and aUeys of the said city, in 
such manner^ at such times, and under such restrictions as the said 
select and common councils shall or may order and direct: Provid' 
edy that no private alley which shall be enclosed, and intended for 
the sole use of the owner or occupier, shall be required to be 
paved, and that no private street, court or alley, not intended for 
the passage of carts, shall be required. to be curbed. 

14. Sect. II. If the owner or owners, or person or persons 
having charge of any ground, fronting or bordering on any such 
private street, court or alley, so as aforesaid directed to be paved 
and curbed, or paved or curbed, shall refuse or neglect to pave and 
curb, or to pave or curb as may be required, that part of such street, 
court or alley, which shall be in front of or next to their respective 
lots or pieces of ground, in such manner, and to such extent,. as 
may be required, to keep the same in repair, for the space of sixty

16. Sect. IVl In all cases where the expense of paving or 
curbing any public or private street, court or alle^, or any part 
thereof in the city of Philadelphia, or of laying the Ibotwaysof th« 
same, or the expense of repairing or re-laying the pavements, carbs 
or footways of such street, court or alley, or parts thereof, is, or 
shall hereafter by act of assembly or ordinance of said city be 
made, to be legally chargeable in whole or in part agamst tbe 
owner, occupier or person having charge of real estate, adjoimog, 
fronting or bordering on such street, court or alley, and where auch 
expense shall by reason of the default of such owner, occupier or 
other person, have been incurred or borne by the mayor, aldermen 
and citizens of Philadelphia; in all such cases, sudi real estate 
shall be held liable, and subject to the mayor, aldermen and citizens

Act of April 4, 1831.

17. The eastern and western lines of Water street, at the sotith- 
east and south-west corners of Walnut and Water streets, in tw 
city of Philadelphia, shall be as follows, to wit: the western ImeJ' 
Water street shajl be continued in straight line with *b® ,^* 
houses, on the west side of south Water street, below WaUW 
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Street, from the north-east corner of the house No. eighty-four, 
south Water street, to the south side of Walnut street; and the 
eastern line of Water street shall be continued in a straight line 
with the other houses, on the east side of south Water street, south 
of the aouth-east corner house of Walnut and Water streets, to the 
south side of Walnut street, and so as to be parallel with the western 
line of Water street, as above established, and so as that Water 
street, at the said corners, shall not be less than thirty feet wide, 
the present width of the other part of Water street in the saine 
square: Provided, That if, in making such alterations in the said 
Water street, the- property or privileges of any individual or indi- 
viduals are affected, on the application of such individual or indivH 
duals to the court of quarter sessions of the county of Philadelphia, 
the said court shall order a jury of viewers to view the premises, 
after due notice given to the parties, and report to said court the 
amount of damages, if any, by whom sustained, and by whom to be 
paid, taking into consideration the advantages or disadvantages the 
proposed alteration will be to the property or privileges of the indi-^ 
▼idual or individuals by it affected; and if said report shall be ap- 
proved by said court, judgment shall be entered thereon: Jhid pro* 
vided ahOy That before any such alteration be made, the consent of 
the corporation of the city of Philadelphia shjall be first had and 
ebtained.

Ordinance of May 22, 1797. 

An ordinance providiDg for the appointment ot city commifisioners, and prescribingr 

their duties.

1. Sect. X. Where the cart way in any public street, lane or 
alley in this city, hath been paved, or hereafter shall be ordered to 
be paved with stone, under the authority of this ordinance, every 
owner of the lot or lots of ground opposite to such stone pavement, 
shall without delay, at his own cost, cause the foot-way in front of 
his ground to be paved with brick, and supported by hewn stones 
and kept in repair, as they have formerly been or shall be ordered 
to be done; and if the owner of any ground opposite to the stone 
pavement heretofore made or hereafter to be made, shall neglect tb 
pave with brick and support the foot-way, and keep the same in re- 
pair, as before directed, for the space of twenty days after he or the 
tenant or occupant of such lot, or the attorney in fact of the said 
owner, shall have been thereto required by any of the city commis- 
sioners, then it shall and may be lawfol for the said city commis- 
sioners, and they are hereby enjoined and required, to pave with 
brick, and support in the manner aforesaid, and to repair all such 
foot-ways as aforesaid, and to recover the whole amount of the ex- 
pense thereof, together with twenty per centum advance thereon, 
as a penalty for such neglect, and the costs of suit, by an action in 
the name of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, to 
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be brought in any court of competent jurisdiction^ against the owner 
of such \6t of ground, or to levy the same by distress and sale of 
goods and chattels of the tenant in possession of such lot of ground, 
in the manner that rents are or shall be by law recoverable, which 
tenant is hereby authorized to pay the same, and deduct the 
amount thereof out of the rent which may then be due or thereafter 
become due, for such lot or lots of ground, and the same, when re- 
covered, shall be paid into the treasury for the use of the city; 
. Provided always nevertheless^ That the said commissioners shall not 
require or cause to be paved or repaired, before the front of any 
lot or lots not actually built upon, more than a strip or brick pave* 
ment of the breadth of five feet from the gutter or stone edge bor* 
dering the foot*ways, the residue of such foot-ways from the said 
strip of pavement to the line of the streets being laid with gravel, 
so as to support the said pavement in such manner aa the said com- 
missioners shall direct. 

2. Sect. XI. Where there are private cartways, leading firom 
public cartways to any store-house, stables or other building, and 
^crossing any footway within the paved parts of the city, such foot- 
way where it shall be so crossed, shall be paved at the expense of 
him, her or them, for whose use such cartway is or shall be requir- 
ed or allowed in manner following, thtU is to say^ either wholly with 
broad flat stones hewn and laid close together, or wholly with hard 
bricks laid on their narrowest side or edge. 

3. Sect. XII. When the select and common councils shall 
have directed any streets, lanes and alleys to be paved, re-paved 
or repaired, the commissioners shall execute the same according 
to such regulations as shall be agreed on by the mayor, aldermen 
and regulators, according to law. And to prevent irregularities 
in the footways of old pavements, and preserve a plain and even 
surface, any person or persons making any new pavement or re- 
pairing any old one, shall conform the same to the regulation already 
made, under the penalty of forfeiting for every offence the sum of 
twenty dollars, to be recovered with costs, by the said commis- 
sioners, or any of them, and paid into the treasury for the use of 
the city; and the commissioners are hereby, moreover, authorized 
to take up all pavements which have heretofore been laid contrary 
to existing regulations, or may hereafter be laid in violation of this 
ordinance, and cause the same to be paved in conformity thereto, 
at the expense of the proper owner, and to recover the whole 
amount of the expense thereof, together with twenty per centum 
advance thereon as a penalty, in the manner and for the use as 
heretofore directed in the tenth section of this ordinance. — [See 
city commissioners y 8.] 

4. Sect. XIII. The said commissioners shall examine all the 
. stones provided by the owners of lots for the purpose of support- 
ing footways at the line of the cartways, and if they shall not be 
of sufficient length, depth and thickness, and of good quality, or 
shall not be hewn so as to form even joints, and to present fair 
surfaces, with a proper bevel on the top and front, they shall reject 
the same; and if any owner shall cause any of the stones so re- 
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j^cted, to be put into the said pavement to support a footway, he 
or she shall forfeit and pay the sum of half a dollar' for every foot, 
running measure, of the length of such rejected stones, to be re- 
covered with ^osts by the said commissioners, or any of them, and 
paid into the treasury for the use of the city. \_See post, 21.] 

&. Sect. XIV. When any person shall be about to erect or re- 
pair any house or building, [within the paved parts of the city,] 
and shall be desirous to occupy a part of the street by placing a 
lime-house, and materials for building therein, he shall apply to the ^ 
city commissioners, some two or more of whom [shall view the 
place, and if they shall think it necessary to have a lime-house and 
lay materials in the street, they] shall allot such part of the street 
as they shall think necessary and proper to accommodate the owner, 
and shall give a written permission, describing the space so to be 
used, and containing a condition, that the lime is to be sifted in an 
inclosure with a. close board fence, of at least eight feet in height 
within the said space, or upon the owner's ground, so as not to in- 
commode the citizens; and if any person shall place any lime-house 
or materials for building, within the paved parts of the city, with- 
out such permission so as aforesaia first obtained, or shall place 
any lime-house, sifl lime, make mortar, or place any materials, lime 
core or rubbish in any other part of the street, or in €my other man- 
ner than shall be allowed by the commissioners as aforesaid, or 
shall suffer the same to remain in the place allowed for more than 
two weeks afler such building shall be covered in, or in case of re- 
pairs, for more than twenty-four hours after the commissioners shall 
have given notice for the removal therec^, he or she shall forfeit 
the sum of three dollars for every day the same shall so remain, 
after such notice given, to be recovered with costs by the said com- 
missioners, and paid into the treasury for the use of the city ; and 
if any person cleaning any cellar, stable or other place, or paving 
or repairing any footway, or upon any other occasion, shall place 
any rubbish or dung in the street, and suffer the same to remain 
there more than twenty-four hours afler they are so placed, or after 
the repair be finished, or afler notice to remove shall be given by 
the commissioners or some person by their order, he or she so of- 
fending, shall forfeit the sum of two dollars, to be recovered with 
costs, before any alderman, by any person who will sue for the 
same, one moiety thereof, to the use of him who shall sue, and the 
other moiety to- be retained by the alderman, and paid into the 
treasury for the use of the city. Provided always y That this section, 
or any part thereof, shall not be construed to extend to any house- 
keepers, or their servants collecting their house dirt, and placing 
the same with the dirt and rubbish, to be raked out of the gutters, 
and water courses in a heap without the gutters, to the end that the 
scavengers may remove the same. [See post^ 9.] 

Ordinance of October 1, 1811. 

An oidioance for the improvement and protection of the footways within the city of 

Philadelphia' 

6. Sect. I. Wherever the cartways of any unpaved public 
street, court, or other passage within the city of Philadelphia, hath 
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been heretofore, or shall be hereafter regulated, shaped and ibrmed, 
it shall be the daty of the owners of the several lots of ground, 
situate and bounded upon, or adjoining any such street, court or 
other passage, to regulate, shape and form, and lay with hard sub- 
stances or gravel, the respective footways opposite to their several 
lots of ground, and to keep the same at. all times in good and suf- 
ficient repair; and in case any owner of ground, situate as'afore- 
said, shall refuse or neglect to regulate, shape and form, and lay 
with hard substance or gravel, any footway situate as aforesaid, or 
-to keep the same in good and sufficient repair, as aforesaid, for the 
space of twenty days after having been thereto required by any of 
the city commissioners, it shall and may be lawful for the said city 
commissioners, and they are hereby enjoined and required, to cause 
such footway to be regulated, shaped and formed and laid with 
hard substances or gravel, as aforesaid, or to be put and kept in 
eood and sufficient repair, as the case may require ; and to recover 
the whole amount of the expense thereof, together with twenty per 
cent, advance thereon, as a penalty, with costs of suit by an action 
in the name and for the use of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia, to be brought before any magistrate or court of com- 
petent jarisdiction, against the owner or owners of such lot of ground 
situate as aforesaid, or to levy the same by distress and sale of 
goods and chattels of the tenant in possession of such lot of ground, 
in the manner that the rents are by law recoverable; whi^h tenant 
is hereby authorized to pay the same, and deduct the amount thereof 
out of the rent which may then be due, or.thereafer become due, 
for such lot or lots of ground, and the same when recovered, shall 
be paid into the treasury for the use of the city. 

7. Sect. II. If any person or persons shall wilfully or negli- 
gently, ride, drive, or lead a horse or horses upon, or cause or per- 
mit a carriage of any kind whatsoever, to pass upon or along any 
footway within the city, paved with brick or stone, or regulated, 
shaped or formed, and laid with hard substance or gravel, as is 
hereinbefore mentioned, or shall unlade or cast out of any cart or 
other carriage upon any such footway, any cord-wood, brick, stones, 
bar-iron, timber, lumber or coals, he, she or they so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offence, the sum of five dollars, to be 
recovered before the mayor or any alderman of the city, with costs; 
one half thereof to the use of the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of Philadelphia, and the other half thereof, to the use of the persons 
suing for the same : Provided nevefiheless^ that nothing herein con 
tained, shall be construed to extend to prevent the passage of any 
horse or carriage across any such footway as aft>resaid, into any 
stable, building or enclosures. 

Sect. III. [Repealed, see surveyors and regulators^ O. 20.] 
8. Sect. IV. For the purpose of introducing an uniformity in 
the width of the public streets, courts and passages of the city, it 
shall be- the duty of the said regulators, or a majority of them, forth- 
with to meet together and determine upon the width to which the 
footways shall extend in the said several public streets, courts and 
other passages between the west side of Delaware Fifth street, and 
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Xhe river Delaware; which detenmnationi^all be regularly enlerei 
-in the book of record of the said regulators, and signed bj them 
or a majority of them, and shall thereafter be cooCbrmed to in tha 
-regttlation of the said footways.

Sect. VI. So much of the ordinance passed on the eighteenth

hereby repealed.

the said commissioners, that a further indulgence be necessary, the 
persons applying for the same, shall pay to the said commissioners, 
for the use of the city, the sum of five dollars, who shall thereupon 
grant a second permit, to continue in force for such length of time., 
and in such diminution of the space to be occupied as to them shall 
appear reasonable and just; and any person obtaining such second 
permit, who shall not cause the limorhousc and materials, to be re- 
moved from the street at the expiration of such pern^it, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of two dollars, for each and every day the same 
may remain in the street after the expiration thereof, to be recover- 
ed with costs by the said commissioners, and paid into the treasury 
for the use of the city.

The regulation of ascents and descents in Beach street, between 
High and Chesnut street, shall be, and the same is hereby altered 
and established according to a plan of the same made and pre- 
sented to councils by Samuel Haines, recording surveyor, dated 
March 12, 1834, any law or ordinance to the contrary nptwith- 
jianditig. 
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Act of February 24, 1721. 

An act for regulating party.walls, buildings, and partition fences, in the city <tf FJiilftdd- 

phia.— 1 Smith, 124. 

1. Whereas divers inconveniencies, irregularities and contio- 
versies, have lately been, and still frequently happen, in relation to 

fartv-walls, and laying the foundation of buildings, in the city of 
Philadelphia: for the remedying whereof for the future, Be U enaOei, 
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That no person or persons, builder or builders, whatsoiSver, shall, 
from and after the 25th day of March, one thousand seven hundred 
and twenty-one, lay the foundation of any building or party-wall 
within the said city, before they have applied themselves to the sur- 
yeyoxs or regulators, [to be appointed by the mayor and common- 
alty of the said city, in their common council, who are hereby em^ 
powered to appoint two or more discreet and skilful persons for that 
purpose.] [7ne office of regulators under this act became obsoletey 
htU tDas revived by ordinance ^ post 9, and the appointment of courst 
vested in mayor; see Corporation^ A. A, 47.] 

2. Sect. II. The said surveyors or regulators, upon application 
to them made, shall have full power and authority to enter upon 
the land of any person or persons, in order .to set out the fbunda^ 
tions and regulate the walls, to be built between party and party^ 
as to the breadth or thickness thereof; which foundation shall be laid 
equally upon the lands of the persons, between whom such party- 
wall is to be made; and the first builder shall be reimbursed one 
moiety of the charge of such party-wall, or for so much thereof as 
the next builder shall have occasion to make use of, before such 
next builder shall anywise use or break into the said wall. The 
charge or value thereof to be set by the said regulators. 
Sect. III. IV. V. [Supplied, posf^a. Ji. 6, 6, 9] 
S. Sect. VI. The said surveyors or regulators, or any two of 
them, shall have full power to regulate partition fences within the 
said city( and where the adjoining parties do improve or inclose 
their lots, such fences shall be made in the manner generally used, 
and kept in good repair, at the equal cost of the parties, so that the 
price for making exceed not forty shillings for every hundred ieet, 
unless the owners or possessors, between whom such fence ra or 
shall be erected, do agree otherwise. 

4. Sect. VII. If either party, between whom such partition 
fence is or shall be made, shall neglect or refuse to pay his part or 
moiety for the repairing or setting up of such partition fence as 
aforesaid, then the party at whqse cost the same was so repaired or 
set up, may have either his action at law, or have the same deter* 
mined as in case of debts under forty shillings, as the cases may 
require. 

Act of April 16, 1782. 

An act to amend and render effectual an act, entitled, ''An act for regulating parly. 

~ walls and partition- fences in the city of Philadel(>hia,** to declare divers new streets 
and ways opened and to be opened and laid out within the said city, to be high-waya^ 
and fJso to declare nuisances by buildings within the said streets lemoveable, and for . 
other purposes therein mentioned.— 2 Smith, 48. 

Whereas an act of assembly, passed the 24th day of February, 
which was in the year of our Lord (according to the new style) 
one thousand seven hundred twenty and one, entitled ^^ An act for 
reffulating party-walls and partition fences in the city of Philadel« 
phia," has upon experience been found to be an useful law, by 
preventing contentions concerning the boundaries of landed pro* 
perty witmn the said city, and by preserving the breadth aud diredt^ 
of the streeU and alleys of the said city: and whereas, ever 
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•inee the late reToIution, the said act, though revired with diven 
other laws of the late province of Pennsjlvania, has been wholly 
dormant and inoperate, because of the dissolution of the late cor- 
poration of the mayor and commonalty of the said city, which cor- 
poration, in and by the said act, was authorized to appoint the sur- 
veyors and regulators in the said act mentioned, aud to receive 
and determine appeals from the said surveyors or reiiulators. And 
whereas divers amendments to the said act may be usefully made: 
Sect. II. [Providing for the appointment of surveyors or regu- 
lators, supplied; po8t O. 9.] 

5. Sect. III. All appeals hereafter made from the order, direc- 
tion and award of the said regulators, in pursuance of the said act, 
and of this act, shall be taken and made, and shall lie to the next 
eourt of common pleas to be holden for the county of Philadelphia, 
after the expiration of one calendar month from the time of making 
the order, oirection or award, appealed from, but not afterwards 
nor otherwise; whereupon the said court (upon security being en- 
tered by the party appealing for the payment of costs, as well his 
own as those of the party appellate, in case he or she prevail not 
In his or her suit) shall direct a vetUre to the sheriff of the county, 
commanding him to summon a jury to try the matter in dispute, 
and shall proceed therein according to the course of the common 
law. 

6. Sect. IV. If any person shall lay the foundation, or begin 
to lay the foundation of any party-wall, or of any wall adjoining or 
upon the line of any public street, lane or alley, within the said 
City, before the line and boundaries of the lot or piece of land 
whereon the said foundation shall be so laid, or begun to be laid, 
shall be adjusted and marked out by the said regulators, or two of 
them, every such person, as well employer as master-builder, shall 
forfeit the sum of ten poudds, one half part thereof to the street 
commissioners for the time being, to be laid out towards making or 
mending the pavements of the public streets, and the other half 
thereof to the use of the informer, together with costs; provided 
the prosecution be commenced in the city of Philadelphia, and 
within twelve calendar months after the offence shall be committed. 

7. Sect. VI|. The regulators so to be appointed as aforesaid 
for the said city, shall enter into a book all directions, orders and 
awards, by them made in pursuance of said act, and of this act, 
concerning the boundaries of any lot or land situated within the 
said city (such book to be provided for them by the commissioners 
for paving and cleansing the streets of the said city;) and every 
auch order and award, if made with reasonable notice beforehand 
to the parties interested therein, shall conclude and bind all per- 
sons, unless the same be set aside upon appeal as aforesaid ; and 
the said regulators of the said city shall in like manner enter in the 
■ame book all regulations, made by the aaid justices and Uiem- 
aelves, of descents, water-courses, common sewers, and all oUier 
their proceedings and actings in their office as regulators. — [Pr9- 
viaian made for boola of sttrveyors ; post O. 10, 21, 31.] 

, B« Srct. VII. ProfMM ahtaysy That no person nnder ago. 
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nofft eompoa mentU, covert, imprisoned, or beyond sea, or any per- 
son who shall not have reasonable notice as aforesaid, shall be in- 
jured or affected by any proceeding, order, direction or award, of 
the said regulators, so as the party and parties so disabled, or not 
noticed, enter and prosecute his, her and their appeal, as aforesaidy 
within three years ader coming to full age, sound memory, disco- 
Ycrture, return from beyond sea, or if within the United States, 
within one year afler notice in writing shall be given of the order 
and award of the said regulators. 

9. Sect. VIII^ The said regulators, for their trouble in regu- 
lating and setting out the lines of any lot or piece of land, in pur- 
Buance of the said act, and of this act, and for entering their order 
and award concerning the same as aforesaid, shall be paid by the 
parties interested therein, five shillings each, and no more; and for 
surveying, regulating and laying out any streets, water courses 
and common sewers, the sum of ten shillings to each of them who 
shall be employed therein, for every day so employed ; to be paid 
by the commissioners for paving and cleansing the streets of said

10. Sect. IX. The regulators of said city, together with their 
necessary assistants, may, at all seasonable hours, enter into or upon 
any lot or land within the said city, and survey and measure the 
same, in order to perform the service and duty required of them by 
virtue of this act.

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of May 9, 1804. 

An ordinance to appoint surveyon of the streets of Philadelphia, and for other porposM 

therein mentioned. 

1 . Sect. I. The mayor is hereby authorized to appoint two 
qualified persons, whose duty it shall be to survey and regulate, with 
respect to ascents and descents, all the principal unpaved streets 
in the city, between Delaware Fifth street and the river Schuylkill, 
ascertaining the' highest and most elevated part of each street, 
from which the water ought to run in different directions; and at 
some one of the corners of every two crossing streets, between 
Fifth street aforesaid and Broad street, and at the intersections of 
crossing streets, at the distance of every three squares from Broad 
street to Schuylkill, if a brick house be built thereon, they shall 
make, on the corner of said house, a permanent mark at the exact 
height of two feet above what ought to be the level of the gutter 
or water course opposite to the said corner; but in case no brick 
bouse be built on any of the said corners, then they shall put down 
and firmly fix a cut stone of sufiicient durability, the top of which 
shall be cut off horizontally at the exact height of two feet above 
the bottom of the gutter or water-course as above, with a hole in 
its top, the centre of which shall be the angular point or interseo- 
tioa of the sides of the said crossing streeU, having always in view 
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to distribute the water alonff the several streets as equaltj as posn- 
ble: it shall also be the duty of the said surrejors to determiBe 
and fix the course of such common sewers as they shall judge 
necessary. 

2. S£CT. II. The said surveyors shall make a large and correct 
draft or plan of all the principal streets within the bounds afore* 
said; marking thereon all the natural water-courses and the com« 
mon sewers, if any shall be found necessary, with all the marked 
corners of intersecting streets as aforesaid, and the several points 
of greatest elevation in each street, from which the water is to run 
in different directions. The said surveyors shall also carefully ii^ 
sert, in a book to be provided for that purpose, with proper refer- 
ences to the draft, the quantity of descent (expressed in inches to 
the hundred feet) in all the principal streets aforesaid, from one 
■Barked corner to another, ^s also from the highest points in each 
street, (when not a corner) to the next marked comers between 
which it stands, with their distances from the said points respee- 
tively. They shall, in like manner, note the depth and quantity of 
descent as aforesaid, of such common sewers as shall be found no* 
eessary, with such explanatory notes and observations relating to 
the whole, as they may judge useful. • 

Ordinance of March 3, 1806. 
A supplement to an ordinance, entitled "An onlinance to appoint survejrorBi &&" 

WaansAS two surveyors have been appointed as by the said 
ordinance is directed, one of whom is since deceased, and whereas 
such progress has been made by the surviving surveyor, in the 
duties assigned to them by the said ordinance, as renders the ap- 
pointment of another unnecessary^ and whereas, it is thought ad- 
visable to make some alterations in the provisions of the said ordi- 
nance. 

3. Sect. I. The said surviving surveyor, shall proceed with all 
reasonable expedition to complete the duties hereby, aud by the or- 
dinance aforesaid enjoined, and shall place the stones directed by 
the said ordinance, at such distance below the surface of the ground, 
as will secure them from being either broken by carriages, or moved 
by frost, one of which stones shall be placed near one of the four 
corners of each crossing principal streets, (except where other 
permanent marks can be had, or where the ground is Unsuitable for 
the purpose,) within the limits of the foot pavement, at a con- 
venient uniform distance from, and parallel to the true lines of the 
said crossing streets respectively, so that each stone may serve as 
a point or mark, from which to find the lines of the two crossing 
streets. — [See posty 5.] 

4. Scot. li. The said surveyor shall, on or before the first day 
of May next, deposite in the city commissioners' office, one large 
and correct draft or plan, with a suitable book of references, ex&- 
bitittg in a clear and distinct manner, the regulation and adjustment 
of the descents, or draining system of the streets, as contemplated 
by the said ordinances; and shall, on or before the first day of 
Ootober asxt, deposite in the office aforesaid, one odier larg« nd 
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correct draft or plan, with a suitable book of references, exhibiting 
in a clear and distinct manner, all the principal streets as mention^ 
ed in the said ordinance. — [See post, 6.] 

Ordinance of June 18, 1807. 
A farther sapplement to an ordinance, entitled ''An ordinance to appoint snryeyoiB, ^c*? 

Whereas it is found, that the directions contained in the ordi- 
nance to which this is a supplement, and in the supplement thereto, 
passed the third daj of March, one thousand eight hundred and 
six, in relation to the placing of the stones thereby directed to be 
placed, for the purpose of making the intersection of the lines, or 
sides of crossing streets, in that part of the city which lies between 
Delaware Fifth street and Schuylkill, are in some respects incon- 
venient, and may be so changed as to diminish the expense, and at 
the same timCy fully answer the purpose intended. 

5. Sect. I. The surviving surveypr, mentioned in the supple- 
ment before mentioned, shall place the stones so directed by the 
the said ordinance, and the supplement thereto, along one side of 
each principal street in that part of the city which lies westward of 
Fifth street, within the limits of the foot pavement, and at a con- 
yenient and uniform distance from the true lines of the said princi- 
pal streets respectively, and at a convenient distance from the cross- 
ing and intersection thereof. 

■ Sect. II. So much of the ordinance aforesaid, and supplement 
thereto, as is contrary to directions and provisions herein contained, 
is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of July 13, 1809. 

An ordinance for the purpose of directing the ^manner ot regnlating the ascents and 
descents of the unpaved streets of the city of Philadelphia, between Delaware J?iftli 
Bteeet and the river Schuylkill, and to fix the courses of such common sewers, aa 
may be necessary within the said limits. 

Whereas, by the several ordinances it was made the duty of the 
city surveyors, to survey and regulate the ascents and descents of 
the unpaveil streets of the city westward of Delaware Fifth street, 
and to make a cotrect draft of the same, together with a plan of 
the courses of such common sewers as may be necessary within the 
said limits, and to deposite the said draft with a proper book of re- 
ferences in the office of the city commissioners. And whereas the 
said draft and book of reference have been completed, and the 
stones and marks directed by the said ordinances fixed and made, 
and the several forms thereby prescribed, have been pursued and 

^6*^Sect^*I.\Bc it,8^c. That the surveyors of the city, and the city 
commissioners, shall regulate the lines and limits of the streets, the 
ascents and descents thereof, and courses of the common sewers 
within the limits aforesaid, and which have been surveyed m the 
manner aforesaid, agreeably to the said draft and book; which draft 
and book shall be forthwith deposited among the books and papers 
of the city councils, and a copy thereof he deposited in the office 
of the city cwnmissioners, which copy shaU at aU reasonable hour*

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ht flubmitted to the inspection of any person or persons^ who mty 
be desirous of examining the same. 

7. Sect. II. If any person shaU wilfullj remove, injure or deface 
any of the stones or marks; which have been fixed and made as 
aforesaid, and shall be thereof convicted, before the mayor, recor- 
der, or any alderman, every person so convicted shall forfeit and pay 
for every such offence, the sum of one hundred dollars, with costs, 
for the use of the city. 

Ordinance of October 1, 1811. 

8. Sect. IV. For the purpose of introducing an uniformity in 
the width of the public streets, courts and passages of the city, it 
shall be the duty of the city regulators, or a majority of them, fortb« 
with to meet together and determine upon the width, to which the 
footways shall extend in the said several public streets, courts and 
other passages, between the west side of Delaware Fiflh street and 
the river Delaware, which determination shall be regularly entered 
in the book of record pf the said regulators, and signed by them or 
a majority of them, and shall thereafter be conformed to in the re- 
gulation of the said footways. 

Ordinance of August 6, 1814. 

An ordinance authorizing the mayor to appoint city regulatore or surve^on, and estab. 
lishing an office for preserving the records of their proceedings, and for o&er pur- 
poses. 

Whereas it appears expedient and necessary to provide for the 
appointment of regulators or surveyors of the city of Philadelphia, 
and to establish an office for preserving the records of their pro- 
ceedings, as well as for the safe keeping of the books, papers, maps, 
and documents relating thereto, therefore, 

9. Sect. I. JBe if, ^c. That immediately after the passing of this 
ordinance, the mayor of the' city shall appoint three discreet and 
skilful persons, duly qualified, to be regulators and surveyors of 
the city of Philadelphia; which persons, so to be appointed, shall 
have all the powers and authorities, and execute and perform the 
duties, and be entitled to the emoluments of regulators or sur- 
veyors of the said city. And in case of the death, resignation, 
refusal to serve, or removal for misbehaviour, or inability in of- 
fice, of any person appointed, as aforesaid, the vacancy thus arising 
shall be supplied by appointment, to be made in the manner afore- 
said, by the mayor for the time being. 

10. Sect. II. And whereas much inconvenience hath been 
sustained in consequence of the surveys and regulations heretofore 
made, not having been duly entered, recorded and preserved, as 
required by law; to prevent which in future. Be it further ordain^ 
and enacted, That at least two of the persons to be appointed by 
T*n\^^i^^? ordinance, shall be practical surveyors, one of whom 
shall be designated by the mayor at the time of appointment, to be 
the recording surveyor; and the said recording surveyor and regu- 
lators, before they enter on the duties of their offices, ^all gire 
their bonds to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of PhiiadelimiA^

the said recording surveyor^ in the sum of three thousand dollars^ 
and each of the said regulators, in the sum of two thousand dollars, 
conditioned respectively for the faithful performance of the duties 
of recording surveyor and regulators of the city of Philadelphia. 
Which recording surveyor, in addition to his duties as a regulator 
or surveyor, shall do and perform the several duties hereinafter 
mentioned, to wit: he shall cause the large books of draughts of 
the city, now deposited in the regulator's or surveyor's office in 
the city hiall, to be separated into eight volumes, and rebound in a 
substantial manner, at the expense of the city; each volume to con- 
tain one division of the city, lying between two principal east and 
west streets, and extending from the Schuylkill to the Delaware, 
and also such number of additional blank leaves, as shall appear to 
.be necessary. The first divisi<$n of the city to be from Vine to 
Sassafras street; the second from Sassafras to Mulberry street; the 
third from Mulberry to High street; the /owW^ from High to 
Chestnut street; the fifth from .Chestnut to Walnut street; the 
siaeth from Walnut to Spruce ''street; the seventh from Spruce to 
Pine street ; the eighth from Pine to Cedar street. He shall also 
procure, at the expense of the city, nine folio blank books of royal 
.paper, and substantially bound ; eight of which shall be books of . 
reference ; one to each of the aforesaid draught books', and the re- 
maining one shall be for the recording of descents, water courses, 
and sewers. — \_The hooks of draughts directed to be applied to a dif" 
Jirent use tohen rebound; post 31.] 

11. Sect. HI. The said recording surveyor shall, where the same 
is not already done, accurately protract in the draught books [afore- 
said,] a plat or diagram of each square of the city, bounded by the 
main or principal streets, together with its interior alleys and pub- 
•pic passages, assigning to each leaf not more than one entire square, 
commencing with each of the aforesaid divisions of the city at 
Schuylkill^ and extending to Delaware; and also shall write there- 
on, the exact measure of the sides and divisions of the said squares, 
and the names of the streets, alleys and public passages, bounding 
or being within the same; and, in an intelligible manner, shall note 
and number in their proper places upon the said plats or diagrams, 
all permanent marks of reference now made, or which may be here- 
after made, in any of the said squares, streets, alleys, or public 
passages, whether the same relate to lines, or to ascents, descents, 
or water courses; explanations and descriptions of which shall be 
written in the proper books of reference, with an index and num- 
bers in the manner hereinafter pointed out in relation to lots. And 
where any plats or diagrams contained in the said draught books 
remain incomplete, the said recording surveyor shall proceed to 
finish the same in the manner hereinbefore mentioned, as speedily 
as possible. — [Other books to be procured for the diagrams; post 21.] 

12. Sect. IV. The mayor, together with the whole of the 
regulators to be appointed agreeably to this ordinance, shall meet 
immediately after the appointment of said regulators, and determme 
on a particular permanent point or mark, somewhere near the cen- 
tre of the city, noting such mark in the proper book of reference, 
and its height above the general plane, assumed in the plan now m 
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the city clerk's office, and marking the same in the book of 
draughts, to which the said point or mark shall belong: And after 
the establishment of such point or mark, in case any difference of 
opinion shall arise between the said regulators or surveyors, the 
same shall be proceeded with in the manner pointed out in the 
tenth section. The said recording surveyor, [in conjunction with 
one of the said regulators] shall, as soon as he conveniently can, 
carry and attach the levels to the top of the line stones, lately set 
-down in that part of the city west of Delaware Fifth street, so that 
the said stones may refer to heights as well as to the lines of the 
said streets, and cause posts sufficient to guard or defend the said 
stones from injury or removal, to be placed wherever the same 
may be necessary, and where the said guard posts are not neces- 
sary, and other permanent marks cannot be had, he shall cause in- 
dex posts to be placed opposite to the said stones, so that the said 
re^lators or surveyors may have numerous and accurate refer- 
ences by which to govern all their future regulations. And if the 
true measurement of any of the squares, streets, alleys, or public 
passages of the city cannot be otherwise obtained, he shall^ in con- 
junction with one of the regulators as aforesaid, accurately measure 
the same, and place permanent mark^ wherever the same may be 
necessary, for which services they shall each of them receive such 
compensation as is provided by the eighth section of this ordinance. 
[See post 25.] 

is. Sect. V. Whenever the said regulators or surveyors, or 
either of them, shall survey, regulate, or lay out, any lot or piece 
of ground within the city, it shall be the duty of the person or per- 
sons making such survey or regulation, to deliver a plat or diagram 
thereof, with the boundaries and the length of its lines noted there- 
on, and its distance from the nearest street, alley, or permanent 
building, together with such direction, order or award, as may be 
legally made concerning any such survey or regulation, into the 
office of the said recording surveyor, within thirty-two days after 
such survey or regulation shall have been made; excepting in cases 
of appeal, in which cases the same shall be delivered within ten 
days after the appeal shall be decided. And the said recording 
surveyor shall enter and protract in the proper draught book, and 
upon the plat of the square to which it may belong, a correct plat 
or diagram of every lot which may be hereafter surveyed or regu- 
lated by himself, or the other regulators or surveyors, and shall 
number the same, beginning with No. 1 in each square, and mark 
upon the lines thereof their true measurement. And shall set 
down in the proper book of reference, a description of each lot, 
together with every direction, order or award made by the said 
regulators or surveyors, touching or concerning the same, and the 
time when, and the name of the person for whom the said survey, 
regulation, or other proceeding may have been made. He shall 
also, in the proper book of reference, place the number of each lot 
so entered, in the margin of the index of the particular square in 
which the same may be situate, opposite to which number he shall 
place the page or pages of the said book of reference, where the 
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entry of any matter relating to each respective lot shall or may be 
made. For which entry and recording, he shall be entitled to the 
sum of fifty cents, to hie paid by the owner of each lot surveyed or 
regulated; and in case any lot shall not be surveyed or regulated 
by the said recording survsyor himself, it shall be the duty of the 
regulator or surveyor, who may make the survey or regulation of 
the lot, to receive and pay over to the said recording surveyor, 
the said sum of fifty cents. — [See post 28.] 

14- Sect. VI. It shall be the duty of the surveyors or regu- 
lators, making such survey and regulation, to deliver at the time of 
making the same, or immediately thereafter, to the party or parties 
interested therein, if requested so to do, a copy of the said plat or. 
diagram, he, she, or they paying therefor the sum of fifty cents, 
besides the usual charge for making the said regulation. And 
ivhenever the boundaries of anyiot or piece of ground adjoining, or 
upon the line of any public street, lane, alley, or court within the 
city, shall have been regulated and marked out by the said regula- 
tors or surveyors in the manner herein described, and any person 
shall begin to build thereon, and in so doing shall not conform to 
the said regulations, every such person, as well employer as master 
builder, shall, for every such ofience, forfeit and pay the sum of 
fifty dollars, to be recovered with costs, by any person who will 
sue for the same, before the mayor or any alderman of the city, in 
the same manner as debts under one hundred dollars are recover- 
able, one moiety to the use of the person who shall sue for the 
same, and the other moiety the mayor or alderman shall receive 
and pay to the city treasurer, for the use of the city. 

15. Sect. VII. It shall also be the duty of the said recording 
surveyor, to enter in the book of descents and water courses, all re- 
gulations and proceedings which shall, from time to time, be legal- 
ly made or had, of descents, water courses, and common sewers, 
and of every matter relating thereto, together with the date when 
the same may have been made, and a suitable index of reference. 
.16. Sect. VIII. Each of the said surveyors or regulators shall 
be entitled to receive at the rate of five dollars per day for himself^ 
and one dollar and twenty-five cents per day for an assistant, when- 
ever he shall be employed in surveying, regulating, laying out or 
making any public streets, alleys, passages, water courses, or com- 
mon sewers, to be paid in the usual manner upon certificates of the 
commissioners, and orders of the mayor. And the said recording 
surveyor, shall be entitled to receive at the rate of [four dollars] 
per day, whenever he shall be actually employed in the regulator's 
or surveyor's oflice, in doing or performing the several matters and 
things of a public nature hereinbefore directed; the amount due to 
the said recording surveyor for the said office services^ to be ascer- 
tained by an account to be stated by him half yearly, verified by 
his oath or affirmation, which account shall be rendered to the mayor, 
and a duplicate thereof filed with the city commissioners, in the 
same manner with other accounts, and if the mayor shall approve 
the same, as justly due, he shall draw his warrant on the city trea- 
surer for the amount thereof, chargeable to the contingent appro- 
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priation of each year. But no charge or account shall be admitted 
or paid to any of the said surveyors, for any services that they may 
do or perform for the corporation, unices a regular account of the 
same be rendered^ every six months; such accounts to commence 
on the first day of January and July, in each and every year, or as 
soon thereafter as any services shall be performed by them for the 
corporation aforesaid. — [ Compensation of recording awrveyor increase 
ed; post, 26.] 

17. Sect. IX. The aforesaid books, together with all maps, 
records, papers, and documents, appertaining to the surveyor's or 
regulator's office, [shall be deposited in the room, in the north- 
west corner, on the second floor, of the city hall, under the especial 
charge of the recording surveyor^ and shall on no account what- 
ever be removed therefrom, unless by order of the select and com- 
mon councils, and] shall at all reasonable times be open to the in- 
spection of the mayor, recorder, aldermen, members of the select 
and common councils, regulators and city commissioners, gratis, 
and to every other person who shall pay to the said recording sur- 
veyor for his own use, the sum of twenty-five cents for such in- 
spection, and fifty cents for each copy certified by him of the 
draught, regulation, and description of any lot, which may have 
been regulated, entered and recorded in the said books, to be paid 
by the person requesting the same, which copy or copies the record- 
ing surveyor is hereby enjoined to furnish, when requested by any 
person interested in the same. — [The books and papers fnay be kept 
at private office of recording surveyor; post^ 22.] 

18. S£CT. X. In all regulations of heights, ascents, descents, 
water courses, sewers, and lines of streets hereafter to be made 
within that part of the city, situate to the westward of Delaware 
Fifth street, the plan, survey and book of explanations made by 
virtue of the ordinance, entitled *^An ordinance to appoint surveyors 
of the streets of Philadelphia, and for other purposes therein men- 
tioned," passed May 9, 1804, and the supplement thereto, and the 
regulations thereby established, shall be implicitly pursued by: the 
said regulators or surveyors. Excepting such of the squared, as 
have been so fully improved as to forbid an exact conformity with 
the true lines of the streets, in any such case, they shall conform 
to the said established regulations as near as circumstances will 
admit. And in case either of the regulators or surveyors to be ap- 
pointed by virtue of this ordinance, shall wilfully deviate from the 
regulations exhibited in the said plan and survey, and such devia- 
tion shall be fully proved to the mayor, the same shall be consider- 
ed as misbehaviour in office, and the person guilty thereof, shall be 
immediately removed, and another appointed in his stead: Provide 
ed however, that if, when it shall be necessary to regulate any part 
of the city, westward of Fifth street aforesaid, it shall appear to a 
majority of the regulators or surveyors, that any part of the regular 
tions exhibited by the said plan and survey are incorrect, or that 
the operations thereof, would be inconvenient to the public at large, 
it shall be the duty of the said regulators or surveyors to certify 
their opinion, with the alterations they may propose, to the -mayor 
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and recorder, who shall thereupon, in conjunction with finir or 
more of the aldermen of the city, examine the said regulation, and 
view the ground, and if they or a majority of them shall concur in 
the opinion with the majority of the said regulators, the mayor or- 
recorder shall forthwith make out two certificates, stating the error 
or inconvenience of the regulation proposed by the said plan and 
survey, together with the alteration suggested by a majority of the 
said regulators, one of which certificates shall be transmitted to the 
select council, and the other to the common council, and if the 
said councils shall, by concurrent resolution, approve the alteration, 
the same shall go into effect, and be duly recorded accordingly. 
Sect. XI. [Altered arid supplied; posf, 25, 27, 30.] 

19. Sect. XII. In order to preserve a regular uniform sur- 
face, for the foot pavements throughout the city, every footway 
which may be paved or repaved, after the passing of this ordi- 
nance, shall descend at the rate of half an inch in each foot, and 
no more, from the lines of the streets to the top of the curbstone, 
said curbstone being set agreeal>ly to the city plan of regulation, 
except where such descent would materially injure any property 
heretofore built upon or improved. In which case it shall be the 
duty of the mayor, in conjunction with two or more of the said 
regulators or surveyors, to view such footway when requested so 
to do, and grant such relief as to them shall appear right and just, 
subjejct, nevertheless, to the revision and approbation of councils, 
in case of an appeal made to them by any person who may think 
him or herself aggrieved by said decision, provided the same may 
be made and filed with the recording surveyor, within twenty days 
from the time said decision has been made, or the pavement put 
down. And if any person or persons shall make or repair any 
foot .pavement, and shall not observe and conform to the regula- 
tions so to be made as aforesaid, all such person or persons shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offence, the sum of five dollars, to 
be recovered with costs, by any person who will sue for the same, 
in manner aforesaid, one moiety to the use of the person who shall 
sue for the same, and the other moiety the mayor or alderman 
shall receive, and pay to the city treasurer, for the use of the city ; 
and in case such forfeiture shall be exacted, and the person or 
persons offending, shall refuse or neglect to alter their foot pave* 
ment, and make the same conformable to the said regulations, 
they shall pay for every two months continuance of the said o^ 
fencey treble the said sum, to be recovered in the manner and for 
the uses herein before mentioned. 

20. Sect. XIII. It shall be the duty of the mayor, in con- 
junction with the surveyors, immediately afler the appointment of 
said surveyors, to procure, at the expence of the city, a rod of 
durable wood, with the end thereof covered with brass, copper, or 
other fit material, of the length of,ten feet, and cause the whole of 
the said rod to be divided into feet and inches, and after the same 
shall be so procured, deposite it in the office of the recording sur* 
veyor, there to remain as a permanent standard rod, for the use of 
the citizens generally, who are hereby authorized and permitted 
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to have free access thereto, at all reasonable times, and use the 
same as much as is necessary for adjusting or measuring the rods 
used by them, provided the same be not injured or removed from 
the surveyor's office. And it shall be the special duty of the said 
regulators or surveyors, to be appointed by virtue of this ordinance, 
to have all rods or measures used by them, made agreeably to the 
said standard rod, and have the said divisions marked on them in 
like manner, and on neglect or refusal so to do, the same shall be 
considered a. misbehaviour in office, and on full proof thereof made 
to the mayor, every person so offending shall be immediately re- 
moved from office, and another appointed in his stead. 

Sect. XIV. The third and [fourth] sections of an ordinance, 
entitled an ordinance for the improvement and protection of the 
footways within the city of Philadelphia, passed the first day of 
October, 1811, and so much of any other ordinance or ordinances, 
as is hereby altered or supplied, are hereby repealed. — {_Sect, 4 
re$tored; post 30.] 

An ordinance of February 2, 1815. 

A mippleiiient to pn ordinance, entitled ** An ordinance authorizing the mayor to appoint 

city regulators or surveyors, dLc." 

21. Sect. I. [The large books of draughts of the city, directed 
by the ordinance to which this is a supplement, to be separated 
and rebound, shall remain and be preserved in their present form, 
and] the recording surveyor, [in the place thereof,] shall procure 
eight books of large size drafting paper, each volume to contain 
one division of the city, lying between two principal east and west 
streets, and extending from the Schuylkill to the Delaware, and 
shall in the said books accurately protract a plat or diagram of each 
square of the said city, bounded by the main or principal streets, 
together with its interior, alleys and public passages, as is provided 
by the said ordinance, with respect to the eight books therein 
directed to be procured. — [TAe direction to separate and rebind the 
books of draughts of the city renewed; post 31.] 

22. Sect. II. Until councils shall otherwise direct, the said re- 
cording surveyor shall be, and he is hereby permitted to remove all 
books, maps, papers, and documents, appertaining to the surveyor's 
or regulator's office, or so many of them as he may find necessary, 
into his own private office, there to be safely kept in suitable cases 
or chests, which said books, maps, papers, and documents shall, at 
all reasonable times, be opened to inspection, as in the said ordi- 
nance is directed. 

23. Sect. III. In addition to the permanent standard rod di- 
rected to be procured by the ordinance to which this is a supple- 
ment, the mayor, in conjunction with the said surveyors, shaJl 
procure one other rod of durable wood, and shall cause to be accu- 
rately marked thereon, a scale of equal parts, exactly corresponding 
with that used in regulating, with respect to ascents and descents, 
all the principal unpaved streets in the city, between Delaware 
Fifth street and the river Schuylkill, as laid down in the plan of 
survey and book of explai^ations, made by virtue of the ordinance, 
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entitled An ordinance to appoint. Burvejors of the streets of Phila- 
delphia, and for other purposes therein mentioned, passed the 9th 
of May, one thousand eight hundred and four, and the supplements 
thereto; and the said rod, when so procured, shall be deposited in 
the office of the recording surveyor — and the said regulators and 
surveyors are hereby directed to use rods corresponding with the 
said scale of equal parts, in all regulations of ascents and descents^ 
agreeably to the said plan of survey, and book of explanations. 

24. Sect. IV. There shall be procured, at the expense of the 
corporation, all the instruments and apparatus necessary for the 
said regulators or surveyors, in performing the duties of their re- 
spective offices, a correct list of which, together with a list of all 
books, maps, papers and other property belonging, or which may 
belong, to the office of city regulators and surveyors, shall be made 
and entered by the recording surveyor in a book to be kept by him 
for that purpose. 

Ordinance- of May 21,1818. 

A flopideiaetxt to the ordioance^ entitled ^ An ordinance authorizing the mayor to ap- 
point oity regulators or surveyors* &,c" 

25. Sect. I. From and afler the passing of this ordinance, all 
regulations which may be required in carrying into effect any ordi- 
nance or resolution of the select and common councils, relating to 
pavements or other public works, shall be made bv the recording 
surveyor (at the request of the city commissioners) and in case of 
his inability to attend, he shall procure it to be done by one of the 
other city regulators. And when any public street, lane, court or 
alley within the city, shall be regulated preparatory to paving the 
same, a sufficient number of stakes or marks showing the height of 
the curb-stone, the ascent or descent of such street, lane, court or 
alley, shall be driven down and made at the spot where the curb* 
stone of the said street, lane, court or alley ought to be placed. 
And the same shall be examined by the mayor or recorder, with 
the city commissioners, or a majority of them ; and if found to agree 
with the established regulation of ascents, descents and lines of 
streets, they shall prepare a report in writing, subscribed with their 
names of all the proceedings relative thereto, and make return 
thereof to the recording surveyor, who shall receive and file the 

sane. 

26. Sect. II. There shall be allowed to the recording survey- 
or, an annual salary of seven hundred and fifty dollars, payable 
quarterly, to commence from the 1st day of the current year in lieu 
of office rent, and as a compensation for his services in preserving 
the bookS) maps, records, and other papers belonging to his office, 
and for the time he is necessarily employed therein, in doing and 
perfonmng the several matters and things of a public nature, re- 
quired by this or any other existing ordinance. And the said re- 
cording surveyor shall be entitled to receive at the rate of six dol- 
lara per day, for every day he shall be necessarily employed out of 
his office m making any survey or regulation, which may be re- 
quired to carry into effect any ordinance or resolution of the select

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and common councils relating to the pavements or other public 
works; the amount due to be paid quarterly. 

27. Sect. III. All regulations of heights, ascents and descents, 
water courses and sewers, not heretofore established and recorded 
in the surveyor's office, shall be fixed and determined upon by the 
mayor, recorder, and four or more of the aldermen of the city in 
conjunction with the surveyors or regulators, subject, nevertheless, 
to the revision and approbation of councib, in case of an appeal made 
to them by any person or persons who may think him or herself 
aggrieved by such regulation, provided the appeal be filed with the 
recording surveyor within twenty days after such regulation is made. 
And the said regulation, when fixed and determined^ shall go into 
effect and be duly recorded accordingly. 

28. Sect. IV. Any person or persons desirous of having any 
lot or piece of ground laid out and regulated within the city, shall 
make application or give notice thereof in writing to the recording 
surveyor previous to any regulation being made, and it shall be the 
duty of the person or persons making such survey or regulation to 
deliver a plat or diagram thereof, with the boundaries and length of 
its lines noted thereon, and its distance from the nearest pubfic 
street or alley, together with such direction, order or award as may 
be legally made concerning any such survey or regulation, into the 
office of the said recording surveyor, within thirty-two days after 
such survey or regulation shall have been made; excepting in cases 
of appeal, in which cases the same shall be delivered within ten 
days afier the appeal shall be decided. And no survey or regula- 
tion shall be considered as complete and binding on the parties in- 
terested therein, until return thereof has been made into the office 
of the recording surveyor as aforesaid. 

29. Sect. V. If any person or persons shall begin to build 
upon any lot or piece of ground adjoining the line of any public 
street, lane, alley or court within the city, not having made appli- 
cation to the recording surveyor, and before the same shall have 
been laid out and regulated, in the manner herein described ; or if 
they shall begin to build thereon and not conform to the said regu- 
lations when made, every such person, as well employer as master 
builder, shall for every such offence, forfeit and pay the sum of fifty 
dollars, to be recovered with costs by any person who will sue 
for the same, before the mayor or any alderman of the city, in the 
same manner as debts under one hundred dollars are recoverable, 
one moiety to the use of the person who shall sue for the same, and 
the other moiety for the use of the city. And the recording sur- 
veyor is hereby enjoined and required to take notice of all viola- 
tions of this section, whenever they come to his knowledge. 

30. Sect. VI. The width of the foot-ways as fixed and agreed 
upon by the city regulators, in pursuance of an ordinance passed 
the 1st day of October, one thousand eight hundred and eleven, 
shall be conformed to in making the foot-ways, and placing the 
curb-stones throughout all the streets, courts, lanes, alleys and pub- 
lic passages in the city ; subject, nevertheless, to the revision vkd 
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•pprdbatfton of councils, in the manner pointed out respecting other 
regulations in the third section hereof. 

31. Sect. VJI. The recording surveyor from time to time, shall 
enter and protract Jn the old draught books now in his office, all 
such information of the ownership and lines of lots within the city 
as may come to his knowledge, and be deemed useful for general 
information, and for the more convenient entry and examination of 
the same, he shall cause the said books to be rebound in volumes 
corresponding to the several divisions of the city, as the same are 
described in the ordinance to which this is a supplement. 

Ordinance of AprU 19, 1827. 

An ordinance to provide for the recording of such pumps (commonly called well or 
street pumps,) as have been or may hereafter be removed. 

32. Sect. II. It shall be the duty of the recording surveyor, to 
keep a correct register of all pumps that have been, or may here- 
after be removed by the city commissioners, and by them reported 
to him. > 

Ordinance of December 10, 1829. 

A sapplement to the several ordinances providing for the appointment of city com- 
missioners, city treasurer, city clerk and city recording surveyor, and prescribing 
their duties. 

33. Sect. VIII. Whenever any street, lane, court or alley, 
shall be hereafter ordered by councils to be paved, the said com- 
missioners shall give immediate notice thereof to the city record- 
ing surveyor, whose duty it shall be to measure every street, lane, 
court and alley, so ordered to be paved; to ascertain the number 
of cubic yards of earth to be removed preparatory to paving, and 
also the number of square yards of pavement to be laid, and to re- 
port the same to councils- as soon as ascertained, and also to make 
quarterly reports thereof to councils, commencing on the first day 
of January next, specifying also in said report, the names of the 
streets, lanes, courts and dleys, paved during the quarter, the dis- 
trict in which they are respectively situated, and the number of 
cubic yards of earth removed, and square yards of pavement laid, 
in such streets, lanes, courts and alleys, respectively. 

34. Sect. IX. The said accounts of the city commissioners, 
city treasurer, city clerk, and quarterly reports of the city record- 
ing surveyor, shall be immediately printed for the use of councils; 
and the committee of accounts is hereby authorized and required, 
on the receipt of the said annual and quarterly accounts of the 
city commissioners, city treasurer and city clerk, to examine and 
audit the same, and report thereon at the next meeting of coun- 
cils.

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ACTS OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of April 10, 1526. 

An act to vest in Elizabeth Moss the right of this comm6nwealth, f o the personal es- 
tate of her illeffitimate son Jesse Barnes, late of the township of Warminster, in the 
county of Buws, and for other purposes. 

1 . Sect. X. The select and common councils of the city of 
Philadelphia, shall hereafter have the exclusive privilege of regu* 
lating the running at large, taking up, and disposing of hogs, 
Bwine, shoats and pigs, within the said city, any act to the coin 
trary notwithstanding. 

ORDINANCES. 
Ordinance of June 8, 1826. 

An ordinance to prevent the running of swine at large, in the city of Philadelphia. 

1. Sect. I. Be it ordained and enacted, fye. That it shali act 
be lawful for any swine, hogs, shoats or pigs, to go at large in the 
city of Philadelphia. 

2. Sect. II. All swine, hogs,-H9hoats and pigs, found ninniog 
at large in the said city, shall be deemed forfeited, and shall be 
taken up and sold, by such person or persons as the mayor of the 
said city shall for this purpose appoint; and the nett proceeds of 
sale, afler defraying the necessary expenses attending the pro- 
ceedings in the premises, shall be paid into the city treasury, for 
the use of the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia. 

3. Sect. III. In addition to, and independently of^ the for- 
feiture prescribed in the foregoing sectioD, the owner or owiieis 
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of any swine, hogs, shoats or pigs, running at large in the said 
city, shall forfeit and pay, for each and every swine, hog, shoat 
and pig, found running at large in the said city, the sum of one 
dollar, to he recovered, with costs of suit, as debts under one hun« 
dred dollars are by law recoverable ; one half thereof to go to the 
use of the person who shall sue for the same, and the other half 
thereof to the use of the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philar 
delphia. 

4. Sect. IV. The mayor of the said city, is hereby authorized 
and required, from time to tin\e, to appoint and employ a suitable 
person or persons, to take up and dispose of, agreeably to the 
provisions of this ordinance, all swine, hogs, shoats and pigs, run- 
ning at large in the said city, and such person and persons at his 
discretion to dismiss and discharge, and generally to adopt such 
other measures as may he necessary to carry the provisions of this 
ordinance into effect. 

5. Sect. V. Any expenses attending the execution of this ordi*- 
liance beyond the amount of the nett proceeds of sale, as stated 
and contemplated in the second section thereof, shall be paid by 
an order drawn by the mayor of the city on the city treasurer. 
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Act oT February 3, 1824. 

An act relating to taxes on certain real estate, in the city and county of Philadelphia. 

1. SfiCT. L All taxes, rates and levies, which may heread^ 
be lawfully imposed or assessed, to be applied for any purposes, 
eitfaer in the city or county of Philadelphia, on real estate, situate 
ia the said city and county of Philadelphia, shall be, and they are 
hereby tdedared to be « lien on the said real estate, on which they 
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may hereafter be imposed or assessed, together, also, with all ad- 
ditions to and charges on the said taxes, rates and levies, which 
hj the provisions of this act are directed to be made; and that the 
•aid lien shall have priority to, and shall be fully paid and satis- 
fied before any recognizance, mortgage, judgment, debt, obligation 
or responsibility, which the said real estate may become cha-ged 
with or liable to, from and after the passing of this act. 

2. Skct. II. Whenever any taxes, rates or levies, which may 
hereafter be lawfully imposed or assessed as aforesaid, shall re- 
main in arrear and unpaid on the first day of April, in the year 
following that in which the said taxes, rates or levies, may have 
become due and payable, it shall be, and it is hereby declared to 
be, the duty of the collector or agent authorized to collect and 
receive the said taxes, rates or levies, forthwith to deliver to the 
commissioners of the county of Philadelphia, a true and accurate 
list or schedule of the said taxes, rates or levies, so ^ue and un- 
paid, together with the name or names of the person or persons 
charged in the duplicate with the same; and also a description of 
the estate and property on which the said taxes, rates or levies 
shall have been, as aforesaid, imposed or assessed, setting forth, 
in the same, the name of the ward, district or township, in which 
the said estate may be, together with the name or names of the 
owner or owners of the adjoining or contiguous estate or property; 
and also, that the said taxes could not be collected, although the 
said collector or agent has been diligent in endeavouring to col- 
lect and obtain the same; of the truth of all which facts the said 
collector or agent shall make affidavit, before a justice of the peace 
or an alderman of the city of Philadelpia, which said affidavit shall 
be annexed to, and shall be filed with the list or schedule afore- 
said, in the office of the said commissioners. 

3. Sect. III. Upon all taxes, rates or levies, which may here- 
after be lawfully imposed or assessed, on real estate in the city and 
county of Philadelphia, and which shall remain unpaid on the ftrst 
day of April, in the year following the year in which the said taxes, 
rates or levies may have become due and payable, there shall be 
charged and added to the amount of the said taxes, and upon each 
and every amount thereof, at the rate of six per centum, until said 
taxes are paid, which said charges and additions are hereby declared 
to be a lien as aforesaid, on the said real estate, on which the said 
tax, rate or levy, shall hereafter be imposed or assessed, to the 
same extent and in the same manner as the said tax, rate or levy 
shall hereafter be a lien on the said real estate, according to the 

?rovisions of this act: Provided alivays, and it is hereby enacted, 
'hat it shall be the duty of each and every collector or agent, 
authorized to collect taxes, rates and levies, at least thirty days 
before the first day of April, in the year following the year in 
which the said taxes, rates or levies may have become due and 
payable, to leave a notice, printed or written, at the place of resi- 
dence, of the person or persons charged in the duplicate, with the 
said taxes, rates and levies, on real estate, which shall be unpaid, 
and at the place of residence of all and every person who may be 
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Imown to be the agent for or have charge of the said real estate, if 
any such person or persons, or his, her or their place of abode can 
"be found, which said notice shall be signed by such collector or 
agent, and shall set forth, that the taxes, rates or levies, on such 
real estate, are unpaid, and that if they are not paid, to such col- 
lector or agent before the first day of April following, the same will 
be registered according to the provisions of this act, and that an 
addition of six per centum on such taxes, rates and levies will be 
charged thereon, until paid; a copy of which notice, and an affi- 
davit of the service thereof, or that the person or persons, or his, 
her or their place of residence could not be found, shall be filed 
in the office of the commissioners, with the aforesaid list or sche- 
dule. 

4. Sect. IV. It shall be the duty of the commissioner of the 
county of Philadelphia, to keep a fair and correct register in a book 
or books to be opened by them for that purpose, and to be called 
**The Register of unpaid taxes on real estate," in which they 
shall enter all taxes, rates or levies, lists or schedules of which 
shall be delivered to them in conformity with the provisions of 
tliis act. 

5. Sect. V. It shall be the duty of the commissioners of the 
county of Philadelphia, at all times, on demand made of them, with- 
in the hours during which their office shall be opened for the trans- 
action of business, to make out and furnish a transcript or extract 
from the register of unpaid taxes, aforesaid, which shall truly set 
forth the taxes, rates or levies, due and unpaid upon any real estate, 
according as the same may appear in the said register, and which, 
said transcript or extract shall be certified by the clerk or one of 
the assistant clerks of the said commissioners; and any person de- 
manding and receiving the same, shall pay to the said commissioners 
of the county of Philadelphia, the sum of twenty cents, which shall 
be paid over by the said commissioners, to the county treasurer, 
lor the purpose of defraying the said expenses attending the regis- 
tering of taxes, according to the provisions of this act. 

€. Sect. VI. All collectors or agents empowered or authorized 
to collect and receive the taxes, rates or levies, due and unpaid on 
any real estate, which may be hereafler imposed and assessed, and 
which shall have been registered according to the provisions of this 
act, shall be and they are hereby authorized and empowered, at 
any time when the same may be found on the estate, on which 
such taxes, rates and levies may be due, to levy upon any goods, 
chattels or personal property, which may be found thereon ; and to 
sell and dispose of the same, after ten days' notice of such sale, 
in one or more of the daily newspapers of the city of Philadelphia, 
and in not less than twenty hand-bills, one whereof shall be put up 
on the said estate, and the others in the most public places near the 
place where such sale shall be made ; and out of the proceeds of 
such sale, afler the expenses attending the same, the said collector 
or agent shall pay over to the person authorized to receive the said 
taxes, rates and levies, the amount thereof, together with the ad^ 
ctition of six per centum, which may be due and chargeable thereon 
according to the provisions of this act; and if any surplus should be 
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and remaia, after such deduction and imyment, ao made as albre* 
said, then and in such case, the collector or agent aforesaid, shall 
paj o?er to the owner or owners of the said goods, chattels or per-' 
' tonal property, so sold as aforesaid, the said surplus; and in caae of 
neglect or refusal to pay over the said surplus, within ten days after 
such sale, if demanded, the collector or agent shall forfeit and pay 
a sum not exceeding ten per cent, to be calculated on said surplus, 
to be recovered, together with such surplus, as debts of like amount 
are now recoverable by law, without any stay of execution: JStmdU 
tff hereby declared and enactedy That it shall be lawful for any per- 
son or persons, whose goods, chattels or personal property may be 
levied upon and sold, under the authority of this law, for taxes, 
rates or levies, or who may pay the said taxes, rates or levies, by 
action of debt or otherwise, to recover the amount so paid, or the 
▼alue of the goods and chattels levied on and sold, together with 
all costs and damages, aeainst the owner or owners of the real 
estate; or at his of their election to defalcate the amount there<^, 
in payment of any rent which may be due to the owner or owners 
of such estate, unless such defalcation or recovery would impair 
any contract or agreement between them previously made. 

7. SscT. VII. All and every person to whom taxes, rates and 
levies which shall have been registered as unpaid on any real. estate 
in the city and county of Philadelphia, shall have been paid, or 
who shall collect and receive the same, shall give a certificate, that 
such taxes, rates and levies have been so paid, collected or receiv- 
ed by him or them, to any person or persons who shall be entitled 
to require the same ; and also, that it shall be the duty of the per- 
son or persons so receiving the said taxes, rates or levies, to certify 
the same within thirty days after the receipt thereof, under a pen- 
alty of five dollars, to be recovered as debts of an equal amount 
are by law recoverable, for the use of the person injured, to the 
commissioners of the county of Philadelphia, who thereupon shall 
cause the payment of the same to be entered in the register of un- 
paid taxes. 

8. Sect. VIII. All and singular the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed and taken to apply to taxes, rates and levies imposed or 
assessed by authority of the city of Philadelphia, or of any corpora- 
tion in the city or county of Philadelphia, upon real estate, situate 
in the said city or county, except water rents, which may be im^ 
posed ibr the use of the Schuylkill water, which shall not be con- 
sidered as coming within the provisions of this act. 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of March 9, 1797. 

Aq ordinance prescribing the duties of the collectors of taxes. 

1. SscT. I. It shall be the duty of the collectors for die city of 
Philadelphia, after the duplicate lists of the taxes to be raised dball 
be delivered to them, forthwith to demand from the persons whose 
estate or persons may be assessed, or at their dwelling places, oris 
case of their absence, from their tenants, agents or representatives^ 
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4he several sums in the said duplicates mentioned; and in case the 
same shall not be paid within three months after the duplicate lists 
of the taxes shall have been delivered to them as aforesaid, each 
collector shall present his duplicate to the mayor, or in case of his 
sickness or absence, to the recorder, and make oath or affirmation 
respectively before him, that he hath demanded in the manner afore- 
said, the taxes assessed and mentioned in his duplicate ; and he 
shall under oath or affirmation, ascertain the names of the persons 
who may be delinquent, and have not paid the sums so assessed 
upon them or their estates: whereupon the mayor, recorder or any 
three or more aldermen shall add to each duplicate a warrant, under 
their hand and seals, authorizing and requiring the said collectors, 
and every of them, forthwith to collect, levy and receive from the 
persons assessed as aforesaid, and who shall be delinquent in man- 
ner aforesaid, the sum of money mentioned in the said duplicate to 
be respectively assessed upon them or their estates; and the said 
collectors may call to their assistance any constable or constables 
or other persons, and in case of resistance, may break open, in the 
day time, any house, trunk, box, chest, closet, or other fixture 
where the goods and chattels of any delinquents are supposed to be, 
and make distress and sale thereof, rendering the surplus, if any 
there be, to the owner, afler reasonable charges deducted, but if 
goods and chattels sufficient to satisfy the ^ said taxes and charges 
cannot be found, then to levy the said assessment on the goods and 
chattels of the tenant in possession of the premises so assessed, 
and the delinquent shall be obliged to discount it to said tenant out 
of the first rent, that shall aflerwards accrue from the premises, 
and if there be no such goods and chattels, then to take the body 
of such delinquent and him or her to bring before the mayor or any 
alderman, who shall inquire whether any and what sum is due from 
such delinquent for the said taxes, and thereupon shall award a 
warrant of commitment against the body of such delinquent, for 
such sum as shall appear to him to be due for the said taxes, and 
such warrant shall be directed to the sheriff of the city and county 
of Philadelphia, who shall receive and detain the body of such 
delinquent in his gaol, and him or her treat in all respects as a debt- 
or under execution. 

2. Sect. II. Each collector of the taxes, shall, under the pen- 
alty of forfeiting fifly dollars for each and every neglect, pay or 
cause to be paid to the treasurer of this corporation, on the last day 
of every week, the whole amount of taxes collected by him during 
the week, exclusive of the commission or compensation allowed to 
him fbr collecting the same. And, if any of the taxes mentioned 
in the duplicates aforesaid, shall not be collected and paid to the 
treasurer by said collectors, within nine months after the duplicate 
lists shall have been delivered to them as aforesaid, each and every 
of the collectors, and his or their respective securities shall be 
answerable for the sums in their respective duplicates mentioned, 
unless the said collector shall make it appear to the statisfaction of 
the city commissioners, that the real estate taxed as aforesaid, has 
been for all the time aforesaid unoccupied^ and the owner thereof 
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out of the eity iuid ecmnty of Philadelphia, or the {^ereoas changed 
with personal taxed were not to be foUnd) or were bj poverty dia** 
abled to pay the same.

3. SsCT. XVI. The said Commissioners shall mak^ out and 
eanse to be delivered in two fair copies, one of which shall be pre- 
sented to the select, and one to the common councils, [at their first 
meeting respectively in the month of December] in every year, a 
just aM true account of all and sioffular their transactions and di»- 
bursements for the current year, mcluding and designating the 
((uantity of work and repair done, with a specification in detail of 
the expenses incurred for each object under their superintendence, 
so far as the same may be practicable, with an inventory of all the 
•toek, utensils, materials and necessaries of every kind, belonging 
to the city, which shall then be provided and remain on hand, and 
together with such account and inventory, shall furnish an estimate 
of the several sums, which will be necessary to complete any wo)rk 
or transaction, begun and then unfinished.

I. From and after the passing of this ordinance, the 
ordinance of March 26th, one thousand eight hundred and six, en- 
titled ''An ordinance to impose a tax on offices, posts of profit, 
professions, occupations, pleasurable carriages, and horses," be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of July 9, 1829. 

A fiiither supplement to an ordinance, entitled ** An ordinance preeerihing the doties of 

the collectors of taxes," passed March 9th, 1797. 

1 1 . Sect. I. It shall be the duty of city treasurer, and he is 
hereby authorized and required, from time to time, to inspect the 
duplicate hsts of taxes which shall hereafter be placed in the hands 
of any collector or collectors of taxes for collection, and if any such 
collector or collectors shall at any time be found delinquent in dis- 
charging the duties prescribed by the ordinances of this corpora* 
tion, the treasurer shall forthwith give notice in writing of such 
delinquency to the city solicitor, with directions to institute legal 
proceedings against every such delinquent collector and his sure- 
ties, to recover the whole amount due by him, and shall also give 
notice in writing to the mayor of such delinquency as aforesaid, 
and the said delinquent collector may, at the discretion of the 
mayor, be forthwith dismissed from his employment, and another 
collector appointed in his place. 

12. Sect. II. The condition of the bond hereafter to be given 
by each collector of taxes and his sureties, shall be, that he shall 
well and faithfully pay to the treasurer, at the times and in the 
manner prescribed by the ordinances, all the taxes which he shall 
collect, and that he shall not apply to his own use, or to any pur- 
pose inconsbtent with the ordinances, any of the money by him col-^ 
lected, and shall faithfully do and perform all the duties enjoined 
on him by the ordinances of the corporation. 
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Ordinance of September 19, 1833. 

An ordinance providing for the regulation of time-keepers. 

1. Sect. I. Be it (n^dained, Sfc, That PhQip Garrett, Isaiah 
Lukens, Ellis Clark, Thomas Voight, H. C. Riggs, and D. 
Weatherby, watch-makers of the city of Philadelphia, be, and are 
hereby appointed a committee to be styled **The Observatory 
Committee," who riiall be empowered to take charg'e of and direct 
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the meant provided by this ordinance to regulate time^keepers and 
chronometers. 

S. Sect. II. It shall be the duty of the observatory commtttee 
immediately after the passage of this ordinance, to make such ar* 
rangements with the managers of the school corporation, as may 
be requisite for the use of their observatory in Fourth street, and 
for the accommodation of a clock in which the time shall be re- 
corded as hereinafler provided. 

3. Sect. III. The said observatory committee be, and are 
hereby directed to purchase a suitable clock, and provide aceom- 
modation therefor on the premises, of the said school corporation; 

Cndedy the expenses thereof shall not exceed two hundred dol- 
, and that the mayor of the city be authorized to draw his war- 
rant on the city treasurer for payment of said expenditure upon the 
requisition of the observatory committee. 

4. Sect. IV. The observatory committee be, and are hereby 
authorized to appoint, subject to the approval of the councils, a 
person well qualified for the office, to be styled the city astroDomer, 
and allow him a compensation for his services payable quarterly, 
and that the mayor of the city is hereby authorized to draw his war- 
rant on the city treasurer, for the said salary upon the requisiticA 
of the said committee. 

5. Sect. V. It shall be the duty of the city astronomer, at least 
three times in each week, when practicable, to make such observa* 
tions as will enable him to determine the time, and note the sam^ 
upon such places as may be provided in legible characters, and to 
perform such services as may be required by the observidoiy com*- 
mittee, to enable watch-makers to regulate their time-keepers. 

' B. Sect. VI. It shall be the duty of the observatory comraH*- 
tee, so soon as they shall have carried the provisions of this ofdi«> 
nance into efiect, to make a detailed report of their proceedings and 
arrangements to councils for their appro vd. 
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Licenses, how granted— to whom, 1, 12, 13 
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Act of March 11, 1834. 
Relatii^ to inns, taverns, and retailers of vinous and cipiiitupuB liquors. 

I . SmcT. I. The several cositi of iiitarter i»eisi«ns and wsmy^n' 
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tourU in this commonwealth, sAioll have power to grant licens^^ 
under their respective seals, for taverns or inns, to be kept by the 
persons applying for the i^me, within their respective jurisdictions, 
and such licenses may be granted according t6 the regulations and 
restrictions contained in this actj and not otherwise. 

52. Sbct. II. In the city and county of Philadelphia, licenses 
as a^Mresaid may be granted at any term of the said courts; but in 
every other county, such licenses shall be granted only at the first 
and second term of the court, in any year, except in the case of a 
house previously licensed for the purpose aforesaid, the occupant 
whereof shall die, remove, or cease to keep an inn or tatern, in 
which event the court may grant a license for the remainder of the 
year, to hiilt Miccesdor, at any term of the court. 

3. Sbct. llh No eckirt shall license any inn or tavern whi<^ 
shall not be necessary to accommodate the public, and entertain 
strangers or travellers. 

4. SECT. IV. No court shall grant a license to any person to 
keep an inn or tavern, except upon a certificate in writing, signed 
by at least twelve reputable citizens of the ward, borough or town- 
^ip, in which such inn or tavern is proposed to be kept, setting 
lorth that such inn or tavern is necessary to accommodate the pub- 
lic, and entertain strangers or travellers, and that such person is of 

food repute for honesty and temperance, and is well provided with 
onse-room and conveniences for the accommodation of strangers 
and travellers. 

5. Sect. V. No court shall license any person to keep an inn 
or tavern, unless from the petition and certificate, or from their 
ewn knowledge, or upon evidence sought for and obtained, tHey 
shall be satisfied of the fitness of the person applying, and of the 
sufficiency of the accommodation as aforesaid. 

6. Sect. VI. It shall be the duty of the commissioners of 
every county in this commonwealth, previously to every tribnnM 
assessment, to send to the assessm: of every ward, township and 
^strict within the county, their precept, requiring him to make out 
a just and perfect return, in such form as the commissioners shaR 
direct, of the names of all inn*keepers Bttd tavern-keepers within 
the respective ward, township and district, and of such other per- 
sons as may he desirous of keeping inns or taverns therein, and 
idso to make a just raluation of the yeariy rental of every inn nnd 
tavern therein, and of every house in which any person may be 
desirous as aforesaid, of keeping an inn or tavern. 

1. Sect. VII. The assessors of the several counties shall, on 
the receipt of the precepts aforesaid, proceed to take an account in 
the form directed by the commissioners, of the names and surnames 
of ail inn-keepers «urd tavern-keepers within their respective wards, 
townships and districts, and of all persons who may be desirous c£ 
keeping inns or taverns therein, and who shall be so returned; and 
H^en i^uch enameration shall be completed, the several assessors 
shall convene their assistant assessors, and with them shall proceed 
' to make the valuation herein before directed, having a due regard 
to the busiiVBSs done, or that may be done, in the inn or tavern, or 
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house proposed to be kept as an inn or tavern as aforesaid, and 
when such valuation shall be completed, the said assessors shall 
make return thereof to the commissioner^ of tho proper county, at 
the time that they make return of their several assessments. 

8. Sect. VIII. The commissioners aforesaid, shall direct no- 
tice to be given of the valuation and appeals to be held in the same 
manner, and at the same time and.place, as appeals are held in re- 
lation to county rates and levies; after which they shall examine, 
equalize and adjust the valuation returned to them as aforesaid, in 
such manner as shall be reasonable and just, and immediately 
thereafter they shall deliver the valuation so adjusted by them, to- 
gether with a computation of the price of the license in every caJM 
therein contained, to the clerk of the mayor's court of the respec- 
tive city, or to the clerk of the court of quarter sessions of the re- 
spective county, as the case may be, to be filed in his office. 

9. Sect. IX. Every person intending to apply for a licenso 
to keep an inn or tavern, shall, at the annual assessment, designate 
to the assessors the house and property which he may intend to oc- 
cupy for that purpose, and desire them to make a valuation of the 
yearly rental thereof, and return his nnme and application to the 
conunissioners, to be by them returned to the several clerks of the 
court of quarter sessions and mayor's court of the respective city 
and county. 

10. Sect. X. The price of a license to keep an inn or tavern, 
shall be as follows, to wit : ten dollars for one year in all cases 
where the adjusted valuation of the yearly rental of the house and 
the property occupied, or to be occupied for that purpose, shall not 
exceed one hundred dollars ; in all other cases the said sum of ten 
dollars, and the additional sum of four per cent, on the rental above 
one hundred dollars. 

11. Sect. XI. Whenever a license shall be granted to keep 
an inn or tavern at a place not occupied before for that pupose, 
mad of which no valuation of the rental may have been made ao- 
cordinff to law, it shall be lawful for the court granting such license, 
to fix the price of the same until the next assessment. 

12. Sect. XII. Providedy That nothing in this act shall pre- 
vent the said courts fi-om granting licenses as aforesaid, to persons 
who may combine any other business with that of selling liquors, 
if, in the discretion of the said court, the same may be necessary, 
such person being subject, in all respects, to the provisions of this 
act. 

13. Sect. XIII. The courts aforesaid shall not have power 
to grant licenses to the owners or managers of any theatre or cir- 
cus, to sell within the same any vinous or spirituous liquors as 
aforesaid, nor shall any house be licensed as. a tavern which has a 
passage communicating with a theatre. 

14. Sect. XIV. The clerks of the several courts aforesaid, 
shall, immediately after each term, make out and deliver the said 
licenses to the treasurers of their respective counties, for which 
they shall take receipts; and within ten days thereafter, they shall 
transmit^ under seal to the auditor general, a lilt t>f the names of 
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mil penons to wbokn licenses maj have been granted at such pre*- 
ceding term. 

15. Sbct. XV. The eounty treasurers receiving such licenses, 
•hall deliver them to the persons to whom they may have been 
granted, on their application and payment therefor, and make re* 
port to the court of the names of the persons who may have neglect- 
ed to take out their licenses at each successive term thereof. 

Every county treasurer who shall neglect tc 
make report of those who do not pay for and take out their licenses, 
within the time herein mentioned, shall forfeit one half of his com^ 
miasion on license money, in the settlement of his accounts with 
the accountant officers.

If any inn-keeper, tavern-keeper, or other 
retaUer of wine, spirituous or other strong drink, shall incite, pro- 
mote or encourage any gunes of address, hazard, cock-fighting, 
bullet playing, or norse-raciug, at which any money or other valu- 
able thing shall be betted, staked, striven for, won or lost, or shall 
fiirnisfa any wine, spirituous liquors, beer, cider, or other strong 
drink, to any of the persons assembled or attending upon any such 
game, fight, play or race, such person shall forfeit and pay upon 
conviction of the first ofi[ence fourteen dollars, and upon a second 
eo&viction of the ofience twenty-eight dollars. 

19. Sect. XIX. And if any such person shall permit and 
allow any kind of game of address or hazard, or any playing, bet^ 
ting, or gaming for money or other thing of valde whatsoever, 
either at cards, dice, billiards, bowls, shuffle-boards, or any gama 
or device in any other manner to be practised, played, or carried 
on within his or her dwelling-house, out-house, shed, or other 
place, in his or her occupancy, such person shall, for the first and 
second offence respectively, forfeit and pay the like sums. 

20. Sect. XX. And if any inn-keeper or tavern-keeper, or 
other licensed retailer of wine or other liquors, shall offend as 
aforesaid, the license of such person shall, upon his conviction 
thereof, become void, and such offender shall be incapable of be- 
ing again licensed in like manner for one year thereafter; and 
upon such second conviction, such person shall, in addition to the 
penalty aforesaid, be for ever incapable of being a public house* 
keeper or retailer, as aforesaid, within this commonwealth. 

21. Sect. XXI. No inn-keeper or tavern-keeper shall receive, 
(arbor, entertabi or trust any person under the age of twenty-one 
years, or any apprentice or servant, knowing him to be such, or 
afler being warned to the contrary by the parent, guardian, master 
or mistress of such minor, apprentice or servant, under penalty, for 
the first or second offence, of three dollars, over and above th» 
forfeiture of any debt contracted by such minor, apprentice or ser- 
vant, for liquors or entertainment; and for the third offence, ui^ar 
penidty of fifleen dollars, and the forfeiture of his license, and of

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being for ever incapable of receiving a license to keep a pdbfie 
inn within this commonwealth. 

£3. Sect. XXII. Nh inn-keeper or tavern-keeper shall trust 
or give credit to anj person whatsoever, for liquors, under penahj 
of losing and forfeiting such debt. 

53. Sect. XXIII. Every suit brought by an inn-keeper or 
tavern-keeper, for tavern reckonings as aforesaid, or for a debt 
contracted by a minor, apprentice or servant, after a warning to the 
contrary as aforesaid, shaJi abate, or the defendant may plead suck 
ihct in bar thereof, and the plaintiff therein shall pay double costs. 

54. Sect. XXIV. No person shall keep a tavern, without a 
license previously obtained as aforesaid, nor after the expiration or 
revocation of such license, under penalty, not less than ten dollars, 
nor more than one hundred dollars, at the discretion of the court of 
quarter sessions or mayor's court having jurisdiction, for everj 
month during which he shall keep the same. 

35. Sect. XXV. If any person shall sell less than one qvaxt 
of spirituous or vinous liquors, to be delivered at one time, to one

the same, amd such revocation shall be entered on record, and the 
license shall thereupon cease and determine.

1 . Sect. II. From and afier the passing of this act, the trea« 
surer of the said corporation, shall be appointed annually by the 
joint votes of the members of the select and common councils of 
the said city, in the same manner, as the constitution of this com- 
monwealth prescribes for the appointment of the state treasurer, 
and not otherwise, any law to the contrary notwithstanding.

1 . Skct. I. At a meeting of the select and common councils,

It shall be the duty of the treasurer for the time 
being, to demand and receive all the monies of the corporation from 
whatever sources they may arise or ^become due, taking care to 
k eep the accounts of the money arising from the city estate, sepa- 
rate and distinct fi'om that which shall be received for taxes, and not 
apply the money of one fund to discharge any claims which may be 
made upon the other, except by the special order of the select and 
eommon councils, and shall keep the same in the Bank of [North 
America] in his name, and subject to his draughts, as treasurer of 
the corporation; and he shall pay by checks out of the moneys^

dred and ninety-seven, and in case the said treasurer shall die, 
during the continuance of his office or before the accounts thereof 
be finally closed, then if his executors or administrators do and 
shall well and truly settle the said accounts to the time of his death,

An ordinance for the comptroll of moneya, which are received into the city ti«aaai7v

t Whereas, no plan exists by wliich the credits of the accounts 
rendered by the city treasurer, can be checked; and whereas a sys<- 
tem ought to be devised, to obtain a comptroll on all moneys, which 
are paid into the treasury, by which a true state of the same may 
be easily acquired; and whereas it has been the practice of the 
collectors of the city tax, to withhold the duplicates which have 
been settled by the city commissioners. 

5. Sect. I. It shall be the duty of the city treasurer to pro- 
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vide, on or before the first daj of July next, two receipt books, 
wherein he shall enter duplicates of all receipts, for money paid 
into the treasury: one for taxes generally, and for the water rents; 
also, one for the city rentals, and other income of the city pro« 
perty. In the former of which books, he shall enter and subscribe 
each duplicate receipts, expressing the date, the sum, by whom, 
and from which duplicate of taxes, the payment has been made, 
and it shall be the duty of the collector to countersign the same, 
after he has examined and found that the said duplicate receipt, 
expresses correctly the sum paid, and for which he has obtained a 
receipt in his duplicate. In the other book, the treasurer shall in 
like manner, enter and sign such duplicate receipt, specifying the 
date, the sum, and by whom the same is paid, and on what ac*

Act of March 16, 1809. 

An act to prohibit the distilling and boiline of turpentine and oil, and the manuftctmr 
log of varnish, within the city ot Philadelphia aiidits neighbourhood.— 5 Smith, 29. 

1. Sect. I. Fram and after the first day of May next, no per- 
son shall distil or boil any turpentine or oil, or manufacture, or boil 
any varnish in any house, shop, cellar or other place, to the east- 
ward of Tenth street, in the city of Philadelphia, or within the dis- 
trict of Southwark, or within that part of the township of Moya- 
mensing, situate between South street, Seventh street and the Passy- 
unk rotul, or within the incorporated limits of the Northern Liber- 
ties, and including the village called Spring Garden, unless the said 
distilling, boiling or manufacturing be. carried on in an open place 
at least thirty feet distance from any buildings vessel of commerce 
or other property which might be injured thereby, or in a complete- 
ly fire- proof building, the sufficiency. of which fire-proof shall be 
determined and agreed lipon by at least five respectable master 
bricklayers of the said city, who shall certify the same under their 
hands, under the penalty of forfeiting the whole quantity of the 
articles so distilled, boiled or manufactured, together with the sum 
of two hundred dollars for every such ofiTenee. 

2. Sect. II. Any aldermen of the said city, or any justice of 
the peace in the district of Southwark, the township of the North- 
em Liberties, or the township of Moyamensing aforesaid, respec- 
tively, on information lodged and demand made by any person, show- 
ing a reasonable cause on oath or afi^rmation, shall issue his war- 
rant under his hand and seal, empowering any constable of the said 
city or district or proper township, to search any house, 8hop,cellar 
or other place within the limits aforesaid, where the said articles 
are alleged to be distilled, boiled or manufactured, and the said 
constables upon finding such distiUery, boiling of oil or manufac- 
ture to be then going on, may seize and remove the said articles 
herefrom within the space of twenty-four hours, to some safe and 
convenient -place, and therein detain the same until it be determined 
in the proper court whether the same be forfeited or not, by virtue 
of this act; 

3. Sect. III. The penalties and forfeitures mentioned in this 
act may be recovered as debts of equal amount are by law recov- 
erable, with costs of suit, the one moiety of which penalties and 
ferfeitures shall go to the guardians of the poor of the city of Phi- 
ladelphia, the district of Southwark, and the township of the North- 
ern Liberties, or to tiie overseers of the ^poor of the township of 
Moyamensiog respectively, accordingly as the syid seizure was.

3. Sbct. III. If any person^ after the expiration of six months 
firom the passing of this act, shall exercise any offices or appoint- 
ments, the exercise of which is by this act declared to be incom* 
patible, every person so offending shall, for every such offence, 
being thereof legally convicted in any court of record, forfeit and 
pay any sum not less than fifty nor more than five hundred dollars,

Ordinance of January S, 1830. 

An ordinance providing for gratuitous vaccination. 

1. Sect. I. The city shall be divided by the centre of Chesnut 
street, and by the centre of Delaware Eight street, into four dis- 
tricts, for the gratuitous vaccination of the poor, and that the said 
^stricts shall be denominated the north-eastern, north-western, 
south-eastern, and south-western districts; for each of which the 
mayor is hereby authorized, immediately after the passage of this 
ordinance, and annually hereafter, on the first Monday in January, 
to appoint a respectable physician^ residiifg in the city, and who 
•hall have had conferred on him the degree of doctor of medicine; 
and also to appoint for each of said districts, a collector of vaccine 
cases, who shall reside in the district to which he is appointed. 

2. Sbct. II. It shall be the duty of each of the collectors of 
vaccine cases, to call on each and every family residing within the 
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diitriet for which he vmj be appointed, and inquire of such tandiff 
whetiier any, and if any, what members thereof may be liable to 
nnall*pox disease, and if he find any such person or persons so lia- 
ble, being in indigent circumstances, that he shall offer the gratu- 
itous services of the vaccine physician to vaccinate such person or 
persons; and, if the offer shall be accepted, the said collector shall 
report immediately to the physician of the district, the names of the 
individuals, with their respective residences; and for each and 
every case so reported, and which shall be successfully vaccinated, 
the said collector shall receive the sum of twenty-five cents. And 
the mayor is hereby authorized, on receiving firom the physician of 
the district a certificate of the successful cases reported by the col- 
lector to him, to draw his warrant on the city treasurer, in favour 
of the said collector, and directing the same to be charged to the 
fund assigned by councils for that purpose. 

3. Sect. III. It shall be the duty of each of the physicians to 
vaccinate, in their respective districts, all the persons who may be 
reported to him by the collector, or may make application to him, 
either at his own office, or at their respective places of abode, ac- 
cording to the option of the applicant; and he shall continue to visit 
every such patient as often as may be necessary, to enable him to 
ascertain whether the person or persons so vaccinated, have had 
and passed through the genuine vaccine disease. And each of the 
said physicians ' shall furnish the mayor with a list, alphabetically 
arranged, of the names and ages of the. persons whom he may have 
successfully vaccinated, at the expiration of every three months, 
their residences and occupations, and if children, of the names, re- 
sidences and occupations of the parents, with such notes and obser- 
vations as in his judgment may be proper to report. Each of the 
vaccine physicians shall keep in some convenient part of his dis- 
trict, or its immediate vicinity, an office, where application may be 
made at all reasonable times, in relation to the duties of his appoint- 
ment; and they shall each and every of them preserve and keep 
Constantly on hand, a sufficient quantity of genuine vaccine scab or 
matter, which shall be distributed, without fee or charge, to every 
practising physician residing within this commonwealth, and apply- 
mg therefor personally or by agent. And in consideration of the 
services to be performed, each of the said vaccine physicians shall 
receive the sum of one hundred and twenty-five dollars per annum; 
and the mayor is hereby authorized and empowered to draw his 
warrant on the city treasurer, quarterly, in favour of each of the 
said physicians, directing the same to be charged to such fund as 
councils may apply for that purpose. 

4. Sect. IV. All and every of the lists which may be reported 
by the several physicians, shall be deposited in the office of the city 
clerk for safe keeping: and it shall be the duty of the said city clerk 
to publish quarterly, the number of patients successfully vaccinated 
in each district, with the name of the physician, and also to publish 
annually, the whole number during the year, in each district. 

Sect. V. The ordinance entitled '^ An ordinance providing for 
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t)i6 gratuitous vaccination of the poor in indigent circumstances/' 
passed the 31st of May, one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, 
«nd ail the supplements thereto, be, and they are hereby repealed.

Act of April 15, 1782. 

[For the other sections of this act which are in force, see Surveyors 
and Regulators, and JVuisances.'] 

1. Sect. XIII. And whereas the grates in the public streets of 
the city of Philadelphia over vaults are become very dangerous by 
the manner of their constructions, and the owners neglecting to 
keep them in proper repair: For remedy whereof, Be it, Sfc. That^ 
within three calender months after the passing of this act, every 
owner or owner of vaults, over which a grate or grates are placed, 
shall cause the said grate or grates to be made of good iron bars, 
of one inch square, of eighteen inches long, and so in proportion to 
the length of the' bar, the said bar to be laid crosswise of the street, 
and the space between the bars not to exceed one inch and a quar- 
ter of an inch; and the said grate or grates shall be fixed in a '^ 
frame of stone, or good red cedar, the scantling of which to be at 
least six inches square for a bar of eighteen inches long, and so in 
proportion for the length of the bar, the frame to be laid solid on 
the wall of the opening of the said vault, and the upper side of the 
frame nearly level with the pavement, the wall of the opening, with 
the arch of the vault, and the grate or grates always to be kept in 
good repair. And every owner, if a resident within the said city, 
or tenant of a non-resident owner, who has or may have vaults un- 
der any of the public streets, is hereby directed and enjoined to 
comply with the above regulations, under the penalty of thirty shil- 
fings, [to be paid to the commissioners for pitching, paving and 
cleansing the streets, and by them] to be applied towards making, 
amending and cleansing the same : And the [said commissioners] 
are hereby directed to make and amend such vaults or grates, 
which the owners neglect to repair agreeably to this act, out of the 
public money, and recover the expense thereof, with the forfeiture, 
of such resident owner, or tenant of such non-resident owner, re- 
apectively, as the case may require, in a summary way, as debts 
under five pounds are usually recovered. — [Office of street cohiwm- , 
sioners abolished^ and the power of providing for the performance of 
ikeir duties vested in select and common counciiSy see Corporation, A.

2. Sect. XIV. If any tenant of a non-resident owner shall 
make or repair the vault, grate or grates, agreeably to this act, it 
jdiall be allowed to him by the owner or landlord out of the rent 
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then due, or thereafter to become due. Provided neveriheks$y That 
any grate or grates, which may at present appear safe and sub- 
stantial, in the judgment of any two or more of the justices of the 
peace for the city, with the said commissioners, or a majority of 
them, may be indulged therewith until they want repairing, or by 
said justices and commissioners ordered otherwise. — lOffice of jtU" 
Hce of the peace for the city abolished^ and their powers transferred to 
fifteen aldtrmenj see Corporationy A, A. 22, 6, 43.] 

3. Sect. XV. No person or persons shall hereafter dig, or 
cause toi>e dug, any vault or vaults under any of the streets of the 
said city, without first obtaining liberty of four of the justices of the 
peace for the city, with a majority of the regulators appointed by 
this act, who are hereby authorized to judge and determine on the 
necessity thereof, aad the distance io be dug under any of the 
streets; provided the same does not exceed fifteen feet from the 
front wall of the dwelling, before which such vault is intended to 
be dug.

An act for dividing the city of Philadelphia into fifteen wards, and providing for the 
choice of judges of general elections, and for other purposes. 

Whkreas, from the increased population of the city of Philsr 
delphia, and the unequal diyiaion of the same into M^urds, great 
inconveniences have been experienced in conducting the general 
elections for the said city: 

For remedy whereof, 

1 . Sect. I. From and after the passage of this act^ the city of 
^ Philadelphia shall be divided into fifteen wards, in the manner 
following, viz: so much of the said city, as shall be included within 
a line beginning at the river Delaware, thence by the northern 
boundary of the city on to Seventh street, thence by the same to 
Sassafras street, thence by the same to the river Delaware, and 
thence by the said river to the northern boundary of the city, shall 
be one ward, to be^ henceforth called '^Upper Delaware ward;" 
4ind so much of the said city, as shall be included within a fine be- 

f inning at the river Delaware, thence by Sassafras street, to 
^ eventh street, thence by the same to Mulberry street, thence by 
the same to the river Delaware, and thence by the same to Sassa- 
fras street, shall be one ward, to be hence^rth called ^^Lower 
Delaware ward;'' and so much of the said city, as shall be in- 
cluded within a line beginning at the river Delaware, thence by 
Mulberry street, to Seventh street, thence by the same to High 
street, thence by the same to the river Delaware, and thence by

''South Mulberry ward;" and so much of the said city, as shall be 
iaeluded within a line beginning at Seventh street, thence by Mul- 
berry street to the western boundary of the city, thence by the 
same to High street, thence by the same to Seventh street, and 
thence by the same to the place of beginning, shall be one ward, 
to be henceforth called ''North ward;" and so much of the said 
city, as shall be included within a line beginning at Seventh street, 
thence by High street to th^ western boundary of the city, 
thence by the same to Chesnut street, thence by the same to 
Serenth street, and thence by the same to the place of beginning, 
AaSi be one ward, to be henceforth called '^Middle ward;" and so 
muefa of the said city as shall be included within a line beginning 
at SevenUi street, thence by Chesnut street, to the western boun- 
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dary of the citj, thence by the same to Walnut street, thence by 
the same to Seventh street, and thence by the same to the place 
of beginning, shall be one ward, to be henceforth called ^'Soatk 
ward;" and so much of the said city, as shall be included within a 
line beginning at Seventh street, thence by Walnut street to the 
western boundary of the city, thence by the same to Spruce street^ 
thence by the same to Seventh street, and thence by the same to 
the place of beginning, shall be one ward, to be henceforth called 
^'liocust ward;" and so much of the said city, as shall be included 
within a line beginning at Seventh street, thence by Spruce street, 
to the western boundary of the city, thence by the same to the 
southern boundary of the city, thence by the said southerly boun- 
dary to Seventh street, and thence by the same to the place of be- 
ginning, shall be one word, to be henceforth called ^'Cedar ward." 

2. SucT, II. It shall be lawful for the electors of the afore- 
said wards, under the same regulations that are now prescribed by 
the existing laws, to choose two inspectors of the general elec- 
tions, for each and every of the said wards ; and in conducting the 
said general elections, and receiving the votes at the same, two 
inspectors for each ward, shall occupy one window or door of the 
house where the election shall be holden, in exclusion of the in- 
spectors of any other ward. 

3. Sect. III. The inspectors for the said wards, chosen as 
aforesaid, shall meet at eight o'clock in the forenoon of the day of 
election, at the place appointed for holding the same, for the said 
city of Philadelphia, and shall then and there choose fifteen re- 
spectable citizens, qualified to vote, who shall be judges of the 
election in said city; and the fifteen judges so chosen by the in-, 
specters of the said fifteen wards, shall perform all the duties en- 
joined by law upon the judges of the general elections for the said 
city. 

4. Sect. IV. At the next ensuing election fi>r assessors and 
constables, for the several wards of the said city, each of the afore- 
said wards shall be entitled to choose the same number of asses- 
sors as the several wards are now by law entitled to; and two 
suitable persons, one of whom shall be appointed constable there- 
of, in the manner now provided by law; and it shall be the duty of 
the constable in the month of May next, to call a meeting of the 
qualified electors residing therein, to be held at some convenient 
place within the same ward, two weeks notice of which meeting 
and of the time and place of holding the same, shall be given by 
him, in at least two of the daily papers published in the said city, 
and by six or more printed advertisements, afiSxed at as many of 
the most noted and public places in the said ward, at which meet- 
ing it shall and may be lawfiil for a majority of the said qualified 
voters there assembled, to choose and appoint a place in the said 
ward, most convenient to them, for holding, in future, their ward 
elections; and as often thereafter as the constable of any of the 
said wards shall be thereto required by thirty or more of the qua- 
lified electors residing therein, to call a meeting of the qualifiied 
electors residing in the said wacdi for tho^ purpose of taking into 
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consideration the expediency oiT changing the place of holding the 
ward elections, in the said ward: it shall be the duty of the said 
constable, within six days thereafter, to call such a meeting, to be 
held at the place where the ward elections of said ward have 
theretofore been held, giving the like notice of the said meeting 
as is above required, in which notice shall also be stated, the ob- 
ject of such meeting ; and it shall and may be lawful for a majo- 
rity of the said qualified electors who may so assemble, [to the 
number of eighty or more] to choose and appoint such other place 
in the said ward, as may be most convenient to them, for holding,

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ACTS OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of February 16, 1813. 

An act granting certain privileges to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, 
in relation to the highways, streets and roads of Penn tow nship, in the county of Phi- 
ladelphia. 

1. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this act, it shall and 
may be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and_ citizens of Philad^ 
phia, to make use of any of the public highways, streets, and roads 
of Penn township, in the county of Philadelphia, for the purpose 
of laying down (re-laying) and repairing of conduit pipes, and the 
usual and necessary devices connected with the same, for supply- 
ing the city of Philadelphia, and the adjoining districts, with water: 
Provided always, That the laying, re-laying ami repairing of the 
said conduit pipes, and the usual and necessary devices connected 
therewith, shall be done in such manner as not to obstruct the pas- 
sage of said highways, streets or roads, and that all damage or in- 
jury which may ensue to the said highways, streets or roads, from 
the exercise of the privilege hereby granted, shall be repaired by 
the said corporation at its own proper costs. [BeUno, 6.] 

Act of March 16, 1820. 

An act to authorize the corporation of the city of Philadelphia to rebate the as- 
cents and descents of Callowhill street, in the township of Penn, and the county of 
Philadelphia. 

Sect. IV. In making such regulation of the ascents or de- 
scents of the said street, or in laying, re-laying, repairing or other- 
wise the pipes of conduit, all damages which may be done to the 
said Callowhill street turnpike road, shall be forthwith made good, 
and substantially repaired by the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia, at their own proper cost, who shall also pay all the 
costs of making the survey, and if any obstruction or detriment to 
the crossing or re-crossing the Lancaster Schuylkill bridge, shall 
be occasioned by reason of, or on account of the aforesaid work, 
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by interrupting the passage to or from the said bridge, the said 
mayor, aldermen and citizens, shall make a fair and fall compen- 
sation for the same to the president, managers and company of the 
said Lancaster Schuylkill bridge. 

Act of April 12, 1828. 

An act to protect the property of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, at 

Fair Momit, and the purity of the Schuylkill water. 

2. Sect. I. [If any person or persons shall hereafter wilfully 
take, lead, conduct or carry off, or shall knowingly suffer or per- 
mit to be taken, led, conducted, or carried off any offal or any 
putrid, noxious, or offensive matter, from any dye-house, still-house^ 
brew-house, or tan yard, or from any manufactory whatever, into, 
that part of the river Schuylkill, which is between the dam at Flat 
Rock and the dam at Fair Mount, near the city of Philadelphia, 
every such person shall, for each and every such offence; forfeit 
and pay a sum of not less than five dollars, nor more than fifty 
dollars, at the discretion of the magistrate, to be recovered with 
costs of suit in the same manner as debts under one hundred dol- 
lars are by law recoverable, by any person that shall sue for the 
same, before any justice of the peace, within the county of Phila- 
delphia, one half to the use of the plaintiff, and the other half to 
the use of the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philadelphia.] — 
Supplied posty 7.] 

5. Sect. II. If any person or persons shall, hereafter throw, 
cast, or wilfully suffer to fall into the head race of the water-works 
at Fair Mount, or into the water of the river Schuylkill, between 
the south line of Francis street, and the head arches of the said 
works, or into either of the reservoirs oq Fair Mount, any dead 
animal, or any putrid and corrupt thing wiiatsoever, or any noxious 
or offensive matter of any kind, or if any person shall ^o into swim 
or bathe in the said race, or either of the said reservoirs, or within 
the distance of one hundred yards of the said head arches, or shall 
entice, throw, lead or conduct any dog or other animal therein, 
every such person shall forfeit and pay a like sum of money, to be 
recovered in like manner, with costs of suit, before any justice of 
the peace of the county, or before any alderman of the city of Phi- 
ladelphia, for the uses aforesaid. 

4. Sect. III. If any person or persons shall hereafter cut, de- 
face, mutilate or otherwise injure any part of the buildings, ma- 
chinery, stone-work, or wood-work, belonging to the city ot Phila- 
delphia, and forming a part of the works or property at Fair 
Mount, every such person shall forfeit and pay a like sum of money 
to be recovered in like manner, with costs of suit, before any jus- 
tice of the peace of the county, for the uses aforesaid: Provided 
always J That the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia shall 
be entitled, notwithstanding any such recovery, to recover damages 
to the full extent of any such injury against the person or persons 
committing or doing the same. 

6. Sect. IV. It shall and may be lawful for the mayor, alder- 
men and citizens of Philadelphia, to make useof any. of the streets, 
hgihways and roads of Penn township, in the county of Philadel- 
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phia, or within the district of Spring Garden^ west from the east, 
side of Broad street, for the purpose of taking up any of the conduit 
pipes laid therein, or for detaching or cutting off branches or pipes 
of distribution connected therewith: Provuted alwaySy That said 
use shall not obstruct the passage of the said highways, streets, or 
roads, for a longer time than is necessary for the performance of 
the works essential thereto, and that all damages ensuing, or which 
may ensue to the said highways, streets or roads, from the exer- 
cise of the privilege hereby granted, shall be repaired by the said 
city, at its own cost: Jind provided alsoy That nothing herein conr 
tained shall be taken or construed in any manner to defeat, alter, 
or impair the force and effect of any contract or contracts made, or 
to be made, between the said city, and the said district of Spring 
Garden. 

Act of February 13, 1829.

Element thereto, passed the third day of April, one thousand eight 
undred and four, and the act, entitled ''An act to incorporate the 
district of Spring Garden," passed the twenty-second day of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirteen, and the several supple- 
ments thereto, shall not, nor shall any former act of assembly of 
this commonwealth, be so construed as to authorize any survey- 
or to survey and lay out any street, road, lane, court or alley, over 
or through any part of the property of the mayor, aldermen and 
citizens of Philadelphia, situate at Fair Mount, lying between the 
northern line of the Upper Ferry road and the southern line of 
Francis street, and between the western line of John street and 
the river Schuylkill, at low water mark, in the district of Spring 
Garden, in the county of Philadelphia, or to authorize the court of 
quarter sessions of the county of Philadelphia, to make any order 
upon any petition, for opening a street, road, lane, court or alley, 
over or throiigh any part of the property aforesaid. 

Ordinance of February 7, 1832. 

A supplement to an act to protect the property of the mayor, aldermen, and citizens of 
Philadelphia, at Fair-Mount, aod to preserve the purity of the SchuylkJJl water. 

7. Sect. I. If any person or persons shall hereafter wilfully 
take, lead, conduct, carry off, or throw, or shall cause to be taken, 
led, conducted, carried off, or throwli into that part of the river 
Schuylkill which is between the dam at Flat-Rock and the dam at 
Fair-Mount, near the city of Philadelphia, any carrion or carcase 
of any dead horse, or other animal, or any excrement or filth from 
any slaughter-house, vault, well, sink, culvert, privy or necessary, 
or any offal or putrid or noxious mattei: from any dye-house, stiD- 
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iiouse, tan-yard or manufactory, or any matter or liquid calculated 
to render the water of said river impure, every such person shall, 
for each and every such offence, forfeit and pay a sum not less than 
five ' dollars, nor more than fifly dollars, at the discretion of the 
magistrate, to be recovered with costs of suit, in the same manner 
as debts under one hundred dollars are by law recoverable, by any 
person who -shall sue for the same, before any justice of the peace 
within the county of Philadelphia, one half to the use of the pers<Ni 
prosecuting and suing, and the other half to the use of the mayor, 
aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia. 

Sect. II. No length of possession whatever shall be available 
to bar or prevent the correction or removal of any nuisance exist- 
ing, or which may hereafter exist, at or near that part of the river 
Schuylkill which is between the dam at Flat- Rock and the dam at 
Fair-Mount. 

Sect. III. So much of the act passed on the 12th April, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-eighty entitled ^^ An act to pro- 
tect the property of the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadel- 
phia, and the purity of the Schuylkill water," as is hereby altered 
and supplied, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Act of March 26, 1832. 

An act to authorize the mavor. aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia to erect a guard 
pier and ice bre^, at the ioo( of Coates street, near Fair-Mount water-works. 

8. That the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, be and 
they are hereby authorized to erect a guard pier and ice break at 
the foot of Coates street, in such manner as shall best protect the 
water-works at Fair-Mount, and preserve the purity of the water of 
the river Schuylkill: Promded^ That in constructing said guard 
pier and ice break, it shall not be lawful to occupy more than thirty 
feet in width on the south side of said Coates street, and in length 
extending eastwardly^ from low water mark, not more than four 
hundred and forty-five feet on the said street: \And provided^ That 
if said pier and ice break shall not be erected within five years 
after the passage of this act, that then this act shall be vi>id. 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of February 7, 1799. 

An oidinance providing for the raising of a sum of money, on loan, for supplying the 

city of Fhiladelpoia with wholesome water. 

1. Sect. IV. So soon as a copious supply of water shall be in- 
troduced into the streets of the city, and be ready for distribution, 
under such general and equal regulations, as fitting to the occasion^ . 
may be hereafler established, it shall at the conduits emptying into 
the streets, be for the free use of all persons, and every subscriber 
to the said capital shall be entitled, in the first instance, to a pre- 
ference of supply to one dwelling house of each share so subscribed, 
to be taken from the street pipes or conduits, subject to the general 
regulation aforesaid, and shall enjoy the use and convenience of 
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Mid supply for the full term of three years, free of any charge of 
water rent. 

2. Sect. V. All rents or other emoluments which may arise 
fipom the use and application of said water, shall, in the first in- 
stance, he applied for defraying the expenses of superintendence, 
and of repairs and improvements of necessary works fbr the better 
accommodation and supply of the city with water; in the second in- 
stance to the redemption of the aforesaid capital stock, and there- 
after lor any further improvements to the city of Philadelphia, or in 
aid and alleviation of taxes on its inhabitants. 

Ordinance of March 15, 1806. 

A Bopplement to the ordinance for regQlating the distribution of water in the city of 

riiiladelphia. 

3. Sect. I. If any person or persons, shall wilfully injure the 
pipes of conduit, the hydrants, pumps, or any other device con- 
nected with the pipes in the street, or open the same, so as to oc- 
casion a wanton, or wilful waste of the said water, or inconvenience, 
or damage to the citizens, or shall suffer the said water to flow un- 
necessarily, from his, her or their dwellings, or enclosures, or use 
the same except for culinary, or other necessary purposes, he, she 
or they so ofiending, shall forfeit and pay, for each and every of- 
fence, the sum of five dollars. 

4. Sect. II. If any hatter, dyer, manufacturer, or any other 

Serson or persons, shall use the said water from the pumps, or hy- 
rants, in the streets or alleys, for the purpose of soaking, or rins- 
ing his, her or their manufactured, or other goods, he, she or they 
so ofiending, shall forfeit and pay for each and every such ofience 
the sum of five dollars. 

5. Sect. III. If any person entrusted with the spanners of the 
fire plugs, or others, shall open the same, on any occasion whatso- 
ever, except at the request of the board of health, a member of the^ 
watering committee, or in case of fire in. the neighbourhood, he, 
she or they so ofiending, shall forfeit and pay for each and every 
ofience, the sum of five dollars, and if the person or persons en- 
trusted with the spanners of the fire plugs, shall neglect or'refuse 
to shut the same, as soon as the fire is extinguished, he or they 
shall forfeit and pay for such ofience the like sum of five dollars. 

6. Sect. IV. If any plumber, or other person, shall, without a 
written or printed permit from the watering committee, introduce 
a ferrule into any public or private pipe, or form any connexion or 
communication whatever with said pipes, or break ground for that 
or any other similar purpose, in the public streets, or alleys, or if 
any person or persons shall introduce or use a ferrule, of a larger 
diameter than is specified in his, or their permits, he, she or they, 
so ofiending, shall forfeit and pay for each, and every such ofience, 
the sum of twenty dollars, and for every day's continuance of the 
use of such pipe afier conviction, the further sum of one dollar. 

7. Sect. V. That the superintendent of the water-works be, and he 
is hereby Authorized and required, to inquire at any dwelling or other 
place where any unnecessary waste of water proceeds, into the 
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cause of such waste, aiid if he cannot discover and prevent the 
same, owing to opposition by the owner, or occupier of said dwel-> 
ling or other place, he shall forthwith give notice to the mayor, or 
any of the aldermen, of the person in whose enclosure the said 
waste shall be discovered, that he, she or they so offending, may be 
dealt with as this ordinance provides: and he is hereby further au- 
thorized and empowered to examine any ferrule, or pipe, which may 
be suspected of being of a larger diameter than is specified in the 
permit, and if any person or persons shall refuse to suffer such ex- 
aminations, or oppose or obstruct said officer in the execution of 
his duty, he, she or they so offending, shall forfeit and pay for each 
and every offence, the sum of ten dollars. 

8. Sect. VI. It shall be the special duty of the high constable, 
the city constables, and watchmen, diligently to inquire afler, and 
prosecute the offences aforesaid, before the mayor, or any alder- 
man, which shall be recovered with costs, one half to the use of the 
city, the other half to the use of the person who shall sue for the 
same. 

Sect. VII. [Supplied and repealed;; see Water^enta^ 4.] 

Ordinance of April 1, 1809. 

An ordinance for further regulating the distribution of Schuylkill water, collecting the 
rents thereof, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 

9. Sect. I. The mayor of the city, and the members of the 
watering committee for the time being, are hereby vested with the 
powers necessary for conducting the water-works, purchasing ma- 
terials and distributing the water; and for those purposes to em- 
ploy such agents as they may deem proper. Provided always^ that 
the contracts of said committee shall not exceed the amount of the 
moneys which may from time to time be appropriated for the use 
of the ivorks. And they are ^hereby required to make report to 
councils from time to time of their proceedings. ' 

SjficT. II. [Repealed and supplied; see VTaier'renta^ 1.] 
Sect. III. [Repealed and supplied; see Water-rerdSy 7, 8.] 

10. Sect. IV. Any person or persons who may hereafter con- 
tract for a supply of the water, shall cause the pipe conducting 
the same, to be of sufficient strength, and shall also have a stop- 
cock affixed thereto, within the limits of the foot-pavement, at the 
distance of twelve inches from the gutter, to prevent accidents 
from the leakage of the said pipe. And all plumbers and other- 
persons who niay lay such pipes in future, are hereby enjoined to 
affix thereto, a sufficient stop-cock, under a penalty of ten doUars 
for every neglect thereof, one half to the use of the city, the other 
half to the use of the person who shall sue for the same; and all 
penalties which may be incurred, by virtue of this ordinance or 
of any other ordinance or ordinances regulating the use of the 
Schuylkill water, and the distribution of the same, and also for the 
water-rent^ and all arrearages thereof shall be sued for, before the 
mayor or any alderman of the city, in the name of the mayor, al- 
dermen and citizens of Philadelphia. And within sixty days from 
and after the first day of July next, all persons who have the 
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water introduced into their premises, shall affix to the pipe a stop- 
cock as above directed, and on failure thereof, the committee of 
distribution shall direct the superintendent of the water-works, to 
detach their ferrule from the pipe of conduit. 

V. So much of the ordinance, entitled ''An ordinance for re- 
gulating the distribution of the water in the citj of Philadelphia," 
enacted on the seventh day of May, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and one, as appoints commissioners there- 
in named, for the purpose of superintending the distribution of the 
water to be supplied by the steam-engines, also the fifth section 
and such other parts of said ordinance as are contrary to the pro- 
visions herein contained, are hereby repealed, annulled and made 
void. 

Ordinance of May 21, 1818. 

A further soppleiiient to the ordinance for regulating the distribution of water in the 

city of Philadelphia. 

11. Sect. I. Every person who, on or after the first day of 
November next, may be supplied with the Schuylkill water from a 
branch connected with a private pipe, shall have a sufficient stop- 
cock affixed to the said branch, as near as conveniently may be to 
the private pipe aforesaid, so as to stop the supply of water 
through the said branch when requisite, and not interrupt the sup- 
ply to other persons having a right to use the pipe with which such 
connexion may be formed; and every person who may be supplied 
with water from a private pipe having a branch or branches con- 
nected therewith, as aforesaid, shall in like manner have a suffi- 
cient stop-cock affixed to such private pipe, above the said branch 
or branches, for the purpose aforesaid; and in case of neglect or 
refusal to have such sufficient stop-cock affixed as aforesaid, every 
person so offending, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five doUars. 

12. Sect. II. All plumbers, or other persons who may here- 
after be employed to lay branch pipes, communications with pri- 
vate pipes, or private pipes having a branch or branches as afore- 
said, or to alter or repair such branch pipes or private pipes as 
aforesaid, are hereby required and enjoined to affix to such branch 
pipes and private pipes, sufficient stop-cocks with proper openings 
to the same, walled up and covered as herein mentioned, under the 
penalty of ten dollars for every neglect thereof. 

13. Sect. III. Over every stop-cock placed either within the 
limits of the footway, as directed by an existing ordinance, or m 
the manner specified in the first section of this ordinance, there 
shall be left an opening, at least three inches square, which shall 
be walled up with brick or stone, and securely covered with the 
same kind of material or with iron, in such a manner as that the 
situation of the said stop-cock may be readily distingui^ed, which 
covering, if placed in any public street or alley, shall be even ¥rith 
the surrounding pavement; and if the owner or occupier 'Of any 
building, lot of ground, or premises, into which the Schuylkill 
water may have been introduced, shall neglect to comply with this 
provision, or shall suffer such opening, if in any public street or 
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ulley, to remain uncovered, he, she or they, so offending, shall for- 
feit and pay for each offence the sum of three dollars. 

14. Sect. IV. If any person, other than those who may be 
the actual occupiers of a building, lot of ground or premises, into 
or for the particular accommodation of which, according to the per- 
mit issued, the Schuylkill water may have been introduced by a 
private pipe to a hydrant or pump, shall resort to any such hydrant 
or pump, and use the water therefrom, such person so offending 
shall be liable to forfeit, for each offence, the sum>of two dollars; 
provided, that nothing contained in this section shall apply to any 
person who may have a permit for the building, lot of ground, or 
premises, occupied by him or her. 

15. Sect. Y. In case information shall be lodged with the 
mayor, of the actual or probable evasion or disregard of the pro- 
visions of any ordinances relating to the distribution of water, in 
any building, lot or ground, or premises into or through which 
pipes for conducting a supply of Schuylkill water may be laid, it 
shall and may be lawful for the high, constables of the city, the 
superintendent of the water-works, and such other persons as may 
he lawfully empowered for the purpose by the mayor of the city, 
to enter at all seasonable times in such building, lot of ground, or 
premises, for the purpose of examining the pipes of conduit, and 
ascertaining whether the same, and the cocks or fixtures thereof, 
are in proper order and repair, and for cutting off the pipes of 
communication where delinquencies occur in the payment of the 
water-rent; and any person who shall obstruct or oppose either of 
the officers aforesaid, or other person duly empowered as afore- 
said, in making such examination, shall forfeit and pay for each 
offence the sum of twenty dollars. 

S^CT. VI. The foregoing fines shall be recoverable, as debts 
under one hundred dollars, with costs, for the use of the corpora- 
tion of the city of Philadelphia. 

Ordinance of January^, 1821. 

An ordinanee repealing certain parts of ''An ordinance establishing an office of city 

clerk, and for other purposes." 

16. Sect. I. So much of an ordinance, passed on the 28th day 
of June, 1811, as directs the duties of clerk of the watering com^ 
mittee to be performed by the city clerk, and in the office of the 
city clerk, as well as any part or parts of any other ordinance, 
connecting the duties of clerk of the watering committee with the 
office of city clerk, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. II. So much of the fourth section of said ordinance, or 
any other ordinance, as prescribes the meetings of the watering 
committee to be held in the office of the city clerk, and directs 
the deposite in said office of all the papers and records appertain- 
ing to the watering committee, and for the safe keeping of which 
the city clerk is at present held responsible, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. III. So much of the fifth section of said ordinance, or 
of any other ordinance, as authorizes or directs any perquisite or 
paymeni to the city clerk, for the performance of any act or thing 
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connected with the duties of Uie watering cmnmittee, is hereby 
repealed. 

17. Sect. IV. So much of the sixth section of said ordinance, 
or of any other ordinance, as precludes the watering committee 
from maidng the appointment of a clerk or clerks, for the proper 
management of the affairs entrusted to them, is hereby repeal^.' 

Ordinance of December 13, 1821. 

An ordinance for further regulating the distribution of the Schuylkill water, and for 

other purpoeee. 

Sect. I. rRepealed and supplied, see Water^emU^ 7.] 

18. Sect. il. The superintendent of the water-works, or any 
person acting under an order from the chairman of the watering 
committee, snail be, and is authorized and empowered to inquire 
at any dwelling, or other place, whence any unnecessary waste of 
water proceeds, into the cause of the same, and if the said waste 
proceed from want of repair in the pipes or other fixtures, and if 
the owner or occupier of such dwelling or place, shall neglect or 
refuse, upon notice being given, to have the necessary repairs 
made forthwith, the superintendent, or agent, acting under the 
order of the chairman of the watering committee, shall be, and is 
authorized and empowered, to shut off the water leading to such 
place or dwelling, and any person who shall let on the water, be- 
fore the necessary repairs are made, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of five dollars. 

19. Sect. III. If any person shall permit the Schuylkill water 
to flow unnecessarily from any part of a private pipe, or the fix- 
tures thereofj on his or her premises, or the premises by him or her 
occupied, either within a building or enclosure, or any street, 
court or alley, such person shall forfeit, for each offence, the sum 
of five dollars; and in all cases where several persons receive a 
siipply of water by branches, hydrants, or other fixtures, uniting 
with a private common pipe, each and every person who may so 
receive the water, shall be bound to keep such common pipe in 
repair, and in case of waste by a leak or leaks therefrom, shall be 
severally liable for the penalty above inflicted, and if at any time 
it shall be necessary to repair a private pipe, within the limits of 
the cartway of any public street, court or alley, a permit shall be 
first taken for so doing, and the expense for repaving paid in the 
usu^il manner, under the penalty of five dollars for neglect of this 
provision. 

20. Sect. IV. Whenever an attachment of a private pipe is re- 
quired to be made to the iron main, notice thereof shall be given 
to the superintendent of the water-works, one day at least previ- 
ous to breaking the ground for that purpose; and the said superin- 
tendent shall provide and furnish a ferrule, of the size for which a 
permit has been cranted, and shall appoint some person to shut off 
the water, to drill the opening into the said iron main, and insert 
therein the said ferrule; and the sum of two dollars, as compensa- 
tion for said ferrule and service, shall be paid to the register of the 
watering committee, before said service shall be performed: Pro* 
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mtded niverthelesSy That the sum of two dollars, as a compensation 
for said ferrule and service, shall not be required from such per* 
sons whose ferrules have been, or shall be detached, in order to 
laj the iron main; and any plumber, or other person, not ap* 
pointed as aforesaid, who shall drill or make any opening or in- 
sertion into the said iron main, shall be fined in the sum of twenty 
dollars. 

21. Srgt. V. All private pipes, conveying the Schuylkill water, 
shall hereafter be laid of the same depth as the public main in the 
street, firom said main to the stop-cock of said private pipe on the 
footway, and every plumber, or other person employed in laying 
such private pipes, shall, for each neglect of the provision herein 
contamed, be fined the sum of five dollars, and be liable for the ex- 
pense incurred in taking up and re-laying said private pipe of the 
required depth. 

22. Sect. YI. The fines aforesaid, shall be recovered before 
the mayor, recorder, or any alderman, in the same manner as debts 
under one hundred dollars are by law recoverable, and so much of 
any ordinance or ordinances, as is hereby altered and supplied, is 
hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of June 14, 1827. 

An ordinance to prevent the Schuylkill water from being earned out of the city, and 

for other purposes. 

23. Sect. I. In case any person or persons, afler the first day 
of October next, shall carry off the Schuylkill water, in any way 
whatsoever, from the city pumps, or from any private premises, to 
be used out of the city of JPhiladelphia, except in times of fire, or 
unless duly authorized by the watering committee, the^ shall forfeit 
and pay for each and every such ofience, the sum of'^five dollars; 
one half to the person suing for the same, and the other half to the 
use of the city. 

24. Sect. ill. In case any plumber or other person shall close 
any of the public stop-cocks of the pipes of conduit, in the streets, 
lanes, or alleys, without being duly authorized by the watering 
committee, they shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for 
each and ever such ofifence. 

25< Sect. IV. The fines aforesaid, shall be recovered before 
the mayor, recorder, or any alderman, in the same manner as debts 
under one hundred dollars are by law recoverable; and so much of 
any ordinance or ordinances as is hereby altered and supplied, is 
hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of April 29, 1830. 

A further soppienient to the ordinance for reffulating the distribution of the SchnyDtiU 

water in the city of Philadelphia. 

26. Sect. I. Whenever any person shall discontinue the use of 
the Schuylkill water, agreeably to the ordinance in such case made 
and provided, it shall be the duty of the register of the watering 
committee immediately to make report thereof in writing, to the 
superintendent of the water-works, who on receiving the same, 
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aball feithwith caiMe the ferrule of such person so diseootniBUig « 
Bforesaidy to be detached from the pipe of coDduit. 

Sect. II. lu all cases where the use of the Schuylkill water 
has been heretofore discontinued agreeably to the ordinance afor^ 
said, the superintendent of the water-works is hereby directed to 
cause the ferrules to be detatched from the pipe of conduit. 

27. Sect. III. Whenever any person shall notify his intention 
to discontinue the use of the Schuylkill water, agreeably to the 
ordinance aforesaid, he shall pay to the register of the watering, 
committee, for the charges of detaching the ferrule from the pipe 
of conduit, and the expense of repaving over the water pipe, as 
follows, to wit, where the ferrule is detached from a public iron 
conduit, one dollar and seventy-five cents, where it is detached 
from a private pipe, one dollar, and where it is detached from a 
public wooden conduit, one dollar and fifly cents, and until such 
.payment is made, he shall not be permitted to discontinue tho use 
of the water as aforesaid, any thing in any other ordinance to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. IV. In the case mentioned in the second section of this 
ordinance, the same sum shall be paid as are prescribed in the 
third section, and if the same are not paid, it shall be the duty of 
the said register to cause suits to be instituted to recover the same.

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Ordinance of April 28, !814. 

An ordinance altering the time of paying the water-rents required to be paid ia advance^ 

and for other purposes. 

1. Sect. I. From and after the 3 1st day of December, eigh- 
teen hundred and fifteen, the annual rent for the use of the Schuyl- 
kill water shall be payable in advance, in each and every year 
thereafter, so long as the contracts for the same shall exist; and all 
and every person or persons, who, after the 3 1st day of May next, 
may contract to be supplied with the said water, until the 31st day 
of December aforesaid, shall, on receiving the permit, pay the rent 
in proportion to the time for which they may upply for the use of 
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Ae wHteivup to the period aforesaid, and- in like manner hereafter, 
after the SOth day of November, eighteen hundred and fifteen, and 
annually fi'om the said day in every succeeding year, and such per- 
son or persons so paying up to the said time, as well as all others 
who shall or may hereafter contract to be supplied with the said 
water, who intend to discontinue the use thereof, shall give notice 
of their intentions, in writing, [to the city clerk,] one month before 
the expiration of the time for which they have contracted for a sup- 
ply of the said water, and on their failure so to do, shall be charge* 
able with, and pay the whole rent for the year next ensuing in the 
manner before mentioned. — [So m^h of every ordinance as direeii 
the didies of clerk of the watering committee to he performed by the city 
clerky and prohibits the watering committee from making the appoint' 
merU of a clerk repealedy Water and Water-works ^ 16, 17.] 

2. Sect. II. It shall be the duty of the [city clerk] to make out 
the next duplicates of the water-rents, and therein charge the per- 
son or persons who have contracted for the said water, from the 
1st day of July ensuing, to the 31st day of- December, eighteen 
hundred and fifteen, [and demand and receive from all other per- 
sons, who mdy contract for the use of the water, from and after the 
1st day of June next, to the said 31st day of December aforesaid, a 
proportionable rent for the time they may so contract for the same,] 
and to continue annually from and after the 1st day of December 
thereafter, to receive the said rents in advance, agreeably to the 
contracts to be made for the same. — [See above 1, Jnoiejy] 

Sect. III. [Supplied^ post 7.] 

d. Sect. IV. When any person or persons, who have con- 
tracted, or who may hereafter contract for a supply of said water, 
shall sell or remove fi'om the premises so contracted to be supplied, 
aU such person or persons, shall, on both or either events happening, 
and tit the time they may so happen, give notice in writing to the 
{city clerk] of their removal fi*om the said premises, or of the sale 
thereof, and insert in the said notice the name or names of the 
hold^s or occupiers of the said premises after them, and on their 
failure to give such notice, the person or persons in whose names 
the contracts for said water are entered in the register of water- 
rents, shall be deemed and taken to be still parties to the said con- 
tracts, and chargeable with the rents due and to become due for th<$ 
same, and liable to be sued therefor. 

Sect. V. So much of any ordinance or ordinances as is hereby 
idtered and supplied, is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of December 26, 1822. 

An ordinance for the better collection of the water-rents. 

4. Sect. I. The mayor be, and he is hereby authorized and 
dhrected, on the first Monday in February next, and on the first 
Monday of January, in each succeeding year, to appoint one or 
more eompetent persons, as the watering committee for the time 
being umj think needful, whose duty it shall be to collect the 
water-ronts; and in case the said committee shall think more than 
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one coUector needful, they shall give notice thereof to the mayor, 
at least one week before tne said appointment is to be made. 

5. Sbct. II. The said collector or collectors shall be allowed 
sach compensation for his or their trouble and service in collect- 
ing the said water-rents, and paying them over to the treasurer, 
as shall be agreed upon, in writing between him or them and the 
watering committee, who are hereby authorized to make such 
agreement, provided such compensation shall not exceed four per 
eent. upon the amount collected ; and each of the said collectori 
shall, before he enters upon the duties of his office, with such 
sureties as shall be satisfactory to the mayor, give a bond with 
warrant of attorney to confess judgment, to the mayor, aldermen, 
and citizens of Philadelphia, in a penalty double the amount of his 
duplicate, conditioned that he shall well and faithfully pay to the 
treasurer, at the times and in the manner hereinafter prescribed, 
all the water-rents which he shall collect, and that he shall not 
apply to his own use, or to any purpose inconsistent with this or- 
dinance, any of the money by him collected, and shall faithfuDy 
do and perform all the duties enjoined on him by this ordinance. 

€. Sect. III. It shall be the duty of the register of the water- 
ing committee, on or before the second Monday of February next, 
and on or before the fifteenth day of January, annually, thereaf^ 
ter, to make out the duplicates of the water-rents, and to deliver 
the same to the said collector or collectors, provided such collec- 
tor or collectors shall have given bond in the manner prescribed 
by the second section of this ordinance, whereupon, it shall be the 
duty of the said collector or collectors, to proceed without delay 
in the collection of the said rents, and to pay over such as he 
may have collected to the treasurer, on the Saturday of each week, 
and on or before the first day of June, in each year, to complete 
the collection and payment of the whole amount of the water-rents 
in his or their respective duplicates, except such as the watering 
committee shall mdte allowance for as not recoverable, or such as 
shall be returned as due from delinquents on the first day of June» 
in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 

7. Sect. IV. The said collector or collectors is, and are here- 
by authorized and required, after the duplicate list of the said 
water-rents are delivered to him or them, forthwith to demand pay- 
ment of the rents, from the persons residing on the premises, or 
owning the estates charged therewith, and to collect and recover 
the same; and it shall be his and their duty, on the first Monday 
of June, in each and every year, to report in writing to the regis- 
ter of the watering committee, all delinquents on his and their 
duplicates, and to make oath or affirmation, to be written on the 
said report, and to be signed with his name, and that of the alder- 
man or magistrate by whom the same shall be administered, that 
he, the said collector, has demanded pa3riiient of the said rent, 
from the persons residing on the premises', or owning the estates 
charged therewith, and hath not received . the same, or any part 
thereof, and the said register shall immediately give notice in^ writ- 
ing, to such delinquents, of the amount of the rent due by them 
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respectirelyy and that unless the said rent, and the rent in advance 
for the ensuing year, shall be paid before the expiration of two 
weeks thereafter, they will be deprived of the use of the water, 
and that suit will be instituted for the rent due, as well as for the 
charges of detaching the ferrule from the pipe of conduit,, and the 
expense of re-paving over the water pipe, and on the failure of the 
delinquents to make the required payments, the register of the 
watering committee is hereby directed and enjoined to make a re- 
port in writing, on the first aay of July, in each and every year, 
containing the name and residence, with the rents and charges due 
by each delinquent; which shall be delivered to the superintendent 
of the water-works, who, on receiving the said report, shall forth- 
with cause the ferrules of all such delinquents to be detached from 
the pipe of conduit, unless the amount of rent due, and the rent 
in advance for the following year, be paid to him, and which he is 
hereby authorized to receive, and pay the same over to the [city 
treasurer;] and it shall be the duty of the superintendent to re- 
port, on or before the first of August following, to the register of 
the watering committee, a list of all persons who have paid him 
the sum so demanded, and he shall also make out another list, of 
those whose ferrules have been detached, with the name and 
amount of rents and charges due by said delinquents, which he 
shall deliver to the solicitor, who, on receipt of the same, shall 
immediately cause suits to be instituted to recover the sums so 
stated to be due, and when the same are so recovered, he shall pay 
them over to the city treasurer, and shall also furnish a list of the 
same so received and paid, to the register of the watering commit- 
tee. [See po9ty 10, iuperintendent to pay over to register of Water- 
ing Commiitee. 

8. Sbct. V. The said collector and collectors, at the time of 
demanding or receiving any water-rent, shall produce the dupli- 
cate 'lists of water-rents, containing the rent so demanded or re- 
ceived, and immediately on receipt thereof, in the presence of the 
person paying, write the word ''paid" therein, opposite to the 
name of the person by or for whom the rent is paid, a^d shall keep 
an exact list of all water-rents by him received during each week, 
showing, in every instance, the name of the person, and the sum 
received from each, and shall deliver such list to the city treasurer, 
on the Saturday of each week, at the time of paying the amount 
thereof to him, and in case the said collector or collectors, or any 
of them, shall neglect to produce his duplicate, and to make an 
entry therein, or shall fail to keep or deliver to the treasurer, a list 
of the water-rents by him received, as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and 
pay, for each such neglect, the sum of fifty dollars, to be recover- 
ed before the mayor, recorder, or any alderman of the city, in the 
name of the corporation, one half thereof for the use of the cor- 
poration, and the oUier half for the use of the person informing 
and prosecuting for the same. 

9. Sect. VI. It shall be the duty of the city treasurer, and he 
is hereby authorized and required, fi'om time to time, to inspect 
and examine the duplicates of water-rents, which may be placed in 
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the hands of the said collector or collectors for collection, and if 
any such person or persons, shall at any time be found delinquent 
n& discharging the duties prescribed by this ordinance, the treasurer 
shall forthwith give notice in writing of such delinquency, to the 
city solicitor, with directions to institute legal proceedings against 
every such delinquent collector and his sureties, to recover the 
whole amount due by him, and the said delinquent collector dull 
forthwith be dismissed from his employment, smd another collector 
be appointed in his place. 

Sect. VII. So much of any ordinance or ordinances as is here- 
by altered and supfdied, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Ordinance of June 14, 1827. 

10. Sect. II. The superintendent of the water-works is here- 
by durected, when he shall receive moneys from delinquents, as 
directed by ordinance, to pay them over to the register of the water- 
ing committee ; and the said register is hereby directed to institute 
suit against all delinquents returned to him as unpaid, by the said 
superintendent, and prosecute the same for recovery. 

Ordinance of April 18, 1833. 

An ordinance for the regulation and settlementB of accounts, and mode' in which ail 
payments for water.rents due by the districts receiving water from Fair Mount works^ 
shall in future be made. 

11. Sect. I. From and after the passing of this ordinance, it 
shall be the duty of the register of the Watering committee on the 
first Wednesday in April, of each and every year, to draw oat a 
duplicate account of all water-rents due, and payable to the city on 
the first day of June in each and every year, by the districts re- 
ceiving at present, and those who may hererafier contract to re- 
ceive a supply of Schuylkill water. 

Sect. 11. After the said accounts shall have been examined 
and approved by the watering committee, the register of said com- 
mittee, is hereby directed to furnish the city treasurer, with a state- 
ment of the aggregate account of the same, and also to the presi- 
dent of the board of commissioners, of each of the districts re- 
ceiving the water, with a copy in like manner^ setting forth the 
amount payable by the respective districts, on the first of June in 
each and every year; and the said commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and requested firom and after the passage of this ordinance, 
to pay the amount of water-rents as set forth in the bills of water- 
rents or copy as aforesaid, to the city treasurer, who is hereby au- 
thorised to receive said rents and to give a receipt for the same, 
and the said treasurer is hereby directed to pay the same to the 
credit of the tax fund. 

Sect. III. The fractional part of the waterfronts not embraced 
in the annual duplicate accounts, shall be received and paid by the 
register of the watering committee into the treasury.

ACTS OP ASSEMBLY. 
Act of August 26 y 1721. 

An act for preventing accidents that may happen by fiie.— 1 Smith, 129. 

1. Sect II. If any master, or other person whatsoever^ shall 
sufier any fire to he kept (candle excepted,) after the hour of eig&t 
in the evening, on board any ship or other vessel, lying in any of 
the docks, or at any of the wharves aforesaid, or in the road before 
the said city, being convict thereof as aforesaid, shall, for every 
such offence, forfeit and pay the sum of ten shillings, for the uses 
aforesaid : Provided always^ That it shall and may be lawful for 
the mayor of the city of Philadelphia, for the time being, by license 
under his hand, to permit the master of any vessel, lying in the 
road of Philadelphia aforesaid, to uso fire on board such ship or 
vessel afler the hour of eight aforesaid, in case of sickness, ot any 
other extraordinary occasion^ any thing in this act to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Act of March 29, 1803. 

An act to establish a board of wardens for the port of Philadelphia, and for the re- 
gulation of pilots and pilotages, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 

2. Sect. XI. In all cases ^here any license has been or shall 
be given by the board of wardens for the port of Philadelphia, to 
erect any wharf or building of the nature of a wharf, beyond low 
water mark of the river Delaware, the person to whom such license 
has been or shall be so granted, shall within six months afler the 
passing this act or date of said license, erect such wharf or build- 
ipg, otherwise the said license shall be of no effect. 

3. Sect. XII. If any person shall erect, make, or fix or cause 
to be erected, made or fixed, on any wharf within the city of Phi- 
ladelphia, any building, enclosure or other obstruction whereby a 
free passage over and alone the same shall be impeded or prevent- 
ed, every such person shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, 
any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered in the 
same manner and for the same uses as is directed in and by the 
thirty-sixth section of this act, and the said wardens shall cause 
such building, enclosure or obstruction to be abated or removed j 
if the owner or occupier of any such wharf shall neglect, or refute 
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to remoye or abate the same on three days' notice from the said 
board of wardens, Providedy that nothing hereinbefore contained, 
shall be taken or construed in anywise to prevent any such owner 
or occupier from depositing, during a reasonable time on any such 
wharf, goods, wares and merchandise unladen from or about to be 
shipped on board of any ship or vessel, or for the purpose of beinff 
stored, always allowing a sufficient passage for carts, wagons and 
drays, nor in anywise to hinder any person otherwise entitled, so to 
do, from erecting any building or enclosure on any part of such 
wharf, lying to the westward of low watey mark or tide way of the 
river Delaware. 

4. Sbct. XV. If any person or persons whosoever, shall, from 
and after the passing of this act, burn or bream or cause to be 
burned or breamed, any ship or vessel or any part thereof, at or 
near any wharf or wharves, between South and Vine streets in the 
said city, he or they so offending for every such offence shall for- 
feit and pay to the said master warden, the sum of one hundred 
and fifly dollars, to be by him recovered and appropriated as other 
forfeitures herein mentioned, are recovered and appropriated, by 
the thirty-sixth section of this act. 

5. Sect. XXXVI. All forfeitures, penalties, sum or sums of 
money in this act mentioned, or accruing by virtue thereof^ and not 
otherwise appropriated, shall be payable, sued for, recovered and 
applied in manner and form following: that is to say, all the said 
forfeitures, penalties, sum* and sums of money, in and by this act, 
made payable to the master warden for the time being, shall be 
sued for, and recovered by the said master warden with costs of 
suit, before the mayor or any alderman of the city of Philadelphia, 
or before any justice of the peace of the county of Philadelphia, or 
any other county in this state, when the same shall not exceed the 
sum of twenty-six dollars and sixty-seven cents, in like manner 
as other debts under ten pounds are by the laws of this common- 
wealth recoverable, and subject to the like appeal, security, trial 
and costs, and that all such forfeitures, penalties, sum and sums of 
money as shall amount to more that twenty-six dollars, and sixty- 
seven cents, shall be sued for and recovered with costs of suit by 
action of debt, case, bill, plaint or* information, in any court of re- 
cord within this state. 

Act of March 25, 1805. 

An act for the better regulation of the city of Philad«;li^ia and districts acUoiniog, and 

preserving the navigation of the river Schuylkill. 

[For the other aedions of this act, see streets and pavements.^ 

6. Sect. VII. The wardens of the port of Philadelphia, shall 
be authorized and empowered, to fix and determine the extent or 
distance which any person or persons, or body or bodies, politic or 
corporate, who are the owner or owners of lots or ground extending 
to the said river Schuylkill, on either of its shores, from the lower 
faDs thereof to its junction with the river Delaware^ may build 
wharves therein. 
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t, Sbct. VIII. If any owner or owners, of any lot or lots of 
ground extending into the river Schuylkill, from the lower falls 
thereof to its junction with the river Delaware, shall build any 
wharf, house, store or other building, further into the said river than 
to common low water mark, without license first had and obtained 
from the said wardens, or further into the said river than may be 
permitted by such license, he, she or they being legally convicted 
of the same, shall pay a fine of one thousand dollars,* to be recover- 
ed with costs, as debts of the same amount are or may be by law 
recoverable; one half of which fine shall be paid to the guardians 
or overseers of the poor of the city, district or township, where 
such wharf or building shall be erected, and the other half to the 
person or persons who shall sue for and recover' the same. 

8. Sect. IX. If any person or persons shall erect or make any 
fence beyond the common low water mark into the said river, with- 
out license first had and obtained from the said wardens, he, she or 
they being: legally convicted of the same, shall, for every such of- 
fence forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding twenty dollars; to be re- 
covered with costs as debts of the same amount are or may be by 
law recoverable; one half of which fine shall be paid to the over- 
seers or guardians of the poor of the city, district or township as 
aforesaid, and the other half to the person or persons who shall sua 
for and recover the same. 

Act of February 7, 1818. 
A sapplement to an act, entitled ** An act to establish a board of wardens, &c.** 

9. Sect. I. As oflen as any person or persons shall be desirous 
of erecting or extending any wharf, or building in the nature of a 
wharf, into the tide way of the river Delaware, from any part of the 
city of Philadelphia, the Northern Liberties, district of Southwark, 
or Sand Bar or Island in front of the said city, it shall be the duty 
of such person or persons to make application to the board of war- 
dens, at any of their stated monthly meetings, or a meeting of the 
wardens convened for the purpose, stating in writing, the nature, 
extent and plan of such intended wharf, or building in the nature of 
a wharf^ and show their title to the ground on which the said wharf 
or building is to be erected, or from which the said wharf or build- 
ing is to be extended, to the said board of wardens ; and if it shall 
appear to the said board or a majority of them, that such plan or 
design may be lawfully executed, and that the same will not impro* 
perly encroach on or injure the channel or harbour, the board of 
wardens, at any of their stated monthly meetings, or when expressly 
convened for the purpose aforesaid, shall give their license in writ« 
ing for erecting or extending such wharf or buildings, and cause the 
same to be recorded in their office; but, if 4he said board shall deem 
it unadvisable to grant such license as aforesaid, and the applicant 
shall deem himself aggrieved by such their refusal, he may there- 
upon apply, by petition, to the court of quarter sessions of the 
county of Philadelphia, who shall immediately order the sheriff of 
the county of Philadelphia, to summon a jury of twelve freeholders, 
who shall, within six days thereafter, view the premises, and make 
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report) upon oath or affirmaiiony to the said courts upon the pvo- 

griety of granting the said license, whereupon the said court, ^er 
earing any ohjections that may be urged by the board of wardens, 
in case the report of the jury should be favourable to the said ap- 
phcant, against the said report, shall adjudge the said report to be 
confirmed or set aside, which judgment shall be final and conclusive. 

10. Sect. II. If any person or persons after the publication of 
this act, shall erect or extend any wharf, or building in the nature 
of a wharf, into the tide way of the river Delaware, contrary to the 
provbions of this act, he, she or they so oflTending, shall,* upon con- 
viction thereof, before the mayor's court of the*city of Philadelphia, 
or the court of quarter sessions of the county of Philadelphia, for- 
feit and pay the sum of four thousand dollars, to the use of the said 
board of wardens, to be recovered in the same manner as other 
fines and forfeitures are recoverable by the act to which this is a 
supplement; and the said board of wardens may, upon conviction of 
the offender as aforesaid, cause the said wharf, or other building 
in the nature of a wharf, to be removed or abated; and if the ex- 
pense of said removal or abatement shall exceed the fine and for- 
feiture affixed by the court, the excess thereof shall be recovered 
in a civil suit against the offender, before the district court of the 
city and county of Pl^iladelphia. 

Sect. III. So much of any act or acts as is or are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

ORDINANCE. 

Ordinance of January 30, 1834. 
An oidinaoce for building a new wharf at Walnut street, on the river Delaware. 

11. The committee on Delaware wharves be, and are hereby 
authorized to advertise for proposals and enter into a contract or 
contracts in behalf of the corporation for building and completing a 
new wharf at Walnut street, on the river Delaware, on such plan 
as they may deem most for the interest of the city.

For rtie powere vested in the corporation for the purpose of carrying into eflfect the 
will of Stephen Girard, so far as they extend to wharves and rivers.

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Ordinance of March 10^ 1831. * 

An ordinance directing the mayor and treasurer of the city of Philadelphia, to receive 
from the executors of James Wills, late of the said city, deceased, the funds in their 
iiands, constituting a legacy of the said James Wilis, to the mayor, aldermen, and 
citizens of Philadelphia, in trust. 

1. Sect. I. That Benjamin W. Richards, Esquire, mayor, and 
Cornelius Stevenson, Esquire, treasurer, of the city of Philadel- 
phia, be, and they are hereby authorized and directed, to receive 
from the executors of James Wills, late of the said city, deceased, 
the money, stock and bond, in their hands, constituting the legacy 
of the said James Wills, to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of 
Philadelphia; and that the mayor of the said city be, and he is 
hereby authorized to execute and deliver in the name and on be- 
half of this corporation, to the said executors, such receipts and 
acquittances as may be necessary in law. 

Sect. II. The said moneys, stock, and bond, shall be trans- 
ferred to and received by the said Benjamin W. Richards, mayor, 
and Cornelius Stevenson, treasurer of the said city, and their 
successors in office, subject to such orders as the select and com- 
mon councils shall, from time to time, make in relation thereto, in 
execution of the trust created by the last will and testament of 
James Wills. 

Ordinance of April 14, 1831. 

A supplement to an ordinance, entitled '*An ordinance directing the mayor and treasur* 
er of the city of Philadelphia, to receive from the executors of James Wills, late of 
the said city, deceased, the funds in their hands, constituting a legacy of the said 
James Wills, to the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia, in trust." 

3. As soon as the funds, constituting the legacy of the late 
jTames Wills, shall have been received, agreeably to* the ordinance 
to which the present is a supplement, it shall be the duty of the 
city treasurer, and he is hereby directed to pay from time to time, 
as the same shall become due, unto Rachael Wise, the annuity of 
two hundred dollars, given, and, by the said testator directed to be 
paid to her, during her life, and in consideration of the transfer, 
by the executors of the said testator, to the city of t^hiladelphia, 
of the fund out of which, if retained by them, the said annuity 
would have been paid, the faith of the said city, is hereby pledged 
for the payment of the said annuity. 

Ordinance of September 26, 1833. 

An ordinance relative to the management of the Wills hospital. 

3. Sect. I. The building recently erected out of the legiicy 
devised to the city by the late James Wills, situated in Sassafras 
street, between Schuylkill Fourth and Fifth streets, shall be known 
and designated by the name of the Wills hospital, for the indigent, 
lame and blind. 

4. Sect. II. The select and common councils shall assemble 
in joint meeting on the [fourth Thursday of October next,] and 
shall then and there choose by ballot, [nine] suitable persons who 
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than reside in the city, to be denominated managers of the Wilb 
hospital. 

Sect. III. As soon as the said election shall be coniplet- 
ed, the clerks of the select and common councils, shall divide the 
persons so chosen by lot, into three classes of three each; the 
first class to serve one year, the second to serve two years, and 
the third to serve three years, and shall record the result upon the 
minutes of the councils respectively. 

Sect. IV. [On the fourth Thursday of October,] of each suc- 
ceeding year, the select and common councils shall elect in joint 
meeting, three persons to serve as managers of the said hospital 
for three years, in place of those whose term of service shall then 
expire. And whenever any vacancy may occur in the said board, 
by death, resignation or otherwise, the same shall be supplied in 
like manner at such times as councils may determine. — [Mtered^ 
post, 15, 16, 17:] 

Sect. V. That the said managers shall meet within ten days 
after their appointment, and shall elect out of their own number, a 
president and a secretary, and the said offices shall be filled in like 
manner each preceding year, at the first meeting of the board of 
managers, which may be held afler the annual election. 

6. Sect. VI. All orders drawn on the mayor and city treasur- 
er, for such sums of money as may be necessary for the support 
of the said hospital, shall be approved of by the board of managers, . 
five of whom shall constitute a quorum, and the said orders shall 
be signed by the president and countersigned by the secretary of 
the board. 

6. Sect. VII. As soon after the said board of managers shall 
be organized as may be, they shall draw up sueh general rules 
and regulations for the management and supervision of the said 
hospital, as they may think proper, which afler being approved of 
by the select and common councils, shall be considered as the es* 
tablished rules and regulations of the same, until in like muiner 
altered and amended. 

7. Sect. VIII. The managers of the said hospital, shall be au- 
thorized to elect a suitable person to serve as steward of the same» 
who shall be allowed a compensation not exceeding three hundred 
dollars per annum, to be paid quarterly on order drawn in manner 
aforesaid. 

8. Sect. IX. The said board of managers shall have power to 
appoint such other officers, nurses and domestics as they may think 
necessary, for performing the labour and such other services as are 
requisite to the said hospital, who shall be paid for their services, 
such compensation as the managers may deem reasonable. 

9. Sect. X. The said managers shall admit only such persons, 
as are designated in the will of the said James Wills. 

10. Sect. XI. The managers are hereby authorized and re- 
quested, to take such measures to increase the fund of the charita- 
ble institution, either by donations, life or annual subscriptions, dr 
such other means as they may deem most expedient. 

11. Sect., XII. Whenever the funds of the hospital will admit, 
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the managers shall establish a school, for teaching such ininates 
of the house, as may be capable of deceiving instruction. 

12. Sect. XIII. The number pf the inmates admitted into the 
said hospital, shall at all times, be so regulated and prescribed by 
the managers thereof, that the expense attending their support and 
accommodation, shall at no time exceed the income of the fund 
devised to the city authorities in trust, by the late James Wills, 
and such other contributions as may be obtained for that purpose. 

13. Sect. XIV. The managers of the said hospital, s^all cause 
the same to be furnished in an economical but substantial manner, 
with all such articles of household and kitchen furniture, as may 
be proper for such an institution, and the expense attending the 
same, shall be paid out of the general fund devbed for that purpose, 
on order drawn in manner aforesaid, any thing in the forgoing sec- 
tion to the contrary notwithstanding. 

14. Sect. XV. The board of managers shall on the second 
Thursday in September in every year, report to the select and 
common councils, a statement, of their proceedings, containing a 
full and an accurate account of their receipts and expenditures 
for the past year, and the said accounts shall be audited by the com- 
mittee of accounts of councils. 

Ordinance of November 24, 1833. 

A snpplement to the ordinance relative to the management of the Wills hoajntaL 

15. Sect. I. The select and common councils shall assemble 
in joint meeting at the last stated meeting in November, instant, and 
shall then and there choose by ballot, eighteen suitable persons 
who shall reside in the city, to be denominated managers of the 
WUls Hospital. 

16. Sect. II. As soon as the said election shall be completed, 
the clerks of the select and common councils, shall divide the per- 
sons so chosen, by lot into three classes of six each, the first class 
to serve one year, the second two years and the third threi5 years, 
and shall record the results upon the minutes of the joint meeting. 

17. Sect. III. On the last stated meeting in November, of 
each succeeding year, the select and common councils shall elect 
in joint meeting, six persons to serve as managers of the said hos- 
pital for three years, in place of those whose term of service shall 
then expire, and whenever any vacancy shall occur at the said 
board, by death, resignation or otherwise, the same shall be sup- 
plied in like manner, at such time as councils may determine. 
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ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of March 10, 1817. 

1. Sect. I. The standard dimensions of a cord of wood or 
bark for fuel, exposed to Bale within the city and county of Phila- 
delphia, shall he eight feet in length, four feet in breadth, and four 
feet in height, containing one hundred and twenty-eight feet, solid 
measure. 

2. Sect. II. . From and afler the 1st day of September next, aB 
cord wood brought to market within the city and county of Phila- 
delphia, shall be at least four feet in length, including one^alf the 
keif, and the cord shall be computed at the rate ot eight feet in 
length, four feet in breadth, and four feet in height, well stowed and 
packed, the straight wood «shall be placed or caused to be placed 
by all venders of cord wood compactly in the lower part of the pile, 
and the crooked wood in the upper part thereof, and a reasonable 
and fair allowance shall be made by all corders or venders of wood 
for the loss sustained by crooked and uneven wood; nor shall any 
corder of wood purchase any wood for the purpose of selling the 
same again, by which sale he may derive a compensation or profit, 
and the same is hereby declared to be unlawful. 

3. Sect. III. From and afler the first day of September next, 
if any person shall expose to sale with the city and county of 
Philadelphia, any wood less than four feet in length, it shall be 
liable to be seized by any corder of wood and forfeited, one half to 
the use of the said corder, and the other to the guardians of the 
poor of the city, district or township in which it shall be seized; 
but in case the person exposing Ihe wood for sale, shall deem him- 
self tiggrieved thereby, he may appeal to any alderman or justice 
of the peace of the city, district or township in which the aeisure 
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is made, who shiill hear, try and determine the same; and if any 
person shall, within the said limits, sell as a cord of wood or bark, 
for fuel, any quantity less than the standard measure prescribed 
by this act, unless the same shall have been previously measured 
by a corder, and is sold without any change since such measure- 
ment, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars; and if any 
corder shall refuse or neglect to perform the duties enjoined on 
bim by this act, he shall, for every such offence, forfeit and pay 
the sum of ten dollars; and if any corder shall purchase any wood 
for the purpose of selling it again, he shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of one hundred dollars, which several penalties and forfeitures 
may be recovered as debts of a similar amount are by law recovera- 
ble before any alderman or justice of the peace within the city, 
district or township in which the oflTence shall have been commit- 
ted, and shall be one half for the uso of the person prosecuting for 
them, and the -other for the guardians of the poor of the said city, 
district and township. 

ORDINANCES. 

Ordinance of January 27, 180L 

An ordinanoe regulating the sale of cord-wood, hay, straw, and lime, in the city of Phila« 

delphia, and for other purposes. 

1. Sect. I. From and after the 1st day of February next, aQ 
cord-wood brought by land into this city for sale shall be conducted 
to the [south side of High street, between Delaware Eighth street 
and the Centre square, which is hereby declared to be a stand for 
the sale of wood,] and the carts, or other carriages containing the 
same, shall be ranged in a line, as near to each other as conveniently 
may be, with the horses facing the east and within two feet of the 
footway, leaving the passage of the cross streets uninterrupted.— 
[Place altered f post 10.^ 

2. Sect. II. The mayor shall appoint a person as inspector of 
wood, whose duty it shall be to measure and inspect all cord-wood 
brought^ to the said stand, immediately on its arrival, and to grant 
the owner or possessor of each load, a Certificate, setting forth the 
quantity thereof and date of inspection ; and for each and every 
load, so measured and inspected, the said inspector shall receive 
six cents from the seller, and no more; and, in the performance of 
this duty, he shall not remove the wood from the cart or other car- 
riage in which it may be contained. 

3. Sect. III. If, after the 1st day of February next, any per- 
son bringing cord-wood by land into this city for sale, shall offer to 
sell it in any other place than the said stand, or before he has pro- 
cured a certificate as aforesaid, or having received such certificate, 
shall sell or otherwise dispose of a part or parcel of the load, or at- 
tempt to impose a false certificate in the sales thereof, or when he 
hath made sale, shall not, on delivery of the woodr also deliver the 
certificate of it to the purchaser, he shall, for every such offence, 
forfeit and pay the sum of three dollars. 

4. SxoT. iV. If the iafpeetor shall parebase any cord-wood 
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other than for his own use, he shall forfeit aad pay the man of ten 
dollars for each and every such offence; and in order more effecta* 
ally to enable the said inspector faithfully and diligently to dis- 
charge the duties by this ordinance enjoined on him, he le&all have 
power with the consent of the mayor to appoint a deputy or depu- 
ties to assist him therein. 

6. SiCT. V. All cord-wood coming under the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall be at least four feet in length, and two inches m 
diameter at the smallest end, and the cord shall be computed ni the 
rate of eight feet in length, four feet in breadth, and four in height, 
well stowed and packed, due and sufficient allowance being made 
for all crooked and uneyen sticks. 

6. Skct. XI. All fines and forfeitures arising under this ordi- 
nance, shall be recoverable with costs before the mayor, any alder- 
man, or any court of competent jurisdiction, one half to the persoo 
prosecuting for the same, and the other half to the use of the citj. 

Ordinance of January 28, 1808. 

[Ihe oiher secHotu i^Ais ordinance are supplied or repeaUdJ] 

7. Sect. VI. The standard dimensions of a cord of wood or 
bark shall be eight feet in length, four feet in breadth, and four 
feet in height, but when and so oflen as it shall happen, that any 
wood brought to the public landing places, shall be under the ave- 
rage length of four feet, including one-half the kerf, the same shall 
be received as cord-wood: Provided always. That such deficiency 
in length does not exceed two inches; and the corders respectively 
are hereby enjoined and required not to sufier any wood, the 
length of which shall not be at least three feet ten inches, including 
half the kerf, to be landed and sold as cord-wood; and whenever 
the average length of the wood shall fall short of four feet, including 
one half the kerf, and not to be less than three feet ten inches, it 
shall be the duty of the corders respectively, and they are hereby 
enjoined and required to make an addition of six inches to the 
standard length of the cord; and the said corders shall make rea- 
sonable and fair allowance for the loss sustained by crooked wood; 
and shall also cause the straight wood to be placed compactly in 
the lower part of the pile, and the crooked wood on the upper part 
thereof.

Ordinance of March 24, 1810.

8. Sect. II. No crooked wood shall be placed in any other than 
the upper part of the pile; and any owner of the wood or shallop- 
man who shall violate this provision and shall refuse to alter the 
same agreeably to the directions of the corder, shall forfeit and pay, 
exclusive of the> allowances which, the corders are enjoined to inake 
for all crooked wood, the sum often dollars, to be recovered before

Ordinance of October 9, 1817.

10. Sect. I. So much of an ordinance, entitled^* An ordinance 
regulating the sale of cord-wood, hay, straw and lime in the city of 
Philadelphia, and for other purposes,'' passed the 27th day of Janu- 
ary, one thousand eight hundred and one,* as appropriates the south 
side of High street between Delaware Eighth street and the Centre 
square, for a stand for the sale of cord-wood brought into the city

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14. Sbct. IV. The following rates shall he demanded bj the 
•aid officers, viz: For every cord of wood, eight cents for wharfage, 
and six cents for cordage, the former to be paid by the seller, and 
the latter by the purchaser; for every thousand feet of boards, 
plank or scantling, sixteen cents; for every wagon load of hay 
twenty cents, and for every cart load of hay, ten cents; lor every 
cart load of sand, six and a quarter cents; and shall also demand 
and receive, for every flat or vessel, coming to either of the said 
wharves or landing places, with any of the aforesaid articles, fifty 
cents per day, for every day they shall lie at the said wharves or 
landing places, after the first twenty-four hours; for every perch of 
stone put into a cart or other carriage out of a vessel, seven cents; 
if lanaed on the wharf, ten cents, and for evefy day it shall remain 
after the first twenty-four hours, ten cents per perch, in addition to 
the first charge; for every hundred posts or rails, thirty cents, and 
ten cents admtional per hundred, for every day after the first twen- 
ty-four hours; for every hundred cedar bolts, twenty-five cents; 
for every hundred bundles of faggots, eight cents; for every thou- 
sand of the following krticles viz: Loose shingles, twenty cents; short 
shingles in bundles, five cents; pipe staves, thirty-three cents; hogs- 
bead staves, twenty-five cents; hogshead heading, barrel staves, 
hoop-poles, and hoops, each twenty cents per thousand ; for every 
cart or wagon load of paving stones, clay, bricks and coal, ten cents; 
for every cart or wagon load of dung, ashes or other manure, put into, 
or tiJcen out of aflat or other vessel, eight cents; for ever hundred 
bushels of wheat, or other grain and salt, twenty cents; and shall like- 
wise demand and receive, for all other articles, except cord-wood, 
(not hereinbefore made chargeable with additonal wharfage,) which 
shall remain on any of the public wharves or landing places longer 
than forty-eight hours from their being first landed, fifty per centum 
above the rates hereinbefore established, for every twenty-four 
hours they shall lie there exceeding that time; all which several 
rates' aforesaid ^except as hereinbefore provided with respect to 
cord-wood,) shall be paid by the sellers; for every barrel, six cents; 
for every larger cask, nine cents; for every bag containing two 
bushels, three cents; for every quintal of pig, bar, hollow, or other 
cast iron, four cents; fof every shallop, or other vessel load of stone, 
one dollar; all flats or other crafts, (those loaded with boards, plank, 
scantling, hay or sand, only excepted,) lying longer than forty- 
eight hours at any of the public wharves or landing places, shall 
pay one dollar per day, for every day they shall exceed that time, 
unless prevented from removing by the inclemencyof the weather; 
the said ofiicers, when thereto requested, shall inspect and measure 
any wood which may bo landed on a private' wharf; and in such 
cases the rate of <^ordage shall be eight cents per cord. 

15. Sbct. V. The said ofiicers shall, on Friday of each week, 
render to the treasurer a particular account of all monies collected 
by ihem, on behalf of the city, and an accurate list of all articles 
landed on thejr respective wharves, with the names of the persons 
landing the same; and they shall, at the same time, pay into the 
treasury the monies in their hands; which accounts and lists shall| 
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%n the first Monday of every month, be transmitted by the trear 
surer to the mayor, accompanied by a statement of the amounts by 
him received from the said officers respectively. 

16. Sect. VI. It shall be the duty of each of the said offi- 
cers, before measuring any cord-wood landed for sale, to see that 
the same is piled according to law; and if any person bringing 
wood to a public landing, shall refuse to pile the same according to 
the directions of such officer, he shall incur a penalty of ten dol- 
lars; and shall, moreover, be liable to pay all the expenses of pil- 
ing the same anew according to such directions. 

17. Sect. VII. Any person purchasing or loading wood on 
«ny of the public landings, who shall be dissatisfied with the mea- 
surement thereof, op with the manner in which it is piled, may ap- 
ply to the mayor, who thereupon shall immediately appoint three 
disinterested and capable persons, who shall proceed without de- 
lay to have the said wood piled and measured anew, according to 
law, and shall forthwith report thereon to the mayor in writing ; 
and if, after being so piled, the said wood shall be found to vary 
in quantity more than five per centum from the measurement madie 
by the officer, the said officer shall incur a penalty of twenty dol- 
lars, and shall also pay the expenses of such piling and measure- 
ment, and such reasonable compensation to the persons so ap- 
pointed as shall be fixed by the mayor; and if the said wood shall 
be found not to vary more than five per centum as aforesaid, then 
the said expenses and compensation shall be paid by the person 
-who applied for the piling or measurement anew. 

' 18. Sect. VIII. The said officers when thereto requested, 
shall without fee, take charge of and sell all cord-wood landed on 
their wharves respectively, if the same shall have been piled ac- 
cording to law, and shall pay over the proceeds thereof without 
charge or deduction for their services, to the owner thereof or his 
agent; but the trusts so reposed in any of the said officers shall be 
at the risk of the owner of the wood, and without recourse against 
the city. 

19. Sect. IX. The said officers before entering upon their 
offices shall, however, severally give bonds to the mayor, each in 
the sum of two thousand dollars, with two sufficient sureties to be 
approved by him, conditioned for the faithful performance by them 
of the trusts declared in the eighth section of this ordinance ; — 
and in the said bonds it shall be provided, that suit may be brought 
thereon by any person aggrieved in that behalf, and judgment re- 
covered for the full amount of the penalty; and that executions 
one or more may thereafter issue on such judgment at the instance 
of any party aggrieved, for the amounts from time to time ascer- 
tained by the mayor to be due thereon. 

SO. Sect. X. The salary of the corder and receiver on the 
river Delaware, shall be eight hundred dollars a year, payable 
quarterly, by orders drawn according to law on the treasurer, and 
the salary of his deputv shall be five hundred dollars a year, pay- 
able in like manner; the compensation of the corder and receiver 
oa the river SchuylkiU, shall be the entire amount received by ^'— 
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for cordage, and on^-tkird of the amount receiTed by him for 
wharfiure. 

31. Sect. XI. If any of the said officers shall under any pre- 
tence whatsoever^ charge or receive any sum of money or other 
reward for the performance of any of the duties or services of his 
office, except as hy ordinances authorized, he shall he liable to a 
penalty of nAy dollars. 

22. Sect. XII. For any violation of law or ordinance, or any 
ombsion or neglect of duty, the said officers shall be liable to re- 
moval at the discretion of the mayor. 

^. Sect. XIII. All penalties incurred under this ordinance, 
may be sued for before the mayor, recorder, or any alderman of 
the city, hy action of debt in the name of the corporation of the 
city and for its benefit, or in the name of the informer, and for the 
joint and equal benefit of the informer and the corporation of the 
cky. 

Sect. XIV. This ordinance shall go into effect firom and after 
the thirty-first day of March next; and from and after that day, so 
much of the several ordinances regulating the sale of cord-wood, 
&c. and the cording thereof, and the rates of wharfage on public 
landings, and of any other ordinance as is hereby altered or sup- 
plied, shall be and the same is repealed.

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ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

Act of April 10, 1826. 

An Act to reviw uid continue in force the charter of the bank of fieaver, for the papom 
ot closing the concerns of the same, and for other^puipoaee. 

Whbreai it has been represented that the danger from fire in 
the cities of Pittsburgh and Philadelphia, is considerablj increas- 
ed by the amnber of wooden buildings erected in the populous parts 
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of the said cities, aad that the expense of erecting brick or stone 
buildings is not greater than wooden: And whereas j it is the duty 
of the legislature, to strengthen the security of property, wherever 
the same can be done without violating the rights of private per- 
sons: Therefore, 

1. Sect. III. The select and common councils of the city of 
Pittsburgh, and of the city of Philadelphia, be, and they are herei- 
by authorized ,and empowered, to pass ordinances to prevent any 
person or persons from erecting, or causing to be erected, any 
wooden mansion-house, store, shop,^ Wftre-house^ carriage-house or 
stable, within such parts of the said cities respectively, as the said 
councils .shall, by their ordinances, from time to time describe and 
limit. 

Act of March 24, 1832. 

An act to enabia the mayor, alderman and citiTens of Philadelphia, to cany mto eflbet 

certaia improvements, and execute certain tmata. 

[For the other sectums of this acty see above — Corporation. 

2. SscT. IV. It shall be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and 
eitizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to pass ordinances, prohibiting 
the construction within the said city, or any parts thereof, of aift 
framed or brick-paned <w other buildings, the walls whereof are 
not wholly composed of iacombustible materials, determining the 
thicknesses of which walls of buildings of different dimensions and 
character, shall hereafler be made in the said city, and in makiag 
all such other legal provisions as they shall thmk expedient for pre* 
venting the extension of injuries from fire, in the said city, aiKl let 
declare all buildings, the walls whereof are hot wholly composed of 
incombustibJe materials, to be nuisances. 

3. Sect. VI. It shall at all times be lawful lor the mayor, al- 
dermen and citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to remove and 
abate any buildii^, erection, or obstruction whatever, which, by 
this act, or by any ordinance to be hereafler passed by virtue of it^ 
may be declared a nuisance: Provided^ That if such building,, 
erection or obstruction shall have been in existence at the time of 
the passage of this act, or of such ordinance passed by virtue 
hereof, the mayor, aldermen and citizens aforesaid, shall give at 
least three months notice of their intention to remove the same to» 
the persons having the ownership, occupation, <Nr use thereof, oi^ 
in case no such persons shall be known to them, then they shaU 
affix a copy of such notioe to and upon such building, erection^ 
or obetruction, three months before proceeding to remove the 
same. 

4. Sect. VII. It shall be lawful for the said, the mayor, aldear^ 
men, and citizens of Philadelphia aforesaid, to provide for the 
punishment of any person or persons, who shall commit any nui-o 
sauce contrary to the intent and meaning of this act, and of the ordi«^ 
nances which may be passed by virtue thereof, and of any persoa 
or persons who having committed any such nuisance, shall, after 
notice, refiise or neglect to remove the same.

. Ordinance of June 8, 1832. 

An oidinance to prevent the conBtniction of wooden and brick.paned boildingB, and^ 

(ireventing the extenaion of injuries from fire. 

1. Sect. I. *From and after the paasing of this ordinance, it 
shall not be lawful to erect or construct within the city of Phila- 
delphia, any wooden, framed, brick-paned, or other building, 
wherof the walls are not composed wholly of incombustible ma- 
terials. 

2. Sect. II. Every building hereafter erected or constructed 
contrary to the provisions of tne foregoing section, shall he, and 
the same^ hereby declared to be a public and common nuisance. 

3. Sect. III. Every person who shall erect or construct, or 
cause to be erected or constructed, any building contrary to the 

' provisions of the first section of this ordinance, shall, on convic- 
tion Uiereof before the mayor's court of the city of Philadelphia, 
forfeit and be sentenced and adjudged to pay a fine of five hundred 
dollars. 

4. Sect. IV. Every person who shall be employed in the erec- 
tion or ccmstruction of any building contrary to the provisions of the 
first section of this ordinance, shall, on conviction thereof before 
the mayor's court of the city of Philadelphia, forfeit iind be sen- 
tenced and adjudged to pay a fine at the discretion of the said 
court, not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

5. Sect. V. If any person having been convicted under the 
third section of this ordinance, shall omit and neglect to take down 
or remove such building, he shall, on conviction of such neglect or 
omission before the mayor's court of the city of Philadelphia, be 
sentenced and adjudged to pay a further fine of one hundred dol- 
lars; and for a continued neglect or omission to take down or re- 
move such building, after being once convicted under this section, 
he shall, on being thereof again convicted before the court afore- 
said, be sentenced and adjudged to pay a further fine of five hun- 
dred dollars. Provided alwaySy That nothing herein contained shall 
be considered as applying to privy houses or bath houses attached 
to dwellings, the lower story of which may be composed of brick or 
other incombustible materials. 

6. Sect. VI. R shall be the duty of the city commissioners, 
the high constables, and the constables of the respective wards of 
the city of Philadelphia, and they are hereby strictly enjoined and 
required, to give immediate information to the mayor or one of the 
aldermen of the said city, of all offences which shall be committed 
in violation of this ordinance, in order that measures inay be taken 
for the prosecution of the offenders according to the direction 
hereof. 

Sect. VII. The ordinance passed the 9th day of November, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, entitled, " An ordi- 
nance prohibiting the erection of wooden buildings within certain 
limits in the city of Philadelphia," is hereby repealed^

Sect. I. That Paul Beck, junior, be, and is hereby author- 
ized to pull down so much of his stores, numbers 79 and 80 south 
wharves, as now obstruct the opening of Delaware Avenue 
from Pine to Spruce street, and re-build the same on a line of the 
west side of said avenue, agreeably to the plan adopted by coun- 
cils, and that the said Paul Beck be allowed the sum of three 
thousand dollars, provided the expense of said alteration amount to 
that sum, but if it should not amount to that, he is only to be allow- 
ed the actual cost of said alteration,, and in no event to be allowed 
more than the sum of three thousand dollars.

thence by pipes of the same material connected with the ferrules 
of the same diameter as those used in the said city in similar 
cases, convey the said water into the premises, and houses in the 
said district, on the terms and conditions hereafter stated: and that 
the said party of the second part and their successors shall, and 
will on or before the first day of December in each and every year, 
make or cause to be made in writing to the party of the first part 
or their successors, an accurate return of all the pipes of conduit 
which shall have been laid in the - district during the preceding 
year, stating the diameter of the pipes, the names of the streets or 
alleys where they have been laid, and also the number and posit^n 
of the fire-plugs therein placed according to the provision here- 
after made. 

3nd. That the sold party of the second part and their succes- 
sors, may from time to time at their own proper costs and charges, 
Slace and erect in the streets and public alleys of the said district, 
ydrants or fire-plugs, with the openings for the discharge of water, 
of the same dimensions and of the same materials and construc- 
tion with the fire-plugs used in the said city, atfd may connect the 
said fire-plugs with the said pipes, and shall have the right of tak- 
ing water from the same for extinguishing fires and for washing 
the streets and public alleys, without any charge or expense. Pw- 
vided however J that the said party of the second part, shall not, for 
the purpose of washing as aforesaid, take water from any such 
fire-plug, longer than half an hour in each twenty-four hours,* nor 
from more than one of the fire plugs in the said district at ont? and 
the same time; but that they may for washing the streets and pub- 
lic alleys of a complete square comprehended within four principal 
streets, running in right lines through the said district fi-cwn one 
side extremely to the other, or having a superficies equal ta a 
square whose sides are each four hundred feet, draw water firom 
two or more fire-plugs, for such periods of time as would be equal 
inthe whole to drawing for half an hour from one fire-plug. Pro* 
^d further, that the said party of Oie second part and their sup- 
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eesflors, shall exercise the said right of washing the streets and 
public alleys during those periods only, of the year when the party 
of the first part or their successors, shall deem it necessary to be 
done in the city, and that the said fire-plugs shall be used for no 
other purposes than those herein enumerated, except by special 
permission of the party of the first part, or their successors, or 
their authorized agents or officers. 

3rd. That the said party of the first part and their successors 
shaU and will furnish to the party of the second part and their 
successors, a supply of Schuylkill water through the same mains 
through which the said city shall receive it, so long as they shall 
be enabled by the works at Fair-Mount to afibrd a greater supply 
of water than shall be requisite for domestic purposes in the satd 
city, for cleansing the same, and for extinguishing fires therein; 
and that they shall and will extend their works at Fair-Mount by 
means of additional wheels and pumps from time to time as an in* 
crease of water may be required, until all the water power of the 
said works shall be applied for the purposes herein mentioned. 
Provided always^ that in case of an insufiiciency of the «aid water 
At any time hereafter for more than the above objects, to wit, do- 
mestic purposes in the said city, cleansing the same, and extin- 
guishing fires therein, then the said water shall be used only as 
above stated in the said city ; but while there shall be an adequate 
supply for these purposes,^ and also for like purposes in the said 
district, then the same shall be used in the said district accord- 
ingly; and shall not be used for other purposes in the city until 
the district shall be supplied as- aforesaid; and while there shM be 
an adequate supply for all the said purposes, and also for manu- 
factories and other establishments in the said city, then the latter 
fthall be supplied; and if there shall be a surplus of water beyond 
the demand of these, then the same shall be supplied to similar 
manufactories and establishments in the district; it being clearly 
Understood that if the supply of water shall for any cause become 
inadequ ate for all the purposes of the said city and district, then 
that th^ manufactories and establishments in the said district shall 
first cease to be supplied, the manufactories and establishments in 
the city next in order, and that if the deficiency shall continue after 
ceasing to supply the manufactories and establishments in the dis- 
trict, and also in the city, then that the city shall have the prefer- 
ence exclusively for domestic purposes, for cleansing the same, ^nd, 
for extinguishing fires, and the district be supplied with water for 
like purposes only after the city shall have been supplied. Aul 
frovided further, that it is hereby expressly declared and agreed 
that the said party of the first part and their successors shall be at 
liberty at all times hereafter to make contracts with any and all of 
the neighbouring districts for supplying them with the said water, 
mid that in case at any time hereafter there shall fail to be a full 
and sufficient supply of the said water for the use of the said city, 
And of all the districts with which there shall at the time bein^ ex- 
ist eootracts for supply, that then and in such case a proportional 
^istribtttioa of th« water, after sapplying the city, among the Mi4 
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districts upon the principle aforesaid, shall be d e e med and takea to 
be an execution of this agreement. Jhid U is fmrtktr m^yred mmd 
mndevitoodj that no tem|iorary failore of supply occasioned by re- 
pairs or alterations of the works, or by laying new mains or pipes 
or the like, or by casualties, shall be considered as any Tiolationof 
this agreement. 

4th. That the said party of the second part and their socces- 
aors shall at their own proper costs and charges appoint and em- 
ploy an officer who shall in behalf and in the name of the party of 
the first part issue permits signed by the said officer and counter- 
signed by the chairman or register of the watering committee oi 
the city councils, or by such person or persons as the said councils 
or the party of the first part or their successors shall for this pur- 
pose from time to time appoint, authorizing the introduction and 
conveyance of the said water from the pipes in the streets and pub- 
lic alleys of the said district into the houses and premises of persons 
who shall apply for the same, and that the said officer shall keep a 
book in which he shall, at the time of granting any such permit, 
truly register the same with the name of the person or persons to 
whom granted, and the situation of the premises for which the same 
is to be used: and that every such permit shall state the same to be 
in conformity with and subject to the provisions contained in this 
agreement, and shall further state and describe the diameter of the 
ferrule of the pipe to be used for conveying the said water into the 
particular house or premises designated, wbirh diameters of the 
ferrules of pipes shall be the same as the diameters of the ferrules 
of pipes in similar cases used in the said city, ^nd that the said 
officer shall at the expiration of each calendar month in each and 
every year furnish to the register of the watering committee afore* 
said, or to such person as the said councils or the said partj of the 
first part or their successors may appoint, a true and perfect trans- 
cript from the said book of every permit granted as aforesaid with 
an account of the persons who during the said month have declined 
to continue to take the said water, or have been deprived thereof 
afler its introduction into their premises; and in no instance what- 
ever shall the said water be introduced into the houses or premises 
of any person in the said district, until permits shall have been 
signed and countersigned as aforesaid, nor until the rates shall have 
been assessed by the watering committee, or other person or per- 
sons authorized by the said party of the first part or their succes- 
sors, on the same principles as they shall be assessed in the said 
city, with the advance, hereafter mentioned and stipulated. 

dth. That each and every person, who shall have the said water 
introduced into his premises, within the said districts from the 
pipes aforesaid, whether for domestic uses, balhs, manufatcories or 
establishments of any other kind, shall pay for the same an annual 
rent therefor, exceeding in each and every case by fifty per cent, 
the annual rent paid in similar cases by persons within the city 
of Philadelphia, for the time being, it being the true intent and 
meaning of the parties, that the water rents in the said district 
shall rise or Ml from time to time with those in the city, always

maintaintiig nevertheless, an advance of fifty per cent, as afore* 
said. • Provided always^ That when the water introduced into 
houses, courts and other property, shall be conveyed to a cistern 
and be used therefrom exclusively by means of a pump, the rate 
of rent shall be one-fiflh less than if used from hydrants or other 
fixtures operated upon by the pressure or head of water through 
the pipes of conduit. Jlnd provided further, and it is hereby ex- 
pressly agreed, that the said water rents shall be due and payable 
in advance on the first day of January in each year, and that the 
rent for the unexpired part of any year, in which a permit as afore- 
said shall be obtained, shall be paid to the officer countersigning the 
permit, on behalf of the city, at the time of obtaining the same; and 
that on or before the first day of June, in each and every year there- 
after, th^ said party of the second part and their successors, shall 
and will pay, to the party of the first part and their successors, the 
full amount of the water-rents due and payable as aforesaid, by the 
persons supplied with water in the said district, and shall at the 
time of such payment, be entitled to deduct at and afler the rate 
of six dollars in the hundred, from the amount so payable to the 
city, as an equivalent for expenses of collection and losses by the 
said party of the second part in the collection of the renta. Pro^ 
vided further, That in all cases where the water is directed to be 
stopped, by reason of an insufficient supply from the works at Fair 
Mount, that then and in such case, the rent shall cease from that 
time for such persons, manufactories and establishments, as shall 
not be supplied with the same, until supplied a^ain by the party of 
the first part, and shall be allowed for accordingly, in the settle- 
ments between the parties hereto ; and that in cases in which with- 
out wholly stopping the water, there shall for the cause aforesaid, 
be a partial supply ; in such cases there shall be a proportional 
abatement of the said rents, during the time of such defective sup- 
ply, to be allowed for as aforesaid. And provided further. And it 
is hereby expressly agreed, that if the party of the first part, should 
at any time hereafter agree, to furnish a supply of water to any 
other district, at a lower rate than is stipulated in this agreement; 
then and in that case the rate of rents herein stipulated, shall fall 
or be lowered to the same rate, as that of such favoured district, 
during the time that such reduced rate shall be in force. 

6th. That the said party of the second part, shall and will forth- 
with pass, enact snd carry into execution, laws, by-laws, ordi-. 
nances or other legal regulations similar to, and corresponding 
with the ordinances now in force within the city of Philadelphia, 
to regulate the distrUiution and to prevent the illegal use and the 
improper waste of the said water in the district aforesaid, and the 
supply thereof by a person having the same introduced into his 
premises to any person or persons who have not ; and that they and 
their successors, shall and will from time to time pass, enact, and 
carry into execution other sufficient ordinances for the like purpose, 
and that they will also forthwith pass and enact and for ever keep 
in force, a law, by-law, ordinance or other legal regulation, author- 
tting the agent or agents of the party of the first part and ^*"~ 
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Mcoeuors from time to time appointed, to enter at all rdalKmable 
times into the district, and the premises therein into which tha 
aaid water AihU be introduced, or where the pipes of conduit oaay 
be luid, for the purpose of examining the same, and to prevent and 
remedy any waate of water, or any violation or infringement of this 
agreement. 

7th. That the said party of the first part and their successorsi 
•hall at all times hereaAer, in addition to their other legal remedies 
for breach of this agreement, have full right and power to atop off 
and withhold the supply of water hereby stipulated, whenever the 
aaid party of the second part or their successors, shall for the apace 
of thirty days after the time when the said rents should be paid by 
them aaaf iresaid, and afler notice in writing, by the party of the 
first part to their successors or agents to pay tiie same, neglect or 
refuse to make su*;h payment, and also, whenever the aaid party of 
the second part or their successors, shall after notice in writing, 
refuse or neglect forthwith to remedy any illegal or improper waste 
of the said water within the said district, or to stop the pro* 
per conduit until the requisite repairs or other remedy shall Lava 
been applied*

mind, memory and understanding, do make and publish thia my last 
Will and Testament, in manner following: that b to say— 

L I give and bequeath unto '' The Contributors to the Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital," of which Corporation I am a member, the sum of 
J%ifiy ThouMimd Dollars, upon the following conditions, namely, 
that the said sum shall be added to their Capital, and shall remain 
a part thereof forever, to be placed at interest, and the interest 
thereof to he applied^ in the first place, to pay to my Uack woman 
Hannah (to whom I hereby give her freedom,) the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars per year, in quarterly payments of fifty dollars each in 
advance, during all the term of her life; and, in the second plaeSy the 
aaid interest to be applied to the use and accommodation of the aick 
in the said Hospital, and for providing, and at all times having ooni- 
petent matrons, and a sufiicient number of nurses and assistant 
luirses, in order not only to promote the purposes of the said Hoa- 
pital, but to increase this last clasisi of useful persons, much wauled 
m our city. 

U. I give and bequeath to <^ The Pennsylvania Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb," the sum of Tweuly Thousand. Dollars^ fiir 
the use of that Institution. 

m. I give and bequaath to << The Orphan Aaylwa of Pbiladal- 
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|>hia','' the sana of Ten Thousand Dollar$y for the use of that Instt- 
tuHon. 

IV. I give and. bequeath to ^^ The Comptrollers of the Publio 
Schools for the City and County of Philadelphia,^' the sum of TVn 
Viousand Dollars , for the use of the Schools upon the Lancaster 
system, in the first section of the first school district of Pennsyl^* 
vania. 

V. I give and bequeath to '' The Mayor, Aldermen and Citi^ 
sens of Philadelphia," the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars, in trust 
safely to invest the same in some productive fund, and with the in* 
terest and dividends arising therefrom to purchase fuel between the 
months of March and August in every year forever, ^ad in the 
month- of January in every year forever, distribute the same 
amongst poor white house-keepers and room-keepers, of good cha- 
racter, residing in the city of Philadelphia. 

VI. I give and bequeath to the Society for the relief of poor and 
distressed Masters of Ships, their Widows and Children, (of which 
Society I am a member) the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars, to be 
added to their Capital stock, for the uses and purposes of said 
Society. 

VII. I give and bequeath to the gentlemen who shall be Trus- 
tees of the Masonic Loan, at the time of my decease, the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars^ including therein ten thousand and nhie 
hundred dollars due to me, part of the Masonic Loan, and any in- 
terest that may be due thereon at the time of my decease, in trust 
for the use and benefit of '^ The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, 
and Masonic Jurisdiction thereto belonging," and to be paid over 
by the said Trustees to the said Grand Lodge, for the purpose of 
being invested in some safe stock or funds, or other good security, 
and the dividends and interest arising therefrom to be again so in- 
vested and added to the Capital, without applying any part thereof 
to any other purpose, until the whole capital shall amount to thirty 
thousand dollars, when the same shall forever after remain a per-

I give and bequeath unto Philip Peltz^ John Leati, 
Francis Hesley, Jacob Baker and Adam Young, of Passyunk 
township, in the County of Philadelphia, the sum of Six Thousand 
Dollars y in trust, that they or the survivors or survivor of them shall 
purchase a suitable piece of ground, as near as may be in the cen* 
tre of said township, and thereon erect a substantial brick buildinff, 
sufficiently large for a school-house, and the residence of a schocH- 
SMster, one part thereof for poor male white children, and the other 
^rt (or poor female white children of said township; and as soon as 
4i« aaid acliool^house shaU have been built, that they the said tms- 
tees or the survivors or survivor of them^ shall convey the 
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Eiaee of gronnd and house thereon erected, and shall fay over sitdi 
alance of said sum as may remain unexpended to any board of 
directors and their successors in trust, which may at the time exist 
or be by law constituted, consisting of at least twelve discreel inha- 
bitants of the said township, and to be annually chosen by the 
inhabitants thereof; the said piece of ground and house to be care- 
fully maintained by said directors and their successors solely for the

Taylor, wife of 
Mr. Richard M. Taylor, an annuity, or yearly sum of Three Hnn^ 
dted Dollars, to be paid in half-yearly payment, in advance, of one 
hundred and fifty dollars each, during her life. 

XIX. All that part of my real and personal estate, near Washi'» 
ta, in the State of Louisiana, the said real estate consisting of 
upwards of two hundred and eight thousand arpens, or acres of 
land, and including therein the settlement hereinafter mentioned, 
I give, devise and bequeath, as follows, namely: 1. I give, devise 
and bequeath to the Corporation of the City of New Orleans, 
their successors and assigns, all that part of my real estate, con- 
Elituting the settlement formed on ray behalf by my particular 
friend. Judge Henry Bree, of Washita, consisting of upwards of 
one thousand arpens, or acres of land, with the appurtenances and 
improvements thereon, and also all the personal estate thereto be* 
longing, and thereon remaining, including upwards of thirty slaves 
now on said settlement, and their increase, in trust, however, and 
subject to the following reservations: 

I desire, that no part of the said estate or property, or the slaves 
thereon, or their increase, shall be disposed of or sold for the term 
of twenty years from and after my decease, should the said Judge 
Henry Bree survive me and live so long, but that the said settle* 
ment shall be kept up by the said Judge Henry Bree, for and dur- 
ing said term of twenty years, as if it was his ot^'n; that is, it shall 
remain under his sole care and control, he shall improve tbe same 
by raiBHig such produce as he may deem most advisable, and, after 
flaying taxes, and all expenses in keeping up the settlement, by 
clothing the slaves and otherwise, he shall have and enjoy for hif 
<|wn use, all the nett profits of said settlement. Provided, how 
ever, aad I desire that the said Judge Henry Bree, shall render an* 
niaally to the Corporation of the City of New Orleans, a report of 
the state of the settlement, the income and expenditure thereof, the 
number and increase of the slaves, and the nett result of the 
whole. I desire that, at the expiration of the said term of twenty 
years, or on the decease of the said Judge Henry Bree, should 
lie not live so long, the land and improvements forming said settle* 
ment^ the slaves thereon, or thereto belonging, and all other ap- 
purtenant personal property, shall be sold, as soon as the said Cor 
poration shall deem it advisable to do so, and the proceeds of the 
said sale or sales shall he applied by the said Corporation, to such 
uses and purposes as they shall consider most likely to promote the 
heakh and general prosperity of the inhabitants of the City of New 
Orleans. But, until the said sale ^all be made, the said Gon> 
poratioB shall pay all taxes, prevent waste or intrusion, and wm 
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manage the said settlement and the slaves, and their increase there* 
on, as to derive an income, and the said income shall be applied 
from time to time, to the isame uses arid purposes for the health and 
general prosperity of the said inhabitants. 

9. I give, devise, and bequeath to the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Citizens of Philadelphia, their successors and assigns, two un- 
divided third parts of all the rest and residue of my said real 
estate, being the lands unimproved near Washita, 4n the said State 
of Louisiana, in trust, that, in common with the Corporation of 
the City of New Orleans, they ^hall pay the taxes on the said 
lands, and preserve them urom waste or intrusion, for the term of 
ten years from and after my decease, and, at the end of the said 
term, when they shall deem it advisable to do so, shall sell and 
dispose of their interest in said lands gradually from time to time, 
and apply the proceeds of such sales to the same uses and pur« 
poses hereiiuiller declared and directed, of and concerning the 
residue of my personal estate. 

3. And 1 give, devise, and bequeath to the Corporation of the 
City of New Orleans, their successors and assigns, the remaining 
one undivided third part of the said lands, in trust, in common 
with the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Phiiadefphia, to pay 
the taxes on the said lands, and preserve them from waste and in- 
trusion, for the term of ten years from and after my decease, aed, 
at the end of the said term when they shall deem it advisable to 
do so, to sell and dispose of their interest in said lands gradually 
from time to time, and to apply the proceeds of such sale to such 
uses and purposes as the said Corporation may consider most 
likely to promote the health and general prosperity of the inhab- 
itants of the City of New Orleans. 

XX. And whereas; I hnve been for a long time impressed with 
the importance of educating the poor, and of placing them by the 
early cultivation of their minds and the development of their moral 
principles above the many temptations, to which, throug'h poverty 
and ignorance they are exposed; and I am particularly desirous to 
provide for such a number of poor male white orphan children, as 
can be trained in one institution, a better education, as well as a 
more comfortable maintenance than they usually receive from the 
application of the public funds: And whereas, together with the 
object just adverted to, I have sincerely at heart the wel(are of 
the City of Philadelphia, and, as a part of it, am desirous to im- 
prove the neighbourhood of the river Delaware, so that the health 
of the citizens may be promoted and preserved, and that the east- 
ern part of the city may be made to correspond better with the 
interior: Now, I do give, devise and bequeath, all the residue and 
remainder of my Real and Personal Estate of every sort and kind 
wheresoever situate, (the real estate in Pennsylvania charged aa 
aforesaid,) unto "the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadel- 
phia," their successors and assigns, in trust, to and for the several 
uses, intents, and purposes hereinafter mentioned and declared of 
and concerning the same, that is to say: Sq far aa regards my real 
estate in Pennsylvania, in trust, that no part thereof ahfll ever bt 
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«Dld or alienated by the said the Mayor, Aldermen and Cttizens 
'of Philadelphia, or their successors, but tie same shall for ever 
thereafter be let from time to time, to gocd tenants, at yearly, or 
other rents, an<. upon leases in possession not exceeding five years 
from the commencement thereof, ann that the rents, issues, and 
profits arising therefrom shall he applied towards keeping that part 
of the said real estate, situute in the city and lihertii s of Phila* 
delphi a constantly Tn good repair, (parts elsewhere situate to be 
kept in repair by the tenants thereof refpectively,) and towards 
improving the same, whenever nec( ssary, by erecting new build- 
ings, and that the nett residue (after paying the several annuities 
herein before provided for,) be applied to the same uses and pur- 
poses as are herein declared of and concerning the residue of my 
personal estate: And so far as regards my real estate in Ken- 
tucky, DOW under the care of Messrs. Triplett and Burmley, in 
trust, to sell and" dispose of the same, whenever it may be expedi- 
ent to do so, and to apply the proceeds of such sale to the same 
uses and purposes as are herein declared of and concerning the 
residue of my personal estate. 

XXI. And so far as regards the residue of my personal estate^ 
in trust, as to Two Millions of Dollars^ part thereof to apply and 
expend so much of that sum as may be necessary — in erecting, as 
soon as practicably may be, in the centre of my square of ground 
between High and Chesrut streets, and Eleventh and TwelUh 
streets, in the City of Philadelphia, (which square of ground I 
hereby devote for the purposes hereinafter stated, and for no other, 
for ever,) a permanent college, with suitable out-buildings, suffi- 
ciently spacious for the residence and accommodation of at least 
three hundred scholars, and the requisite teachers and other per- 
sons necessary in such an institution as I direct to be established: 
and in supplying the said college and out-buildings with decent and 
suitable furniture, as^ well as books and all things needful to carry 
into effect my general design. 

The said college shall be constructed with the most durable ma- 
terials, and in the most permanent maimer, avoiding needless orna* 
flient, and attending chiefly to the strength, convenience, and neat- 
ness of the whole: It shall be at least one hundred and ten feet east 
and west, and one hundred and sixty feet north and south, and shall 
be buih on lines parallel with High and Chesnut Streets and 
Eleventh and Twelfth Streets, provided those lines shall constitute 
at their junction right angles: It shall be three stories in height, 
leach story at least fifteen feet high in the clear from the floor to the 
eornice: It shall be fire-proof inside and outside. The floors and 
the roof to be formed of solid materials, oh arches turned on pro- 
per centres, so that no wood may be used, except for doors, win- 
dows and shutters: Cellars shall be made under the whole building, 
solely for the purposes of the institution; the doors to them from the 
outside shall be on the east and west of the building, and access tn 
them from the inside shall be had by steps, descending to the cel- 
lar floor from each of the entries or halls hereinafter mentioned 
the inmde cellar doors to open under the stairs on the north^ 
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•ait and north-ireft corners of the northern entry, and under tha 
•tain on the gouth-east and south-west coraers of the southern en- 
try; there shall be a cellar window under and in a line with each 
window in the first story— they shall be built one half below, the 
other half above the surface of the ground, and the ground outside 
each window shall be supported by stout walls; the sashes should 
open inside, on hinges, like doors, and there should be strong iron 
bars outside each window; the windows inside and outside dbould 
not be less than four feet wide in the clear: There shall be in each 
story four rooms, each room not less than fifty feet square in the 
clear; the four rooms on each floor to occupy the whole space east 
and west on such floor or story, and the middle of the building 
north and south; so that in the north of the building, and in the 
south thereof, there may remain a space of equal dimensions, for an 
entry or ball in each, for stairs and landings: In the north-east and 
in the north-west corners of the northern entry or hall on the first 
floor, stairs shall be made so as to form a double stair-case, which 
shall be carried up through the several stories; and, in like manner, 
in the south-cast and siiuth-west corners of the southern entry or 
hall, stairs shall be made, on the first floor, so as to form a double 
stair-case, to be carried up through the soveral stories; the steps 
of the stairs to be made of shnooth white marble, with plain square 
.edges, each step not to exceed nine inches in the rise, nor to be 
less than ten inches in the tread; the outside and inside foundation 
walls shall be at least ten foet high in the clear from the ground to 
the ceiling ; the first floor shall be at least three feet above the level 
of the ground around the buildins:, after that ground shall have 
been so regulated as that there shall be a gradual descent from the 
centre to the side of the square formed by High and Chesnut and 
Eleventh and Twelfth Streets: all the outside foundation walk, 
forming the cellars, shall be three feet six inches thick up to the 
first floor, or as high as may be necessary to fix the centres for the 
first floor; and the inside foundation wall, running north and south, 
and the three inside foundation walls running east and west (in- 
tended to receive the interior walls for the four rooms, each net 
less than fidy feet square in the clear, above mentioned), shall be 
three feet thick up to the first floor, or as high as may bo necessary 
to fix the centres for the first floor when carried so far up, the out*- 
side walls shall be reduced to two feet in thickness, leaving a 
recess outside of one foot, and inside of six inches — and when car- 
ried so far up, the inside foundation walls shall also be reduced, 
six inches on each side, to the thickness of two feet; centres 
shall then be fixed on the various recesses of six inches thfoiigh^ 
out, left for the purpose, the proper arches shall be turned, and 
the first floor laid; the outside and the inside walk shall then be 
carried up of the thickness of two feet throughout, as high as nay 
be necessary to begin the recess intended to fix the centres of the 
second floor, that is, the floor of the four rooms, each net less 
than fifty feet square in the clear, and for the landing in the north, 
and the landing in the^ south of the building, where the stairs ars 
to go up— at thk stage of the work, a ehun, oompeaed of hmt§ 
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of iach square iron, each bar about ten feet long^ and linked to- 
gether b.y hooks formed of the ends of the bars, shall be Jaid 
atraightly and horizontally along the several walls, and shall be as 
tightly as possible worked into the centre of them throughout, and 
sjiall be secured wherever necessary, especially at all the angles^ 
by iron clamps solidly fastened, so as to prevent cracking or swerv- 
ing in any part; centres shall then be laid, the proper arches turned 
for the second floor and landings, and tiie second floor and landings 
shall be laid; the outside and the inside walls shall t^en be carried 
up of the same thickness of two feet throughout as high as .may be 
necessary to begin in the recess intended to fix the centres for the 
third floor and landings, and, when so far carried up, another chain 
similar in all respects to that used at the second $tpry, shall be in 
like manner worked into the walls throughout as tightly as possible, 
and clamped in the same way with equal care; centres shall be (brin* 
ed^ the proper arches turned, and the third floor and landings shall 
be laid: the outside and the inside walls shall then be carried up,~of 
the same thickness of two feet throughout, as high as may be ne- 
cessary to begin the recess intended to fix the centres for the roof; 
and, when so carried up, a third chain, in all respects like those 
iMied jaC the second and third stories, shall in the manner before de- 
scribed, be worked as tightly as possible into the walls throughout, 
and shall be clamped with equal care ; centres shall now be fixed in 
the manner best adapted for the roof, which is to form the ceiling 
fi>r the third story, the proper arches shall be turned, and the roof 
shall be laid as nearly horizontally as may be, consistently with the 
easy passage of water to the eaves: the outside walls still of the 
thickness of two feet throughout, shall then be carried up about 
two feet above the level of the platform, and shall have marble 
capping, with a strong and neat iron railing thereon: The outside 
walls shall be faced with slabs or blocks of marble or granite, not 
less than two feet thick, and fastened together with clamps jsecu rely 
•ttnk therein,— 'they shall be carried up flush from the recess of one 
foot formed at the first floor where the foundation outside wall is 
reduced to two feet: The floors and landings as well as the roof 
shall be covered with mar\>le slabs, securely laid in mortar; the 
slabs on the roof to be twice as thick as those on the floors. In 
constructing the walls, as well as in turning the arches, and laying 
the floors, landings, and roof, good and strong mortar and grout 
•ball be used, so that no cavity whatever may any where remain, 
A furnace or furnaces for the generation of heated air shall be 
placed in the cellar, and the heated air shall be introduced in ade* 
quale quantity wherever wanted by means of pipes and flues 
inserted and made for the purpose in the walls, and as those walls 
shall be constructed. In case it shall be found expedient for the 
purposes of a library, or otherwise, to increase the number of 
looms, by dividing any of those directed to be not less than filly 
^ibet square in the clear, into parts, the partition walls to be of solid 
materials. A room most suitable fbr the purpose, shall be set apart 
for the reception, and preservatioB of my books and p{q>ers, and I 
^Kmet thai thf y shall be placed there by n}y ozecutorsy and care- 
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folly preserved therein. There shall be two principal door» of en* 
trance into the college, one into the entry or hall on the first floor, 
in the north of the building, and in the centre between the east and 
west ivalld, the other into the entry or hall in the south of the build- 
ingy and in the centre between the east and west walls; the dimen- 
sions to be determined by a due regard to the size of the entire 
building, to that of the entry, and to the purpose of the doors. 
The necessity for, as well as the position and size of other doors, 
internal or' external, and also the position and size of the windows, 
to he, in like manner, decided on by a consideration of the uses to 
which the building is to be applied, the size of the building itself, 
and of the several rooms, and of tho advantages of light and air: 
there should in each instance be double doors, those opening into 
the rooms to be what are termed glass doors, so as to increase the 
quantity of light for each room, and those opening outward to be of 
substantial wood work well lined and secured; the windows of the 
second and third stories I recommend to be made in the style of 
those in the firtit and second stories of my present dwelling house, 
North Water Street, on the eastern front thereof; and outside each 
window I recommend that a substantial and neat iron balcony be 
placed sufficiently wide, to admit the o)»ening of the shutters against 
the walls; the windows of the lower story to be in the same style, 
except that they are not to descend to the floor, but so far as the 
Burbase, up to which the wall is to be carried, as is the case in the 
lower story of my house at my place in Passyunk Township. In 
minute patticulars, not here noticed, utility and good taste should 
determine. There should be at least four out-buildings, detached 
from the main edifice and from each other, and in such positions as 
shall at once answer the purposes of the institution, and be consis- 
tent with the symmetry of the whole establishment: each building 
should be, as far as practicable, devoted to a distinct purpose; in 
that one or more of those buildings, in wjiich they may be most 
useful, I direct my executors to place my plate and furniture of 
every sort. 

The entire square, formed by High and Chesnut Streets, and 
Eleventh and Twelfth Streets, shall be enclosed with a solid wall, 
at least fourteen inches thick, and ten feet high, capped with mar- 
ble and guarded with irons on the top, so as to prevent persons 
from getting over; there shall be two places of entrance into the 
square, one in the centre of the wall facing High Street, and the 
other in the centie of the wall facing Chesnut Street; at each plaoo 
of entrance there shall be two gates, one opening inward, and the 
other outward ; those opening inwaid to be of iron, and in the style 
of the gat^.s north and south of my Banking house ; and th€»se 
opening outward to be of substantial wood work well lined and 
secured on the faces thereof with sheet iron. The messuages bow 
erected on the south-east corner of High and Twelfth Streets, and 
on Twelfth Street, to be taken down and removed as soon as the 
eotlege and out-buildings shall have been erected^ ao that' the 
establishmemt may be rendered secure and private. 
When the college md appurteaanoes diall have been contlractody 
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And supplied with plain and suitable furniture and books, philoso* 
phical and experimental instruments and apparatus, and all other 
^natters needful to carry my general design into execution; thein- 
^me, issues and profits of so much of the said sum of two millions 
of dollars as shall remain unexpended, shall be applied to maintain 
the said college according to my directions. 

1. The institution shall be organized as soon as practicable, and 
to accomplish the purpose more efiectually, due public notice of 
the intended opening of the college shall be given — so that there 
may be an opportunity to make selections of competent instructors, 
and other agents, and those who may have the charge of orphans, 
may be aware of the provisions intended for them. 
. 2. A competent number of instructors, teachers, assistants, and 
other necessary agents, shall be selected, and when needful, their 
places from time to time supplied: they shall receive adequate com* 
pensation for their services: but no person shall be employed, who 
shall not be of tried skill in his or her proper department, of estab* 
lished moral character, and in all cases persons shall be chosea 
on account of their merit, and not through favour or intrigue. 
- 3. As many poor white male orphans, between the age of six and 
ten years, as the said income shall be adequate to maintain, shall be 
introduced into the college as soon as possible ; and from time to 
time as there may be vacancies, or as increased ability from income 
may warrant, others .shall be introduced. 

4. On the application for admission, an accurate statement should 
be taken in a book, prepared for the purpose, of the name, birth- 
place, age, health, condition as to relatives, and other particulars 
useful to be known of each orphan. 

. 5. No orphan should be admitted until the guardians or directors 
of the poor, or a proper guardian or other competent authority, 
shall have given, by indenture, relinquishment, or otherwise, ade- 
quate power to the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, 
or to directors, or others by them appointed, to enforce, in relation 
to each orphan, every proper restraint, and to prevent relatives or 
others from interfering with, or withdrawing such orphan from the 
institution. . 

6. Those orphans, for whose admission application shall first be 
made, shall be first introduced, all other things concurring — and at 
all future times, priority of application shall entitle the applicant to 
preference in admission, all other things concurring; but if there 
shall be at any time, more applicants than vacancies, and the ap- 
plying orphans shall have been bom in different places, a preference 
•ball be given— ^rs^ to orphans born in the city of j?hiladelphia; 
geeondly^ to those born in any other part of Pennsylvania; Hurdiy^ 
to those born in the city of 5^ew York (that being the first port on 
the continent of North America at which I arrived;) and lastly ^ to 
those born in the city of New Orleans, being the first port on the 
said continent at which I first traded, in the first instance as first 
effieer, end sabaequently as master and part owner of a vessel and 
cargo. 

' 7. The orphans admitted into the college, shall be there Ad with 
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iteiiilNit wholMomelbody clothed with plain but decent a]^arel9(no 
diitinctiTe dress erer to be wom^ and lodged in a jilain but aob 
BMUHMr: Due regard shall be paid to their health, and to this end 
their persons and clothes shall be kept clean, and thej riiall have 
Mitable and rational exercise and recreation : Thej shaU be instruct- 
•din the varions branches of asound education, comprehending read^ 
tag, writing, grammar, arithmetic, geography, nayigation, survey- 
ng, practical mathematics, astronomy, natural, chenucal, and ex* 
perimental philosophy, the French and Spanish languages, (I do 
not forbid, but I do not recommend the Greek and Latin ]ang<« 
nages)— -and such other learning and science as the capacities of the 
several scholars maj merit or warrant: I would have them* taught 
ftets and things, rather than words or signs: And, especially, I 
4esire, that by every proper means a pure attachment to our re- 
publican institutions and to the sacred rights of conscience, as 
|[uaranteed by our h^py constitutions, shall be formed and fi>8tered 
IB the minds of the scholars. 

8. Should it unfortunately happen, that any of the orphans ad* 
mitted into the college, shall, from makonduct, have become unfit 
eoBupanions for the rest, and mild means of reformation prove abor- 
tive, they should no longer remain therein. 

9. Those scholars, who shall merit it^ shall remain in the col- 
lege until they shaU respectively arrive at between fourteen and 
eighteen years of aee; they shall then be bound out by the May- 
or, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, or under tiieir direc- 
tioBi to suitable occupations, as those of agriculture, navigation, 
arts, mechanical, trades^ and mano&cturers, according to the ca* 
pacities and acquirements of the scholars respectively, consulting, 
as far as prudence shall justify it, the inclinations of the several 
scholars, as to the occupation, art or trade, to be learned. 

In relation to the organization of the college and its append- 
ages, I leave, necessanly, many details to the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Citizens of Philadelphia, and their successors; and I do s<^ 
with the more confidence, as, firom the nature of my bequests and 
ttie benefit to result from them, I trust that my fellow Citizens of 
Philadelphia, will observe and evince especial care and anxiety in 
•electing members for their city councils, and other agents. 

There are, however, some restrictions, which I consider it my 
duty to prescribe, and to be, amongst others, conditions on which 
my bequest for said college is made and to be enjoyed, namely: 
j^, I enjoin and require, that, if, at the close of any year, the 
income of the fund devoted to the purposes of the said coDege 
shall be more than sufficient for the maintenance of the institution 
durio^ that year, then the balance of the said income, after defray- 
ing such maintenance, shall be forthwith invested in good securi- 
ties, thereafter to be, and remain a part of the capital^ but, in ao 
event, shall any part of the said capital be sold> disposed of, or 
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may MHim ^ duty ufhatever in the said colkge; nor ^kall am fidk 
person ever be admitted for any jmrpoee^ or as a visUoTy Vfithin As 
premises appropriatedy to ihe purposes of tiie said colkfi^e: — lo Diftkr 
ing this reiitficlioQ, I do not mean to cast any reflection upon wxy 
sect or person whatsoever; but, as there is such a multitude of 
sects, and such a diversity of opinion amongst them, I desire to 
Iceep the tender minds of the orphans, who are to derive adyan- 
tage ^rom this bequest, free from the excitement, which clashing 
doctrines and sectarian controversy are so apt to produce; my do* 
sire is, that all the instructors and teachers in the college sbeil 
take pains to instil into the minds of the scholars, the purest prissr 
ciples of moralityy so that, on their entrance into active life, thoT 
vaajfrom inclination and habity evince benevolence towards their feU 
low creatures y and a love of truth, sobriety and industry j adopting at 
the same time such religious tenets as their nuUurea reason may 
enable them to prefer. — If the income, arising firom that part of 
the said sum of two millions of dollars, remaining after the con- 
struction and furnishing of the college and out-buildings, shall, 
owing to the increase of the number of orphans applyiog for ad- 
mission, or other cause, be inadequate to the construction of new 
buildings, or the maintenance and education of as many orphans 
as may apply for admission, then such further sum as may he ne« 
cessary for the construction of new buildings and the maintenance 
and education of such further number of orphans, as can be mainr 
tained and instructed within such buildings as tiie said square oif 
eround shall be adequate to, shall be taken from the final residuary 
ttind hereinafter expressly referred to for the purpose, compjno!- 
hending the income of my real estate in the city and county of 
Philadelphia, and the dividends of my stock in the Schuylkill Nav»> 
gation Company — my design and desire being, that the benefits of 
said institution, shall be extended to as great a number of orphanS| 
as the limits of the said square and buildings therein can accoia- 
modate. 

XXII. And as to the further sum of Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars^ part of the residue of my personal estate, in trust, to in^ 
vest the same securely, and to keep the same so invested, and to 
appljT the income thereof exclusively to the foUowing purposes: 
that is to say — 

1. To lay out, regulate, curb, light and pave a passage or 
street, on the east part of the city of Philadelphia, fronting the 
river Delaware, not less than twenty-one feet wide, and to be call- 
ed Delaware Jlvenucj extending from South to Cedar Street, aH 
along the east part of Water Street squares, and the west side of 
the logs, which form the heads of the docks, or thereabouts; and 
to this intent to obtain such Acts of Assembly, and to make such 
purchases or agreements, as will enable the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Citizens of Philadelphia, to remove or pull down all the buildiog% 
fences and obstructions which may be in the way, and to prohibit 
nXk buildings, fences, or erections of any kind to the eastward of 
said Avenue; to fill up the heads of such of the docks as may not 
sffi>rd sufllcient room for the said street; to compel the owners of 
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whareet to keep them clean and covered completely with gniTel cr 
other hard, materials, aad to be so levelled that water will not re« 
main thereon after a shower of raio ; to completely clean and keep 
clean all the docks within the limits of the city, fronting on the 
Delaware; and to pull down all platforms carried out, from the 
east part of the city over the river Delaware on piles or pillars. 

2. To pull down and remove all wooden buildings, as well those 
made of wood and other combustible materials, as those called 
brick-paned, or frame buildings filled in with bricks, that are 
■erected within the limits of the city of Philadelphia, and also to 
prohibit the erection of any such building, within the said city's 
limits at any future time. 

9. To regulate, widen, pave and curb Water Street, and to dis- 
tribute the Schi^lkill water therein upon the following plan, that 
ifl to say — ^that Water Street be widened east and west from Vine 
Street, all the way to South Street, in like manner as it is from the 
front of my dwelling to the front of my stores on the west side of 
Water Street, and the regulation of the curbstones continued at 
the same distance from one another, as they are at present op- 
posite to the said dwelling and stores, so that the regulation of the 
said street be not less than thirty-nine feet wide, and aflbrd a lar^ 
and convenient footway, clear of obstructions and incumbrances 
of every nature, and the cellar doors on which, if any shall be 
permitted, not to extend from the buildings on io the footway more 
than four feet; the said width to be increased gradually, as the 
fund shall permit, and as the capacity to remove impediments shall 
increase, until there shall be a correct and permanent regulation 
of Water Street, on the principles above stated, so that it may run 
north and south as straight as possible. That the ten feet middle 
Alley, belonging to the public, and running from the centre of the 
east squares to Front Street, all the way down across Water Street 
to the river Delaware, be kept open and cleansed as -city property, 
all the way from Vine to South Street; that such part of each 
centre or middle Alley as runs from Front to Water Street, be 
arched over with bricks or stone, in so strong a manner as to fa- 
cilitate the building of plain and permanent stone steps and plat- 
forms, so that they may be washed and kept constantly clean; and 
that the continuance of the said Alleys, from the east side of 
Water Street, be curbed all the way to the river Delaware, and 
kept open forever. (I understand that those middle or centre Al- 
leys, were left open in the first plan of the lots, on the east front 
of the city, which were granted from the east side of Front Street 
to the river Delaware, and that each lot on said east front has con- 
tributed to make those Alleys, by giving a part of their ground in 
proportion to the size of each lot; those Alleys were in the first 
mstance, and still are, considered public property, intended for the 
convenience of the inhabitants residing in Front Street^ to go 
down to the river for water and other purposes; but, owing to ne- 
glect or to some other cause, on the part of tl^se who have had 
the care of the city property, several encroachments, have been 
made on them by individuids, by wholly occupying, or buildiDg 
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iffet them, or otherwise, and in that way the inhabitants, more 
imrticularly those who reside in the neighbourhood, are deprived 
of the benefit of that wholesome air, which their opening and 
cleansing throughout would' afford.) That the iron pipes, in 
Water Street, ^hich, by being of smaller size than those in the 
other streets, and too near the surface of the ground, cause con- 
stant leaks, particularly in the winter season, which in many places 
render the street impassible, be taken up and replaced by pipes of 
the same size, quality and dimensions in every respect, and laid 
down as deeply from the surface of the ground, as the iron pipes, 
which are laid in the main streets of the city ; and as it respects 
pumps for Schuylkiill water and fire-plugs in Water Street, that 
one of each be fixed at the south-west corner of Vine and Water 
Streets, and so running southward, one of each near the steps of 
the centre Alley, going up to Front Street; one of each at the 
south-west corner of Sassafrass and Water Streets, one of each 
near the steps of the centre Alley going up to Front Street, and 
so on at every south-west corner of all the main Streets and Water 
Street, and of the centre Alleys of every square, as far as fiouth 
or Cedar Street; and when the same shall have been completed, 
that all Water Street shall be repaved by the best workmen, in the 
most complete manner, with the best paving water-stones, after the 
height of the curl>-stones shall have been regulated throughout, as 
well as the ascent and descent of the street, in such manner as to 
conduct the water through the main streets and the centre Alleys 
to the river Delaware, as far as practicable; and whenever any 
part of the street shall want to be raised, to use nothing but good 
paving gravel for that purpose, so as to make the paving as per- 
manent as possible. By all which improvements, it is my inten- 
tion to place and maintain the section of the city above referred 
to, in a condition which will correspond better with the general 
cleanliness and appearance of the whole city, and be more con- 
sistent with the safety, health, and comfort of the citizens. And 
my mind and will are, that all the income, interest, and dividends of 
the said capital sum of five hundred thousand dollars, shall be year- 
ly, and every year, expended upon the said ob)ects, in the order in 
which L have stated them as closely as possible, and upon no other 
objects until those enumerated shall have been attained; and, when 
those objects shall have been accomplished, I authorize and direct 
the said. The Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens, to apply such part 
of the income of the said capital sum of five hundred thousand 
dollars, as they may think proper to the further improvement, firom 
time to time, of the eastern or Delaware front of the city. 

XXIII. I give and bequeath to the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, the sum of Three Hundred Thowand DollarSj for the 
purpose of internal improvements by canal navigation, to be paid 
mto the State treasury by my executors, as soon as such laws shall 
have been enacted by the constituted authorities of the said Com- 
monwealth as shall be necessary, and amply sufficient to carry into 
offect, or to enable the constituted authorities of the city of Phi* 
ladelphia ta carry into effect the several improvements above qieci* 
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fied; namelj, 1. Law$j to cause Delaware AFeniiei as abora 
described^ to be made, paved, curbed, and lighted; to cause the 
buildings, fences, and other obstructions now existing to be abated 
and removed; and to prohibit the creation of any such obstructions 
to the eastward of said Delaware Avenue; 2. Law$y to cause all 
wooden buildings as above described to be removed, and to pro- 
hibit their future erection within the limits of the city of Pbiladel* 
phia; 3. LawSj providing for the gradual widening, regulatiag, 
paving, and curbing Water Street, as hereinbefore described, and 
also for the repairing the middle alleys, and introducing the Scfauyl- 
kMl water, and pumps, as before specified — ^ali which objects may, 
I persuade myself, be accomplished on principles at once just ia 
relation to individuals, and highly beneficial to the public: the said 
sum, however, not to be paid, unless said laws be passed within 
one year aAer my decease. 

X!^IV. And as it regards the remainder of said residue of my 
personal estate, in trust, to invest the same in good securities, and 
in like manner to invest the interest and income thereof from time 
to time, so that the whole shall form a permanent fimd; and to ap- 
ply the income of the said fund, 

1st. To the further improvement and maintenance of the afore- 
said College, as directed in the last paragraph of the XXIst clause 
ofthisWai: 

2d. To enable the Corporation of the City of Philadelphia to 
provide more efiectually than they now do, for the security of the 
persons and property of the inhabitants of^the said City, by a com- 
petent police, including a sufficient number of watchmen, really 
suited to the purpose; and to this end, I reccommend a divisioa q( 
the City, into watch district, or four parts, each under a proper 
head, and that, at least two watchman shall, in each round or alar 
lion, patrole together. 

Sd. To enable the said Corporation to improve the City proper- 
ty, and the general . appearance of the City itself, and, in effect, to 
diminish the burden of taxation, now most oppressive, especially oa 
those who are the least able to bear it: — 

To all which objects, the prosperity of the City, and the health 
and comfort of its inhabitants, I devote the said fund as aibresaid, 
and direct the income thereof to be applied yearly and every year 
forever, after providing for the College as hereinbefore directed, as 
my primary object. But, if the said City shall knowingly and wilfully 
violate any of the conditions hereinbefore and hereinafter mention* 
ed, then I give and bequeath the said remainder and accumula- 
tions to the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, for the purpose of ia- 
temal navigation; excepting, however, the rents, issues, and pro- 
fits of my real estate in the City and CouQ^y of Philadelphia, which 
shall forever be reserved and applied to maintain the albre«ni| 
College, in the manner specified in the last paragraph of the XXIflt 
clause of this Will: And if the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
shall fail to apply this or the proceeding bequest to the purposes 
beforementioned, or shall apply any part thereof to any other use, 
or shall, for the term of one year, nrom the time of my dooease, 
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hiVtiT etnit to pass the laws hereinbefore specified for promoting the 
improvement of the City of Philadelphia, then I give, devise and 
bequeath the said remainder and accumulations (the rents aforesaid 
always excepted and reserved for the College as aforesaid) to the 
United States of America^ for the purposes of internal navigatioB| 
and no other. 

Provided) nevertheless, and I do hereby declare, that all the pre- 
ceding bequests and devices of the residue of my estate to the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of Philadelphia, are made upon 
the following express conditions, that is to say: — Firaty That nono 
of the monies, principal, interest, dividends, or rents, arising from 
the said residuary devise and bequest, shall at any time be applied 
to any other purpose or purposes whatever, than those herein men^ 
tinned and appointed: — Second, That separate accounts, distinct 
from the other accounts of the Corporation, shall be kept by the 
said Corporation, concerning the said devise, bequest. College, and 
funds, and of the investment and application thereof; and that a 
separate account or accounts of the same shall be kept in bank, not 
blended with any other account, so that it may at all times appear 
on examination by a committee of the legislature as hereiaafler 
mentioned, that my intentions had been fully complied with: — 
Third, That the said Corporation render a detailed account annu- 
ally, in duplicate, to the Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, at the 'C(Anmencement of the session, one copy for 
the Senate, and the otilier for the House of Representatives, con- 
cerning the said devised and bequeathed estate, and the investment 
and application of the same, and also a report in like manner of the 
state of the said college, and shall submit all th^ir books, papers, 
and accounts touching the same, to a committee or committees of 
the Legislature for examination, when the same shall be required. 

4th. The said Corporation shall also cause to be published in 
the nionth of January, annually, in two or more newspapers, printed 
in the City of Philadelphia, a concise but plain account of the state 
of the trusts, devises and bequests herein declared and made, com- 
prehending the condition of the said college, the number of scho- 
lars, and other particulars needful to be publicly known, fbr the 
year next preceding the said month of January, annually. 

XXV. And wheteas I have executed an assignment, in trust, of 
my banking establishment, to take effect the day before my decease, 
to the iiktent that all the concerns thereof may be closed by them- 
selves, vrithout being blended with the concerns of my general es- 
tate, and the balance remaining to be paid over to my executors: 
Now, I do hereby direct my executors, hereinafter mentioned^ not 
to interfere with the said trust in any way except to see that the 
same is faithfully executed, and to aid the execution thereof by all' 
such acts and deeds as may be necessary and expedient to effectu- 
ate the same, so that it may be speedily closed, and the bidance 
paid over to my executors, to go, as in my Will, into the residue of 

a estate: And I do hereby authorize, direct, and en^ower the 
trustees, from time to time, as the capital of the said bank shall 
^9 received, and i^ail not be wanted finr the dischaige of the debte 
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due theteaty to invest the same in good fleeuritiee ia the aamw ef 
my executors, and to hand over the same to them, to be disposed ef 
according to this my Will. 

XXVI. Lastlj, I do hereby nominate and appoint Timothy Pax- 
son, Thomas P. Cope, Joseph Roberts, William J. Duane, and 
John A. Barclay, executors of this my last Will and Testament: I 
recommend to them to close the concerns of my estate as expedi- 
tiously as possible, and to sec that my intentions in respect to the 
residue of my estate are and shall be strictly complied with: and I 
do hereby revoke all other Wills by me heretofore made. 

In witness, I, the said Stephen Grirard, have to this my last Will 
and Testament, contained in thirty-five pages, set my hand at the 
bottom of each page, and my hand and seal at the bottom of this 
page; the said Will executed, from motives of prudence, in dupli- 
cate, this sixteenth day of February, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty.

Whereas tereral persons of the town and oonnty of Philadelphia and of the 
•aid profince, for themselves and in the name and behalf of others^ that for* 
merly have had patents granted to them by Wiliam Penn, absolute proprietor 
of the said Province, by the former and present Commissioners for several 
parts and parcels of the Bank of Delaware River, lying; to the eastward of 
iMaware, sixty foot Front street, HAVE, by their petition to the present 
Commissiocers of the said William Penn, for granting of lots and lands with- 
in the said Province, requested that the said Commissioners would allow and 
S've unto them, full and free liberty to build as high as they please above the 
p of the said Bank, which they were not to do by a clause in the said Rez- 
ive [recited] former patents. And the said present Commissioners havioff 
considered (he said petition, and that it will be advantageous both to the said 
Proprietor and to the People, that they be allowed to build as hish as they 
please, because, the more toeir improvements are, the greater will the Pro- 
prietor's benefit be at the expiration of the said fifty-one years in the said 
Patents mentioned — the said Commissioners for the reason aforesaid, and to 
assist the reasonable expectations of the said persons, have un^imoosly 
agreed upon the regulation of the said Bank as follows: viz. First, that all the 
•aid persons who have already got, or shall hereafter get, any Bank Lots,

Ths CITT OF PHiLADELPRiA.notir extends from riyer to rnrer tvro miles, and 
in breadth near a mile, and the Governorj as a further manifestation of his 
^ndness unto the purcnasers, hath freely given them their respective lots in 
ijbe city, without defalcation of ^ny of their quantities of purchased lands, aqd 
ais it is now placed and modelled between two rivers upon a neck of land, and 
that ships may ride in good anchorage in six or eight fathom water in both, 
close to the city, and the land of the city level, dry and wholesome, such a 
situation is scarcely to be paralleled. 

The model of this city appears by a small draft now made, and may here- 
i^er when time permits, be augmented; and because tiiere is not room to ex- 
press the purchasers' names in the draft, I have therefore drawn directions of 
reference by way of numbers, whereby may be known each man's lot and 
place in the city. The city is so ordered by the Grovemor's care and pru«> 
oence, tbat it bath a front to each river, one half at Delaware, the other at 
Schuylkill ; and though aU tiiis cannot make way for small purchasers to be 
in the fronts, yet th^ are placed in the next street contiguous to each front, 
yiz: all purchasers of one thousand acres and upwaidis have the front and the 
high street ; and to every five thousand acres purchase in the front, about an 
acre ; and the smaller purchasers, about half an acre in the backward streets; 
by which means the least hath room enough for house, gajtlen and small or* 
chard, to the great content and satisfaction of all here concerned. 

The city, as the model shows, consists of a large front street to ea^h river, 
and a high street near the middle from front or nver, to front of one hundred 
foot broad, and a broad street; in the middle of the city from side to side of 
the like breadth in the centre of the city, is a square of ten acres ; at each 
angle are to be houses for public affairs, as a meeting house, assembly, or 
state house, market house, school house, and several other buildings for pub* 
lie coQcerns. There are also in each ouarter of the city a square of eight 
acres, to be for the like uses as the Moorfields are in London; and eight 
streets besides the said high street, that run from front to front, and twenty 
streets besides the broad street, that run across the city, from the one side to 
tiie other; .all these streets are of fifty foot in breadth. 

In each number in the draft in the front and high streets, are placed the 
purchasers of one thousand acres and upwards, to make up five thousand pcre 
jbts, both in the said firont and high streets, and the numoers direct to each 
lot, and where in the city* 

The front lots begin at the south ends of the fronts by the number, and so 
i^ach to the n<M-th ends and end at number 43; the high street lots begin 
towards the fronts at number 144, and so reach to the center. 

These lesser purchasers begin at number l,in the second street, and so pro- 
ceed by numbers as in the draft, the biggest of them b^ing fint placed nearest 
to the front.
